In  case  of  business  changes,  notification  or  card  should  be 
immediately  sent  to  this  office  for  entry  under  ^*  Business 
Notes.*'  New  catalogues  issued  will  also  be  mentioned 
when  forwarded. 


AN  IMPORTANT  POSTAL  UTTERANCE. 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion* 
and  some  diversity  of  opinion  at  different 
post-offices,  as  to  the  extent  to  which,  under 
the  new  law  and  regulations,  printed  blanks 
filled  in  with  writing  (and  especially  ordinary 
bills)  are  mailable  at  the  rates  for  third-class 
matter,  instead  of  at  the  higher  letter  rates. 
We  know  of  one  specific  case  in  which  the 
post-office  ^at  New  York  got  a  dealer  into 
serious  trouble  with  his  customer,  by  charging 
letter  rates  on  a  package  of  books  which  was 
accompanied  by  the  ordinary  bill,  and  we  pre- 
sume this  has  happened  in  more  cases  than 
one,  although  word  from  the  Department  had 
already  sanctioned  the  view  of  the  law  taken 
by  the  dealer.  The  post-office  at  New  York, 
in  its  administrative  management,  is  probably 
the  best  not  only  in  the  United  States  but  in 
the  world  ;  unfortunately  the  spirit  of  its  judi- 
cial rulings,  the  application  and  to  that  extent 
the  interpretation  of  laws,  has  been  in  decided 
contrast,  and  this  spirit  seems  to  be  continued 
locally,  despite  the  general  instructions  of  the 
Department  for  a  liberal  construction  under 
the  new  laws. 

The  New  York  post-office  seems  to  have 
opposed  such  construction  on  the  ground  of 
its  interference  with  the  revenues  of  the  Depart- 
ment, which  would  seem  to  be  rather  for  the 
Department  to  judge.  In  the  particular  ques- 
tion at  issue,  the  line  between  first  and  third 
class  matter  is  clearly  drawn  at  "  personal  cor- 
respondence,'* but  just  what  is  "  personal  cor- 
respondence'* is  perhaps  not  so  clear.  The 
Postmaster-General  in  his  reply  to  Postmaster 
James'  letter  furnishes  the  necessary  standard. 
•  An  executed  document  or  receipted  bill  as- 
sumes the  character  of  personal   correspond- 


ence, and  is  at  letter  rates  ;  previous  to  signa- 
ture, it  is  a  printed  blank  filled  in,  and  subject 
only  to  third-class  rates.  Thus,  a  dealer  may 
send  a  bill  for  collection  with  a  package  of 
books,  but  he  must  put  a  3-cent  stamp  on  it 
in  returning  it  receipted.  This  is  on  the  plan 
of  the  domestic  regulations  adopted  by  the 
Convention  of  Paris  for  the  Universal  Postal 
Union. 

"PERSONAL  correspondence"  DEFINED  BY  THE 
POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The  following  official  letter  has  been  ad- 
dressed by  the  Postmaster-General  to  Hon. 
Thos.  L.  James,  Postmaster  at  New  York  : 

Post-Office  Department,       \ 
Washington,  D.  C,  June  27,  1879.  f 

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the 
25th  inst.  respecting  the  construction  of  that 
part  of  Sec.  232  of  the  "  Postal  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations," edition  of  1879,  defining  negatively 
personal  correspondence,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows :  '*  To  all  printed  commercial  papers  fill- 
ed out  in  writing,  such  as  papers  of  legal  pro- 
cedure, deeds  of  all  kinds,  way-bills,  or  bills  of 
lading,  invoices,  and  the  various  documents  of 
insurance  companies,  circulars,  hand-bills, 
etc." — I  have  to  say  that  the  desire  of  the  De- 
partment in  framing  regulations  under  the  new 
law  for  the  classification  of  mail  matter  has 
been  to  make  the  domestic  regulations,  as  far 
as  possible,  conform  to  those  adopted  in  the 
Convention  of  Paris  for  the  Universal  Postal 
Union,  and  the  wording  of  that  part  of  the  sec- 
tion quoted  above  is  nearly  identical  with  para- 
graph I,  Article  XVI.,  of  the  detail^  regulation 
of  that  Convention,  with  the  exception  that 
under  our  regulations  the  word  printed  had  to 
be  used  as  a  qualification  of  commercial  pa- 
pers, inasmuch  as  Sec.  8  of  the  Act  ol  March 
3.  1879,  defines  matter  wholly  in  writing  as 
subject  to  letter  rates  of  postage.  Under 
Article  XVII.  of  the  Postal  Union  Regulations, 
paragraph  2,  it  is  provided  as  follows:  ''The 
following  are  excluded  from  the  reduced  post- 
age, viz. :  stamps  or  forms  of  prepayment, 
whether  obliterated  or  not,  as  well  as  all  print- 
ed articles  constituting  the  representative  sign 
of  a  monetary  value;"  and  the  former  letter  to 
you  from  the  Department  to  which  you  refer 
was  based  upon  that  provision.  This  provi- 
sion will  form  the  basis  of  all  ruling  of  the 
Department  upon  the  character  of  commercial 
papers  submitted  to  it  for  decision. 

in  further  explanation  I  would  say  that  a 
printed  promissory  note,  or  an  insurance  policy 
filled  out,  ready  for  signature,  may  be  mailed 
as  third-class  matter  ;  but  when  they  have  been 
finally  executed,  or  countersigned  by  the  signa- 
ture of  the  person  who  finally  approves  them, 
so  that  they  become  the  representation  of  a 
monetary  value,  they  are  subject  to  letter  rates 
of  postage,  as  being  in  the  nature  of  purely 
personal  correspondence  between  the  two 
parties  interested. 

The  same  rule  will  apply  to  other  printed 
commercial  papers,  such  as  drafis,  checks,  etc., 
and  to  deeds,  bonds,  etc.,  whether  drawn  by 
public  functionaries  or  private  parties. 

A  partly  printed  bill  filled  out  in  writing  may 
be  sent  as  third-class  i^mm  ^^^l^^\J^i^^' 
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ed  can  only  be  admitted  to  the  mails  at  letter- 
rates  of  postage.  * 

The  written  matter  under  the  head  of  remarks 
upon  the  various  documents  of  insurance  com- 
panies must  be  confi  *ed  strictly  to  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  document.  Within  the  scope  of 
this  explanation,  the  Department  cannot  per- 
ceive how  postmasters  can  mistake  their  duty 
respecting  the  admission  of  these  commercial 
papers  to  the  mails. 

The  Department  does  not  share  the  apprehen- 
sions expressed  by  you  of  a  decrease  in  the 
revenues  consequent  upon  the  adoption  by 
Congress,  in  response  to  an  almost  universal 
demand  from  the  press  and  the  people,  of  a  more 
liberal  postal  policy. 

Similar  apprehensions  were  entertained  and 
freely  expressed  that  the  introduction  of  postal 
cards  would  materially  reduce  the  revenues  of 
the  Department  from  letter  postage. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30, 1872,  just  prior 
to  the  introduction  of  postal  cards,  the  sales  of 
postage  stamps  amounted  to  $15,840,649.  For 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1873,  the  revenue  from 
stamps  sold  was  $16,681,189,  and  from  postal 
cards  $310,940. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1874,  the  first 
entire  fiscal  year  in  which  postal  cards  were 
used,  the  revenue  from  postage  stamps  was 
$17,275,242,  and  from  postal  cards  $910,790. 
From  the  last  report  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
it  appears  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30, 1878,  the  receipts  from  postage  stamps 
were  $19,468,618,  and  from  postal  cards  $2,006,- 
300,  thus  showing  that  the  use  of  letters  has 
been  increased  rather  than  decreased  since  the 
introduction  of  postal  cards,  and  that  these  lat- 
ter have  created  a  demand  for  their  use  for 
special  purposes,  in  addition  to  rather  than  in- 
stead of  letters. 

In  fact,  the  whole  history  of  postal  legislation, 
in  this  country  and  abroad,  shows  that  any  re- 
duction in  the  rate  of  postage,  or  liberalizing  of 
the  postal  regulations  in  the  interest  of  the  peo- 
ple, is  always  sure  to  result  in  an  increased  use 
o(  the  mails  by  the  people,  and  a  consequent 
increase  of  the  revenues  of  the  Department; 
premising,  of  course,  that  the  rate  of  postage 
should  never  be  reduced  below  the  actual  cost 
of  transportation,  distribution  and  dispatch, 
and  protection. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  Department  does 
incur  any  loss  in  the  transportation  of  mail  mat- 
ter at  third-class  rates,  viz.,  one  cent  for  each 
two  ounces,  or  8  cents  per  pound. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  parties  interested  in 
the  transporting  of  packages  for  hire  have  pro- 
tested against  this  liberalizing  policy  of  the 
Department  respecting  the  rates  for  the  trans- 
portation of  third-class  matter,  it  might  be  fair 
to  assume  that  there  was  some  profit  in  it. 

I  sec  no  reason  why  the  Post- Office  Depart- 
ment, more  than  the  Army  and  Navy  or  other 
departments  of  (he  government,  should  be  con- 
ducted for  the  purpose  of  making  money.  It  is 
supported  by  the  money  of  the  people,  and  the 
people  have  the  right  to  demand  from  it  the 
utmost  facility  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  either 
in  the  rate  of  postage  or  in  taxes  for  its  sup- 
port. 

Holding  these  views,  whenever  it  should  ap- 
pear that  the  revenues  of  the  Departn^ent  were 
exceeding  its  expenses,  I  should  recommend 
a  still  further  reduction  in  the  rates  of  postage, 
and  a  more  liberal  classification  of  mail  matter, 


so  as  to  place  our  domestic  postal  s)'steai   in 
entire  harmony    with    that    of    the   Universal 
Postal  Union.         Very  respectfully,

A  COPYRIGHT  OMNIUM  GATHERUM. 

ScKiBNER  &  Welkord  have  received  an  edi- 
tion of  the  work  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Macfie,  referred 
to  in  our  last  issue  :  '*  Copyright  and  Patents  for 
Inventions — Copyright.  Volume  First."  The 
writer  himself  presents  it  as  an  omnium gaihnuww 
of  information  about  copyright,  chiefly  bearing 
upon  the  royalty  plan,  which  he  advocates, — 
and  such  it  is,  a  scrap-book  of  articles  and 
paragraphs  on  the  subject,  many  of  them  other- 
wise inaccessible.  The  compilation  opens  with 
an  essay  by|Lord  Dreghorn  '*  On  the  Origin  and 
Progress  of  Literary  Property"  (1772),  which  in- 
cludes a  valuable /r/<ri J  of  the  debates  in  Parlia- 
I  ment  at  the  passage  of  the  statute  of  Queen 
Anne  ;  gives  an  address  on  the  royalty  system 
by  the  compiler,  delivered  before  the  Edinburgh 
Chamber  of  Commerce ;  presents  copious  ex- 
tracts from  the  leading  authors  and  jurists  who 
have  discussed  copyright ;  sets  forth  the  evi- 
dence before  the  Royal  Commission  bearing  or 
the  royalty  scheme,  besides  discussions  in  the 
American  Library  Conference  and  elsewhere  ; 
comments  on  the  Harper  memorandums,  and 
includes  a  host  of  minor  clippings,  to  the  laby- 
rinth of  which  an  elaborate  index  at  the  end  fur- 
nishes a  clue.  While  the  compilation  is  entirely 
undigested  in  form,  it  covers  very  much  of  value 
and  is  necessary  to  any  one  interested  in  its 
general  subject.  The  compiler's  own  purpose^ 
as  shown  in  his  preface  and  on  the  placard 
which  adorns  the  back  of  his  volume,  is  to 
further  the  royalty  system,  which  he  defines 
as  "copyright-law  authorizing  publication  by 
any  proper  person  who  agrees  to  pay  rates  of 
royalty  fixed  by  law."  The  book,  which  is  an 
octavo  of  406  pages  in  trimmed  li;ien,  is  rather 
a  phenomenal  production,  not  least  in  its  extra- 
ordinary make-up,  or  lack  of  it.

Mr.  S.  Mullen,  the  president,  in 
his  annual  address  congratulated  the  associa- 
tion on  its  harmonious  workings  so  far.  At 
Sydney  the  trade  held  its  "  first  annual  picnic*" 
this  spring.  Old  English  sports — races,  walk- 
ing-matches, cricket,  etc. — filled  the  earlier  part 
of  the  day.  The  meeting  is  reported  a  great 
success,  as  a  stepping-stone  to  a  state  of  greater 
cordiality  and  good  fellowship  among  a  large- 
and  influential  body  of  the  community.

THE  EDUCATIONAL  CATALOGUE  AND 
THE  SCHOOL-BOOK  BUSINESS. 
We  present  in  this  issue  the  American  Edu- 
•cational  Catalogue  for  its  tenth  year.  It  has 
been  compiled  by  Mr.  Lejpoldt  on  a  new  plan, 
following  that  modification  of  the  dictionary 
system  which  had  previously  been  adopted  for 
the  "American  Catalogue" — an  alphabet  by 
authors  and  titles  (which  in  school-books  be- 
comes simply  an  entry  by  author)  and  a  supple- 
mentary subject-index  alphabet.  This  is  a 
modification  of  the  plan  first  projected  for  this 
year's  Educational  Catalogue,  which  contem- 
plated one  alphabet  (author  and  subject)  only, 
but  it  is  believed  to  be  practically  more  advan- 
tageous both  for  the  trade  and  for  teachers.  The 
title-a-line  system  of  the  present  list  has  also 
great  practical  advantages  for  a  finding-list, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  on  the  whole,  this 
list  will  be  found  the  most  satisfactory  in  its 
arrangement  and  complete  in  its  features  of  any 
yet  issued.  It  has  been  made  entirely  anew 
from  publishers'  latest  data,  and  has  been  a 
work  of  unusual  labor. 

The  question  of  prices  is  still  as  perplexing 
as  last  year.  We  have  solved  the  difficulty  as 
clearly  as  possible,  by  presenting  parallel 
columns  giving  either  retail  or  wholesale  prices, 
according  to  the  publishers'  own  price-list, 
net  If  net,  retail  if  retail,  both  if  mailing  charge 
is  made  by  the  publisher.  The  mailing  price, 
when  made,  is  starred.  The  dealer  has  thus 
all  the  facts  at  his  command.  The  imprint 
Educational  Catalogues  have  this  same  double- 
-column  system,  the  notice  heading  the  Cata- 
logue being  drawn  to  cover  the  case  of  private 
buyers. 

We  had  intended  issuing  still  another  im- 
print edition,  in  which  the  retail  column  should 


be  dropped,  and  the  blanks  filled  out  (where 
no  retail  or  mailing  prices  are  made  by  the  pub- 
lisher) by  adding  20  per  cent  to  the  trade-list 
prices.  But  so  small  a  proportion  of  the  trade 
desire  what  some  call  the  *'  doctored  "  edition, 
and  so  many  publishers  insist  on  giving  "  net " 
prices  in  their  advertisements  (without  which 
the  cost  of  the  Catalogue  could  not  be  covered), 
and  deprecate  the  making  of  a  fictitious  price, 
that  the  practical  difficulties  and  discrepancies 
involved  make  the  issue  of  this  proposed  edi- 
tion improbable.  We  shall  issue  it  after  the 
two-column  edition,  onlyJn  case  there  is  a  de- 
cided demand  for  it  among  retailers.  Mean- 
while, we  receive  orders  for  the  two-column 
edition  either  by  the  hundred  or  thousand,  and 
not  for  large  orders  only,  as  at  first  announced, 
and  we  ask  those  intending  to  supply  them- 
selves with  imprint  editions  to  send  their  orders 
at  once. 

We  had  intended  making  this  year  the  ad- 
ditional feature  of  a  full -title  descriptive  list, 
with  notes  in  the  fashion  of  our  Weekly  Record, 
of  all  new  educational  books  issued  since  the 
appearance  of  the  Catalogue  of  last  year.  The 
unusual  cost  of  compiling  the  Catalogue  on 
this  new  basis,  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
space  it  would  occupy,  made  it  impracticable 
to  introduce  other  features  of  interest  until  an- 
other year.  New  books  will,  however,  be 
found  designated  by  an  asterisk  before  the  title  ; 
books  announced  for  issue  this  fall,  but  not  yet 
published,  are  marked  with  double  asterisk  in 
the  price  column. 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  this  year  report  the 
desired  improvement  in  the  educational  book 
business.  It  is  very  questionable  whether, 
balancing  all  the  publishing  trade  together, 
any  money  has  been  made  beyond  expenses  in 
the  school-book  business  for  a  year  or  two  past. 
Certainly  there  has  been  no  adequate  return  for 
the  labor  and  brains  involved.  There  are  many 
popular  superstitions  about  the  school-book 
business,  and  educational  publishers  are  com- 
monly supposed  to  be  rolling  in  wealth.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  there  are  probably  few  businesses, 
at  once  of  such  magnitude  and  dealing  with 
such  detail,  that  return  so  little  remuneration 
as  the  publishing  trade.  Nor  are  the  jobbing 
and  retailing  dealers  in  school-books  better  off. 
The  margin  afitorded  by  the  scale  of  prices  in 
vogue  with  most  of  the  large  educational 
houses  often  does  not  pay  more  than  the  actual 
expense  of  handling,  and  rarely  covers  a  reason- 
able  return  for  the  work  done.  And  instead  of 
American  school-books  being  dear,  they  are 
among  the  very  cheapest  books  in  the  world. 

The  misapprehension  of  the  public  and  the 
tribulations  of  the  trade  centre  in  one  cause — 
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the  obnoxious  agency  system.  It  is  the  ex- 
pense of  this  which  eats  the  life  out  of  the 
school-book  publishing  trade,  and  robs  the  re- 
tailer of  his  fair  return.  And  the  key  to  this 
acknowledged  evil  is  the  fear  of  each  publisher 
that  if  he  cuts  loose  from  this  system  by  which 
he  is  manacled,  his  books  will  be  forced  out  of 
the  schools  by  the  other  agents.  It  is  this  which 
reconciles  him  to  doing  business  not  unfre- 
quently  at  a  loss.  But  this  system  cannot  go  on 
forever.  It  becomes  finally  a  reductio  ad  absur- 
dum.  It  used  to  be  supposed  that  restraint  by 
mutual  agreement  and  co-operation  was  the 
sufficient  and  practical  remedy.  But  the  remedy 
may  come  in  a  simpler  and  more  effective  way. 
Each  house  now  confesses  that  the  present  me- 
thod is  not  sound,  and  that  it  holds  to  it  only 
for  lest  a  rival  house  may  otherwise  obtain 
undue  advantages.  Some  day  one  of  the  lead- 
ing houses,  looking  both  forward  and  back- 
ward, with  such  perception  of  the  sound  busi- 
ness principles  as  underlies  any  business  of 
stability,  will  come  to  a  realizing  sense  that  it 
does  not  pay  to  be  doing  business  for  nothing 
simply  because  somebody  else  will  do  a  bigger 
business  for  nothing  if  you  stop  off.  It  will  be 
seen  that  this  is  simply  permitting  your  neigh- 
bor to  manage  your  business  for  you  by  letting 
him  entice  you  to  any  extent  of  competition. 
It  will  suggest  itself  that  the  indefinite  "future 
years,"  for  the  patronage  of  which  to-day's 
business  is  too  often  done  at  actual  loss,  are 
yet  as  far  off  as  ever.  When  a  cool,  clear  view, 
of  the  situation  is  thus  taken  by  a  house  able  to 
act  independently  for  itself,  there  will  be  the 
beginning  of  the  end.  Other  houses  may  or 
may  not  follow  suit  at  once,  but  the  system  will 
have  received  a  fatal  blow.  Perhaps  such  a 
step  is  more  likely  to  come  from  a  house  that 
deals  also  in  miscellaneous  books,  and  sees 
that  in  crippling  the  retailer  by  cutting  off  his 
margin  on  school-books,  it  is  seriously  threaten- 
ing its  general  distributing  system. 

We  have  no  idea  that  agents  for  pushing 
school-books  will  be  entirely  given  up  ;  in  the 
nature  of  things  these  are  likely  to  remain  an 
integral  part  of  such  a  business.  It  is  the 
abuse  of  the  system  which  we  criticise,  which  is 
so  disastrous  to  the  interests  of  the  publisher, 
and  so  undermines  the  business  of  the  retail 
trade.  It  is  the  willingness  to  spend  every 
cent  of  margin  in  agents'  expenses,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  any  at  all  for  legitimate  handling ; 
to  permit  anything  that  will  get  somebody 
else's  books  out  and  yours  in,  even  if  the  books 
must  be  given  away;  to  supply  specimen  cop- 
ies and  books  at  * 'introduction"  rates  when 
books  have  been  in  use  for  years — it  is  this 
which  is  unsound  from  any  and  every  point  of 
view. 


Could  such  abuses  be  reasonably  corrected,, 
a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  school-book  prob- 
lem is  not  difficult.  The  "  net"  prices  being 
recognized  as  the  prices  to  the  ordinary  school 
buyer,  the  reduction  of  agency  and  introdaction 
expenses  will  permit  a  sufficient  margin  of 
trade  discount  to  remunerate  those  who  keep 
stock  and  handle  the  books,  without  its  beingr 
so  large  as  to  offer  temptations  to  give  it  away. 
This  would  simply  give  the  retailers  a  fair 
chance,  without  in  the  least  tying  the  publish 
ers'  hands. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  to  be  expected} 
that  all  the  school-business  shall  be  done 
through  the  channels  of  the  regular  book-trade^ 
The  publisher  necessarily  seeks  direct  relations- 
with  such  large  buyers  as  city  or  state  board  s» 
who  are  in  fact  wholesale  buyers.  And  so  on. 
What  is  fairly  to  be  desired,  on  both  sides,  is 
that  the  school-book  business  shall  be  con- 
ducted,  by  each  individual  house,  according  to- 
the  independent  common-sense  that  rules  other 
successful  trades. 


STEIGER'S   YEAR-BOOK    OF    EDU- 
CATION. 

Mr.  E.  Steiger  has  just  ready  his  Year-Book, 
of  Education  for  1879,  which  he  had  at  first  ex- 
pected to  issue  in  March.  The  delajrs  found 
necessary  have  given  opportunity  for  carefur 
attention  to  thoroughness,  and  for  late  addi- 
tions in  the  Directory  and  elsewhere,  and  the 
result  is  a  most  comprehensive  and  useful  voU 
ume,  of  great  credit  to  the  editors  and  to  Mr. 
Steiger's  bibliographical  staff.  The  work  forms- 
the  second  annual  supplement  to  the  invalua- 
ble Cyclopedia  of  Education  issued  by  Mr. 
Steiger,  and  should  receive  the  hearty  and 
practical  appreciation  of  the  educational  pro- 
fession.  The  first  part  of  the  book,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  125  pages,  is  devoted  to  editorial  arti- 
cles on  the  progress  and  state  of  education  in 
the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  with  notes  on 
current  educational  topics,  arranged  alphabeti- 
cally in  continuation  of  the  body  of  the  cyclo- 
pedia. Tables  succeeding  give  the  names  of 
state  and  county  superintendents  of  schools,, 
the  educational  statistics  of  states,  cities  and 
towns,  and  lists  of  normal  schools,  colleges,, 
scientific,  theological,  medical,  and  law  schools.. 
There  is  a  valuable  review  of  recent  educational 
publications,  especially  of  those  issued  in  187S, 
and  an  analytical  index  concludes  the  body  of 
the  work.  The  appendix  contains  the  Educa- 
tional Directory,  arranged  by  states  and  places, 
of  collegiate,  special,  and  private  schools;  a. 
list  of  German  universities,  a  catalogue  of  edu- 
cational and  kindred  periodicals  in  different 
languages,  and  the  first  division  of  a  very  im- 
portant Bibliographical  Bibliography,  covering 
German  works  on  bibliography.  Publishers* 
advertisements,  including  Mr.  Steiger's  own> 
lists,  always  valuable  for  reference,  fill  up  a* 
goodly  volume  of  over  500  pages.  We  trust 
that  the  support  accorded  the  year-book  by  ed- 
ucators will  be  such  as  to  justify  its  indefinite 
continuance ;  surely  their  gratitude  for  Mr. 
Steiger's  efforts  should  show  itself  in  this  prac- 
tical way. 
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AN    IMPORTANT  ENGLISH   LITER    A 
TURE. 

One  of  the  most  important  products  of  ed- 
ucational publishing  for  the  year,  and  indeed 
for  some  years  back,  is  the  "  Manual  of  English 
Literature/'  prepared  by  Prof.  Moses  Coit  Ty- 
ley,  of  Michigan  University,  on  the  basis  of  the 
work  by  Prof.  Henry  Morley,  of  the  University 
of  London,  which   Sheldon   &   Co.  issue   this 
year-     The  English  book  on  which  the  Ameri- 
can is  founded  has  already  won  a  high  reputa- 
tion in  this    country  as  well   as  in  England, 
for  its  remarkable  freshness  and  excellence ; 
in  using  the  best  of  its  material,  extending  and 
rearranging  it,  Prof.  Tyler  has  been  in  thorough 
accord  with  Prof.  Morley,  who  has  given  his 
sanction  to  the  former's  labors.    The  book  is 
thus  remarkable  for  uniting  the  best   scholar- 
ship of  both  countries.  Prof.  Tyler  having  prov- 
ed his  right  to  so  strong  a  term  of  praise  by  his 
recent  publication  of  the  elaborate  work  on  the 
"History  of  American  Literature."     The  spirit 
of  the  book,  and  the  true  spirit  in  which  lit- 
erature should  be  taught,  is  so  well  expressed  in 
the  opening  sentences  that  we  quote  them  here  : 
•*The   literature  of    a   people  tells  its    life. 
History  records  its  deeds  ;  but  literature  brings 
to  us,  yet  warm  with  their  first  heat,  the  ap- 
petites and   passions,  the  keen  intellectual  de- 
bate, the  higher  promptings  of  the  soul,  whose 
blended  energies   produced    the   substance  of 
the  record.     We  see  some  part  of  a  man's  out- 
ward life,  and  guess  his  character,  but  do  not 
know  it  as  we  should  if  we  heard  also  the  de- 
bate within,  loud  under  outward  silence,  and 
could  be  spectators  of  each  conflict  for  which 
lists  are  set  within  the  soul.     Such  witnesses 
we  are,  through  English  literature,  of  the  life  of 
the  English-speaking  race.     Let  us  not  begin 
the  study  with  a  dull  belief  that  it  is  but  a  be- 
wilderment of  names,  dates,  and  short  sum- 
maries of  conventional  opinion,  which  must  be 
learned  by  rote.     As  soon  as  we  can  feel  that 
we  belong  to  a  free  people  with  a  noble  past, 
let  us  begin  to  learn  through  what  endeavors 
and  to  what  end  it  is  free.     Liberty  as  an  ab- 
straction is  not  worth  a  song.     It  is  precious 
only  for  that  which  it  enables  us  to  be  and  do. 
Let  us  bring   our  heartis,  then,  to   the  study 
which  we  here  begin,  and  seek  through  it  ac- 
cord with  that  true  soul  of  our  country  by  which 
we  may  be  encouraged  to  maintain  in  our  own 
day  the  best  work  of  our  forefathers. 

"  The  literature  of  England  has  for  its  most 
distinctive  mark  the  religious  sense  of  duty. 
It  represents  a  people  striving  through  suc- 
cessive generations  to  find  out  the  right  and  do 
it,  to  root  out  the  wrong,  and  labor  ever  on- 
ward for  the  love  of  God.  If  this  be  really  the 
strong  spirit  of  her  people,  to  show  that  it  is  so 
is  to  tell  how  England  won,  and  how  alone  the 
English  race  can  expect  to  keep,  the  foremost 
place  among  the  nations." 

The  book  divides  English  literature  into  the 
four  periods.  First  English,  or  Anglo-Saxon, 
670-1066,  to  which  20  or  more  pages  are  given  ; 
Transitional  English,  1066-1350,  to  which  40 
pages  are  given  ;  Early  Modern  English,  from 
Chaucer  on,  1350-1550,  to  which  something 
over  100  pages  are  given;  Modern  English, 
from  the  approach  of  the  Elizabethan  period  to 
contemporary  literature,  1550  on,  which  covers 
the  balance  of  several  hundred  pages.  This 
gives  the  widest  range,  but  in  proper  perspec- 


tive ;  the  student  is  further  helped  by  a  neatly 
managed  use  of  smaller  type  for  less  important 
detail*  The  use  of  full-faced  type  for  names,  the 
chapter  divisions  with  accompanying  tables  of 
writers,  and  other  practical  features  add  to  the 
value  of  this  thorough,  intelligent,  and  whole- 
some manual. 


IMPROVEMENTS  IN  DICTIONARIES. 

In  nothing  has  American  enterprise  been 
more  noticeable  than  in  the  vigor  with  which 
the  publishers  of  our  great  dictionaries  have 
kept  them  "up  to  the  times."  The  Unabridged 
Webster  and  Worcester  are  now  each  of  them 
a  cyclopedia  in  itself,  a  home  library  in  one  vol- 
ume. The  new  edition  of  the  former  issued  this 
year — though  under  the  mistaken  date  of  1880— 
by  G.  &  C.  Merriam,  Springfield,  who  find  in  this 
volume  alone  the  material  of  a  large  business, 
presents  a  combination  of  features  absolutely 
marvellous.  Besides  the  supplement  of  over 
4600  new  words  and  meanings,  bringing  the 
vocabulary  in  line  with  the  most  recent  ad- 
vances in  scientific  nomenclature  and  other  de- 
partments of  language,  a  very  remarkable  and 
useful  addition  is  the  new  biographical  dic- 
tionary, presenting  in  compact  form  an  index 
to  the  name,  pronunciation,  nationality,  pro- 
fession, and  time  of  over  9700  noted  people. 
Many  households  which  cannot  afford  the  desid- 
eratum of  a  separate  Biographical  Dictionary 
will  find  this  index  of  constant  and  great  use. 
The  huge  work  now  reaches  close  towards  7000 
pages,  retaining  still  its  previous  vakiable  ap- 
pendixes,— Professor  Hadley's  history  of  the 
English  language,  Wheeler's  dictionary  of  not- 
ed names  in  fiction,  etc.,  the  classified  grouping 
of  the  pictorial  illustrations,  the  pronouncing 
vocabularies  of  personal  and  geographical 
names,  and  the  host  of  others. 

The  publishers  of  the  rival  Worcester's  Un- 
abridged, Messrs.  T.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.,  have 
added  to  the  excellent  internal  features  of  this 
other  standard  an  exterior  convenience  that 
will  be  decidedly  appreciated  by  all  who  have 
occasion  to  handle  a  dictionary  frequently. 
They  supply  an  edition  of  this — as  well  as  of 
their  other  dictionaries  and  their  noteworthy 
list  of  reference-books,  Lippincott's  Biograph- 
ical Dictionary,  Gazetteer,  etc. — furnished  with 
Denison's  patent  indexes.  Thumb-holes  are 
cut  at  the  outer  edge  of  the  book,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  letter,  and  bits  of  leather,  pasted  on 
the  page  and  stamped  with  the  proper  letter, 
enable  the  user  to  turn  to  any  particular  part 
of  the  alphabet  without  an  instant's  delay.  A 
line  of  letters  stamped  on  the  edge  of  front 
and  back  covers,  and  also  on  the  edge  of  each 
page,  gives  the  hand  the  cue  to  the  proper 
thumb-hole  at  the  merest  glance.  This  im- 
provement is  also  added  to  other  books,  on 
order,  by  the  Readers'  and  Writers'  Economy 
Co.,  32  Hawley  Street,  Boston,  which  has 
facilities  for  the  purpose. 

A  noticeable  work  in  dictionary-making  is 
now  in  progress  in  England,  in  the  preparation 
of  the  great  Dictionary  of  the  English  Phi- 
lological Society,  for  which  during  the  past 
twenty  years  vast  stores  of  material  have  been 
collected,  and  which  is  now  to  be  proceeded 
with  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  A.  H.  Mur- 
ray and  a  staff  of  assistants.  The  work  on  its 
present  basis  will  require  four  thick  quarto 
volumes,  each  the  size  of  Webster's  Dictionary, 
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and  will  take  ten  years  to  complete.  A  first 
part  of  400  pages  containing  the  letter  A  is 
promised  for  1882,  the  remaining  parts  to  fol- 
low at  regular  intervals.  As  this  dictionary 
will  deal  especially  with  the  history  and  de- 
velopment of  words,  the  help  of  individual 
scholars  is  asked  in  reading  works  in  which 
variations  are  likely  to  be  found,  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  present  day.  Dr.  Murray 
has  prepared  a  list  of  the  chief  books  which  he 
would  like  taken  up  at  once.  Readers  can 
also  be  supplied  with  slips  bearing  the  printed 
date,  author  and  title  of  their  books,  so  as  to 
save  mechanical  labor  as  much  as  possible. 
Communications  should  be  addressed  to  Dr. 
Murray,  Mill  Hill.  Middlesex,  N.  W.,  England. 
A  thousand  readers  are  wanted  to  complete  the 
work  as  far  as  possible  within  the  next  three 
years.  The  reference-list  of  books  at  the  end 
of  the  dictionary  will  also  record  the  names  of 
their  readers.  For  books  before  the  present 
century  it  is  important  to  read  first  or  early 
editions  to  get  the  author^s  spelling,  which  is 
of  course  part  of  the  history  of  the  language,  and 
those  who  cannot  themselves  read  but  can  pre- 
sent or  lend  early  copies  of  seventeenth  or 
eighteenth  century  books — almost  any — will  be- 
stow valuable  aid.  American  and  colonial 
readers  are  asked,  besides  sharing  the  general 
work,  to  read  those  recent  books  which  show 
Che  additions  made  to  English  in  their  respec- 
tive countries,  as  received  names  for  physical 
features,  productions,  etc.  Local  dialects,  Eng- 
lish or  American,  will  not  be  included.  Ten 
vears  hence  it  may  be  possible  to  begin  a 
Dialect  Dictionary,  unifonn  with  this  work,  so 
that  the  two  together  may  constitute  a  corpus 
iotius  Anglicitatis^  a  full  repertory  of  all  English 
speech  from  New  Zealand  to  California. 


THE   POSTAL  BLUE-BOOK. 

The  official  compilation  of  *'  The  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica," prepared,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  March 
3,  1879,  which  appropriated  $20,000  for  the  pur- 
pose, under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  A.  H. 
Bissell,  law  clerk  of  the  department,  and  T.  B. 
Kirby,  private  secretary  to  the  Postmaster- 
General,  is  just  ready  (ox  issue,  and  advance 
sheets  are  before  us.  It  makes  an  octavo  of 
454  ps^es,  and  is  the  most  comprehensive  gaide 
possible  to  postal  affairs.  Among  the  features 
are  a  reference- index  to  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States,  a  glossary  of  technical  words 
used  in  the  service,  and  an  appendix  giving  an 
abstract  of  the  former  postal  laws  of  the  United 
States  relating  to  postage  and  mail  matter,  and 
a  close  index  of  50  pages.  The  book  contains 
also  a  chapter  on  official  and  postal  telegrams, 
with  a  list  of  the  companies  who  are  obliged  to 
transmit  messages  at  government  rates,  and 
both  the  Treaty  of  Paris  and  the  detailed  regu- 
lations thereunder.  The  work  of  distributing 
to  postmasters  will  be  begun  at  once,  and  it  is 
probable  that  it  will  be  in  the  hands  of  every 
postmaster  by  the  middle  of  next  month.  In 
the  preparation  of  the  new  work  manv  of  the 
best  officers  in  the  service,  both  at  Washington 
and  throughout  the  country,  have  made  valu- 
able suggestions,  and  representatives  of  the 
public  have  been  widely  consulted. 

The  compilation,  as  a  specimen  of  digesting 
and  indexing,  is  exceedingly  creditable  to  its 
editors  and  to  the  Department.

Atlantic  City,  July  14,  1879. 

The  general  dulness  of  trade  has  enabled 
the  care-worn  and  hard-worked  members  of  the 
book-trade  to  take  their  long-looked-for  vaca- 
tion of  two  weeks.  Your  correspondent  is  now 
enjoying  his,  and  is  sojourning  at  the  Mec- 
ca where  all  good  Philadelphians  deem  it 
their  duty  to  spend  a  few  days  of  the  year  at 
least.  Atlantic  City  is  our  nearest  sea-shore 
point,  and  thither  the  trade  generally  wend 
their  way  during  the  summer  months,  from  Sat- 
urday night  till  Mondav  morning,  and  as  much 
longer  as  possible.  All  members  of  the  trade 
visiting  the  city  during  the  summer  should 
not  fail  to  include  Atlantic  in  their  trip.  The 
Union  News  Co.  of  New  York  have  the  mo- 
nopoly of  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Road  news 
business ;  not  only  do  they  supply  the  latest 
novels,  papers,  etc.,  but  also  candies  manufac- 
tured by  themselves — a  new  branch  of  the  book 
business.  We  noticed  the  entire  absence  of  the 
Franklin  Square  and  Seaside  Libraries.  Trade  in 
the  city  seems  to  be  slowly  picking  up,  and  the 
number  of  new  publications  under  way  be- 
token a  hopeful  feeling  which  we  hope  will  not 
prove  illusive. 

Messrs.  Marcus  Ward  &  Co.  are  busily  en- 
gaged in  preparing  for  the  fall  trade.  Mr. 
John  Glenn  has  just  returned  from  London  and 
Belfast,  and  has  brought  back  with  him  a  large 
and  fine  assortment  of  stock  for  the  holiday 
season,  especially  of  Christmas  Cards.  These 
are  the  finest  ever  produced  by  this  house,  there 
being  an  assortment  of  nearly  four  hundred 
styles  to  select  from.  Their  sale  in  this  coun- 
try has  largely  increased,  and  they  expect  it  to 
be  fully  twice  as  large  this  year  as  last  Mr. 
John  Glenn  will  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  East- 
ern trade,  whilfc  Mr.  John  Stoddart — for  many 
years  connected  with  the  London  house — will  do 
similar  service  for  the  Western  trade.  He  is 
now  in  Canada,  and  goes  through  to  California 
and  Australia.  Mr.  Alfred  Ireland,  the  general 
agent  in  America,  is  always  at  his  post  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  will  take  pleasure  in  furnishing  all 
information  possible  to  the  trade.  The  second 
volume  of  The  New  Plutarch  series  is  just  pub- 
lished in  London,  and  will  soon  be  received  here 
— *' Judas  Maccabaeus,  and  the  Jewish  War  of 
Independence,"  by  Lieut.  C.  R.  Conder,  R.£. 
This  volume  will  be  of  special  interest,  as  the 
subject-matter  is  seldom  treated  of  in  a  popu- 
lar manner.  The  previous  volume,  '*  Coligny." 
has  met  with  great  success  both  here  and  abroad. 
This  house  has  also  prepared  packets  of  cards, 
in  handsome  wrappers,  with  original  verses 
and  texts  written  and  selected  by  the  late 
Frances  Ridlev  Havergal. 

Porter  &  Coates  will  soon  publish  '*  The 
Children's  Book  of  Poetry,"  compiled  by  Henry 
T.  Coates.  This  will  be  the  largest  and  most 
complete  work  of  the  kind  ever  published,  con- 
taining poems  carefully  selected  from  the  works 
of  the  best  and  most  popular  writers  for  chil- 
dren, as  well  as  many  of  the  most  popular 
pieces  by  standard  poets  intended  for  older 
children.  It  will  contain  over  one  hundred 
and  fifty  illustrations,  engraved  by  Lauderbach, 
Rea,  Filmer,  and  others,  from  drawings  by 
Gustave  Dor6,  Millais,  Harrison  Weir,  Sir 
Thomas  Lawrence,  Giacomelli,  and  other  disr 
tinguished  artists.  It  will  be  elegantly  printed 
by  Ashmead.  and  contain  about  500  pages  8vo. 
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'We  do  not  know  of  any  similar  work  that 
equals  this  in  completeness  and  beauty,  and  it 
\rill,  without  doubt,  obtain  as  great  a  populari- 
ity  with  the  youthful  readers  of  the  countr}'^  as 
<iid  the  **  Fireside  Encyclopedia  of  Poetry" 
iwith  the  older  ones.  They  have  nearly  ready 
**  Holiday  Times,"  a  profusely  illustrated  juve- 
nile, a  companion-book  to  "  Happy  Days"  and 
*'  Merry  Times  ;"  "The  Garland."  a  collection 
of  religious  poems  by  Eliza  P.  Gurney  ;  and,  in 
the  school-book  line,  Sharpless'  ''Geometry" 
a.nd  Brown's  "Algebra." 

Mr.  H.  C.  Lea  has  in  preparation  an  Ameri- 
can edition  of  Reynolds*  *•  System  of  Medi- 
cine." This  work,  recently  completed,  has 
acquired,  since  the  first  appearance  of  the  first 
volume,  the  well-deserved  reputation  of  being 
the  work  in  which  modern  British  medicine  is 
presented  in  its  fullest  and  most  practical  form. 
Its  large  size  and  high  price  having  kept  it  be- 
yond the  reach  of  many  practitioners  in  this 
country  who  desire  to  possess  it,  a  demand 
has  arisen  for  an  edition  at  a  price  which  shall 
render  it  accessible  to  all.  To  meet  this  de- 
mand the  present  edition  has  been  undertaken. 
The  five  volumes  and  five  thousand  pages  of 
the  original  will,  by  the  use  of  smaller  type  and 
double  columns,  be  compressed  into  three  vol- 
umes of  about  three  thousand  pages,  clearly 
and  handsomely  printed,  and  offered  at  a  price 
which  will  render  it  one  of  the  cheapest  works 
ever  presented  to  the  American  profession.  A 
new  work  by  Austin  Flint,  M.D.,  is  also  in 
press.  "Clinical  Medicine,"  a  systematic  trea- 
tise on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease, 
designed  for  students  and  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine. The  preparation  of  the  work  has  occu- 
pied the  author  for  several  years,  and  it  is  pre- 
sented as  embodying  the  results  of  prolonged 
observation  and  experience  under  opportunities 
more  extensive  than  often  fall  to  the  lot  of  the 
physician. 

Messrs.  J.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.  have  but  few 
announcements  for  this  month,  in  comparison 
with  that  of  last.  A  very  important  work  is 
now  passing  through  the  press,  and  will  be 
ready  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  "Instruc- 
tions in  Rifle  Firing."  The  late  international 
and  state  contests  have  aroused  a  great  deal  of 
interest  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  and  especially 
in  the  army.  The  lack  of  any  oflTcial  course  of 
instruction  has  been  severely  felt,  and  hence 
the  present  work,  which  has  been  prepared,  by 
command  of  Brigadier-General  S.  V.  Benet. 
Chief  of  Ordnance.  U.S.A.,  by  Col.  T.  T.  S. 
Laid  ley.  also  of  the  same  department.  It  will 
be  a  i6mo.  with  many  illustrations.  "The 
Cross"  is  the  title  of  a  new  book  of  poems  that 
will  appear  about  the  same  time.  Mr.  Charles 
F.  Richardson  is  the  author,  whose  work  is  said 
to  be  possessed  of  great  merit. 

"  The  New  American  Reading  Charts."  just 
published  by  J.  H.  Butler  &  Co..  are  finely 
printed  in  bold,  clear  type  made  expressly  for 
the  purpose.  The  matter  is  pleasing  and  at- 
tractive, and  the  illustrations  are  appropriate. 
In  Nos.  15  and  i6.  and  in  the  phonic  spelling 
exercises  of  the  other  charts. silent  letters  are  in- 
dicated by  being  graved  out  and  printed  lightly. 
Directioos  for  the  teacher  are  printed  on  most 
charts.  These,  with  additional  matter,  will  be 
issued  separately  as  a  companion  to  the  charts, 
.and  will  be  furnished  with  each  set  without  ex- 
tra charge.

"CHEAP    READING." 

In  speaking,  with  appreciation  of  their  popu- 
lar usefulness,  of  the  cheap  libraries,  on  the 
text  of  a  letter  to  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  describing 
the  duiness  of  regular  publishing  in  Boston. 
Harper* s  Weekly  goes  on  to  say : 

"  Is  the  American  reprint  of  fair  form  and 
moderate  price  to  disappear  altogether?  This 
is  a  very  serious  question  for  the  universally 
reading  Yankee  nation. 

*•  The  key  to  the  situation,  however,  is  evident 
Heretofore  authorized  American  reprints  have 
been  made  upon  terms  satisfactory  to  the  au- 
thors and  agreeable  to  the  buyers,  and  the  au- 
thorized editions  have  been  respected  by  other 
publishers.  But  this  respect  has  vanished 
among  certain  publishers.  If  an  American  pub- 
lisher had  issued  a  neat  and  reasonably  cheap 
edition  of  McCarthy's  History,  paying  him  a 
handsome  percentage,  the  market  would  have 
been  flooded  within  a  week  with  a  republica- 
tion so  cheap  that  competition  would  be  im- 
possible. Of  course,  under  such  circumstances 
it  becomes  equally  impossible  to  pay  the  au- 
thor any  percentage.  Everybody  suffers — 
the  author,  the  American  publisher  who  would 
gladly  pay  if  he  could,  and  the  American  read- 
er who  wishes  a  good  book  in  a  good  and  per- 
manent form.  For  some  time  publishers,  who 
have  paid  large  sums  to  the  best  English  au- 
thors for  the  republication  of  their  works,  have 
seen  them  issued  immediately  in  the  cheapest 
form,  and  such  publishers  naturally  defend  them- 
selves by  cheap  issues,  but,  as  we  have  said,  at 
the  cost  of  inability  to  pay  the  author.  There 
is  no  remedy  for  the  author  or  for  the  American 
publisher,  except  some  understanding  by  which 
the  American  author  may  choose  his  publisher 
in  England,  and  the  English  author  his  pub- 
lisher in  America.  This  is  the  arrangement 
which  the  leading  English  authors  desired  to 
make  seven  or  eight  years  ago,  and  it  is  one 
which  is  essentially  fair,  under  the  circum- 
stances, toward  all  interests  concerned.  A  re- 
cent form  of  the  proposition  has  received  very 
general  approval,  and  the  inability  of  American 
readers  to  find  any  other  than  temporary  forms 
of  English  books  will  doubtless  show  them  that 
they  are  interested  in  the  question  as  much  as 
the  publishers  whose  gloomy  forebodings  are 
described  in  the  Boston  letter." 


THE  COMTE  DE  PARIS'  HISTORY. 

So  many  inquiries  have  been  received  as  to 
the  remaining  volumes  of  the  Comte  de  Paris' 
history  of  our  civil  war  that  we  are  permitted 
to  publish  the  following  extract  from  a  letter 
(June  15th.  1879)  addressed  by  the  Comte  de 
Paris  to  Messrs.  Porter  &  Coates  : 

"  I  return  to-day  to  my  usual  work,  which  is 
presently  the  account  of  the  battle  of  Chicka- 
mauga.  My  going  three  times  to  Spain  in  less 
than  fifteen  months,  once  for  a  marriage  and 
twice  on  the  occasion  of  great  domestic  sor- 
rows, has  greatly  delayed  my  work,  which  be- 
comes more  arduous  as  I  get  more  documents 
and  more  information.  I  shall  soon  begin  the 
account  of  Grant's  Chattanooga  campaign  ;  but 
with  the  minor  subjects,  such  as  the  siege  of 
Charleston,  the  legislation,  etc.,  I  cannot  ex- 
pect to  have  my  next  two  volumes  ready  to  be 
put  into  Mr.  Levy's  hands  before  the  end  of 
this  year.    These  two  volumes  will  be  printed 
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and  published  together.  As  soon  as  a  single 
sheet  is  printed  and  corrected  it  will  be  sent  to 
you,  so  that  you  will  receive  the  first  a  long 
time,  perhaps  nine  or  ten  months,  before  the 
two  volumes  are  given  to  the  public.  The 
same  will  be  done  for  the  maps. 

**  If  people  believe  that  I  have  given  up  my 
work,  they  are  greatly  mistaken  ;  but  if  they  im- 
agine that  it  is  an  easy  task,  they  are  still  more 
mistaken. 

"Whenever  you  think  it  necessary  to  have 
a  letter  from  me  establishing  that  you  are  the 
only  authorized  publishers  of  the  English  trans- 
lation, I  shall  be  ready  to  give  it  to  you.  For 
the  present  it  seems  to  me  that  the  letter  pub 
lished  at  the  beginning  of  your  first  volume  is 
quite  sufficient  for  that  purpose." 


AMERICAN  ART  TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  text-books  for  art  education  by  Prof. 
Walter  Smith  have  been  an  important  factor  in 
that  improvement  in  this  department  of  educa- 
tion in  which  Boston  has  been  the  centre.  The 
publishers,  Messrs.  L.  Prang  &  Co.,  have  for 
some  time  been  engaged  in  preparing  a  revised 
"and  re-worked  series  of  these  books,  arranged  in 
primary,  grammar,  and  high  school  courses. 
The  whole  series  will  include  20  books,  care- 
fully planned  and  graded,  besides  teachers' 
manusUs,  cards,  etc.  In  these,  the  various 
divisions  of  this  branch  of  training — free-hand, 
geometrical,  perspective  and  other  drawing — 
are  treated  distinctively  and  yet  with  a  view  to 
the  single  end  of  the  series,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  new  series  will  be  a  decided  step  in 
advance.  The  new  books  will  be  ready  in  Sep- 
tember, but  the  old  series  will  also  for  the 
present  be  kept  on  hand. 


OBITUARY. 
JOSEPH  GUSHING,   JR. 

Joseph  Cushing,  Jr.,  one  of  the  best  known 
Baltimore  publishers  and  booksellers,  and  for 
many  years  partner  in  the  firm  of  Cushings  & 
Bailey,  died  at  Bedford  Springs,  Pa.,  July  6th, 
aged  73  years. 

Mr.  Cushing  was  born  at  Amherst,  in  1806. 
Four  years  later  his  father,  Joseph  Cushing,  left 
Amherst  for  Baltimore, and  established  a  book- 
store at  the  latter  place.  In  1829  the  deceased 
and  his  brother  John  became  members  of  the 
firm  with  their  father,  under  the  firm-name  of 
Cushing  &  Sons.  In  1836  the  brothers  took 
entire  charge  of  the  business,  the  style  of  the 
firm  being  Cushing  &  Brother.  In  1850  Mr. 
Joseph  Cushing,  Jr.,  Mr.  John  Cushing,  and 
Mr.  Lewis  £.  Bailey  established  the  present 
house  of  Cushings  &  Bailey.  Mr.  John  Cush- 
ing retired  from  the  firm  some  years  ago;  a 
short  time  after  Mr.  Joseph  Cushing,  Jr.,  re- 
tired, leaving  the  business  to  his  son,  Joseph 
M.  Cushing,  and  Mr.  Bailey. 

Mr.  Cushing  wa6  an  indefatigable  worker, 
giving  up  his  time  and  energies  both  to  his 
business  and  to  the  community,  in  which  he  was 
held  in  great  respect.  He  was  a  director  of  the 
same  savings-bank  that  his  father  was  presi- 
dent of,  and  was  also  a  director  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Bank  of  that  city,  and  was  a  manager 
of  the  Peabody  Institute,  as  well  as  of  the  Mary- 
land Bible  Society  and  Baltimore  Dispensary. 


He  had  been  infirm  for  several  years,  and  left 
for  Bedford  Springs  with  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Judge  ThomasJ.  Morris,  only  a  few  days  before 
his  demise.  He  leaves  four  children,  two  sons, 
Mr.  Joseph  M.  Cushing  and  Wiley  E.  Cushing, 
the  former  one  of  the  firm  of  Cushings  &  Bai- 
ley, and  two  daughters,  one  the  wife  of  Judge 
Morris,  and  the  other  unmarried.  His  remaios 
were  followed  to  their  last  resting-place  in 
Greemount  Cemetery  by  a  large  concourse  of 
relatives  and  friends. 


EDUCATIONAL   NOTES. 

Owing  to  the  failure  of  Congress  to  make 
the  necessary  appropriations,  the  Report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Education  for  1877  is  not  vet  print- 
ed. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Russian  Society  of  Hy- 
giene propose  to  print  school-books  in  white 
letters  on  a  black  ground,  in  order  to  check  the 
increase  of  myopia  (short-sightedness)  in  schol- 
ars. 

A  new  English  educational  book  is  "  The 
Newspaper  Reader,"  filled  with  extracts  from 
the  newspapers  of  the  present  century,  descrip- 
tive of  many  of  the  most  striking  events  of  the 
period. 

Prof.  Henry  Morley's  admirable  •' First 
Sketch  of  English  Literature,"  the  original  one 
upon  which  Prof.  Tyler's  new  literature  is 
based,  is  published  in  this  country  by  Cassell, 
Petter  &  Galpin,  at*  the  reduced  and  very  low 
price  of  $2. 

It  should  be  noted  that  most  of  the  educa- 
tional books  in  Mr.  Widdleton's  former  list,  in- 
cluding new  editions  of  "  Trench  on  Words,** 
etc.,  as  well  as  the  publications  of  Albert  Ma- 
son, are  now  issued  by  Messrs.  A.  C.  Arm- 
strong &  Son. 

Van  Antwerp,  Bragg  &  Co.  have  been  re- 
vising their  well-known  McGuffey's  Readers 
to  bring  them  up  to  the  highest  standard.  The 
revision  has  been  thorough,  both  in  text  and 
illustration,  in  which  latter  work  more  than 
twenty  well-known  American  artists,  including 
C.  S.  Reinhart,  Mary  Hallock  Foote.  J.  C. 
Beard,  Moran,  Gifford,  and  others  have  been 
employed. 

One  of  the  most  notable  educational  experi- 
ments of  late  years  has  been  the  lecture  seasons 
at  Chautauqua  Lake  and  the  home  work  done  in 
connection  with  this  system.  Over  5000  copies 
of  Green's  "  Short  History  of  the  English  Peo- 
ple" have  been  required  by  students  in  the 
Chautauqua  system,  which  has  also  a  literature 
of  its  own,  in  the  Chautauqua  TexUbooks^  pub- 
lished by  Phillips  &  Hunt. 

Macmillan  &  Co.  have  in  preparation  a  new 
series  of  **  Classical  Read ing- Book s "  for  the 
lower  classes  of  schools,  and  at  a  low  price, 
selected  from  the  best  Greek  and  Latin  authors. 
Each  volume,  containing  about  120  pp.  i6mo, 
will  consist  of  a  short  introduction,  text,  and 
full  elementary  notes  at  the  end.  An  effort  has 
been  made  to  obtain  for  the  series  good  scholar- 
ly work,  and  an  endeavor  will  be  made  to  illus- 
trate each  author  from  all  the  various  points  of 
view  brought  out  by  modern  learning.  Besides 
representative  books  from  the  ./Eneid,  Homer, 
etc.,  to  be  published  at  once,   "  A  Select  Latin 
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Anthology"  and  ''Selections  from  the  Greek 
lElegiac  Poets  "  are  in  contemplation. 

S.  C.  Griggs  &  Co.  have  in  press  ''Clinical 
Lectures"  from  the  French  of  P.  Jousset,  Phy- 
sician to  the  Hospital  Saint-Jacques,  at  Paris, 
translated  by  Dr.  R.  Ludlam,  of  Chicago,  with 
copious  practical  notes  and  additions  ;  "  Latin 
Prose  Composition/'  with  references  to  the 
leading  grammars,  by  Elisha  Jones,  author  of 
"Greek  Prose  Composition"  and  "First  Les- 
sons in  Latin;"  "The  Orator's  Manual,"  a 
practical  and  philosophical  treatise  on  vocal 
culture,  emphasis,  and  gesture,  with  selec- 
tions for  declamation  and  reading,  by  Geo.  L. 
Raymond,  Professor  of  Orator)'  in  Williams 
College.  Also  "A  New  Method  for  the  Study 
of  English  Literature,"  by  Louise  Maertz, 
which  has  received  the  commendations  of  Prof. 
Moses  Coit  Tyler,  of  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan ;  Pres.  Abernethy.  Rutherford  College ; 
Prof.  Whitney,  Beloit  College;  and  many  others. 

Harper  &  Bros,  have  just  ready  the  useful 
little  volume  entitled  "  Readings  from  English 
History,"  edited  by  J.  R.  Green,  author  of  the 
-History  of  the  English  People."  This  little 
book  is  intended  to  assist  the  labors  of  both 
teacher  and  scholar  while  pursuing  that  branch 
of  study,  universally  pronounced  "  dry"  by  all 
young  students.  Mr.  Green  says  in  his  pre- 
face :  *'  In  their  zeal  to  cram  as  many  facts  as 
possible  into  their  pages,  the  writers  of  most 
historical  text-books  have  been  driven  to  shut 
out  from  their  narratives  all  that  gives  life  and 
color  to  the  story  of  men."  It  is  to  brighten 
the  text-books  that  Mr.  Green  has  made  his 
selections.  Choosing  passages  on  important 
events  from  the  works  of  the  best  authors  of 
Europe  and  America,  his  design  is  that  these 
•extracts  shall  be  read  aloud  by  the  teachers  in 
connection  with  the  text-books,  thus  adding  in- 
terest to  the  study  as  well  as  inducing  familiar- 
ity with  the  works  of  leading  historians.  Each 
extract  is  furnished  with  a  short  introductory 
paragraph,  and  copious  notes  explain  all  allu- 
sions likely  to  confuse  the  student.

The  plan  of  these  works  is  not  new.  It  is  merely  the 
adaptation  of  the  experience  of  many  of  the  best  and  most 
inquiring  minds  in  educational  pursuits — methodizing  what 
was  vague  and  loose.

THE  FALL  TONE. 

There  has  not  been  for  several  years  so  sen- 
sibly and  steadily  hopeful  a  tone  as  to  com- 
ing fall  business  as  shows  itself  for  the  ap- 
proaching season.  How  far  it  is  justified  events 
will  prove,  but  in  the  evident  improvement  in 
several  important  and  staple  lines  of  business 
already,  there  is  good  indication  that  the  book 
trade  must  sooner  or  later  suffer  the  change  for 
the  better  for  which  we  have  been  waiting  and 
hoping  so  long.  However  much  the  distribut- 
ing machinery  may  just  now  be  out  of  order,  it 
is  not  possible  but  that  the  supply  of  books  to 
the  great  reading  public  of  this  wide  country 
must  continue  to  be  the  foundation  of  a  large, 
and  let  us  hope  some  day  profitable,  business. 
It  is  certain  that  people  will  continue  to  want 
books,  and  that  neither  the  Seaside  Library  nor 
the  Public  Library  will  fully  supply  their  need  ; 
it  is  certain  indeed  that  these  agencies,  with 
which  the  book  trade  are  not  now  altogether 
pleased,  will  ultimately  result  in  training  hosts 
of  readers  of  high-class  books  who  will  sooner  or 
later  be  book-buyers.  And  it  is  also  an  assured 
fact  that  in  the  long-run  the  public  must  and 
does  pay  reasonably  for  any  service  done  it,  as 
well  by  dealers  in  books  as  by  people  who  cater 
to  lower  wants. 

The  publishers  have  such  faith  in  this  good 
time  coming  that  their  fall  announcements  pro- 
mise to  make  an  extraordinarily  good  showing. 


We  are  not  able  to  prophesy  any  great  books, 
but  these  indeed  may  be  concealed  under 
modest  guise.  But  the  lists  are  of  good  size, 
and  not  inflated,  as  we  think  our  readers  will 
agree  when  it  comes  time  to  speak  of  them  in 
detail.  Gi'eat  things,  happily,  are  not  expected, 
— which  is  one  of  the  wholesome  indications. 
The  rising  generation  is  not  to  make  its  money 
in  the  wholesale,  slap-dash,  dangerous  fashion 
of  the  days  after  the  war.  We  build  on  solider 
ground,  but  not  so  high. 

We  have  strong  hope,  as  we  have  often  sug- 
gested, that  the  better  times  will  themselves 
work  a  remedy  for  many  of  the  difficulties  of 
method  under  which  the  trade  has  been  suffer- 
ing. These  have  been  very  largely  the  result 
of  the  pressure  of  dull  times,  when  **  the  de- 
struction of  the  poor  is  their  poverty,"  and 
each  man  gives  away  his  living,  in  sharp  com- 
petilion  with  his  neighbor,  in  the  vain  attempt 
to  keep  it  too.  We  will  hope  for  that  future — 
by  no  means  a  golden  age,  but  an  age  of  good 
work,  fairly  rewarded. 


We  print  elsewhere  letters  in  reply  to  the 
charge  of  plagiarism  made  by  the  Chicago 
Tribune  against  Mr.  Davenport  Adams.  It  is 
somewhat  curious  that  Prof.  Mathews*  book  has 
been  both  defendant  and  plaintiff  in  this  sort  of 
charge,  a  similar  attack  on  it  having  previously 
been  made  from  other  quarters.  It  is  to  be  re- 
marked that  neither  Mr.  Adams  nor  his  publisher 
quite  hit  the  point  in  their  replications.  No  one  is 
so  foolish  as  to  charge  plagiarism  against  a  com- 
piler who  uses  stock  anecdotes  or  masses  quo- 
tations, whether  their  origin  be  acknowledged 
specifically  one  by  one  or  generlcally  in  the  pre- 
face or  by  the  nature  of  the  title.  The  real  issue 
in  such  a  case  is  whether  compiler  number  two 
has  made  indefensible  use  of  the  labors  of  com- 
piler number  one.  If  the  same  anecdotes  or 
quotations  are  bodily  transferred,  with  or  with- 
out change  in  the  arrangement  and  literary  form, 
without  proper  credit,  a  charge  of  plagiarism  may 
fairly  hold  although  every  one  of  the  anecdotes 
and  quotations  be  the  commonest  of  common 
property.  We  give  no  opinion  in  the  present 
case,  not  having  examined  the  charges  either 
against  Prof.  Mathews  or  Mr.  Adams  with  the 
necessary  care.

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MR.    DAVENPORT    ADAMS    AND    THE 
CHARGE  OF  PLAGIARISM. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  of  some  weeks  since 
printed  an  elaborate  article,  supported  by 
parallel  quotations,  charging  that  "The  Secret 
of  Success ;  or,  How  to  Get  on  in  the  World," 
by  Mr.  W.  Davenport  Adams,  an  English 
.luthor,  reprinted  by  Messrs.  Putnam,  was  ex- 
tensively plagiarized  from  *•  Getting  on  in  the 
World,"  by  Prof.  Wm.  Mathews,  published 
by  S.  C.  Griggs,  Chicago.  In  answer  to  this, 
Messrs.  Putnam  have  received  the  following 
letter  from  the  author : 

London,  July  15,  1879. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  only  just  had  brought 
to  my  notice  an  article  in  the  Chicago  Tribune 
of  May  24,  1879,  charging  me  with  wholesale 
plaflriarism,  in  a  little  work  of  mine  called 
**  The  Secret  of  Success,"  from  a  work  of  Pro- 
fessor Mathews,,  of  Chicago,  entitled  "  Getting 
On,"  etc.  The  article  in  which  the  charge  is 
brought,  if  not  written  by  Professor  Mathews, 
is  evidently  inspired  by  him,  and  is  a  fine  ex- 
ample of  the  suppressto  veri  and  the  suggestio 
falsi,  I  have  been  so  many  years  before  the 
public  that  I  could  well  afford  to  disregard  its 
exaggerations  and  misstatements,  but  in  justice 
to  my  publishers  I  proceed  to  oflfer  a  reply. 

In  the  first  place,  then,  I  am  charged  with 
"  cribbing"  the  title.  I  beg  to  say  that  the 
title  was  chosen  by  my  London  publisher,  and 
that  I  am  unable  to  recognize  any  law  of  copy- 
right which  forbids  the  use  of  such  every-day 
words  as  "Getting  on."  My  impression  is 
that  they  are  much  older  than  Professor 
Mathews.  Next,  the  professor,  or  his  agent, 
claims  a  copyright  in  certain  quotations.  I  beg 
to  inform  him  that  not  one  of  them  was  taken  from 
the  Professor,  that  they  are  neither  rare  nor 
recondite,  and  that  they  have  been  familiar  to 
me  for  years  and  figure  in  my  commonplace 
book.  Moreover,  that  most  of  my  quotations 
do  not  appear  in  the  Professor's  volume.  He 
also  claims  a  copyright  in  such  familiar  facts  as 
Davy's  garret  laboratory  and  Chantry's  carving 
of  his  schoolmaster's  head  in  a  piece  of  pine- 
wood.  Why,  sirs,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
write  a  book  for  young  men  if  such  examples 
and  illustrations  were  not  at  everybody's  dis- 
posal. So  far  as  I  can  judge.  Professor 
Mathews  has  been  considerably  indebted  to  the 
works  of  Smiles  and  Craik,  to  which,  however, 
he  makes  no  reference. 

I  had  never  seen  Professor  Mathews'  book 
until  my  London  publisher  put  it  in  my  hands. 
I  found  much  in  it  with  which  I  agreed  ;  some- 
thing with  which'  I  disagreed.  Possibly,  the 
Professor's  wrath  has  been  excited  at  my  pre- 
suming to  analyze  and  confute  one  of  his  argu- 
ments !  My  references  to  the  Professor  by 
name  are  numerous.  Sometimes,  it  is  true,  I 
have  also  availed  myself  of  a  passage,  with  the 
simple  reference  of  "  a  writer"  or  *'  an  essay- 
ist"— a  common  enough  usage,  which  I  adopted 
simply  because  I  was  writing  for  the  English 
public,  to  whom  Professor  Matl?ews  was  not 
likely  to  be  known.  The  Professor  specifies 
21  out  of  366  pages  as  more  or  less  indebted  to 
his  genius.  Let  us  examine  them:  Pages  12 
and  13  are  quotations,  not  taken  from  Profes- 
sor Mathews.  Page  14  is  a  blank  page  !  Page 
87  is  founded  on  Twiss's  '*  Life  of  Eldon  ;" 
page  88  on  Lord  Campbell's  **  Life  of  Erskine  " 


with  references  of  my  own  to  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
Dr.  Arnold.  Page  89  contains  a  quotation  from 
Longfellow's  "  Keramos,"  and  an  anecdote  of. 
Palissy.  Page  96  is  a  reproduction  of  two 
anecdotes  which  Professor  Mathews  uses. 
Page  97  is  my  own.  Page  154  is  quoted  from 
Lord  Dalling.  Page  155  is  acknowledged. 
Page  156  is  founded  on  the  life  of  George 
Wilson.  Page  179  is  filled  with  my  own  illus 
tralions.  Pages  180  and  181  are  duly  quoted. 
Pages  253  and  254  are  partly  quoted,  partly 
suggested  by  Emerson's  "English  Traits." 
partly  my  own.  Page  259  is  my  own.  Page 
275  is  my  own.  Page  276  is  partly  quoted, 
partly  my  own.  Page  353  is  my  own.  Posi- 
tively the  impudence  with  which  Professor 
Mathews  claims  and  appropriates  material  with 
which  he  has  nothing  to  do  is  astounding! 
You  can  judge  from  this  plain  statement  how 
far  I  have  plagiarized.  "  with  or  without  style 
or  changes  of  language,"  from  Professor 
Mathews'  work ! 

The  merits  of  that  work  I  have  no  wish  to 
underestimate.  I  gladly  made  use  of  it  and  of 
every  other  work  of  the  kind  on  which  I  could 
lay  my  hands ;  frankly  stating  in  my  preface 
that  I  was  repeating  truths  which  had  become 
the  commonplace  of  moralists,  and  availing 
myself*  of  the  best  of  the  illustrations  collected 
by  my  predecessors."  In  justice  to  myself, 
however,  I  must  add  that  I  gathered  "  a  very 
large  number  from  additional  sources,"  and 
that  the  "  The  Secret  of  Success"  in  four  fifths 
of  its  contents  is  entirely  fresh  and  novel. 

I  have  now  done  with  Professor  Mathews, 
but  I  promise  him  that  in  a  second  edition  of 
my  work  he  shall  be  conspicuous  by  his 
absence  ;  though  I  cannot  promise  to  give  up 
quotations  which  have  been  familiar  to  me  for 
years,  and  biographical  illustrations  which  he 
himself  has  borrowed  from  his  predecessors !

We  give  also  the  following  extracts  from  a 
letter  from  the  London  publisher  : 

In  their  article  of  24th  May,  on  this  matter 
the  Chicago  Tribune  remarks  as  follows  :  **  The 
very  title,  it  will  be  seen,  is  borrowed,  with  a 
slight  change,  from  Prof.  Mathews'  book  "  — 
in  other  words,  that  "The  Secret  of  Success; 
or,  How  to  Get  on  in  the  World  "  is  a  plagiar- 
ism of  the  title  **  Getting  on  in  the  World  ;  or. 
Hints  in  Success  in  Life,"  and  this  is  again 
referred  to  in  strong  language  in  another  part 
Of  the  article.  I  will  not  here  discuss  whether 
the  one  title  is  a  plagiarism  of  the  other  or  not, 
but  simply,  in  this  instance,  accept  the  ruling 
of  the  Chicago  Tribune.  Very  well  ;  the  title 
*'  The  Secret  of  Success  ;  or,  How  to  Get  on  in 
the  World  "  was  used  for  a  little  book  pub- 
lished in  1869,  which  I  now  send  you,  whereas 
Prof.  Mathews'  book,  '*  Getting'  on  in  the 
World,"  was  not  published  till  1873,  four  years 
later.  So,  upon  the  reasoning  of  the  Chicago 
Tribune,  it  is  really  Prof.  Mathews  who  has  to 
be  placed  in  the  dock  on  the  charge  of  plagiar- 
izing the  title,  and  he  will  have  a  hard  task  to 
defend  himself. 

The  most  serious  part  6f  the  charge  brought 
by  the  Chicago  Tribune  against  Mr.  Adams  is 
undoubtedly  that  of  plagiarizing  the  title, 
which  I  have  completely  turned  against  Prof. 

Mathews    himself.      But.    in    justice    to    Mr. 

uigiiizea  by  %^jOv^S^iC 
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Adams,  I  must  add  that  the  title  was  not  his  ; 
it  was  chosen  by  me,  and  I  alone  am  respon- 
sible for  it.  How  I  came  to  use  in  1879  ^  title 
which  I  have  shown  was  already  used  ten  years 
ago  admits  of  a  very  simple  explanation,  and 
that  I  have  given  you.  It  has  no*  bearing  on 
the  present  case.  I  could  refer  to  many 
similar  titles,— as,  for  example,  "  Small  Begin- 
nings ;  or,  The  Way  to  Get  on,"  published  by 
my  late  firm  just  twenty  years  ago.  .  .  . 

This  is  no  case  to  strengthen  the  arguments 
in  favor  of  an  international  copyright  law  (even 
had  Prof.  Mathews*  book  been  reprinted 
wholesale,  there  could  have  been  no  complaint 
as  the  law  now  stands,  although  I  am  no  advo- 
cate for  reprints) ;  for  even  had  both  books  been 
first  published  here,  there  could  have  been  no 
just  cause  of  complaint,  just  as  I  say  there  is 
not  in  the  United  States.  It  is  too  absurd  to 
claim  for  Prof.  Mathews  any  copyright  in  his- 
torical or  biographical  facts,  or  in  literary  ex- 
tracts, which  are  open  to  all  and  by  no  means 
due  to  Prof.  Mathews'  research,  and  I  doubt 
if  he  himself  would  venture  openly  to  claim 
any  such  right.  It  is  no  detriment  to  his  book 
to  say  that  much  of  its  excellence  is  due  to 
diligent  compilation,  ^hich  must  not  be  denied 
to  others,  to  whom  the  same  '*  common  ori- 
gins" are  available.     .     .     .

A  NEW  PROCESS  OF   DRY  PRESSING. 

A  MOST  important  improvement  in  the  mak- 
ing of  books  is  promised  in  the  new  dry-press- 
ing process,  introduced  by  the  invention  of 
J.  W.  Jones,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  Most  satis- 
factory tests  of  its  operation  have  been  made  by 
F.  Hart  &  Co.,  with  heavily  illustrated  forms  of 
Scfihfur^s  Monthly,  The  Proof- Sheet  gives  the 
following  account  of  it ;  further  particulars  are 
given  in  a  pamphlet  issued  by  the  inventor : 

*'  This  machine  will  press  printed  and  folded 
sheets,  without  set-off,  and  without  fuller  or 
glazed  boards  being  interposed  between  them. 
The  practical  printer  will  say  at  once,  as  the 
writer  did,  *  That  is  impossible  ! '  but  it  is  true. 

"About  five  hundred  sheets  are  placed  in  a 
sort  of  trough,  with  a  board  at  each  end  of  the 
bundle.  By  pressing  a  treadle,  the  operator 
starts  the  machine,  and  by  means  of  hydraulic 
pumps  the  sheets  are  pressed  closely  together. 
The  bundle  is  then  tied,  while  pressed,  and 
thus  the  pressure  is  retained.  This  is  the  great 
feature  of  Mr.  Jones'  process.  A  bundle  of  five 
hundred  sheets  can  be  pressed  in  from  three  to 
five  minutes.  The  sheets  are  smooth  and  ready 
for  binding  in  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 
The  bundles  are  compact,  clean,  and  safe ;  no 
outside  signatures  are  cut  by  cords,  and  no 
bundles  broken  and  sheets  scattered  around 
the  store-room,  as  is  unavoidable  under  the  old 
plan. 

"  This  machine  is  hard  on  the  folded  sheets. 
While  pressing  them  as  smoothly  as  the  cum- 
bersome hydraulic  press,  it  breaks  their  backs 
as  effectually  as  a  crushing  machine,  and  takes 
out  all  the  '  kinks,'  which  are  wont  to  bother 
a  binder.  After  passing  through  it  the  work  is 
more  readily  handled  through  all  the  stages  a 
book  has  to  pass  during  the  process  of  binding, 
and  is  more  firm  and  solid  when  finished." 


RECENT    POST-OFFICE    DECISIONS 
AFFECTING  PUBLISHERS. 

From  Posi-Office  Gaztttt  (August,  1879). 

1.  Manuscript  matter  intended  for  publica- 
tion in  any  form,  accompanied  by  proof-sheets 
or  corrected  proof-sheets,  may  be  sent  in  the 
mails  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each  two 
ounces  or  fraction  thereof  in  unsealed  pack- 
ages ;  but  when  not  accompanied  by  proof- 
sheets  or  corrected  proof-sheets  it  is  subject  to 
letter  rates  of  postage. 

2.  Packages  of  second-class  matter,  sent  as 
sample  copies,  should  have  the  words  '*sam. 
pie  copies"  written  or  printed  on  the  outside 
thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  publication  may 
also  be  given  ;  but  it  is  not  lawful  to  write  or 
print  the  subscription  price  upon  the  wrappers 
of  such  packages. 

3.  When  publications  are  entered  as  second- 
class  matter,  the  postmaster  shall  submit  du- 
plicates of  such  entry  to  the  office  of  the  First 
Assistant  Postmaster-General. 

5.  Second,  third,  and  fourth  class  mail  mat- 
ter may,  if  properly  prepaid,  be  forwarded  at 
the  request  of  the  party  addressed  without 
additional  charge  for  postage,  but  in  order  to 
be  returned  to  the  sender  must  be  prepaid 
anew. 

18.  Publishers  are  not  required  to  enter 
their  publications.  They  may  do  so  if  they 
wish  to,  whether  the  sheet  submitted  for  entry 
was  published  prior  to  the  act  or  not.  No 
publication  is  entitled  to  entry,  however, 
except  such  as  are  entitled  to  pass  at  pound 
rates. 

24.  Letters  prepaid  by  **  postage-due  stamps" 
must  be  treated  as  unpaid,  and  double  letter 
rates  collected  thereon. 

25.  Bills  partly  printed  and  partly  written 
and  not  receipted  are  entitled  to  pass  through  the 
mails  unsealed  as  third-class  matter. 

28.  A  bill  of  lading,  whether  signed  or  un- 
signed, being  partly  written,  is  regarded  as 
admissible  to  the  mails  under  third-class  rates 
of  postage. 

31.  When  newsdealers  return  unsold  second- 
class  matter  at  the  pound  rates,  the  postage 
must  be  paid  by  special  adhesive  stamps. 

32.  Second-class  publications  formally  en- 
tered and  having  the  words  of  entry  printed 
upon  each  copy  may  be  exchanged  regularly ^ 
or  occasionally^  with  other  second-class  publi- 
cations  at  second-class  rates.  Publications 
not  formally  entered  are  not  entitled  to  this 
privilege. 

DAMAGES'  FOR  DELAY  OF  MANU- 
SCRIPT—THE HOUGHTON. NAGLE 
CASE. 

The  case  of  H.  O.  Houghton  &  Co.  against 
John  R.  Nagle  &  Co.  (the  Centennial  Catalogue 
Co.)  still  pending  in  Philadelphia,  and  in  which 
Judge  Allison  has  just  awarded  a  new  trial,  is 
of  much  interest  to  publishers  and  authors  as 
involving  the  question  of  recovery  from  an 
author  for  delay  in  furnishing  manuscript  as 
per  contract.  The  defendants  compiled  the 
Catalogue  and  were  to  furnish  stereotype  plates 
at  a  given  date.  The  plaintiffs  undertook  the 
printing  of  the  Catalogue  under  a  contract 
which  provided  for  a  demurrage  of  $200  per  day 
for  each  day's  detention  of  the  plates.  The^ 
contract  was  for  1,000,000  copies,  mtv  fj^^cpnts-' 
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each ;  if  the  full  million  was  not  called  for 
Messrs.  Houghton  were  to  have  2\  cents  pe, 
copy  for  the  number  lacking  to  make  up  the 
million.  But  650,000  copies  were  ordered, 
leaving  350,000  on  which  the  i\  cents  were  to 
be  paid. 

In  answer  to  the  claim  for  demurrage,  defen- 
dants answered  that  plaintiffs  had  failed  to 
show  that  they  suffered  any  damage^  and  there- 
fore were  not  entitled  to  recover  ;  in  answer  to 
the  second  claim,  they  alleged  bad  printing  of 
the  Catalogue  which  interfered  with  later  sales 
and  thus  relieved  them  from  responsibility. 
Judge  Allison,  at  the  recent  trial,  took  defen- 
dants' view  of  the  first  item,  but  in  granting  a 
new  trial,  he  said  that  in  the  contract  the  item 
of  $200  per  day  demurrage  was  mentioned  as 
**  liquidated  damages,  and  not  as  a  penalty." 
The  question  of  liquidated  damages  was  a 
difficult  one,  and  there  was  much  doubt  sur- 
rounding it.  A  great  many  decisions  could  be 
quoted  on  each  side.  At  the  recent  trial  he 
had  thought,  and  so  ruled,  that  the  plain- 
tiffs were  bound  to  show  the  actual  dam- 
age suffered  by  them  by  reason  of  the  non- 
delivery of  the  plates.  The  plaintiffs,  in  their 
view  of  the  case,  were  not  prepared  to  show 
such  damage.  Their  understanding  of  the 
matter  was  just  the  other  way.  No  matter  what 
the  actual  damages  were,  even  if  they  amounted . 
to  $500  per  day,  it  was  clearly  the  understand- 
ing of  Houghton  &  Co.  that  they  were  restricted 
to  the  sum  of  $200  and  could  not  claim  beyond 
that  sum.  And  it  seemed  that  this  was  the 
understanding  of  the  defendants  also.  His 
Honor  quoted  a  remark  made  by  the  counsel 
for  the  defendants  before  the  compact  was 
signed.  The  counsel  warned  them  not  to  sign 
the  agreement,  for  they  were  bound  by  the  $200 
per  day,  even  if  the  damages  were  much  less. 
He  told  them  that  if  the  damages  would  not  be 
that  much  not  to  sign,  for  if  they  did  they  would 
be  signing  a  "fool's  agreement."  Neverthe- 
less, with  their  eyes  thus  open,  they  did  sign 
the  agreement,  thus  showing  that  they  had 
accepted  the  interpretation  which  the  plain- 
tiffs had  put  upon  the  clause.  Judge  Allison 
therefore  decides  to  give  a  new  trial,  so  that, 
when  the  cause  again  comes  before  a  jury, 
Messrs.  Houghton  &  Co.  can  put  in  evidence 
the  actual  damage  suffered  by  them,  provided 
it  18  required  by  the  Court.

WORKING  UP  TRADE. 

July  19,  1879. 

In  the  Weekly  of  May  loih.  1879,  I  find  an 
article  under  the  above  heading.  The  substance 
is  a  complaint  from  the  publishers  that  the  job- 
bers do  not  order  freely  of  them,  and  the  re- 
tailers do  not  order  of  the  jobber,  etc.  The 
difficulty  is  one  of  long  standing,  but  increased 
by  the  hard  times.  As  the  writer  says,  for  the 
publisher  to  send  out  books  on  sale,  to  increase 
the  time  and  discounts  would  be  one  of  the 
worst  things  that  he  could  do  :  then  the  retail- 
er would  not  feel  the  need  of  pushing  his  sales; 
for  if  the  books  were  not  sold  at  the  expiration 
of  the  consignment,  he  could  return  them  and 
be  nothing  out.  Longer  time  and  better  dis- 
counts will  not  remove  the  evil  alone. 

The  writer  says  a  25  per  cent  trade  discount 
generally  adhered  to  would  be  the  blessing  of 


blessings  for  the  retailer  ;  it  would  be  under 
certain  conditions. 

He  suggests  that  we  say  to  our  customer  to 
get  rid  of  the  universal  discount:  "On  this  book 
I  can  make  you  20  to  30  off,  because  the  price 
is  artificial  ;  on  this  other  the  retail  price  is 
*  hard  pan '  and  I  can't  do  any  better."  In  another 
place  he  refers  to  Mr.  Hall  on  window-dress 
ing,  and  suggests  the  free  use  of  catalogues,  etc. 
All  of  these  will  have  their  influence,  but  to 
get  at  the  root  of  the  evil,  it  lays  almost  direct- 
ly  with  the  publisher  and  jobber.  You  roiy 
ask.  Why  ?  Let  us  see.  The  retailer  orders  a  bill 
of  books  from  the  jobber,  and  he  from  the  pub- 
lishers. The  retailer  gets  a  discount  of  from 
30  to  33i  per  cent  :  he  will  have  to  pay  i\ 
to  2  per  cent  to  get  them  into  his  store.  All 
very  well,  so  far.  Now  Mr.  A.,  a  private  in- 
dividual, wishes  a  book,  goes  into  your  store 
and  looks  the  books  over,  gets  your  price,  dis- 
counts, etc.,  but  before  buying  writes  to  the 
publisher  or  jobber  and  finds  he  can  get  the 
same  thing  from  30  to  40  per  cent  less  of  them 
than  he  can  at  home — so  orders  at  head-quar- 
ters.  This  statement  may  seem  unreasonable, 
but  I  can  refer  to  a  number  of  large  houses, 
employing  hundreds  of  men,  that  can  get  a  bet- 
ter discount  (or  as  good)  on  one,  two,  or  three 
books  than  a  retailer  can  on  a  hundred.  That 
is  the  reason  the  retailer  does  not  sell  more. 
The  great  question  of  to-day  is.  Where  can  1 
buy  the  most  with  my  money '?  First  remove  the 
tares, (underselling  by  publishers),  then  the 
wheat  (retailer)  will  do  well  enough. 

RetaileR- 

[This  goes  without  saying,  and  our  article 
referred  to  presupposed  it  in  speaking  "of  a 
25  per  cent  trade  discount  ^aurally  adhered to.^ 
An  actual  trade  discount,  not  one  to  private 
buyers,  is  of  course  meant.  We  agree  entireljr 
with  our  correspondent,  and  are  glad  of  his  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  correctness  of  our  general 
position. — Ed.]

A  correspondent  of  The  Bookseller  (London) 
thus  discusses  the  natural  history  of  the  species  :

At  rare  intervals  he  has  been  known 
to  tolerate  the  society  of  his  kind,  by  which  it 
has  been  conjectured  that  his  remote  ancestors 
may  have  had  a  common  origin  with  the  rest 
of  humanity.  Such  traces  of  hereditary  instinct 
are  far  froni  common,  but  the  evidence  in  favor 
of  a  human  origin  is  at  least  as  logical  as  some 
of  the  arguments  employed  by  Mr.  Darwin. 
By  a  process  of  careful  selection,  the  French 
and  German  varieties  of  the  species  have  so  far 
overcome  the  impulses  of  their  savage  condi- 
tion as  to  form  communities,  and  it  is  therefore 
not  unreasonable  to-  hope  that  our  own  variety 
is  capable  of  similar  improvement.  I  venture 
to  submit  that  the  present  time  is  favorable  for 
trying  the  experiment."    uigmzea  oy  ^'.wjiv/\^p^iv.

FALL  ORDERS. 

The  travellers  have  this  year  started  out  un- 
usually early  for  the  fall  season,  many  of  them  so 
early  as  the  middle  of  J  uly,  and  are  especially  en- 
terprising at  the  West  in  pushing  the  unusual 
number  of  juveniles  now  in  competition.  The 
orders  are  in  general  much  heavier  than  last 
year,  and  Chicago  in  particular  is  reported  as 
buying  largely,  though  the  concentration  of  busi- 
ness there  in  few  hands  naturally  makes  indi- 
vidual bills  heavier.  One  jobbing  house  there 
proposes  to  have  ten  travellers  of  its  own  in 
the  field  this  season,  which,  with  the  number 
already  on  the  road  representing  Eastern 
houses  directly,  will  make  things  sufficiently 
lively. 

The  hesitancy  of  the  retail  trade  for  several 
Tears  back  to  lay  in  stocks  will  thus  be  met 
this  year  by  an  increasing  pressure  for  large 
orders  from  the  invading  host  of  travellers. 
Let  us  hope  that  this  will  result  in  the  happy 
mean — the  purchase  of  such  stocks  as  can  fairly 
be  disposed  of  by  good  pushing.  It  is  equally 
a  mistake  for  a  dealer  to  be  over-cautious  or  to 
overload  himself  with  stock.  The  book  busi- 
ness is  necessarily,  in  one  sense,  a  business  of 
speculation.  Success  depends  upon  the  judg- 
ment with  which  a  dealer  provides  himself  in 
advance  with  a  stock  of  books  likely  to  tempt 
customers.  The  dealer  who  is  so  cautious  as 
to  confine  himself  to  "  filling  orders,"  who  does 


not  keep  in  stock  the  books  likely  to  be  called 
for,  takes  a  mistaken  view  of  the  nature  of  his 
business.  On  the  borderland,  as  it  is,  between 
the  staples  and  the  luxuries,  the  customer  must 
be  induced  to  buy  by  bringing  the  goods  before 
him  :  it  is  not  the  case  of  the  barrel  of  flour, 
which  he  must  have.  Sales  are  often  lost,  not 
simply  to  the  individual  dealer  first  sought,  but 
altogether,  by  failure  to  show  the  desired  book. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  the  holiday  trade, 
which  is  easily  diverted  to  purchases  in  other 
lines  of  business. 

On  the  other  hand,  of  course,  it  does  only 
harm  for  the  dealer  to  load  himself  with  over- 
quantities,  or  lines  that  he  cannot  push,  simply 
because  they  are  "  cheap."  This  is  alike  dis- 
astrous to  him  and  to  the  publisher,  who  thus 
locks  up  the  capital  which  the  retailer  should 
turn  over  three  or  four  times  a  year.  Forced 
sales  and  easy  credit  are  certain  to  be  dis- 
astrous in  the  long-run.  Any  one  can  make 
sales,  wholesaler  or  retailer,  if  he  trusts  people 
who  ought  not  to  be  trusted,  or  if  hfc  sells  "  be- 
low cost."  But  this  is  not  the  kind  of  business 
to  be  desired  or  encouraged.  It  is  here  that 
the  policy  of  the  trade,  as  to  undersellers,  has 
been  weak. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  retailer  cannot 
be  expected  to  lay  in  stock,  on  books  called  for 
by  title,  if  he  lives  in  fear  that  the  wholesaler 
will  undersell  him  with  his  own  customer.  This 
has  been  a  large  part  of  the  difficulty,  and  it  is 
for  the  wholesale  trade  to  give  practical  assur- 
ances on  this  point.  They  can  very  well  afford 
to  lose  the  picayune  profit  made  in  this  way  in 
view  of  the  great  profit  in  making  the  retail 
trade  again  alive  and  enterprising. 

There  has  been  one  growing  custom  in  the 
trade,  consequent  upon  the  cautiousness  of  re- 
tailers, which  is  already  a  serious  abuse— the 
custom  of  ordering  one  book  at  a  time,  often 
from  the  publisher,  while  the  jobber  from  whom 
one  or  two  fair  purchases  are  made  during  the 
whole  year  is  expected  to  furnish  the  labor, 
paper,  twine,  cartage,  etc.,  to  forward  these 
disjecta  membra  of  scattered  lots  in  one  parcel. 
Even  the  jobbers  themselves  have  got  in  the 
habit  of  ordering  one.  two,  or  three  books  at  a 
time  from  a  publisher,  though  the  book  is  one 
of  current  and  steady  sale.  On  such  minute 
orders  '» first  lot"  prices  or  the  biggest  dis- 
counts are  often  claimed.  The  result  is  that 
jobbers  are  asked  to  do  the  very  work  on  which 
they  expect  to  make  the  jobber's  margin,  abso- 
lutely for  less  than  nothing.  The  result  must 
be  sooner  or  later  a  shipping  charge  on  the 
part  of  jobbers  and  a  rigid  decrease  of  dis- 
counts by  publishers  on  small  orders.  A  kin- 
dred evil  is  the  extravagant  and  foolish  habit  of 
keeping  stocks  so  low  on  books  of  active  de-^ 
uigiiizea  oy  v_j  v/v-/p^iv^ 
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mand  as  to  necessitate  telegraphing  for  single 
copies. 

The  margin  of  profit  and  loss  all  through  the 
book  trade  depends  on  such  small  considera- 
tions that  the  matters  of  which  we  have  spoken 
are  of  very  great  importance  at  the  beginning 
of  an  active  season. 
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Our  first  issue  in  September  (6th  prox,)  will 
be  the  usual  Fall  Announcement  and  trade 
sale  Number,  preceding  the  last-named  event 
sufficiently  to  acquaint  buyers  with  the  coming 
books  both  of  those  publishers  who  contribute 
to  the  sale  and  want  bidders  to  be  posted  as  to 
the  salient  books,  and  of  those  who  do  not  con- 
tribute and  so  desire  to  hint  tathe  retail  trade 
that  some  of  their  capital  should  be  reserved 
from  the  sale  for  their  lines.  Publishers  are 
requested  to  send  in  their  announcements  and 
advertising  favors  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date. 

Wb  are  not  able  to  supply  further  imprint 
editions  of  the  Educational  Catalogue  for  1B79, 
which  is  already  out  of  print.  We  take  this 
opportunity  to  state  that,  having  now  the  edi- 
torial work  fully  in  shape  for  lists  either  by 
subject  (as  that  of  *78)  or  alphabetical  (that  of 
'79),  and  with  either  schedule  of  prices,  requiring 
only  addition  and  revision  to  bring  them  up  to 
date  another  year,  we  shall  be  able,  hereafter, 
to  offer  the  imprint  Educational  Catalogue 
without  the  detention  and,  as  we  shall  take 
precautions,  without  the  vexatious  errors  which 
have  be«n  so  serious  an  annoyance  this  year. 
We  propose  to  submit  to  the  trade  early  in 
the  season  of  1880  a  query  as  to  which  system 
they  prefer,  and  shall  then  expect  to  publish 
separate  catalogues  for  the  wholesale  and  re- 
tail trade,  on  the  plan  respectively  favored  by 
each. 


A  GREAT  MAP  ESTABLISHMENT. 

The  map-publishing  firm  of  Messrs.  W.  & 
A.  K.  Johnston,  of  Edinburgh  and  London, 
probably  contests  with  the  German  house  of 
Perthes  the  honor  of  being  the  largest  manu- 
facturing cartographers  in  the  world.  The 
Johnston  firm  has  recently  built  new  works  in 
the  vicinity  of  Edinburgh,  on  the  east  side  of 
Easter  Road,  about  half  way  between  the  Scot- 
tish metropolis  and  the  town  of  Leith.  As 
these  works  have  been  built  for  the  express 
purpose  of  map-production,  the  following  ac- 
count of  them,  which  we  condense  from  the 
Printing  Times^  London,  will  not  be  uninterest- 
ing to  our  readers.  It  is  worth  noting  by 
American  publishers  that  this  house  offers 
special  facilities  for  suppljring  maps  in  quantity 
for  editions  of  books. 

The  premises  consist  of  a  large  building,  330 
feet  long  by  66  feet  wide,  two  stories  in  height, 
and  having  a  southern  wing  45  feet  long.  The 
building  is  of  brick,  with  ornamental  stone  and 


terra-eotta  dressings,  and  is  constructed  in  the 
most  substantial  way  possible,  the  external 
walls  being  3  feet  thick.  The  whole  floors  and 
roof  are  thoroughly  fire-proof,  the  ground-floor 
being  composed  of  concrete  with  a  thin  layer 
of  asphalt,  the  middle  floor  entirely  concrete, 
and  the  roof  concrete  with  a  layer  of  asphalt ; 
the  middle  floor  and  roof  are  supported  by  a 
series  of  iron  columns  connected  with  iron 
beams  and  girders  embedded  in  the  concrete. 
The  roof  may  be  considered  the  chief  noveltj 
of  the  building,  being  flat,  in  order  that,  if 
owing  to  an  increase  of  the  business 'more 
space  is  required,  one  or  more  stories  can  be 
added,  the  building  of  which  could  be  so  con- 
ducted  that  no  part  of  the  business  would  be 
interrupted  ;  a  further  advantage  of  the  fiat 
roof  is  that  all  the  rain-water  is  utilized,  being 
run  off  into  an  enormous  tank  situated  above 
the  engine-house.  A  large  fire-proof  safe  has 
been  constructed  at  one  end  of  the  building, 
in  which  are  kept  all  copper-plates,  stereos, 
business-books,  etc. ;  this  safe  is  cut  off  from 
the  main  building  by  double  iron  doors ;  the 
walls  are  fully  3  feet  thick,  the  roof  is  concrete, 
and  it  has  an  external  iron  door,  so  that  in  the 
event  of  a  fire  it  could  be  cleared  from  the  out- 
side. The  constant  use  of  spirit  varnish  in  the 
mounting  departments  requires  that  extra  care 
against  fire  should  be  exercised. 

The  engine-house  is  a  separate  structure; 
and  in  close  proximity  to  it,  but  detached  from 
the  main  building,  there  is  a  range  of  build- 
ings, consisting  of  the  packing-case  and  lum 
ber-shed,  globe-makers'  room,  joiners'  room, 
boiler-house  (with  chimney-stalk  100  feet  high), 
and  workpeople's  recreation-room. 

The  partitions  throughout  the  works  are 
lightly  constructed  of  wood  and  glass,  and 
have  no  connection  with  the  structure  either  of 
the  walls  or  floors,  the  advantage  of  this 
being  that  any  room  can  be  increased  or 
diminished,  if  required,  with  very  Uttic  ex- 
pense. 

On  the  ground-floor  four  rooms  are  used  for 
office  purposes,  etc.  Next  comes  the  electro- 
typing-room,  where  electrotypes  are  made,  and 
surfaced  with  a  thin  film  of  steel  if  necessary ; 
zinc  blocks  are  also  made  here  of  any  map  or 
other  matter  requiring  to  be  printed  along  with 
tvpe.  Next,  one  enters  the  lithographic 
draughtsmen's  room,  adjoining  which  is  the 
color  draughtsmen's  room.  Both  of  these 
rooms  have  a  perfect  light  from  the  north  and 
east  and  are  shut  off  from  the  lithographic 
printing-house  by  large  doors,  but  the  stones 
can  be  wheeled  from  one  department  to  the 
other  without  any  lifting.  The  lithographic 
printing-department  is  a  spacious  room  about 
150  feet  long  by  66  feet  wide.  Ten  steam- 
machines  are  ranged  in  one  line  on  .the  north 
side,  the  south  side  being  fully  occupied  by 
numerous  hand  presses,  transferring-presses, 
etc.,  etc.  Leading  off  the  press-room  is  an 
apartment  occupied  by  hand-colorers,  it  being 
cheaper  in  the  case  of  short  numbers  to  color 
by  hand  than  to  print.  Adjoining  the  colorers' 
room  is  the  warehouse,  where  a  stock  of  paper 
for  lithographic  and  other  purposes  is  stored  ; 
and  terminating  the  ground-floor  of  the  build- 
ing to  the  west  side  is  a  very  large  stock-room, 
10  be  used  entirely  for  bound  stock  and  mounted 
maps. 

On  the  upper  story  to  the  west  is,  first  of  all, 
a  large  stock-room ,/p^r^  g^^?y^)  aUases, 
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maps,  and  books  after  printing  being  carefully 
arranged  on  racks  in  this  room  ;  adjoining  is 
the  photographic-room.  This  room  has  a  very 
perfect  light,  the  roof  being  one  large  cupola. 
in  addition  to  a  range  of  windows  to  the  north, 
photo-lithogra|>hy  now  forming  a  very  impor- 
tant branch  of  the  business.  Next  comes  the 
vamishing-room,  with  extra  coils  of  steam-pipes 
to  dry  as  rapidly  as  possible  varnished  maps, 
etc.  The  centre  of  the  upper  story  is  a  room 
over  the  press-room,  and  about  the  same  size  ; 
it  is  occupied  by  map-mounters,  bookbinders, 
and  bookfolders,  the  machinery  consisting  of 
iniillotincs,  blocking-presses,  perforating-ma- 
chines,  etc.,  all  the  necessary  machines  for 
bookbinding  having  a  place.  Fully  30,000 
large  mounted  maps  for  schools,  etc.,  will  an- 
nually be  mounted  in  this  room  ;  and  the  calico 
used  for  mounting  purposes,  if  rolled  out  in  an 
endless  web.  would  be  about  fifteen  miles  in 
length.  Next  comes  the  copperplate-printers' 
room,  where  the  printing  of  bank-notes,  book- 
plates, etc.,  is  done ;  a  very  large  number  of 
notes  are  printed  here  for  Scotch,  English,  and 
Colonial  banks.  Adjoining  this  is  a  room  de- 
voted to  letterpress  printing  and  the  numbering 
of  notes  and  checks ;  the  colored  protection- 
letters  across  the  notes  are  also  printed  here, 
and  to  the  east  is  a  large  drying-room  with 
double-coiled  steam-pipes.  Completing  the 
east  end  of  the  building  is  the  engravers'  room. 
In  this  room  there  is  constantly  employed  per- 
haps the  largest  staff  of  engravers  in  Great 
Britain,  who  are  engaged  in  engraving  new 
maps  and  making  additions  to  old  plates  when 
necessary.  To  the  south  is  a  room  used  by 
geographical  draughtsmen,  and  containing  a 
library  of  many  thousands  of  maps  of  all  parts 
of  the  world.  Every  map  before  going  to  press 
IS  examined  here,  in  order  that  all  new  dis- 
coveries and  changes  may  be  carefully  em- 
bodied. 

Thq  comfort  of  the  workpeople  has  been 
studied*in  every  detail,  the  latest  improvements 
in  ventilation  having  been  adopted. 

The  building  is  lighted  in  winter  by  a  new 
patent  burner,  consisting  of  three  ordinary 
burners  whose  lights  are  concentrated,  forming 
one  flame,  and  effecting  a  very  considerable 
saving  pver  the  ordinary  single  lights.  As  a 
prevention  against  fire  there  are  numerous  fire- 
cocks at  convenient  parts  of  the  building,  with 
suitable  hose  and  hand  pumps. 

The  two  stories  are  connected  by  a  large 
staircase  at  the  office  end,  and  a  spiral  staircase 
at  the  west  end,  the  latter  extending  to  the  roof. 
Paper,  ^tc,  is  taken  from  one  story  to  another 
by  a  steam-lift,  which  also  extends  to  the  roof, 
this  beipg  quite  ready  for  another  floor  should 
the  addition  be  required. 

The  globe-making  is  carried  on  in  a  detached 
building  ;  here  a  constant  supply  of  globes  for 
schools,  etc..  is  turned  out,  ranging  from  if  to 
30  inches  in  diameter.  Adjoining  is  the  join- 
ers' and  turners'  shop,  where  all  the  map- rollers 
and  slips  are  finished  off,  as  many  as  30,000 
pairs  of  these  being  required  annually.  The 
little  roller-ends  and  the  globe-stands  are  made 
here,  the  turning  lathes  as  well  as  a  circular 
and  ribbon  saw  being  worked  by  steam.  Ad- 
joining the  boiler-house  all  the  ink  used  in  the 
lithographic  department  is  carefully  ground  in 
a  grinding  machine,  and  the  varnish  used  for 
maps,  etc.,  is  made. 
Messrs.  W.  &  A.  K.  Johnston  devote  special 


attention  to  the  production  of  maps  and  atlases, 
and  more  maps  leave  their  premises  than  those 
of  any  other  firm  in  Great  Britain.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  in  one  way  a«d  another 
about  twenty  millions  of  maps  are  annually 
printed  at  this  establishment,  and  many  of 
these  are  exported  to  America  and  the  Colo- 
nies. Messrs.  W.  &  A.  K.  Johnston  have  under 
their  roof  all  the  facilities  for  compiling  a  map 
of  almost  any  part  of  the  globe,  engraving  it, 
printing  it  in  colors,  and  mounting  it  ready  for 
sale.  Occasionally  maps  are  required  in  other 
than  English  characters ;  for  example,  an  edi- 
tion of  a  Bible  Atlas  was  lately  produced  here 
in  Swedish  ;  as  well  as  editions  of  two  atlases 
printed  (and  engraved)  in  French  for  a  firm  in 
Paris ;  and  there  are  at  present  in  hand  a 
school  map  in  a  native  Indian  character  and  a 
series  of  Bible  maps  in  Gaelic.

The  outlook  has  not  been  so  hopeful  for  many 
years  as  at  this  writing,  and  indeed  it  seems 
almost   as  if  the  chief  danger  before  the  trade 
were  an  over-hopefulness  which  may  result  in  a 
set-back   of    disappointment   even  should  the 
fall,   as    it   undoubtedly  will,  show  a  consid- 
erable   increase    of     business  over  last  year 
and  those    preceding.     It  cannot  be  too  often 
urged  that   the    o\^r-prosperous    years    after 
the   war  are   not  to   return,  that  indeed  their 
return  would  be  ominous  only  of  a  repetition 
of  what  we  have  just  been   suffering,  and   that 
expectations  of  an  immense  increase  of  immedi- 
ate business  will  not  be  justified.     An  increase 
of  10  to  20  per  cent  over  last  year,  turning  the 
scale  from  loss  to  gain,  is  what  prudent  business 
men  should  hope  and  work  for.     This  much 
seems  more  that  probable.     There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  country  is  reviving ;  mills  are  starting 
again  here  and  there,  the  staple  products  are 
again  in  demand  and  at  a  profit,  and   the  prod- 
uct of  crops  and  of  live  stock,  now  becoming 
marketable,  is  very  large.     The   prosperity  of 
the  book  trade  must  follow,  but  it  follows  al- 
most last  of  all. 

A  chief  policy  of  all  business  men  in  this  re- 
vival of  trade  should  be  toward   selling  goods 


again  at  a  profit.  This  is  a  concomitant  and  con- 
dition  of  the  return  of  good  times,  toward  which 
the  book  trade  is  not  yet  making  much  progress. 
The  demand  for  juvenile  stock,  particularly  at 
the  West,  stimulated  by  the  very  early  trips  of 
the  travellers  this  year,  has  been  very  large  ;  but 
the  competition  has  been  so  intense  and  prices 
have  been  so  "  shaded"  in  rivalry  that  profits 
have  become  almost  invisible.  The  same  is 
true  in  jobbing,  and  notoriously  in  the  cities  in 
retailing,  and  the  book  trade  will  never  be  fully 
prosperous  again  until  some  backbone  is  put 
into  it  in  this  direction.  The  publishers  are 
beginning  to  feel  very  keenly  the  break -down 
of  the  distributing  system  in  their  trade,  but 
they  are  not  even  yet  quite  ready  to  acknowl- 
edge the  ultimate  causes.  Not  all  the  blame 
is  their  own,  but  very  much  of  it. 

The  number  of  announcements  this  year  is 
very  large,  but  aside  from  juveniles,  they  consist 
largely  of  reissues  at  reduced  prices.  This  is 
cautious  and  wise.  The  low  price  of  paper  and 
the  multiplication  of  cheap  yet  good  illustra- 
ting processes  are  both  favorable  to  cheapness, 
and  while  paper  has  been  sold  at  no  profit,  it 
is  not  improbable  that  the  supply  of  fresh  ma- 
terial for  paper  may  continue  to  keep  the  price 
near  present  figures.  Books  are  certainly  cheap 
enough  to  stand  a  profit  margin.  Not  many 
books  notable  as  literature  seem  to  be  under 
way,  and  capital  is  investing  largely  in  art  holi- 
day books  and  fine  books  by  subscription. 

The  total  of  book  sales  in  this  country  should 

I  undoubtedly  be  much  larger  than  it  is.   Besides 

.  the  decrease  in  the  regular  trade,  that  kind  of 

I  subcription  book  business   which   centered  at 

I  Hartford  is  almost  totally  destroyed.     To  secure 

normal  sales,  the  distributing  machinery  must 

again  be  built  up,  and  this  will  come  partly  as 

the  result  of  good  times,  partly  as  the  result  ol 

,  better  business  statesmanship  in  the  trade. 


The  pending  British  copyright  bill,  of  which 
we  present  a  full  abstract  elsewhere,  introduced 
in  the  Parliament  recently  prorogued,  and  on 
the  docket  for  action  at  the  ensuing  session, 
marks  an  important  stage  in  the  history  of 
copyright.  We  cannot  enter  at  this  wriring 
upon  a  full  discussion  of  its  bearings,  but  it 
may  be  noted  that  the  bill  as  offered  takes 
rather  the  **  practical  "  than  the  theoretical  view 
of  the  nature  of  literary  property,  and  indeed 
introduces  a  new  feature  into  copyright  law  br 
permitting  to  the  sovereign  power  of  the  State 
an  authority  of  license  which  may  override  pri- 
vate rights  in  protection  of  public  interests.  As 
regards  international  copjrright,  the  broad  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Ro3ral  Commission  is  not 

adopted,  but  first  publication  in  Great  Britain 

uigiiizea  oy  v_jv/v^p^i\^ 
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is  still  to  give  British  copyright,  while  full 
reciprocity  is  offered  to  any  country  entering 
into  treaty  relations.  There  are  no  further  de- 
velopments in  this  country  as  to  international 
copyright,  no  action  having  yet  been  taken  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  but  the  fall  will  doubt- 
less show  further  steps  of  progress,  and  there 
is  talk  of  reviving  the  old,  or  forming  a  new, 
Copyright  Association. 


The  completion  of  the  main  alphabet  of  the 
American  Catalogue  puts  within  the  reach  of 
the  trade  the  organized  information  which  has 
for  so  many  years  been  needed  and^demanded. 
It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  refer  to  the  great 
relief  of  those  responsible  for  the  work,  as  the 
last  sheet  has  passed  through  the  press,  since 
up  to  the  final  '*  takes"  of  copy,  the  loss  by  fire 
or  otherwise  of  one  portion  of  the  alphabet  ' 
would  have  been  almost  the  loss  of  the  Cata- 
logue itself.  All  the  work  now  necessary,  in- 
cluding the  preparation  of  the  subject-volume, 
will  be  based  upon  the  work  already  done ; 
and  *'  the  past  is  secure."  With  the  completion 
of  the  subject-volume,  which  may  be  expected 
within  the  year,  and  the  issue  of  the  first  and 
most  important  supplement,  promptly  follow- 
ing, we  may  say  that  the  foundation  is  laid  of  a 
system  of  trade  bibliography  unapproached  in 
other  countries ;  by  that  time  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  say  that  between  the  volumes  then  be- 
fore the  trade  and  periodically  issuing,  and  the 
current  bibliography  of  the  Weekly,  a  com- 
plete and  consistent  scheme  of  bibliographical 
information  will  suffice  to  answer  every  ques- 
tion in  this  field  asked  of  or  by  the  trade.  We 
may  add,  as  to  the  Catalogue,  that  while  the 
subscriptions  to  it  have  been  very  satisfactory, 
covering  already  two  thirds  of  the  entire  edi- 
tion, the  sale  of  the  entire  edition  will  not  yield 
a  profit  adequate  to  cover  even  the  hours  of 
time  that  have  been  put  into  it  by  Mr.  Leypoldt 
himself,  and  partly  from  this  reason  and  partly 
because  the  demand  and  the  limited  edition 
justify  the  charge,  the  price  on  the  remainder 
of  the  edition  will  presently  be  considerably 
advanced.  Alike  for  their  own  interests  and 
for  the  benefit  of  those  concerned,  those  who 
have  not  yet  entered  their  names  will  do  well  to 
subscribe  now. 

The  Trade  List  Annual  may  be  expected 
within  the  montti,  but  its  preparation  this  year, 
with  the  various  useful  lists  promised  (several 
of  them  features  new  with  this  volume),  has  in- 
volved unusual  labor,  and  all  the  enterprises 
of  the  summer,  have  been  embarrasssed  and 
delayed  by  causes  beyond  our  control.  One  of 
these  has  been  the  series  of  changes  in  the 


printing  establishment  whence  both  the  Annual 
and  the  Weekly  issue.  We  may  add  here  that, 
according  to  the  announcement  elsewhere 
made,  the  establishment  comes  now  under  the 
direct  ownership  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Burr,  and  under 
the  management  of  the  veteran  printer  and 
founder  of  the  business,  Mr.  John  A.  Gray, 
who  will  be  seconded  by  Mr.  J  as.  G.  Powers. 
Mr.  S.  W.  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Green  resume  business 
at  No.  74  Beekman  Street.  The  general  delay, 
which  has  been'augmented  by  the  work  imposed 
upon  Mr.  Leypoldt  personally  by  the  difficult 
compilation  of  this  year's  Educational  Cata- 
logue has  led  also  to  the  postponement  of  the 
Index  for  the  last  volume  of  the  Weekly  and 
of  the  August  Reference  List,  which  last  is 
necessarily  put  over  from  this  number  to  the 
issue  for  the  20th  inst.  We  are  very  glad  to  say 
that  the  labor  and  experience  of  this  year  has 
already  enabled  us  to  **  clear  the  coast"  for  and 
assure  more  prompt  and  satisfactory  work  the 
year  to  come. 


PERSONAL  MENTION. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Jenkins,  bookseller,  of  850  Sixth 
Avenue,  New  York,  has  returned  from  Europe 
after  an  enjoyable  trip,  bringing  with  him  a 
large  assortment  of  English  and  French  books 
on  veterinary  science,  of  which  he  is  making  a 
specialty. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Stedman,  while  in  London,  will 
bring  out  an  English  edition  of  his  poems, 
through  Messrs.  Kegan,  Paul  &  Co.,  Mr.  Ten- 
nyson's publishers.  The  first  part  will  com- 
prise poems  American  in  subject  or  treatment. 
The  present  selection  was  made  some  years 
ago. 

Thomas  Longman,  the  eminent  bookseller, 
iust  dead  in  London,  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Norton  Longman,  and  succeeded  his  father  in 
the  partnership.  This  ancient  bookselling 
house,  notes  the  Tribune^  was  founded  by 
Thomas  Longman,  a  native  of  Bristol,  who  en- 
tered into  partnership  with  John  Osborn  in 
1725.  Thomas  Longman  published  "Cham- 
bers' Cyclopxdia  of  Arts  and  Sciences,"  and 
was  one  of  the  six  original  proprietors  of  Dr. 
Johnson's  Dictionary.  He  died  in  1755,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Thomas  Long- 
man, who  had  been  taken  into  the  partnership  the 
Srevious  year.  The  next  Longman  was  Thomas 
forton,  son  of  Thomas,  and  father  of  the  gen- 
tleman just  deceased.  He  was  for  fifty  years 
the  heaa  of  the  house,  which  published  some  of 
the  most  important  and  valuable  books  in  the 
language,  including  Murray's  '*  English  Gram- 
mar," the  poems  of  Wordsworth,  Coleridge, 
Southey,  Scott,  several  of  the  Waverley  Novels, 
the  works  of  Thomas  Moore,  Herschel,  Mack- 
intosh,  Macaulay  and  McCulloch.  The  Long- 
mans were  also,  after  1826,  proprietors  of  the 
Edinburgh  Review,  The  Cabinet  Cyclopaedia 
of  Lardner,  in  133  volumes,  was  issued  by 
them.  The  last  style  of  the  firm  was  Longmans, 
Green,lReader  &  Dye^^gi^i^g^  ^^  ^^v/k^^i^ 
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THE   FALL  TRADE. 

We  present  below  a  descriptive  summary  of 
the  publications  promised  for  the  fall  trade, 
arranged  alphabetically  by  publishers.  We 
should  be  glad  to  hear  at  once  from  any  who 
have  been  overlooked,  or  of  publications  omit- 
ted, with  a  view  to  a  supplementary  article  in 
an  early  issue.  The  list,  of  course,  is  not  com- 
plete for  the  entire  fall,  as  many  announce- 
ments are  not  yet  decided  on  or  are  held  back 
to  await  events.  In  our  announcement  lists 
proper,  the  books  are  arranged  by  classes,  and 
the  publishers'  advertisements  give  further  in- 
formation as  to  prices,  etc.,  etc. 

The  American  Sunday-School  Union  have 
a  number  of  announcements  for  the  fall.  The 
following  will  be  ready  early  in  September : 
"  Laura's  Aspirations  ;  or.  The  Next  Thing," 
bv  E.  B.  Hollis,  which  teaches  that  doing  well 
the  duties  which  lie  nearest  to  us  is  the  key  to 
a  useful  life;  "Sybil  and  the  Sapphires;  or. 
Trading  in  Vanity  Fair,"  by  Clara  F.  Guernsey, 
a  well-known  writer  in  juvenile  fiction  ; 
Harrys  Bible  Series,  by  Mrs^  Helen  E. 
Brown,  4  vols.  i8mo,  $1.40  per  set  ;  and  a  won- 
derfully cheap  Sunday-school  library,  called  the 
•*  Grand  Cheap  Library  Number  Three,  for  the 
School  and  Home,"  containing  fifty  volumes 
large  i6mo,  for  $25.60.  Later  in  the  fall 
the  following  will  be  published  :  *'  Begin- 
ning Life,"  by  the  author  of  "Talks  with  Boys 
and  Girls  ;".  7'he  Little  Pilgrim  Series,  6  vols, 
square  24mo ;  "The  Mission  Box:  a  Golden 
Text  Story,"  by  Lucy  Ellen  Guernsey ;  and 
**  The  Flower  Mission,  and  what  Grew  Out 
of  It." 

The  American  Tract  Society  have  just 
ready  Rev.  Dr.  J.  P.  Thompson's  important 
anti-communistic  book,  "The  Workman,  His 
True  Friends  and  False  Friends,"  as  also  a 
little  book  by  Rev.  C.  Tyree,  of  Virginia,  on 
"The  Glorious  Sufficiency  of  Christ."  A  new 
and  very  taking  juvenile,  "  From  Hong  Kong 
to  the  Himm^ayas,"  by  E.  Warren  Clarke, 
with  32  full-page  illustrations,  will  match  his 
popular  Japan  book  of  last  year.  "  Faith 
Latimer"  has  prepared  a  new  Bible  story-book, 
"  Pictures  and  Stories  of  Long  Ago,"  to  match 
the  favorite  •*  Dear  Old  Stories  Told  Once  More" 
of  last  year ;  it  will  have  not  only  full-page 
woodcuts,  but  several  finely  colored  plates 
which  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best 
English  work  of  the  sort.  "The  Dear  Old 
Stories"  will  be  reissued  in  six  parts,  with 
brilliant  paper  covers  and  each  with  a  similar 
colored  plate  for  frontispiece.  **  Apples  of 
Gold,"  the  large-type  paper  for  little  readers, 
will,  with  four  colored  plates,  make  an  attrac- 
tive volume.  There  will  be  a  number  of  the 
usual  line  of  Tract  Society  juveniles,  among 
them  one  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Rand,  "Nellie's  New 
Year,"  and  a  novelty  will  be  several  sets  of 
tiny  books  of  "  Bible  Stories,"  "  Books  for  Our 
Birdies."  etc.,  bound  attractively  in  paper. 
This  house  has  also  in  preparation  ten  new 
and  novel  packets  of  cards,  among  them  two 
from  oriffinals  by  Miss  Bird,  whose  "  Wayside 
Flowers*  and  "  Words  of  Life"  were  so  pop- 
ular last  year.  These  arc  "Bible  Flowers," 
painted  from  flowers  growing  in  Syria,  in  which 


country  the  artist  was  born,  and  "  Words  of  the 
Master,"  a  new  line  of  home  flowers  from 
nature. 

Wm.  T.  Amies,  Philadelphia,  is  just  issuing 
his  comprehensive  atlas  of  "  The  Flags  of  All 
Maritime  Nations,"  twenty  pages  of  plates,  in 
nine  colors,  representing  not  only  all  the  varie- 
ties of  flags  in  use  on  the  seas  and  in  the  ar- 
mies of  the  world,  but  the  international  code 
of  signals,  3racht-club  signals,  and  the  coats- 
of-arms  of  our  several  States  and  of  foreign 
countries.  These  plates  will  presently  be  in- 
troduced also  in  his  royal  8vo  dictionary. 
Mr.  Amies  calls  attention  also  to  his  well- 
known  standards,  including  "  America's  Shake- 
speare," a  1500  page  large  octavo,  with  steel 
portraits  of  American  actors  in  character,  Spen- 
cer's and  Lossing's  *'  History  of  the  United 
States,"  the  Scarlet  Border  and  other  poets 
and  standards,  "The  Child's  Bible,"  etc.  Mr. 
Amies  will  not  only  have  a  large  invoice  at 
trade  sale,  but  will  exhibit  samples  at  the  Trade 
Sales-Rooms,  and  his  goods  may  also  be  found 
at  his  new  New  York  office,  33  Park  Row,  in- 
cluding his  well-known  lines  of  Bibles,  albums, 
etc. 

D.  Appleton  &  Co.  will  issue  early  in  the 
season  two  long-promised  books  of  both  mili- 
tary and  popular  interest.  The  first  to  come, 
the  "  Report  of  the  Russian  Armv  and  its 
Campaigns  in  1877-8,"  by  Lieut.  F.  V.  Greene, 
U.S.A.,  who  was  military  attache  to  our  lega- 
tion in  Russia,  will  be  especially  notable  for 
the  military  atlas  which  will  accompany  it,  in 
which  the  maps  will  be  found  most  beautiful 
and  remarkable  specimens  of  cartography  and 
fine  color-printing.  The  "  Life  of  Admiral 
Farragut,"  by  his  son  Lojral  Farragut,  will 
form  a  large  octavo,  including  the  admiral's 
own  journads  and  letters,  and  will  be  accepted 
j  as  one  of  the  chief  records  of  the  great  war. 
The  "  Dictionary  of  New  York,"  similar  to 
Dickens'  "  Dictionary  of  London,"  will  be 
welcome  to  New  Yorkers  and  to  the  many 
visitors  and  intending  visitors  to  the  metropo- 
lis, who  between  them  number  the  entire  popu- 
lation of  the  country.

"  Walks  to  Emmaus,"  the  first  of  a  series  of 
volumes  selected  from  Dr.  Adams'  discourses, 
and  edited  by  his  son.  Inexpensive  illustrated 
gift-books,  likely  to  be  popular  with  a  large 
class,  will  be  produced  from  Dr.  Smith's 
famous  hymn  "America,"  with  an  illustrated 
sketch  of  the  author ;  from  Dershaven's  sublime

hymn  "Jesus,  Lover  of  My  Soul."  Among 
religious  books  are  promised,— "The  Memo- 
rial Name,"  a  reply  to  Bishop  Colenso,  by 
Alexander  MacWhorter,  with  an  introductory 
letter  by  Dr.  N.  W.  Taylor;  a  reissue  of  the 
book  on  "The  Prayer-Meeting  and  its  Im- 
provement," by  Rev.  Lewis  O.  Thompson,  with 
an  introduction  by  Dr.  A.  E.  Kittredge  ;  "  The 
Story  of  the  Prayers  of  Christian  History ;" 
"Thoughts  that  Breathe,"  selected  from  the 
writings  of  Dean  Stanley,  with  a  note  from  the 
Dean  and  a  sketch  of  his  life,  and  an  introduc- 
tion by  Phillips  Brooks,  which  ought  to  be  a 
very  good  and  a  very  interesting  book.  A 
second  series  of  "  Poets'  Homes,"  with  por- 
traits and  biographical  sketches  of  Dr.  Holmes, 
Br^nt,  Emerson,  Paul  Hayne,  John  Boyle, 
O'Reilly,  and  others,  will  be  an  attractive  book, 
as  also  will  Miss  Yonge's  well-written  and 
fnlly-iUustrated   " YouB|,„^gy5<J|i).^,£f 
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France,"  which  will  be  gladly  welcomed  by  all 
who  have  seen  her  previous  books  on  Greece, 
Germany,  England,  and  Rome.  ''More  Ways 
than  One,"  just  ready  at  this  house,  is  by  Alice 
Perry,  the  author  of  ''Esther  Pennefather,"  the 
initial  volume  of  Harper's  Library  of  American 
FicHon.  The  firm  will  also  shortly  issue 
•'  Breakfast  lor  Ten,"  by  Joanna  H.  Matthews, 
author  of  the  popular  Bessie  books.  A  new  edi- 
tion is  promised  of  **  Waifs  and  their  Authors," 
collected  and  edited  by  A.  A.  Hopkins,  who  has 
gathered  from  all  quarters  and  rescued  from 
newspaper  oblivion  scores  of  pleasant  poems 
that  deserve  a  longer  lease  of  life  than  the 
Poet's  Corner  of  a  weekly  guarantees.  As  for 
children's  books,  space  fails  to  name  the  almost 
numberless  host  Lothrop  is  iust  ready  to  pour 
fonh.  It  includes  capital  large-letter,  large- 
picture  books  for  the  very  small  children. 
'*  Baby's  Primer**  is  a  beautiful  new  alphabet 
book,  the  exquisite  pictures  and  merry  rhymes 
all  relating  to  the  adventures  of  a  little  boy  and 
girl  named  Dotty  and  Dickev.  "  Baby's  Port- 
folio" is  a  big  hanging  box  full  of  pictures  on 
linen.  **  Little  Chats"  comprise  48  books  in  a 
box,  a  wonder  of  beauty  and  cheapness.  '*  Art 
in  the  Nursery"  is  presented  as  the  gem  of  the 
season,  and  it  is  claimed  there  is  no  other  book 
like  it  in  the  market.  **  Baby's  Object  Lesson 
Book"  is  another  unique  volume.  To  come  up 
among  the  large  quartos,  "  Child  Lore"  contains 
all  the  old  *'  Classics  of  Babyland,"  **  More 
Classics."  with  several  new  ones,  and  all  the 
jingles  and  ditties  and  riddles  known  to  child- 
hood, with  traditional  notes,  and  prettily  illus- 
trated by  **Boz."  This  volume  is  edited  by 
Mrs.  Clara  Doty  Bates,  and  has  several  hand- 
some colored  plates.  "  The  Children's  Funny 
Book"  is  another  big  pictorial  quarto.  "Once 
Upon  a  Time"  is  a  mammoth  pictorial  volume 
of  play-stories,  by  Emma  E.  Brown.  **  Stories 
of  Domestic  Animals"  and  **  Stories  of  Wild 
Animals"  are  companion  quartos,  by  Anna  J. 
Burnham.  The  bound  volumes  of  "  Baby- 
land  "  and  the  **  Wide-Awake  Pleasure-Books" 
are  all  that  can  be  desired.  In  '*  Don  Quixote 
Jr.,"  John  Brownjohn  relates  additional  adven- 
tures of  Miltiades  Peterkin  Paul.  '*  Princess 
Rosamond"  is  by  George  MacDonald,  and 
surely  good.  The  large  line  of  gossipy  Natu- 
ral Science  books  for  children  includes  **  Water 
Wonders,"  '*  Winged  Wonders,"  *'  In  the  Moun- 
tains," etc.,  and  the  house  have  begun  a  Natu- 
ral History  Series,  I,  "  Dogs,"  2,  *'  Cats,"  already 
issued,  the  leading  article  in  each  volume  being 
by  Ernest  Ingersoll.  "True  Stories  About 
Pets"  is  a  collection  of  original  stories  by 
actual  observers,  among  them  being  Mrs.  Jane 
G.  Swisholm.  This  has  multitudes  of  graphic 
little  pictures  by  **Boz."  Lothrop  promises 
also  a  new  edition  of  "  Pilgrim's  Progress," 
illustrated,  and  "On  Board  the  Rocket."  the 
story  of  a  voyage  to  the  East  Indies,  by  Captain 
Robert  C.  Adams,  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Nehemiah 
Adams. 

y.  W.  LovELL  has  just  ready  a  new  edition  of 
Dickens'  complete  works,  which  is  intended  to 
be  the  handsomest  and  best  cheap  edition  in  the 
market.  The  edition  is  a  handsomely  gotlen- 
up  i2mo.  of  Soo  pages  each,  and  containing 
all  told  160  illustrations  by  leading  illustrators 
of  Dickens— Barnard.  "  Phiz,"  Mahoney  and 
others.  There  are  15  volumes,  at  $1.50  each, 
making  but  $22.50  for  the  handsome  set.  Of 
other  good  cheap  editions  of  permanent  stand- 


ards, now  on  his  list,  we  may  note  the  Macau- 
lay,  now  offered  complete.  History,  Essa3r8  and 
Poems,  the  8  vols,  in  box,  at  $8  ;  the  first  Ameri- 
can edition  of  Knight's  Popular  History  of 
England,  in  8  vols.,  for  $10.;  the  complete 
Taine  at  $1.50  ;  Schmitz's  Ancient  History,  Rol- 
lins, Plutarch's  Lives,  Lamb,  Hood,  Swift, 
Shakespeare,  etc. 

Macmillan  &  Co.  report  excellent  success 
with  the  volume  of  Macvey  Napier's  Corres- 
pondence, issued  during  the  summer,  and  par- 
ticularly interesting  from  its  early  history  of 
the  Edinburgh  Review  and  the  letters  from 
distinguished  literary  men  ;  they  also  issue  the 
only  shelvable  edition  of  the  "Life  of  Charles 
Matthews."  The  new  volume  of  John  Bright's 
'*  Public  Addresses,".edited  by  Thorold  Rogers, 
should  interest  American  readers ;  the  *'  Col- 
lected Lectures  and  Essays"  of  that  remarkable 
thinker.  Prof.  W.  K.  Clifford,  nearly  ready, 
and  his  posthumous  volume  on  *'  Seeing  and 
Thinking"  to  follow,  are  both  important  ;  and 
Sir  John  Lubbock's  *'  Addresses,  Political  and 
Educational,"  and  his  *•  Scientific  Lectures," 
should  also  find  American  readers.  The  third 
series  of  E.  A.  Freeman's  '*  Historical  Essays'* 
scarcely  needs  introduction,  and  our  own  Prof. 
John.  Fiske's  "  Darwinian  and  other  Essays," 
collecting  his  recent  scientific  and  miscella- 
neous magazine  papers,  including  that  on  "A 
Librarian's  Work,"  copyright  in  this  country 
and  just  issued,  is  a  salient  book  in  its  field. 
A  biography  ot  "  Victor  Emanuel  II..  First 
King  of  Italy,"  by  G.  S.  Godkin,  in  two  vol- 
umes, just  ready,  includes  thehistory  of  Italian 
unity.  A  forthcoming  memoir  of  "  Catharine 
and  Craufurd  Tait,"  wife  and  son  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  has  already  excited  in- 
quiry, from  some  reason,  in  this  country.  One 
of  the  most  brilliant  of  coming  books  will  un- 
doubtedly be  the  studies  of  "  France  since  the 
First  Empire."  by  James  Macdonell,  whose 
early  death  robbed  tne  London  press  of  one  of 
its  most  promising  men,  and  an  interesting  vol- 
ume is  expected  in  an  illustrated  book  by  Rev. 
W.  J.  Loftie,  describing  "  A  Ride  in  Egypt  from 
Siout  to  Luxor  in  1879,"  with  notes  on  the  Nile 
valley,  present  and  ancient.  In  scientific  liter- 
ature, the  new  edition  of  Prof.  Stanley  Jevon's 
"  Theory  of  Political  Economy,"  a  translation 
of  Pasteur's  authoritative  "Studies  on  Fer- 
mentation," valuable  in  a  beer-producing  coun- 
try, as  ours  now  is ;  and  a  treatise  on  "  Units 
and  Physical  Constants,"  by  Prof  Everett,  of 
Belfast,  are  to  be  noted.  The  first  volume  of 
Grove's  *'  Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians, 
1450-1880,"  will  prese^itly  be  issued  in  cloth 
for  the  trade.  In  light  literature,  Mrs.  Mac- 
quoid's  novel,  **  A  Berkshire  Lady  ;"  the  prom- 
ised additions  to  the  Golden  Treasury  Series, 
Shakespeare's  Sonnets,  edited  by  F.  T.  Palgrave, 
and  Wordsworth's  Select  Poems,  edited  by 
Matthew  Arnold  ;  the  continuation,  with  "The 
Heroes :  Greek  Fairy  Tales,"  of  the  new  edition 
of  Charles  Kingsley's  works,  now  publishing; 
and  a  most  delightfully  written  and  daintily 
clothed  volume  of  '*  Lancashire  Memories,"  by 
Louisa  Potter,  of  the  '*  Skeich-Book  "  order, 
complete  the  list  for  the  present. 

G.  &  C.  Merriam  rightly  consider  that  the 
''Webster's  Unabridged"  is  entitled  to  special 
consideration  this  year,  as  the  new  edition, 
dated  1880,  with  the  supplement  covering  4600 
new  words  and  meanings,  and  the  new  bio- 
uigiiizea  oy  v_jv/v^p^i\^ 
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graphical  index  of  9700  names,  make  it  more 
than  ever  a  home  encyclopedia,  which  will  be 
especially  a  favorite  as  the  holidays  approach. 

Jas.  Miller  is  publishing  this  fall  a  number 
of  old  friends  in  new  dresses,  among  them  the 
poem  of  "  The  Grave,"  by  Robert  Blair,  in  a 
holiday  quarto  volume,  with  the  sixteen  steel 
plates  by  William  Blake.  The  new  holiday 
book  for  the  young  folks,  by  Mrs.  Kate  Tannatt 
Woods,  "All  Around  the  Rocking-Chair,"  is 
expected  to  make  a  decided  hit.  Among  a 
number  of  other  books,  we  may  particularly 
mention  the  new  i2mo  Aldine  editions  of  Shel- 
ley, Scott  and  other  modern  poets  to  match  in 
binding  the  recent  Riverside  editions. 

Thos.  Nelson  &  Sons,  who  have  been  busy 
for  months  in  replacing  the  losses  from  the 
bummg  of  their  great  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, do  not  announce  as  yet  as  many  new 
books  for  the  grown  people  as  is  usual  with 
them.

high  praise.     The    new   prose    translation    of 
Molifere's   dramatic    works,    by   C.    H.    Wall, 
in   three  volumes,  with   short   biography   and 
portrait,  will  be  in  this  list.     We  are  glad  to 
note  that  arrangements  have   been   made   for 
the  translation  from  the  French  (by  E.  J.  Leon- 
ard)   of    the    very    important    and     standard 
**  History  of  Political  Economy,"  by  J.  Adolpbe 
Blanqui,  which  will   have  an   introduction  by 
Hon.  David  A.  Wells.

Miss  Alcott  will  collect  for  the  fifth 
volume  of  **  Aunt  Jo's  Scrap-Bag"  a  number  of 
her  capital  short  stories,  the  first  of  which, 
"Jimmy's  Cruise  in  the  Pinafore,"  will  give 
the  book  its  name.  Susan  Coolidge  promises 
a  new  storv,  **  Eyebright,"  which  is  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  same  style  with  "What  Katy  Did," 
and  with  illustrations  ;  it  can  be  safely  reckoned 
among  the  best  and  most  attractive  books  the 
season  will  bring  for  young  folks,  and  older 
ones,  too.  H.  H.  contributes  "Letters  from  a 
Cat,  published  by  her  mistress  for  the  benefit 
of  all  cats  and  the  amusement  of  little  chil- 
dren," which  will  be  illustrated  with  17  pictures 
by  Addie  Ledyard  ;  and  the  letters  and  pictures 
will  doubtless  make  a  very  entertaining  book 
for  children,  and  their  parents  likewise.  Dr.

Hale  has  edited  a  volume  of  *'  Stories  of  the 
War,  told  by  Soldiers,"  which  will  be  followed 
by  *'  Stories  of  the  Sea,  told  by  Sailors."  Mrs. 
May  Alcott  Nieriker.  one  of  the  "  Little 
Women,"  will  add  a  little  book  of  good  coun- 
sel on  **  Studying  Art  Abroad  and  How  to  Do 
it  Cheaply"  to  the  sexxesoi  Popular  IJ and- Book t 
issued  by  this  house. 

George  Routlkdge  &  Sons  have  just  ready 
on  the  American  side  several  reissues  of  old 
standards,  among  them  the  four  volumes  of

A  collection  of  •'  Theatrical  Scenes"  for  chil- 
dren's acting,  by  Keith  Angus,  is  a  happy 
thought,  and  two  clever  novelties  are  Rout- 
ledge's  **  Singing  Quadrille"  and  '*  Singing  Lan- 
cers" for  children,  with  nursery  rhymes  set 
to  square-dance  music.  For  young  children 
there  are  hosts  of  books,  notably  '*  The  Nur- 
sery Picture-Book,"  a  large  folio  ;  "  Little  Sil- 
verlock's  Story-Book,"  and  **  Little  Ruby  Lips* 
Story-Book,"  by  Mrs.  Sale  Barker  ;  two  new

In  poetry,  there  will  be  a  collec- 
tion of  *'  Friar  Anselmo  and  other  Poems,"  by 
Mrs.  Julia  C.  R.  Dorr,  one  of  the  strongest  of 
the  •*  magazine  poets,"  and  for  holiday  time  a 
sumptuous  and  finely  illustrated  complete  col- 
lection of  Dr.  Holland's  poems  is  on  the  tapis. 
Two  books  of  travel  will  also  be  suited  to  the 
holiday  season,  a  book  on  **  Brazil,"  by  H.  H. 
Smith,  illustrated  by  Champney,  the  fruits  of 
the  A^n^w^r  expedition  to  that  country,  which 
has  already  reported  in  part  through  the  pages 
of  the  Magazine,  and  a  serious  and  elaborate 
work  by  Jules  Verne,  a  ''History of  Explora- 
tion and  Adventure,"  from  the  times  of  Herod- 
otus down,  in  three  finely-illustrated  vol- 
umes, the  material  for  which  has  been  collected 
in  Verne's  search  for  the  marvellous  as  the  basis 
of  his  more  marvellous  imaginings.

fine  illustrated  books,  will  also  be  reissued  in 
new  styles.  Of  coming  miscellaneous  books, 
**  Famous  French  Authors,"  sketches  of  twenty' 
or  more,  by  Theophi!e  Gautier.  Eugene  de 
Mirecourt  and  others,  with  many  portraits, 
will  be  a  delightful  contribution  to  literary  bi- 
ography. This  will  be  done  in  the  very  btrauti- 
ful  style  of  Mme.  Le  Brun's  Souvenirs.  A  four 
volume  edition,  from  new  plates,  of  Fielding's 
Works,  with  the  Cruikshank  illustrations  ;  the 
"  Pilgrim's  Progress,"  with  the  illustrative 
notes  of  Rev.  R.  Philip,  in  a  fine  and  a  cheap- 
er illustrated  edition  ;  a  remarkably  cheap  dol- 
lar edition  of  Robinson's  **  Dictionary  of  the 
Bible,"  with  Dr.  Wm.  Smith's  History,  and 
finer  editions  of  the  same  ;  and  the  octavo  Li- 
brary of  Famous  Fiction,  binding  together  a 
number  of  modern  novels,  are  to  be  noted  in 
the  way  of  reissues.  Gunning's  **  Life  Historv 
of  Our  Planet"  and  Prof.  J.  R.  Nichol's  •*  Sci- 
ence at  Home"  may  also  be  mentioned.  The 
older  children  will  be  pleased  with  "Stories 
and  Pictures  from  Grecian  History."  "Tales  of 
Many  Lands."  by  M.  Eraser  Tytler,  and  *•  My 
Schoolboy  Friends,"  by  Ascott  R.  Hope.  For 
the  still  younger  people,  Frolich's  **  Frolicks" 
with  his  clever  scissors,  a  most  amusing  sil- 
houette book,  and  the  several  Chatterboxes,  are 
the  salient  things.  Mr.  Worthington  has  spared 
no  pains  to  make  his  "  Chatterbox  Junior" 
and  "Little  Chatterbox"  for  1879  far  ahead  of 
last  year's,  and  the  "  Chatterbox  Picture-Book" 
and  *•  Chatterbox  Quartette"  (imperial  quarto, 
double  size)  are  both  attractive.

THE   FALL  TRADE   SALE. 

The  trade  sale  will  open  this  year  somewhat 
earlier  than  usual,  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  I7ih, 
continuing  nine  days,  through  Friday, Sept.  26th, 
and  with  the  usual  sessions,  commencing  each 
day  at  9  o'clock.  The  catalogue  is  of  good 
size,  numbering  588  pages,  and  the  invoices 
are  mostly  of  good  size.  There  are  several  very 
large  offerings  on  salient  lines.  Sixty-six  con- 
tributors  are  entered,  besides  minor  invoices. 
Most  of  these  are  publishers,  but  several  manu- 
facturing stationers  are  represented.  Some  few 
plates  will  be  sold,  but  the  chiefly  notable  fea- 
ture  will  be  the  closing-out  sale  of  remainders 
by  Messrs.  Col  ton,  Zahm  &  Roberts,  the 
chromo  publishers,  on  the  last  day.  Full 
notes  will  be  found  elsewhere  on  the  new 
books  of  publishers  offering  invoices,  as  well 
as  of  others.  We  give  below  a  r^sumi  of  the 
order  of  sale,  quantities  and  salient  features. 

The  place  of  honor  on  the  first  day  is  re- 
sumed by  Houghton,   Osgood  &  Co..  whose 
invoice  starts  off  with  50-25  of  most  of  their 
forthcoming  (so  far  as  then  ready)  and  recent 
publications.

BOSTON  LETTER. 

Boston,  Sept.  4,  1879. 

The  prospects  for  autumn  business  in  the 
book  trade  here  are  very  promising.  At  least 
this  is  the  tone  of  both  publishers  and  book- 
sellers. Quite  large  orders  have  already  been 
received  from  the  West,  and  of  such  a  character 
as  to  indicate  unmistakably  that  the  Western 
jobbers  feel  sure  of  their  market,  and  are  ready 
to  order  liberally  and  not  on  the  petty  scale 
which  has  ruled  for  so  long. 

Our  publishers  show  by  the  lists  they  an- 
nounce for  the  season,  that  they  are  looking  for 
a  large  business.  It  is  a  number  of  years  since 
so  formidable  columns  of  forthcoming  books 
have  been  marshalled  in  array  for  the  autumn 
campaign.  Looking  them  over,  one  marvels 
where  are  the  hosts  of  bold  bookbuyers  that  it 
will  require  to  order  and  distribute  all  these 
through  the  country  ;  but  when  one  reads  the 
reports  of  immeasurable  crops,  and — by  glanc- 
ing over  publishers'  shoulders — reads  in  scores 
of  letters  from  editors  in  all  the  States,  and  no- 
tably in  small  and  obscure  towns,  that  their 
papers  circulate  largely  among  a  rich  and  iniel* 
ligent  class  who  eagerly  read  the  book-notices 
in  their  papers,  and  then  buy  and  read  the 
books,  the  wonder  ceases  ;  or,  rather,  is  changed 
to  doubt  whether  even  the  hundreds  of  thoa> 
sands  of  books  made  and  making  for  the 
autumn  trade  can  satisfy  a  demand  so  general 
anc  clamorous,   uigmzea  oy  ^.jv/^^p^iv^ 
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It  is  noticeable,  in  studying  the  announce- 
ments, that  the  proportion  ot  absolutely  new 
material  is  not  large.  It  would  seem  that  the 
publishers  are  disposed  to  be  considerate  of 
the  many  who  for  several  years  past  have  not 
been  able  to  buy  the  good  books  published, 
•  and  therefore  they  reissue  these,  sometimes 
enlarged,  sometimes  abridged,  frequently  re- 
duced in  price.  This  thoughtful ness  will 
doubtless  meet  its  reward,  and  many  thou- 
sands who  have  been  devoting  their  strength 
and  money  to  battling  with  '*hard  times,**  can 
now  read  the  books  they  have  heretofore  been 
obliged  to  forego. 

The  enterprises  involving  heavy  outlays  are 
mainly  limited  to  subscription  books — Long- 
fellow's Poems  in  Houghton,  Osgood  & 
Co.'s  sumptuous  edition,  which  is  almost 
crowded  with  gems  of  pictures  by  the  best 
American  artists  ;  Estes  &  Lauriat's  American 
Art  Review,  Ranbaud's  **  History  of  Russia." 
Zeirs  "  Dictionary  of  Commerce,"  and  other 
works  in  which  costly  illustrations  are  a  lead- 
ing feature.  The  publishers  of  these  read  with 
l^reat  satisfaction  the  many  signs  of  returning 
prosperity,  and  anticipate  better  results  in  this 
department  of  business  than  for  years  past. 

In  short,  the  prospect  "cheers  but  not  ine- 
briates," and  the  trade  enters  on  the  autumn 
campaign  with  heartier  courage  and  better  hope 
than  for  many  an  autumn  before.      '  S.

PHILADELPHIA  LETTER. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  i,  1879. 

The  fall  season — so  anxiously  looked  for- 
ward to — has  at  last  arrived,  and  after  a  season 
of  rest  and  recuperation  all  classes  of  business 
are  ready  for  whatever  hard  work  may  come. 
The  prospects  of  a  good  fall  trade  this  year  are 
extremely  bright  and  cheering,  and  the  general 
tone  throughout  the  business  community  is 
hopeful,  the  predominant  feeling  being  that  the 
bard  times  are  over,  but  that  we  shall  never 
again  see  the  flush  times  we  had  after  the  war. 

The  manufacturing  interests  of  this  city  and 
State  are  experiencing  a  revival  that  has  put  in 
operation  many  rolling  mills  and  furnaces  that 
have  been  idle  for  a  year  or  so  past.  Orders 
have  been  coming  in  so  rapidly  that  many  have 
all  the  work  they  can  do  till  next  year— work- 
ing day  and  night — while  others  have  been 
compelled  to  refuse  any  further  contracts, 
having  more  work  than  tney  can  possibly  at- 
tend to.  Manufacturing  business  of  every  de- 
scription Is  in  the  same  healthy  condition, 
whtJe  the  foreign  and  domestic  trade  is  picking 
up  finely. 

This  gives  an  impetus  to  all  classes  of  busi- 
ness throughout  the  State,  and  consequently 
(he  wholesale  book  and  stationery  trades  are 
doing  an  excellent  business,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  increase  largely  as  the  fall  advances.  The 
genera]  feeling  throughout  the  trade  is  that  the 
fall  will  be  one  of  the  best  we  have  had  for  a 
series  of  years.  Great  preparations  are  being 
made  in  the  way  of  new  publications,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  announcements  scheduled  else- 
where. Small  profits  will  be  the  rule,  especi- 
ally in  school-books. 

The  retail  trade  has  hardly  felt  the  effects  of 
the  revival  as  yet ;  but  the  cool  weather  will 
bring  the  people  home  who  have  been  away  on 
their  vacation,  when  that  important  branch  of 
the  business  will  pick  up.

THE    PROPOSED  BRITISH  COPYRIGHT 
BILL. 

We  give  below  the  copyright  bill  introduced 
by  the  Government  into  the  British  House  of 
Commons,  as  prepared  by  Lord  John  Manners, 
Viscount  Sandon,  and  the  Attorney-General. 
Parts  I  and  3  are  abstracted  in  full,  notwith- 
standing their  length, — the  first  in  view  of  the 
general  principles  laid  down  and  the  probable 
reform  of  our  own  domestic  law,  and  the  third 
because  of  the  importance  of  the  Canadian 
question,  and  the  fourth  is  printed  verbatim, 
because  it  directly  concerns  this  country.  The 
portions  omitted  from  the  fifth  part  are  chiefly 
concerned  with  the  legal  proceedings  and  are 
of  exclusively  technical  bearing.  The  bill  it- 
self in  full  is  on  file  in  this  office. 

Part  I.— Books. 

The  proposed  '*  Copyright  Act,  1879"  pro- 
vides that  the  author  of  a  book  first  published 
in  Her  Majesty's  dominions  shall,  whether  he  is 
or  is  not  a  British  subject  or  domiciled 
or  resident  in  H.M.  dominions,  be  entitled 
to  copyright  in  the  book  throughout  H.M. 
dominions  The  author  of  a  book  first  pub- 
lished out  of  H.M.  dominions,  if  at  the  time 
of  that  publication  he  is  a  British  subject  or  is 
an  alien  domiciled  in  H.M.  dominions,  may 
acquire  copyright  by  republishing  it  in  H.M. 
dominions  within  three  vears  from  the  date  of 
first  publication,  in  whicn  case  copyright  shall 
date  from  republication,  and  no  proceedings 
for  acts  prior  to  the  latter  date  shall  hold. 

Period. — Copyright  shall  endure  for  the  au- 
thor's life  and  thirty  years  after  his  death,  if  the 
book  is  published  in  the  lifetime  and  in  the 
true  name  of  the  author ;  for  thirty  years  after 
first  publication,  if  published  after  his  death 
and  in  his  true  name  ;  for  thirty  years  after  first 
publication,  if  not  published  in  the  true  name 
of  the  author. 

Infringements. — Copyright  is  infringed  by  {a) 
printing  or  causing  to  be  printed  any  copy,  \b) 
abridgment,  (c)  or  translation  ;  (</)  dramatiz- 
ing or  adapting  ;  {e)  printing  or  causing  to  be 
printed  or  performed  any  dramatized  version  ; 
(/)  importing  or  causing  to  be  imported  for 
sale  or  hire  any  copy  or  other  infringement  as 
aforesaid  ;  {g)  selling,  publishing,  letting  or 
exposing  for  sale  or  hire,  or  causing  the  same, 
or  having  in  possession  for  sale  or  hire  any 
copy  or  infiingement  as  aforesaid. 

Suppressions. — To  provide  against  the  sup- 
pression of  an  important  book,  on  complaint 
that  the  proprietor  of  a  copyright  has  after  the 
death  of  the  author  refused  to  republish  or  aU 
low  to  be  republished,  the  Queen  in  Council 
may  license  complainant  to  publish  the  book 
subject  to  the  conditions  Her  Majesty  in  Coun- 
cil ma^  think  fit. 

Registry. — The  copyright  shall  be  registered 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  Stationers'  Com- 
pany, all  fees  to  be  paid  into  the  national  ex- 
chequer and  all  expenses  paid  by  the  latter. 
No  proceedings  shall  hold  until  the  copyright 
is  so  registered,  and  if  copyright  shall  liot  be 
registered  within  one  month  after  first  publica- 
tion, no  proceedinors  shall  hold  in  respect  of 
"      uigiiizea  oy  v_j  v/vi'^lv^ 
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any  copy  printed  or  imported  before  such  regis- 
tration, whether  the  copy  is  published,  sold,  or 
otherwise  dealt  with  before  or  after  that  date, 
or  in  respect  of  public  performances  begun  be- 
fore that  date.  [This  puts  a  premium  on  regis- 
tration by  allowing  a  publisher  to  spring  a  rival 
edition  of  unregistered  books. — Ed.  P.  W.] 
The  registration  shall  be  prima-facie  evidence 
of  the  first  publication,  but  if  it  is  proved  that 
a  book  was  published  more  than  one  month 
before  registration,  it  shall  lie  with  the  person 
claiming  proprietorship  to  show  the  date  of 
first  publication. 

Method  of  Registry, — The  proprietor  of  a 
copyright  shall  register  the  same  by  delivering 
to  the  registrar  appointed  by  the  Stationers' 
Company  a  copy  of  the  book  (which  copy  shall 
be  sent  by  the  registrar  to  the  trustees  of  the 
British  Museum),  accompanied  by  a  prescribed 
statement  declaring  that  he  is  the  proprietor  of 
the  same,  and  showing  the  name,  address,  and 
calling  of  the  publisher  of  the  book,  and  of  the 
proprietor  of  the  copyright,  and  the  place  and 
date  of  first  publication.  If  published  in  the 
true  name  of  the  author,  also  the  true  name, 
calling,  and  address  of  the  author. 

Pseudonymous  Books. — If  not  at  the  time  of 
registration  published  in  the  true  name  of  the 
author,  the  proprietor  may  at  anytime  during 
the  author's  life,  and  with  his  consent,  deliver 
a  statement  of  the  author's  true  name,  address, 
and  calling,  and  thereupon  the  copyright  shall 
endure  as  if  the  book  had  been  first  published 
in  the  author's  true  name. 

Register. — The  register  shall  be  valid  evidence 
on  new  production,  and  shall  be  open  to  inspec- 
tion for  a  prescribed  fee  at  prescribed  reasona- 
ble times. 

Redress. — If  a  wrong  proprietor  is  registered, 
or  if  the  registrar  refuses  registry,  or  if  any  book 
is  entered  in  which  there  is  no  copyright,  appli- 
cation may  be  made  to  the  High  Court  for  re- 
dress and  damages. 

Assignments. — An  assignment  of  copyright  or 
transmission  by  operation  of  law  shall  not  be 
valid  unless  registered,  except  that  executors 
or  administrators  of  a  deceased  proprietor  may 
dispose  of  a  copyright  without  being  themselves 
registered.  But  no  notice  of  any  trust,  express- 
ed, implied,  or  constructive,  shall  be  receivable 
for  registry,  and  the  registered  proprietor  shall 
have  power  absolutely  to  dispose  of  a  copyright, 
except  that  caveats  against  such  disposition,  if 
it  is  so  prescribed,  may  be  entered  in  the  man- 
ner so  prescribed. 

Regulations. — The  Board  of  Trade,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Treasury  as  to  fees,  may  make 
general  rules  as  to  any  matter  authorized  in  the 
act  to  be  prescribed,  subject  to  the  action  of 
Parliament.  Any  person  making  or  causing  to 
be  made  a  false  entry  of  copyright  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Library  Copies. — The  publisher  shall  also  de- 
liver as  soon  as  may  be  one  copy  of  best  edition 
to  the  British  Museum,  and  within  one  month 
after  request  one  copy  each,  of  the  edition  of 
which  the  largest  number  is  printed  for  sale, 
to  the  Bodleian,  Cambridge,  Advocates'  (Edin- 
burgh), and  Holy  Trinity  College  (Dublin) 
Libraries,  under  fine  in  each  case  not  exceed- 
ing five  pounds  and  the  value  of  the  book. 
But  the  delivery  of  the  registration  copy  to  the 
registrar  of  the  Stationers'  Company  shall  be 
deemed  the  prescribed  delivery  to  the  British 
Museum 


ENCYCLOPEDIAS  AND  PUBLISHERS'  BOOKS. 

In  the  case  of  any  book  (whether  encyclo- 
pedia, review,  magazine,  periodical  work,  or 
works  published  in  series  or  parts)  where  an 
author  has  composed  the  book  or  any  part 
thereof  on  the  terms  that  the  copyright  shall  be- . 
long  to  and  be  paid  for  by  the  proprietor,  the 
copyright  shall  belong  to  said  proprietor  as  if 
he  were  the  author  of  the  whole  book,  subject 
to  the  following  qualifications  : 

{a)  In  any  book  except  an  encyclopedia,  the 
proprietor  shall  not  publish  any  portion  sepa- 
rately without  its  author's  consent,  and  after 
three  years  the  right  of  publishing  each  portion 
separately  shall  vest  in  its  author. 

lb)  During  this  term  of  three  years,  the  au- 
thor of  any  part  may  register  said  part  as  a 
separate  book  and,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the 
general  proprietor,  protect  such  part  from  in- 
fringement. 

(r)  Where  the  author  of  a  part  has  reserved  the 
right  to  publish  the  same  separately,  within  the 
said  three  years  or  otherwise,  he  shall  be  enti- 
tled, without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the 
general  proprietor,  to  registry  of  such  part  as 
if  it  were  a  separate  book. 

{d)  The  proprietor  of  any  such  book  may 
register  a  general  copyright  so  that  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  register  separately  every  num- 
ber of  the  book. 

(^)  The  copyright  in  an  encyclopedia  shall 
endure  for  thirty  years  from  first  publication  of 
the  book  or  the  first  volume  thereof. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  apply  to  newspa- 
pers, so  far  as  they  contain  original  composi- 
tions of  a  literar}'  character,  but  not  to  such 
portion  as  contains  news.  The  publisher  of  a 
newspaper  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  the  number, 
within  one  week  of  its  publication,  to  the  Brit- 
ish Museum,  on  penalty  of  the  same  fine  as 
above. 

LECTURES. 

The  author  of  a  lecture,  other  than  delivered 
in  a  university,  public  school,  college,  or  pub- 
lic foundation,  or  in  virtue  of  any  charity,  shall 
be  entitled  to  copyright  such  lecture  as  a  book, 
the  first  delivery  being  deemed  first  publica- 
tion. While  such  lecture  has  not  been 
printed  and  published  by  the  author,  any  person 
delivering  the  same  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  author  infringes  the  copyright.  It  is  not 
requisite  to  register  the  copyright  in  a  lecture 
not  printed  and  published  by  the  author.  But 
a  report  in  the  ordinary  edition  of  a  newspap>er 
is  not  to  be  proscribed  by  this  act.  unless  the 
author,  before  or  at  the  time  of  delivery,  gives 
notice  that  he  prohibits  such  report. 

DRAMA    AND    MUSIC. 

The  author  of  a  dramatic  piece  or  musical 
composition  shall  be  entitled  to  cop^Tigfai 
therein  as  if  the  same  were  a  book,  and  any 
person  publicly  performing  the  same,  a  pan. 
abridgment,  or  adaptation,  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  proprietor,  shall  be  deemed  to  . 
infringe  the  copyright. 

If  publiclv  performed  and  not  printed  and 
published,  the  same  may  be  registered  without 
depositing  a  copy  or  without  name  of  publisher. 
First  public  performance,  or  first  printing  and 
publishing  as  a  book,  whichever  is  earliest, 
shall  be  deemed  first  publication. 


uigiiizea  oy  vjv/\^ 
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If  first  publicly  performed  outside  of  H.M. 
dominions,  copyright  may  be  acquired  either 
by  public  performance  or  by  publication  or  re- 
publication as  a  book  within  the  three  years, 
etc.,  as  provided  for  books. 

The  purchaser  of  a  printed  copy  of  music 
shall  have  the  right  of  publicly  performing  it 
unless  the  copy  contains  notice  that  consent  is 
required  from  a  specified  person  and  address, 
-but  if  such  person,  with  reasonable  diligence, 
cannot  be  found,  no  liability  shall  accrue. 

Where  a  musical  composition  is  published 
with  words,  the  proprietor  of  copyright  in  the 
words  may  not  prevent  the  use  of  such  words 
with  the  music  at  any  public  performance  by 
any  person  authorized  to  publicly  perform  the 
musical  portion. 

TRANSLATIONS   OF   NON-COPYRIGHT   WORKS. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  as  to  translations 
of  copyright  books,  a  translation  of  a  book  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  new  book,  without  preju- 
dice, nevertheless,  to  the  making  of  any  other 
translation  of  the  original  book.  This  applies 
also  to  a  dramatic  piece  or  the  words  of  a  musi- 
cal  composition. 

REVISED  EDITIONS. 

Any  second  or  subsequent  edition  of  a  book 
which  is  published  with  any  additions  or  alter- 
ations, whether  in  the  letter-press  or  in  the 
maps  or  illustrations  belonging  thereto,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  new  book. 

Part  II. — Fine  Arts. 

[The  general  principle  of  this  division  is  that 
the  copyright  in  a  work  of  art  rests  in  the  pur- 
chaser, except  it  be  expressly  reserved  by  the 
author.  It  is  for  author's  life  and  thirty  years, 
and  prohibits  reproduction  of  any  kind, — in- 
cluding **any  repetition,  colorable  imitation,  or 
other  multiplication  of  the  work  or  of  the  de- 
sign thereof  or  of  any  part  thereof  or  of  any 
material  part  thereof,  whether  by  painting, 
drawing,  photography,  or  otherwise."  Engrav- 
ings and  photographs  (the  latter  for  a  term  of 
thirty  years  from  publication)  are  included,  the 
copjrright  resting  in  the  owner  of  the  plates  or 
negatives,  but  such  person  is  not  entitled  to  dis- 
pose of  copies  when  the  work  has  been  done 
for  a  valuable  consideration,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  person  paying  for  the  same,  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  prevent  infringement  as  if 
he  was  the  proprietor  of  the  copyright.] 

BOOK   ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Where  an  engraving  or  photograph  is  pub- 
lished as  part  of  a  book  containing  letter- press, 
it  shall  be  deemed  part  of  the  book  and  not  an 
engraving  or  photograph  ;  and  the  copyright  in 
the  engraving  or  photograph  shall  belong  to 
the  proprietor  of  the  copyright  in  the  book. 

Part  III. — Colonial  Copyright. 

Where  a  local  law  in  any  British  possession 
provides  for  registration,  such  registration  shall 
secure  copyright  under  this  law  :  otherwise 
copyright  shall  be  registered  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Such  colonial  registries  shall  be 
returned  to  the  home  registrar,  and  he  shall 
also  supply  to  the  colonial  governments  re- 
turns of  copyrights  registered  in  the  United 
Kingdom  or  in  other  British  possessions. 

Where  a  book  is  first  published  in  a  British 
possession,  and  not  published  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  number  and  manner  suitable  for 


general  circulation  therein,  after  one  month 
from  first  publication  any  person  may  apply  to 
Her  Majesty  in  Council  for  a  judicial  license 
to  publish  the  same,  which  may  be  granted 
under  such  conditions  as  seem  just ;  and  if 
any  book  is  not  so  published  within  six  months 
after  first  publication,  any  person  may  apply 
to  Her  Majesty  in  Council  for  a  license  to  im- 
port foreign  reprints  of  the  book. 

Where  any  British  possession  has  made  ef- 
fectual and  reasonable  provision  for  ends  simi- 
lar to  those  of  this  act,  including  the  collection 
of  percentage  on  books  republished  or  im- 
ported under  license.  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
may  direct  as  regards  that  possession,  in  the 
case  of  a  book  first  published  out  of  that  pos- 
session and  entitled  to  copyright  therein,  that 
within  a  reasonable  time  and  under  similar 
conditions  as  above  anv  person  may  apply  to 
a  court  to  be  designatea  in  that  possession,  for 
a  similar  license  to  publish,  the  orders  of  such 
court  being  subject  to  appeal  to  Her  Majesty 
in  Council ;  if  the  book  is  not  published  as 
above  in  that  possession  within  six  months 
from  first  publication,  any  person  may  apply  to 
such  court  for  a  license  to  import. 

Where  it  appears  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
that,  having  regard  to  the  position,  size,  or 
other  circumstances  of  any  British  possession, 
foreign  reprints  ought  to  be  admitted  at  once. 
Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  direct,  under 
conditions  similar  to  above,  that  any  person 
may  import  copies  of  foreign  reprints  of  any 
book. 

No  proprietor  of  copyright  shall  be  entitled 
to  bring  suit  in  any  British  possession  unless 
as  to  registration  he  has  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  local  law. 

The  power  of  license  for  republication  vested 
above  in  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  also  be 
exercised  in  any  British  possession  by  the 
Governor  in  Council. 

Colonial  bills  relative  to  the  purposes  of 
this  act  shall  require  Her  Majesty's  approval. 

This  part  of  the  act  applies  to  books  in  which 
copyright  in  H.M.  dominions  is  acquired  by  re- 
publication as  though  this  were  first  publica- 
tion. 

Protection  and  Remuneration  of  Proprietors. — 
Where  a  subsequent  edition  of  any  book  has 
been  published,  a  license  shall  permit  the  re- 
publication only  of  the  last  edition,  except  with 
the  consent  of  the  proprietor. 

The  title-page  of  a  book  printed  under  li- 
cense shall  contain,  in  the  case  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  words  "  British  edition."  and  in 
the  case  of  any  British  possession  words  sig- 
nifying the  local  edition. 

Reprints  violating  these  conditions  forfeit 
protection. 

A  licensee  must  give  to  the  publishers  of  a 
book,  if  name  and  address  are  given  on  the 
title-page,  notice  of  his  license,  which  notice 
may  be  proved  by  the  posting  of  a  registered 
letter  to  the  address  given. 

The  licensee  shall  pay  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
the  proprietor  of  the  copyright  the  percentage 
specified  in  the  license,  not  less  than  the  per- 
centage below  specified  on  reprints  imported, 
the  percentage  to  be  paid  in  such  m.inner  as 
the  law  of  the  possession  requires,  and  the 
licensee  shall  give  security  for  the  same  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  authority  granting  the 
license. 

The  importer  of  foreign  reprints  shall  pay  a» 
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percentage,  which  shall  be  determined  in  the 
United  Kingdom  by  Order  in  Council,  in  the 
possessions  by  the  local  law,  and  the  percent- 
age so  determined  may  be  different  on  different 
classes  of  books,  or  uniform  for  all. 

The  provision  against  infringement  by  im- 
portations before  made  shall  extend  in  any  one 
part  of  H.M.  dominions  to  reprints  in  pursu- 
ance of  license  in  another  part  as  though  these 
were  included  as  "  foreign  reprints." 

Part  IV.- Foreign  Copyright. 
(  Verbatim.^ 

52.  (i.)  Where  Her  Majesty  has  entered  into 
any  treaty,  convention,  or  agreement  with  any 
foreign  state  in  relation  to  copyright,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in  Council  to 
declare  that  this  part  of  this  Act  shall,  subject 
to  any  exceptions  and  limitations  specified  in 
the  Order,  apply  to  that  state,  and  thereupon 
this  part  of  this  act  shall  so  apply  accordingly. 

53.  (i)  Where  the  author  of  any  book,  dra- 
matic piece,  musical  composition,  painting, 
sculpture,  engraving,  or  photograph  first  pub- 
lished in  a  foreign  state  to  which  this  part  of 
this  act  applies  is  an  alien  being  a  subject  or 
citizen  of  that  state,  he  shall,  on  complying  with 
those  regulations  of  the  law  of  that  state  which 
entitle  him  to  copyright  in  the  work  in  that  state, 
be  entitled  to  copyright  in  the  work  in  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  as  if  he  were  a  British  sub- 
ject and  had  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  as  to  registration  or  otherwise  entitling 
him  to  copyright  in  the  work. 

(2.)  The  registration  of  any  such  work  under 
this  act,  and  the  delivery  of  a  copy  thereof  to 
the  trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  shall  not 
be  required. 

54.  (I.)  Where  a  book  is  first  published  in  a 
foreign  state  to  which  this  part  of  this  act  ap- 
plies, it  shall  be  an  infringement  of  the  copy- 
right in  the  book  if  any  person,  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  proprietor  of  the  copy- 
right, publishes  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
a  translation  of  the  book  before  the  expiration 
of  three  years  after  the  first  publication  of  the 
book  in  the  foreign  state. 

(2.)  If  a  translation  of  the  book  into  any  lan- 
guage is  published  within  those  three  years,  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
copyright  in  the  book,  it  shall  be  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  copyright  in  the  book  if  any  person, 
without  the  written  consent  of  that  proprietor, 
publishes  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions  another 
translation  of  the  book  into  the  same  language 
before  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  the  first  publication  of  the  authorized  trans- 
lation. 

55.  (i.)  Where  a  register  of  copyright  is  kept 
under  the  authority  of  the  government  of  a 
foreign  state  to  which  this  part  of  this  act  ap- 
plies, an  extract  from  that  register  purporting 
to  be  certified  as  a  true  copy  of  the  portion  of 
the  register  by  the  officer  keeping  it,  and  to  be 
authenticated  by  the  official  seal  of  a  minister 
of  state  of  that  country,  or  by  the  official  seal 
or  signature  of  a  British  diplomatic  or  consular 
officer  acting  in  the  state,  shall  be  admissible 
as  evidence  of  the  register  and  of  the  facts  there- 
in stated  with  respect  to  the  existence  of  copy- 
right and  the  property  therein. 

(2.)  All   courts  shall  take  judicial  notice  of 


'  every  such  official  seal  and  signature  as  in  this 
section  mentioned,  and  shall  admit  in  evidence, 
without  further  proof,  the  documents  authenti- 
cated by  it. 

56.  Where  the  author  of  a  book  (including  a 
dramatic  piece  or  musical  composition)  first 
published  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  isan 
alien  domiciled  in  a  foreign  state  to  which  this 
part  of  this  act  applies,  he  may  acquire   copy- 

'  right  by  republication  in  accordance  with  Part 
I.  of  this  act  as  if  he  were  a  British  subject. 

Part  V. — General. 

Property  in  and  Tetm  of  Copyright, — Copyright 
I  shall  be  property  of  the  kind  known  in  England 
I  as  personal  property.  Assignment  shall  not  be 
I  valid  unless  it  is  in  writing,  or,  where  the  copy- 
right is  required  to  be  registered,  is  authentica- 
ted by  a  proper  entry  in  the  register  of  copy- 
'  rights. 

If  Her  Majesty  thinks  fit  to  agree  with  my 
foreign  states  *  for  a  uniform  international 
term  of  copyright,  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may 
direct  that  the  copyright  specified  shall  endure, 
without  prejudice  to  any  copyright  previously 
acquired,  for  the  term  specified  in  the  Order 
instead  of  for  the  term  mentioned  in  this  act 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  affect  the  right  of 
any  person  to  prevent  the  publication  of  un- 
published matter. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  confer  copyright  in 
anything  the  publication  of  which  is  illegal. 
j  Licenses. — A  license  granted  by  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  for  the  publi- 
cation of  a  book  shall  authorize  the  licensee  to 
publish  the  book  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  license  notwithstanding  anything  in  this 
act. 

Every  licensee  shall  register  the  license,  if 
in  force  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  the  register 
under  this  act,  and  if  in  force  in  a  British  pos- 
session, as  is  provided  by  local  law. 

On  such  registration,  or,  in  a  British  posses- 
sion where  there  is  no  such  law,  without  such 
registration,  the  licensee  shall  have  in  the 
United  Kingdom  or  the  British  possession  the 
i  same  rights  as  the  proprietor  of  the  copyright 
in  the  book,  as  against  all  persons  including 
that  proprietor,  except  that  the  license  or  the 
registration  thereof  shall  not  prevent  the  issue 
of  the  like  license  to  the  proprietor  or  another 
person,  and  shall  not  entitle  the  licensee  to  any 
percentage  under  this  act. 

Unlawful  Copies, — Every  copy  imported  for 
sale  or  hire  in  infringement  of  copyright  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and  may  be  seized 
and  destroyed  by  any  officer  of  excise. 

Every  copy  made  in  infringement  of  copy- 
right shall  be  forfeited  to  the  proprietor  of  the 
copyright. 

Any  copy  thus  forfeited  may  be  required  by 
any  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  proprietor,  or  mav  be  seized  by 
any  constable  on  authorization  of  the  proprietor 
or  his  agent  and  taken  before  such  court,  and 
the  exportation  of  any  such  copy  is  prohibited. 

Library  Compensation. — The  payment  by  the 
government  to  certain  libraries  for  surrender 
of  their  old  right  to  receive  gratuitous  copies 
is  continued. 

Temporary  Provisions, — The  provisions  of  this 
act  are  extended  to  works  previously  copy- 
righted, for  whichever  term  is  longest,  and 
nothing  in  the  act  shall  deprive  any  person  of 
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any  right  to  which  he  is  entitled  at  its  com- 
mencement. 

A  person  becoming  entitled,  under  the  above 
provisions,  to  any  copyright  to  which  he  was 
not  before  entitled  shall  register  such  copy- 
right within  six  months  after  the  commence- 
ment of  this  act,  but  no  person  shall  be  re- 
quired to  re-register  a  copyright  to  which  he 
was  already  entitled. 

Where  any  copyright  has  been  acquired  from 
the  author  for  some  consideration  other  than 
that  of  natural  love  and  affection,  the  term  of 
that  copyright  shall  not  be  extended  by  virtue 
of  this  section,  but  shall  endure  for  the  term 
subsisting  therein  at  the  passing  of  this  act 
and  no  longer,  unless  the  author,  if  he  is  liv-  1 
ing,  or  his  personal  representatives,  if  he  is  ! 
dead,  agree  with  the  proprietor  of  the  copy- 
right before  the  expiration  of  the  last -mentioned 
term  to  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act  with 
respect  to  the  book,  and  register  the  consent 
to  the  prescribed  manner,  and  in  such  case  the 
property  in  the  copyright  during  the  extended 
term  shall  belong  to  the  persons  named  in  the  I 
agreement.  ' 

This  section  applies  to  aliens  entitled  to 
copyright  under  any  treaty  as  it  applies  to  any 
British  subject.  I 

/Repeals. — Previous  copyright  acts,  as  speci- 
fied, are  repealed,  but  the  repeal  does  not  affect 
the  rights  of  any  college  or  university  now  hold-  j 
ing  copyrights  in  perpetuity,  or  other  existent 
rights  :  and  all  books,  etc.,  previously  registered  ' 
are  deemed  to  be  registered  as  provided  in  this 
act 


ANOTHER  KIND  OF  FRAUD. 

We  have  had  the  pleasure  this  year  of  show- 
ing up  several  ingenious  professors  of  the  art 
of  earning  a  living  without  working,  who  make 
the  book  trade  their  field,  and  now  have  another 
specimen  to  offer.  A  man  signing  himself 
William  Miller  wrote  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Widdleton 
a  year  ago,  ordering  several  sets  of  his  standard 
works  '*  for  a  transient  partv,"  and  urged  haste 
in  delivery,  as  otherwise  he  would  lose  the 
sale.  He  regretted  that  he  had  not  a  trade-list 
by  him.  so  as  to  remit  price,  but  would  send 
New  York  exchange  at  once  on  receipt  of  bill. 
The  goods  were  sent,  received  and  acknowl- 
edged, with  regret  that  the  bill  had  not  come 
to  hand.  A  second  order  was  sent,  however, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  the  two  lots  should 
be  billed  together,  when,  etc.,  etc.,  as  before. 
This  was  a  little  "  thin  ;"  the  books  were  not 
sent,  and  Mr.  Miller  waxed  virtuously  indig- 
nant, and  was  also  very  much  grieved  at  Mr. 
Widdleton's  having  lost  the  sale  to  the  tran- 
sient pary.  Mr.  Miller,  however,  continued 
not  to  remit,  and  a  correspondence  at  last 
brought  out  the  following  interesting  letter, 
some  months  later,  dated  at  the  National  Hotel, 
Washington  : 

Mkssks.  W.  J.  Widdleton  : 

Gmtlemen—\<mr  letter,  after  being  forwarded,  was  re- 
ceived by  me  at  this  point.  You  will  remember  that  you 
sent  me  circulars  repeatedly,  iolicHini  ordtn^  for  at  least 
a  year  before  I  sent  you  any  order.  Finally  I  did  send 
you  an  order,  and  received  the  books.  The  reason  you  were 
not  paid  you  already  know.  Now,  as  to  ]rour  threats,  per* 
out  roe  to  say  if  I  had  the  money  convenient  to  pay  you  I 
should  do  so,  and  that  threats  unfortunately  are  not  '*  in-

If  you  think 
it  a  good  thing  to  do  to  pursue  the  coune  indicated  in  your 
letter,  why,  do  it.  I  assure  you  though  that's  not  the  short 
road  to  getting  your  money.

The  next  development  was  a  letter  from 
Wright's  Grove,  III.,  without  date,  but  received 
the  last  of  July,  signed  Mrs.  Geo.  H.  Gray.

The  American  Catalogue,  of  which  part  four,  just  issued,  concludes  the  first  volume,  is 
intended  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  all  books  in  print  and  for  sale  in  the  American  market  on 
July  I,  1876, — the  latest  date  to  which  it  was  possible  to  bring  up  the  work.

STIFF   PRICES   IN  THE  TRADE. 

There  is  no  question  before  the  trade  of  more 
present  and  practical  importance  than  the 
problem  of  recovering  that  safe  margin  of  pro- 
fit, through  the  whole  chain  of  publishers, 
jobbers,  and  retailers,  which  has  been  lost  in  the 
demoralization  of  hard  times.  In  this  is  the 
key  to  business  success.  Large  sales  are 
worse  than  none  at  all  if  they  are  made  at  so 
small  a  margin  and  so  great  an  expense  as  to 
show  a  balance  on  the  debit  side  of  the  ledger 
at  the  year's  end — yet  there  have  been  not  a 
few  people  to  do  business  on  the  principle  of 
making  5  per  cent  profit  on  a  book  when  it 
costs  10  per  cent  to  sell  it.  **  Good  times'*  will 
not  have  come  to  stay  until  not  only  is  the  vol- 
ume of  business  increased,  as  now,  but  a 
much  more  liberal  margin  of  profit  made  than 
is  now  in  most  cases  practicable. 

The  plain  difficulty  is  that  the  one  process  of 
obtaining  this  sufficient  margin  is  at  once  re- 
sisted  by  the  buying  trade,  since  its  apparent 
eflfort  is  to  reduce  their  profits.  In  a  word, 
stiffer  prices  and  closer  discounts  are  the  only 
way  out,  and  these  the  jobbers  and  retailers 
don't  like.  We  submit  that  their  view  is  a 
mistaken  one.  The  question  is  not  what  dis- 
count a  dealer  gets  oflf,  when  he  buys  ;  but  what 
margin  he  is  able  to  keep  on,  when  he  sells. 
Here  is  the  situation,  in  a  nutshell.  If  the  best 
discount  on  the  ordinary  bill  is  a  third,  and  the 
jobber  gets  forty  off,  the  latter  makes  more 


money  selling  at  a  third  than  if  he  were  getting 
fifty  and  ten  and  selling  at  fifty  oflf.  And  if  the 
retailer  can  get  but  twenty-five  off  and  can  hold 
retail  prices,  he  too  is  much  better  off  than  if 
he  were  getting  a  third  and  selling  at  twenty  off, 
or  in  like  proportion. 

The  reply  at  once  is  that  books  cannot  be 
jobbed  or  retailed  at  the  prices  named.  That 
there  are  difficulties  in  the  way  is  true.  But 
these  must  be  overcome,  and  they  will  be.  A 
correspondent  of  the  London  Bookseller  sug- 
gests that  publishers  should  begin  to  discrimi- 
nate, each  within  his  own  list,  and  by  holding 
prices  stiff  and  discounts  close  on  certain  of 
his  books,  teach  the  trade  and  the  public  that 
there  are  prices  and  prices,  that  big  discounts 
mean  only  bigger  prices  to  discount  from,  and 
that  one  book  can  be  sold  at  a  liberal  discount 
and  that  another  cannot.  What  it  has  practi- 
cally cocne  to  in  this  country  is  that  certain  pub- 
lishers are  stiffening  their  whole  lists — ^a  process 
which  must  yet  extend  amongst  the  publishing 
trade  at  large.  There  are  now  two  or  three  Hsu 
on  which  discounts  are  limited  and  prices  are 
held  without  breaking,  the  retail  prices  having 
in  some  instances  been,  as  should  be  the  case, 
modified  accordingly.  The  result  of  this  stiff- 
ening has  been  decidedly  favorable  to  the  pub- 
lishers, and  we  venture  to  say  that  such  stock 
is  more  saleable  and  more  safe  than  competitive 
lines  on  which  discounts  are  large  and  prices 
fast  and  loose.  We  put  the  case  to  the  expe- 
rience of  retailers. 

There  is  one  necessary  feature  of  this  policy 
which  we  have  more  than  once  spoken  of— the 
necessity  of  graduating  discounts,  not  accord- 
ing to  indefinite  distinctions  between  jobber 
and  retailer,  but  upon  the  bill  bought  at  a  time 
or  during  the  month.  To  sell  a  dealer  one 
book  at  fifty  off  because  he  has  bought  other 
bills  at  this  rate  as  a  jobber  is  simply  one-sided; 
no  man  is  fool  enough  to  advance  his  own  capi- 
tal in  buying  goods  when  he  can  at  the  same 
price  replenish  his  stock  one  by  one.  The  re- 
sult is  that  the  jobber  has  no  inducement  to 
contribute  to  the  capital  of  the  publisher,  and 
put  himself  in  a  position  to  push  sales,  and 
presently  the  jobber  himself  is  cheated  of  his 
margin  when  the  publisher,  discouraged  by  his 
small  orders,  goes  back  on  the  jobber  and  offers 
as  good  terms  to  the  retail  trade.  The  same  is 
true  as  to  extra  discounts  on  "first  orders T 
they  should  be  given  on  first  orders  alone. 

We  commend  these  remarks  both  to  the  fore- 
sight of  publishers  and  to  the  back-sight  of 
jobbers  and  retailers,  as  they  look  over  the 
past  few  years.  We  believe  that  a  careful  re- 
view of  the  situation  will  suggest  that  a  gene- 
ral acquiescence  in  this  course  will  be  profit- 
able  to  all.  GoOgk 
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THE  TRADE  SALE, 

SECOND  DAY   {Continued). 

The  sale  of  J.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.'s  invoice 
in  the  afternoon  continued  at  steady  prices.  A 
large  lot  of  their  twelvemos,  in  new  editions, 
covering  a  wide  range  of  literature,  sold  at  very 
nearly  fifty  percent  of  the  retail  price.  A  thou- 
sand volumes  of  their  American  revised  edition 
of  Chambers*  Encvclopaedia,  in  cloth,  were 
quickly  disposed  of  at  from  $1.45  per  volume 
and  less.  The  Worcester,  unabridged,  brought 
very  nearly  forty  off.  The  octavo,  academic, 
school  and  pocket  editions,  also  brought  stiff 
prices.  A  line  of  popular  noVels,  comprising 
•*  Molly  Bawn,"  "  Phyllis,"  etc.,  went  low.  AU 
libone's  works  all  went  at  good  prices  ;  so  did 
Bulwer's  novels  and  Chambers'  publications. 
The  Foreign  Classics  for  English  Readers  fetched 
forty  per  cent  off.  **  Lippincott's  Dictionary  of 
Biography**  went  at  forty  off,  and  a  new  edi- 
tion of  Prescott's  works  did  not  bring  much 
less.  Scoti*s  *'  Commentary  on  the  Bible*' 
brought  a  trifle  less  than  half  of  the  retail  price, 
and  was  run  at  ten  cents  better.  But  few  of 
the  books  in  this  invoice  were  slaughtered. 
Thackeray's  works  went  at  favorable  prices. 
The  medical  works  and  a  line  of  Bibles,  which 
finished  the  invoice,  brought  satisfactory  prices. 

James  Miller's  invoice,  which  concluded  this 
day's  sale,  was  disposed  of  in  the  evening  at 
tolerably  good  prices,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Browning's 
poems  taking  the  lead,  some  of  the  editions 
going  beyond  half  of  the  retail  prices.  Strick- 
land's" Queens  of  England,"  uniform  with  Har- 
per's octavo  histories,  also  fetched  very  nearly 
half  off.  The  juveniles  had  a  good  run.  Wm. 
Ware's  *'  Zcnobia,"  *•  Aurelian,"  and  *'  Julian" 
brought  better  prices  than  was  expected.  A 
good  many  excellent  books  in  this  invoice, 
however,  met  with  a  worse  fate  than  they  de- 
served. 

A.  J.  Holman  &  Co.'s  invoice  was  reached 
too  late  for  the  night,  and  was  sold  on  the  next 
morning  at  good  prices. 

THIRD  DA  y, 

Claxton,  Remsen  &  Hafielfinger's  invoice 
was  next  in  order.  Mr.  Claxton,  as  usual,  was 
on  the  stand.  The  invoice,  which  consisted 
principally  of  standard  and  scientific  works, 
started  off  well,  and  throughout  averaged  fair 
prices.  Gibbon's  Rome  brought  half  price, 
and  Hume's  England  brought  fifty-five  per 
cent.,  while  Johnson*s  Poets  went  for  forty 
per  cent.,  as  did  Macaulay's  England.  Madi- 
son's works  brought  little  over  twenty-five 
per  cent  of  the  retail  price.  A  long  list  of 
juvenile  books  was  sold  at  about  forty- 
five  per  cent.  The  demand  for  the  poets 
varied.  Cowper  and  Thomson  bringing  a 
fifth.  Burns  and  Moore  a  quarter,  and  Byron 
two  fifths  of  the  full  price.  Theodore  Tilton's 
"The  True  Church"  was  slaughtered  outright. 
Labberton's  historical  series  did  not  do  as  well 
as  they  ought  to  have  done,  the  Atlas  being  an 
exception.  The  law  and  medical  works  went 
below  the  mark.  About  this  time  **Joe" 
Foster  made  his  appearance,  and  was  cheered 
again  and  again.  His  presence,  and  above  all, 
bis  bids,  gave  the  sale  a  spurt.  The  Avon 
edition  of  Shakespeare  went  at  close  to  half  off. 
The  scientific  works,  with  few  exceptions,  went 
at  stiff  figures. 

In    the  afternoon   *'Joe*'  took    the     stand. 


After  "  speaking  a  piece"  to  the  effect  that  "  this 
was  his  first  appearance  on  any  stage  for  at  least 
two  years,"  he  declared  that  he  was  ready  to 
take  bids  for  the  first  line  in  D.  &  J.  Sadlier  & 
Co.'s  lot.  But  it  was  long  a-coming,  and  when 
it  did.  it  came  low.  In  vain  *'Joe"  appealed. 
There  were  comparatively  few  bidding,  and 
nearly  all  the  books  went  at  low  rates,  in  some 
cases  almost  below  cost  of  manufacture.  A 
large  line  of  complete  sets  of  the  Irish  novel- 
ists was  quickly  taken  up  at  better  than  av- 
erage prices.  **  Joe"  thought  that  if  those  pres- 
ent would  be  **as  slow  on  resurrection  day 
none  of  them  would  ever  get  up." 

FOURTH  DAY.

sale  started  oi!  favorably,  the  new  books  going 

I  rapidly  at  a  trifle  below  wholesale  prices.    Hab- 

I  berton*s  books  were  roughly  handled,  as  well 

!  as  other  less  popular  lines  of  fiction.    W.  C. 

Bryant's  **  Thanatopsis"  and  "  Flood  of  Years," 

I  fetched    nearly  half  off.    Washington    Irving's 

'  works    brought    stiff    prices.     Their    Atlases 

averaged  over  half  of  the  retail  prices,  and  their 

medical  works  went  at  the  same  rates. 

W.  J.  Widdleton's  lines  of  Poe,  as  usual, 
commanded  their  own  figures,  none  of  them 
going  below  half  of  their  retail  price. 

After  lunch  the  first  list  of  importance  was  that 
of  Fords,  Howard  &  Hulbert,  and  was  rapidly 
sold  at  fair  prices,  **  The  Fool's  Errand,  *'  Figs 
and  Thistles,"  "Toinette,"  and  **  Brave 
Hearts,"  taking  the  lead  with  "  Poganuc  Peo- 
ple," and"  My  Wife  and  I,"  close  at  their  heels. 
Graves.  Locke  &  Co.,  Mr.  Graves  on  the 
stand,  offered  an  attractive  line  of  juveniles, 
which  met  with  a  good  sale,  and  were  exten- 
sively duplicated. 

J.  E.  Potter  &  Co.'s  invoice  came  next,  Mr. 
Potter,  as  usual,  representing  the  firm.  Their 
well-known  lines  averaged  better  prices  than  in 
the  spring  sale,  though  many  were  slaughtered. 
The  Bibles  offered  by  this  house  went  at  good 
prices — for  the  buyers. 

J.  H.  Bufford's  Sons'  invoice  was  laid  over 
until  the  following  Thursday. 

FIFTH  DA  Y. 

Sunday's  rest  told  favorably  on  the  large 
number  present  on  this  day.  D.  Appleton  & 
Co.'s  invoice,  which  took  up  the  entire  day  and 
part  of  the  evening,  started  fair — the  lines  going 
rapidly  ;  but  very  little  duplicating  was  done, 
and  then  only  at  tempting  figures.  Their  later 
publications  fetched  a  trifle  less  than  wholesale 
prices,  few  falling  to  about  half  of  the  retail 
price,  none  of  them  below.  The  Handy  Volume 
series  was  extensively  run  at  a  trifle  above  half 
of  their  average  retail  price.  The  holiday  books 
realized  stiff  prices  ;  so  did  the  CoUecHon  of  For- 
eign Authors.  Grace  Aguilar's  novels  had  a 
run  at  about  forty  per  cent  off.  Cooper's  novels 
in  the  different  editions  went  at  a  little  less  than 
forty  off.  Darwin's  works  went  better.  The 
popular  library  edition  of  Dickens  sold  at  be- 
yond half  price,  the  cheap  popular  edition 
going  low.  A  number  of  the  lines  follow, 
ing  were  sacrificed,  which  is  not  at  all  surpris* 
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ing  when  the  large  number  of  popular  books 
offered  is  considered  ;  it  was  nothing  more  than 
a  demonstration  of  the  **  survival  of  the  fittest " 
— the  weakest  had  to  go  to  the  wall.  Then, 
too,  the  long  invoices  generally  had  the  effect 
of  tiring  many  bidders  who,  notwithstanding 
**  Joe's'*  warning,  left  the  sale  to  listen  to  the 
"  syren  voice  of  that  organ  below."  The  Mini- 
ature Classical  Library  sold  at  nearly  half  retail ; 
Muhlbach's  novels  in  cloth  went  above  ;  the 
cheap  edition  of  these  and  other  popular  nov- 
els went  low.  Christian  Reid's  and  Miss 
Yonge's  novels  had  a  good  run.  Herbert 
Spencer's  works  went  clear  beyond  half  off, 
as  did  also  a  magnificent  edition  of  the  Waver- 
ley  novels.  A  line  of  prayer-books,  which 
closed  the  invoice,  brought  indifferent  prices. 

Virtue  &  Yorslon's  invoice  had  a  fate  similar 
to  that  of  D.  &  J.  Sadlier  &  Go's. 

SIXTH  DA  y. 

Before  taking  up  the  catalogue  Messrs.  Rout- 
ledge  &  Sons  offered  100  sets  of  Scott's  Waver- 
ley  novels,  which  went  at  about  half  of  the  retail 
price,  50  sets  of**  Golden  Leaves  from  Cele- 
brated Poets,"  which  went  at  the  same  rate,  and 
50  sets  each  of  Fielding's,  Smollett's,  and  BuU 
wer's  novels,  which  went  a  little  lower. 

After  finishing  this  lot,  a  large  number  was 
present  anxious  for  Roberts  Brothers'  invoice. 
The  first  line,  No- Name  series,  was  quickly 
taken  at  good  prices.  **  Signor  Monaldini's 
Niece"  taking  the  lead.  The  nine  lines  follow- 
ing, comprising  the  works  of  W.  R.  Alger,  H. 
H.,  Lewis  Morris.  John  Weiss,  Robert  Lowell, 
Sarah  Tytler,  Dr.  F.  H.  Hedge,  Thomas  G.  Ap- 
pleton,  and  Arthur  Helps,  all  went  at  about 
half  off.  Jean  Ingelow's  works  nearly  all 
fetched  forty  off.  E.  E.  Hale's,  H.  W.  Pres- 
ton's,  and  Joaquin  Miller's  works  went  below 
half  price.  J.  H.  Ingraham's  and  Wm.  Morris's 
writings  did  better.  Walter  Besant's  "Early 
French  Poetry"  and  "  French  Humorists"  went 
low.  Hamerton's  works  going  but  a  trifle  better. 
The  juveniles  did  splendidly,  nearly  all  fetching 
forty  off  or  a  trifle  less. 

Scribner  &  Welford's  invoice  was  next,  start- 
ing off  with  their  superb  art  works  at  good 
prices.  Numerous  calls  for  duplicates  were  re- 
fused. The  new  series  of  illustrated  biogra- 
phies of  great  artists  fetched  almost  forty  off. 
The  Chandos  went  low.  Four  sets  of  elegantly- 
bound  copies  of  the  Nousehold  ed\i\oii  oiDick- 
ens  sold  at  nearly  half  off.  A  good  many 
books  in  this  invoice  went  lower  than  they 
ought  to  have  done,  though,  generally,  we 
think  the  prices  were  better  than  in  the  spring. 

After  lunch  Chas.  Scribner's  Sons'  invoice 
was  taken  up.  Mr.  Dingman  represented  the 
house.  *' Joe"  desired  to  inform  the  gathering 
that  as  **the  republicans  were  in  the  ascend- 
ancy, and  in  consequence  books  were  in  de- 
mand, now  would  be  the  time  to  lay  in  these 
books  which  were  issued  by  a  house  whose  aim 
it  was,  not  to  make  money,  but  to  do  good  " 
(a^lause).  "  Caesar"  led  off  at  nearly  whole- 
sale  price  and  was  run  at  ten  cents  less.  "  Roxy" 
and  the  new  edition  of  the  **  Circuit  Rider" 
were  sold  at  clean  forty  off  and  run  at  the  same 
figure.  **The  Life  and  Letters  of  Madame 
Bonaparte"  met  with  the  same  fate.  **  Rudder 
Grange,"  "Old  Creole  Days,"  Dr.  Hodge's 
"  Conference  Papers,"  '*  Falconberg,"  '*  Nich- 
olas Minturn,"  Archbishop  Trench's  works, 
.and  a  number  of  other  lines  following  them, 


went  at  forty  off  or  a  little  less,  and  were  exten- 
sively duplicated  at  the  same  figures.  "Joe" 
was  in  high  glee,  now  delivering  a  little  speech, 
then  shooting  a  bolt  at  some  unlucky  chaffer^ 
keeping  the  gathering  in  a  continual  roar— but 
never  for  a  moment  forgetting  to  push  the 
books  to  the  highest  possible  figure.  *'That 
Lass  o*  Lowrie's,"  old  as  she  is,  went  at  forty  off 
and  was  run  extensively  ;  so  did  the  new  scries 
of  Froude's  "  Short  Studies"  and  Saxe  Holm'i 
stories.  Their  standard  works  in  biography, 
comprising  "  Charles  Kingsley's  Memoirs," 
Dean  Stanley's  **  Dr.  Arnold,  *'  Memoirs  of 
Norman  Macleod,"  Forsyth's  "Cicero,"  and 
"Bismarck,"  went  at  stiff  figures  amid  a  per- 
fect howl,  which  provoked  a  bidder  to  complain 
of  not  being  heard  on  account  of  having  weak 
lungs.  "Toe"  advised  him  to  take  something, 
and  he  did — he  took  leave  for  a  short  time. 
The  Bric-a-brac  series  sold  at  less  than  half  off. 
The  "  Speaker's  Commentary,"  also  Langc'f, 
sold  at  good  price  and  were  duplicated  heav- 
ily. The  Illustrated  Library  of  Wonders  went 
low.  Ik  Marvel's  and  Dr.  Holland's  works 
averaged  prices  in  the  neighborhood  of  forty  off, 
the  more  popular  ones  fully  fetching  that  figure. 
The  Epochs  of  Modem  History  sold  well,  3  sets 
in  Roxburgh  style  realizing  over  half  off. 

In  the  evening  the  sale  continued  lively,  and 
bids  in  the  main  were  as  favorable  as  during 
the  afternoon.  Jules  Verne's  latest  books  sold 
at  nearly  half  price,  and  Schliemann's  "My- 
cenae" and  Cook's  "  House  Beautiful"  above 
that.  "  The  Children's  Holiday  Books"  and 
Mrs.  Dodge's  later  books  sold  well.  "Ha- 
worth's."  Gladstone's  "Gleanings  of  Past 
Years,"  and  "  Memoirs  of  S.  S.  Prentiss"  went 
at  nearly  trade  price.  A  line  of  school-books, 
offered  last,  brought  good  prices. 

Scribner  &  Co.'s  St.  Nicholas^  in  volumes 
and  in  walnut  cases,  and  "  Baby  Days"  brought 
over  half  of  the  retail  price. 

SEVENTH  DA  Y. 

G.  &  C.  Merriam's  invoice  of  Webster's  Una- 
bridged sold  at  almost  regular  prices  ;  the  edi- 
tion in  sheep  going  at  $8.50,  and  being  dupli- 
cated in  lots  of  fifty  at  a  few  cents  less.  A 
large  lot  of  the  abridged  editions  offered  by 
Ivison.  Blakeman,  Taylor  &  Co.  went  at  dose 
to  wholesale  prices. 

A.  C.  Armstrong  &  Son's  invoice  was  next, 
Mr.  Armstrong  himself  meeting  with  a  flatter- 
ing reception.  The  majority  of  the  books  went 
at  over  half  the  retail  price.  In  a  few  cases 
reaching  almost  trade  prices.  But  few  of  their 
books  went  at  bargains. 

Lee  &  Shepard's  invoice  was  then  taken  up, 
Mr.  Shepard  and  Mr.  Ellis  representing  the 
house.  Oliver  Optic's  books  were  the  chief 
attraction,  and  went  rapidly,  generally  at  pretty 
well  toward  half  retail.  Their  other  juveniles 
went  at  about  the  same  figures.  Baker's  Speak- 
ers went  at  good  prices.  T.  W  Higginson's,  G. 
M.  Towle's,  and  Sophie  May's  larger  books 
wem  at  nearly  half  price.  The  large  number  of 
miscellaneous  books  in  this  invoice  went  low, 
only  the  most  popular  ones  getting  above  the 
level.  Their  new  publications,  "  Mr.  Phillips* 
Governess,"  "Tight  Squeeze,"  "Tribulations 
of  a  Chinaman,"  **  Young  Joe,"  and  "  Magel- 
lan," brought  above  half  the  retail  price.  Aboot 
three  hundred  sets  of  G.  W.  Carieton  &  Ca's 
"  Magic  Mother  Goose"  series  were  sold  with 
this  invoice,  and  fetched  half  off.

The  rejoinder  signed  '*  C,"  appended  to  my 
article  entitled  "  An  American  View  of  Inter- 
national Copyright,"  which  appeared  in  the 
June  number  of  Macmillan^  and  was  noticed  in 
X\ie  Academy  oi ]\xii%  7th,  turns  principally  upon 
A  single  word,  in  the  use  of  which  the  writer 
thinks  he  has  discovered  a  weak  point  in  my 
argument.  I  used  the  word  **  pressing"  to  de- 
•scribe  the  present  status  of  the  question  of  in- 
ternational copyright  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain,  and  *'C"  very  adroitly  as- 
sumes that  the  pressure  is  felt  by  American 
publishers  only.  His  theory  is  that  they  are  so 
thoroughly  frightened  by  the  recent  appearance 
of  cheap  reprints  of  English  books  that,  in  or- 
-der  to  secure  themselves  against  ruinous  com- 
petition, they  are  ready  to  give  up  **  piracy,"  and 
to  offer  British  authors  a  form  of  copyright  that 
will  enable  them  to  retain  control  of  foreign 
t>ooks  in  this  market.  He  virtually  accuses  them 
of  resorting  to  sharp  practice  in  order  to  attain 
this  end,  and  assumes  that  interested  motives 
only  are  at  the  bottom  of  their  offer  of  American 
-copyright  to  British  authors.  Even  if  this 
were  the  case,  the  question  of  motiyes  is  not 
4inder  discussion.  The  only  subject  for  in- 
•quiry  is  this :  Is  the  proposed  scheme  just,  fair, 
and  practical  ?  But  '*  C  "  is  mistaken  in  every 
one  of  his  assumptions,  and  seems  to  me  to  be- 
tray an  Ignorance  of  the  history  of  the  contro- 
versy, even  of  what  has  taken  place  in  England, 
which  is  amazing  in  one  who  undertakes  to 
write  upon  it. 

If  •'  C  "  had  examined  that  history  with  even 
ordinary  care,  he  would  have  seen  that  the 
pressure  for  international  copyright,  as  well  as 
the  most  earnest  recognition  of  its  importance, 
has  been  on  the  part  of  British  authors  and 
publishers.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Report  of 
the  Royal  Commission  appointed  under  the 
authority  of  the  Queen,  in  1876,  to  make  inquiry 
with  regard  to  the  laws  and  regulations  relating 
to  Home,  Colonial,  an^/M/^r/ta/tVffa/Copyright. 
So  important  was  the  last  branch  of  the  inquiry 
•considered  that  nearly  one  third  of  the  evi- 
•dence  taken  before  the  Commission  was  directed 
to  the  relations  of  England  and  the  United 
States  with  regard  to  authors  and  reprints.  The 
oainutes  of  evidence  published  by  the  Commis- 
sion fairly  bristle  with  references  to  the  United 
States,  often  pointed  with  the  usual  sneers  of 
**  piracy,"  '*  purloined  wares,"  etc.  ;  and  most 
of  the  witnesses,  both  authors  and  publishers, 
^rcrc  not  only  in  favor  of  an  international 
copyright  with  this  country,  but  exceedingly 
anxious  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  a 
measure.  I  will  quote  but  a  single  instance. 
Mr.  John  Blackwood,  the  head  of  the  well- 
jLnown  firm  of  Blackwood  &  Sons,  Edinburgh, 
osed  this  emphatic  language :  '*  I  hold  that 
International  copyright  with  America  would  be 
^e  greatest  boon  to  authors  and  to  literature, 
both  in  England  and  in  America,  that  could 
possibly  be  conferred,  and  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  obtain  it.  All  other  questions  are 
small  in  comparison  with  that.  .  .  ."  *  This 
is  forcible  language  to  be  used  with  refer- 
ence to  a  matter  in  which,  if  "  C  "  is  right,  Brit-

ish  authors  and  publishers  take  no  particular 
interest.  If  it  was  a  matter  of  paramount  im- 
portance in  1876,  how,  since  nothing  has  oc- 
curred meanwhile  to  alter  the  situation  in 
England, can  it  have  shrunk  into  insignificance 
in  1879? 

I  could  quote  other  witnesses  to  nearly  the 
same  effect  if  it  were  worth  while  to  heap  cumu- 
lative evidence  upon  "C's"  head  ;  but  this  is 
sufficient  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  general 
British  *'  pressure"  for  international  copyright 
with  this  country,  and  I  will  now  cite  a  recent 
instance  of  individual  "pressure"  from  a 
British  author,  who  was  himself  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Commission.  As  the  letter  was  a 
private  communication,  the  writer's  name  is 
withheld  * 

** .  October  11,  1878. 

*'  Messrs.  Harper  &  Brothers, 

"  Publishers,  New  York. 

'*  Gentlemen  :  .  .  .  You  will  have  seen 
that  I  have  taken  a  great  interest  in  the  copy- 
right question.  ...  I  believe  one  of  the 
great  difficulties  hitherto  has  been  that  our  Eng- 
lish/w^/jj^/rj  have  endeavored  Xo  obtain  inad- 
missible privileges  in  America.  It  is  simply  an 
author's  question  ;  and  if  you  could  get  your 
government  to  pass  a  bill  recognizing  the  au- 
thor's right,  and  no  other,  of  course  the  result 
would  be  that  you  would  negotiate  directly 
with  the  author,  or  that  he,  if  he  did  not  avail 
himself  of  the  form  of  registration  and  publica- 
tion within,  say,  twelve  months,  would  lose  his 
American  right  altogether.     ..." 

The  foregoing  letter  was  received  by  Harper 
&  Brothers  about  November  ist,  1878.  The 
suggestions  of  the  writer  were  carefully  con- 
sidered by  them,  and  the  result  of  their  de- 
liberations was  embodied  a  few  days  later  in  a 
note  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Evarts,  in 
which  they  suggested  the  appointment  of  an 
International  Conference  to  mature  the  terms 
of  a  copyright  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain.  In  that  note  they  took 
occasion  to  recall  the  assurance  given  by  them 
to  Sir  Edward  Thornton  in  1870  that  there  was 
no  disinclination  on  the  part  of  American  pub- 
Ushers  to  pay  British  authors  the  same  as  they 
do  American  authors,  and  that  American  pub- 
Ushers  simply  wished  to  be  assured  that  they 
should  have  the  privilege  of  printing  and  pub- 
lishing the  books  of  British  authors  in  this 
country.  The  writer's  propositioq,  you  will 
observe,  does  not  consider  the  question  of  ab- 
stract rights  ;  and  the  Harpers  accordingly,  in 
their  letter  to  Mr.  Evarts,  admitted  that  the 
scheme  involved  a  waiver  of  those  rights,  while 
it  secured  practical  benefits  to  English  authors. 

I  wish  to  make  one  point  more.  In  the 
course  of  his  reply  **  C "  asserts  that  "  any 
author  who  has  made  his  mark  in  England 
may  get  from  the  American  publisher  who  re- 
prints his  books  such  royalty  as  the  latter  may 
consent  to  allow  him,  and  if  these  allowances 
are  threatened,  they  have  not  as  yet  been  so 
seriously  endangered  as  to  excite  alarm."  This 
must  have  been  written  without  consultation 
with  British  authors,  whose  interests  in  this 
country  are  "  seriously  endangered "  by  un- 
authorized reprints  that  prevent  their  regular 
American  publishers  from  paying  as  large  sums 
as  formerly  for  priority.  There  is  no  British 
author,  I  think,  who  finds  his  receipts  from 
America  diminishing  iw|lQ!zMiH  not  admit  that 
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the  question  is  decidedly  "  pressing,"  although 
British  publishers  may  view  his  embarrassment 
with  beaming  nonchalancf. 

The  case,  therefore,  stands  just  here  :  Ameri- 
can publishers,  at  the  "  pressing"  solicitation 
of  British  authors,  proffer  a  practical  scheme 
of  international  copyright,  by  which,  as  the 
Harpers  said  in  a  recent  letter  to  the  London 
Times ^  they  propose  to  malce  obligatory  and 
legally  binding  what  has  been  for  years  hereto- 
fore a  voluntary  practice  under  our  law  of 
"  trade  courtesy."  The  scheme  is  hailed  with 
acclamation  by  eminent  British  authors,  who 
see  in  it  nothing  to  which  they  object,  or  which 
they  wish  to  change.  But  the  British  publish- 
er, who  for  years  has  been  crying  out  against 
"  Yankee  pirates,"  stands  sullenly  aloof,  grum- 
bling :  "  I  don't  see  what  /am  going  to  make 
by  this  arrangement.  If  I  can't  put  my  fingers 
in  this  international  copyright  pie,  I  would 
rather  *  things  should  be  left  as  they  are.'  "  This 
is  the  key-note  of  **  C's"  rejoinder.  He  does 
pot  claim  that  the  American  scheme  would  be 
unjust  to  British  authors,  while  the  whole  drift 
of  his  reply  is  to  the  effect  that  any  scheme 
must  be  absurd  which  does  not  include  provis- 
ions for  the  benefit  of  British  publishers. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say  that  '*  C  "  had 
no  right  whatever  to  assume  that  I  wrote  as  the 
special  exponent  of  the  views  of  American  pub- 
lishers. By  so  doing  he  charges  me  with  false 
pretences,  as  I  expressly  claimed  to  set  forth 
the  views  held  by  a  large  proportion  of  Ameri- 
can readers.  But  perhaps  I  ought  to  feel  com- 
plimented, as  a  party  to  a  controversy,  that 
my  opponent,  instead  of  meeting  my  arguments 
and  statements  fairly,  should  report  to  persiflage i 
and  to  assumptions  unwarranted  by  anything 
in  my  article,  or  by  the  conditions  of  the  con- 
troversy.

Prof.  Huxley's  long  expected  "  Introduc- 
tory Primer"  of  the  sciences  is  at  last  in  the 
press,  in  the  series  published  here  by  Messrs.

The  publishers  of  St.  Nich4)las,  it  should  be 
noted,  announce  a  permanent  enlargement  of 
the  magazine  to  be  begun  with  the  issue  for 
November.  Each  regular  number  will  contain 
at  least  sixteen  more  pages  than  heretofore. 

D.  Appleton  &  Co.  have  found  their  presses 
overrun  this  season  with  orders  for  their  new 
line  of  readers,  which  in  their  preparation  and 
illustration  have  marked  a'long  step  ahead  in 
the  making  of  text-books. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Thompson's  anti-communisticlittle 
book  on  **  The  Workman"  should  be  quoted  at 
%\  instead  of  $1.50.  The  death  of  its  author 
makes  this  the  last  of  a  long  line  of  good  pieces 
of  work  in  favor  of  American  principles. 

Warren  F.  Draper  has  in  press  a  book  by 
Rev.  G.  Frederick  Wright,  of  Andover,  entitled 
**The  Logic  of  Christian  Evidences,"  which  is 
described  as  an  attempt  to  readjust  the  per- 
spective of  the  old-time  evidences  so  as  to  meet 
the  demands  of  modern  discussions  in  science. 

J.  S.  Ogilvie  &  Co.  have  just  published  the 
first  number  of  the  Sunday  Library,  a  publica- 
tion designed  by  them  to  take  the  same  place 
in  religious  literature  which  the  Franklin  Square 
Library  occupies  in  it§  field.  The  publication, 
which  is  neatly  printed  in  quarto  shape,  starts 
off  with  *•  Nellie,  the  Clockmaker's  Daughter." 
at  10  cents. 

The  publishers  have  concentrated  their  work- 
ing force  so  far  on  the  manufacture  of  juveniles. 
The  early  making  and  delivery  of  most  of  then^ 
this  year  will  give  a  freer  chance  for  the  early 
publication  of  Christmas  books  for  the  grown 
people,  and  the  trade  should  take  a  hint  and 
forward  orders  as  early  as  practicable. 

We  understand  that  Houghton,  Osgood  & 
Co.  have  found  it  impossible  to  keep  up  to 
their  orders  on  the  new  cheap  Waverleys  and 
Dickens  issued  by  them.  Their  Globe  editions, 
in  large  type,  giving  two  novels  in  a  volume  at 
$1  each,  are  indeed  wonderfully  cheap,  and  in 
the  present  competition  almost  any  one  should 
own  a  library  of  these  standards. 

A  NEW  volume  of  selections  from  Thoreau's 
manuscripts,  notes  Mr.  F.  B.  Sanborn,  is  in 
preparation,  but  may  be  withheld  for  a  time  to 
permit  their  publication  in  one  of  the  maga- 
zines. There  has  been  of  late  a  quickened  de- 
mand for  Channing's  **  Life  of  Thoreau,"  which 
Roberts*  publishes,  but  there  is  also  some  talk 
of  a  new  biography,  for  which  there  is  much 
unused  material. 

Alexander  Moore,  Boston,  has  ready  for 
immediate  issue  '*  Microscopic  Organism  in 
Cochituate  Water,"  a  little  work  of  special  in- 
terest to  Boston  people  ;  *'  First  Help  in  Acci- 
dents and  in  Sickness,"  a  popular  medical  aid 
for  home  use  before  the  doctor  can  be  caUe<l :

on  his  list,  at  reduced  prices,  re-edited  and 
much  improved. 

Houghton,  Osgood  &  Co.  will  not,  publish 
Miss  Phelps*  new  book  *'  Sealed  Orders"  until 
about  the  middle  of  October.  Their  next  lot 
will  include  the  *'  Little  Classics,"  which  have 
kad  so  great  popularity,  in  an  edition  of  eight 
volumes  uniform  in  size  and  style  with  the 
"  Riverside  Classics,*'  to  be  sold  only  in  sets  ; 
Scott*s  •*  Tales  of  a  Grandfather"  in  three  vol- 
umes like  the  Illustrated  Library  Waverley ; 
and  Miss  Larcom's  very  choice  book,  "  Breath- 
ings of  the  Better  Life,"  with  additional  selec- 
tions, and  in  **  Little  Classic"  style.

Another, 
relating  to  the  part  played  by  M.  Thiers  from 
1870  to  1877,  was  forwarded  by  his  wife  imme- 
diately after  his  death  to  avoid  seizure  at  the 
hands  of  the  Broglie  Cabinet.

BOOKMAKING  AND.  OPTICAL 
SCIENCE. 

Wk  reprint  elsewhere,  from  the  Nation,  a  dis- 
cussion on  a  point  of  school-book  publishing 
which  should  certainly  command  the  attention 
of  educational  publishers.  The  letter  has  called 
out  other  letters  in  the  Nation  of  this  week,  one 
of  which  suggests  manila  paper  as  satisfactory 
material  for  school-books,  a  material  already 
applied  with  success  in  the  making  of  library 
catalogues,  and  which  will  doubtless  find  its 
way  into  school-book  use.  A  second  elaborat6s 
in  an  interesting  manner  a  proposed  change 
discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Social  Science 
Association  some  years  ago,  and  here  and  there 
by  others,  viz.,  the  substitution  of  black  paper 
with  white  print  in  place  of  white  paper  with 
black  print.  Some  of  the  scientific  reasons  ad- 
vanced (as  the  paradox  that  we  see  the  letters 
by  not  seeing  the  space  which  they  blacken)  in 
behalf  of  this  startling  innovation  are  probably 
no  more  than  theoretical  considerations,  as  the 
Nation  shows,  but  it  is  undoubtedly  a  fact  that 
the  reflection  of  a  white  paper  highly  finished  is 
injurious  to  weakened  eyes — ^and  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  eyes  of  students  are  weakened — and 
Chat  black  paper,  or  better,  a  paper  that  absorbs 
most  but  not  all  of  the  light  and  is  of  a  neutral 
dark  color,  printed  in  white  ink,  may  be  more 
legible  and  safe,  provided  the  average  eye  be* 
came  accustomed  to  what  as  a  novelty  is  harsh 
and  objectionable.  "  Heredity"  would  certain- 
ly  be  against  it,  and  the  fact  that,  for  many 
reasons,  white  paper  will  be  used  for  most  books, 
will  always  militate  against  the  adoption  of  the 
reform  suggested,  if  indeed  it  be  a  reform.  To 
the  eye,  custom  is  much,  and  change  is  bad.  Of 
course,  under  present  conditions,  the  expense 
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would  be  considerably  increased,  but  an  actual 
demand  for  black  paper  and  for  white  ink  would 
probably  lead  to  cheaper  supply.  At  present 
the  question  is,  to  publishers,  a  question  chiefly 
of  theoretical  interest,  but  it  is  not  impossible 
that  it  may  become  of  sufficient  practical  im- 
portance, in  the  public  opinion  of  educators,  to 
warrant  an  experiment.  Meanwhile,  it  is  both 
the  duty  and  the  interest  of  publishers  who 
supply  the  materials  of  education,  at  least  to 
keep  themselves  intelligently  informed  of  sci- 
entific discussions  that  can  lead  to  improve- 
ments in  educational  book-making. 


It  is  very  remarkable,  and  altogether  unusual 
in  the  history  of  such  institutions,  that  the  first 
assessment  of  the  Booksellers'  and  Stationers' 
Association  has  now  been  paid  by  every  member, 
and  the  fund  for  the  next  death  is  already  in  the 
treasury.  This  makes  the  best  possible  show- 
ing for  the  prosperity  of  the  society,  and  all 
that  is  needed  now  is  the  enrollment  of  suffi- 
cient good  lives  to  bring  the  total  death  pay- 
ment up  to  $500  or  $1000.  We  urge  upon  prin- 
cipals the  desirability  of  acquainting  their 
clerks  with  the  benefits  of  the  organization,  the 
points  in  which  are  again  given  elsewhere. 


Thk  Treasury  circular  as  to  the  collection 
of  duties  on  importations  through  the  mails, 
printed  in  our  last  issue,  and  the  similar  Post- 
Office  regulation  printed  in  this,  seem  to  pro- 
vide a  solution  of  this  difficult  problem  which 
is  unjust  neither  to  the  public  nor  to  the  trade. 
There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  it  should  do! 
be  effective,  and  it  is  extraordinary  that  so 
simple  an  expedient  should  not  have  been  sug- 
gested before.

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The  Secretary  was  able  to  report  that  the  as- 
sessment for  the  first  death,  that  of  Mr.  Pres- 
cott,  had  been  paid  by  every  member. 

We  print  again  for  the  information  of  those 
not  yet  connected  with  the  association,  the 
card  summary  of  its  objects  and  conditions  : 

Thb  Booksbllsrs*  and  Stationbrs*  Pkovidbnt  Asso- 
CXATiOM  was  oisanixed  to  bring  about  a  better  acquaint- 
ance among  the  members  of  the  book,  stationery,  and 
^dndred  trades,  and  the  maintenance  of  such  plans  as 
shall  tend  to  the  mutual  benefit  and  protection  of  iu  sereral 
members  or  their  families ;  its  prominent  object  is  to  pay  a 
fiind  to  the  fiunily  or  other  legal  representative  of  iu  deceased 
members.  An  assessment  upon  each  incoming  member  of 
two  dollars  and  tea  cenu  as  initiation  fee,  and  onedolbu*  and 
ten  cents  upon  the  death  of  a  member  from  each  surviving 
member,  provides  a  fund  in  the  treasury  which,  upon  satis- 
fiictory  proof  of  death,  will  be  paid  to  the  l^al  representa- 
tive 01  the  deceased  member. 

Statistics  of  similar  organizations,  in  principles  and  pur- 
poses, show  that  the  yearly  payments  for  one  thousand  dol- 
lars dr  benefit  aure  much  le«s  than  half  the  average  premium 
charged  by  ten  first-class  insurance  companies,  carefully 
averaged. 

There  are  no  salaried  officers  nor  agents  (excepting  the 
Secretary). 

The  business  of  the  Association  is  conducted  with  pru- 
dence and  economy,  and  with  a  strict  olMervance  of  the  laws 
which  govern  it,  thus  securing  stability  and  a  surety  that 
its  purposes  will  be  faithfully  and  continuously  accom- 
plished. 

The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  furnish  bonds  of  at  least  two 
thousand  dollars  each,  and  more  when  required  by  the 
board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  I'rustees,  composed  of  fifteen  members, 
elected  at  each  annual  meeting  in  June,  hold  the  same  re- 
lation to  the  Association  as  a  Board  of  Directors  do  to  a 
Bank.  They  hold  monthly  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
the  busineM  of  the  Association,  and  for  the  consideration 
of  applications  for  membership^  and  are  required  to  have  a 
thorough  supervision  of  iu  affairs. 

Meaibersoffirms,  employers,  and  all  employ^,  whether 


general  health,  are  eligible  to  membership,  and  are  solicited 
tojoin.^ 

Candidates  for  admission  will  make  application,  accom-  j 
panied  by  a  phvsician^s  certificate,  upon  the  forms  prescribed 
and  fumuhed  by  the  Association,  and  will  be  recommended 
by  one  or  two  persons  of  good  standing.  The  a|>pIication 
must  in  every  case  be  accompanied  b]f  the  initiation  fee  of 
two  dollars  and  ten  cenu,  which  fee  will  be  returned  if  the 
applicant  is  reiected. 

The  medical  certificate  must  be  filled  nut  by  the  examin- 
ing surgeon  of  the  Association,  or  by  the  applicant's  own 
physician  if  the  applicant  lives  ouuide  of  New  York  City. 

Any  further  information  will  be  cheerfully  ^iven,  and 
blank  formf  of  application  or  copies  of  the  constitution  will 
be  mailed  to  any  one  of  the  trade  who  may  request  them.

RECENT   POST-OFFICE   DECISIONS 

AFFECTING   PUBLISHERS. 

(From  Post-Office  Gaxette  (October,  1879). 

6.  Second,  third,  and  fourth-class  matter  may 
be  carried  outside  of  the  mails  ;  but  if  the  same 
shall  subsequently  be  placed  in  a  post-office  for 
delivery,  postage  at  regular  rates  roust  be 
charged  and  collected  thereon.     * 

7.  The  provisions  of  sections  391-294,  govern- 
ing the  withdrawal  of  letters  after  having  been 
deposited  in  a  post-office,  and  before  having 
been  despatched  in  the  mails,  roay  be  applied 
also  to  other  classes  of  mail  matter.  When 
appljring  to  withdraw  matter,  no  allowance  can 
be  made  for  postage  stamps  cancelled  prior  to 
the  application. 

12.  Handbills,  posters,  special  advertise- 
ments, etc.,  cannot  be  considered  as  *' supple- 
ments" as  defined  in  section  206,  P.  L.  &  R., 
ed.  1879.  Newspapers  containing  any  such 
matter,  arriving  at  an  office  of  delivery  without 


evidence  of    prepayment    by  stamps    affixed* 
should  be  rated  up  as  stated  in  section  208. 

15.  Shipping  directions  added  in  writing  to 
an  unreceipted,  partly  printed  and  partly  writ* 
ten,  bill  of  merchandise,  are  not  held  as  being 
matter  in  the  nature  of  a  personal  correspond- 
ence, and  do  not  subject  such  bill  to  any 
higher  rate  of  postage  than  for  third-class 
matter. 

16.  Sealed  packages,  or  packages  so  put  up 
that  their  contents  cannot  be  ascertained,  are 
subject  to  letter  postage. 

18.  When  anything  whatever  is  attached  to  a 
postal  card,  it  is  thereby  rendered  unmailable 
as  a  postal  card,  and  can  only  be  sent  in  the 
mails  as  first-class  matter. 

19.  A  publication  claiming  an  office  of  publi> 
cation  in  one  place  cannot  be  mailed  at  a  post* 
office  in  another  place  at  the  pound  rates,  ex- 
cept it  has  been  entered  at  the  post-office  near- 
est its  claimed  place  of  publication,  as  required 
by  section  199,  P.  L.  &  R.,  ed.  1879. 

21.  When  newsdealers  desire  to  mail  to  sub- 
scribers certain  publications  known  to  be  sec- 
ond-class mail  matter,  at  the  pound  rates,  they 
must  be  caused  to  comply  with  section  200,. 
P.  L.  &  R..  ed.  1879. 

25.  Reproductions  from  originals  produced 
by  the  electric  pen,  papyrograph,  metaiograph^ 
and  cheicograph  processes  are  entitled  to  pass 
in  the  mails  in  unsealed  envelopes  as  third-class 
matter.  Blanks  made  by  these  processes,  filled 
out  in  writing,  are  also  entitled  to  pass  in  the 
mails  at  third-class  rates,  the  same  as  **  printed 
commercial  papers  filled  out  in  writing." 

26.  When  a  publication  has  been  entered  at 
the  post-office  nearest  its  claimed  office  of  publi- 
cation, as  directed  in  section  199,  P.  L.  &  R.,. 
ed.  1879,  for  second-class  matter,  and  the  fact 
is  printed  in  its  columns  in  some  conspicuous 
place,  such  publication  is  entitled  to  be  mailed 
at  the  pound  rates  at  any  post-office ;  but  it  is 
not  entitled  to  free  transmission  except  in  the 
county  where  the  same  **  is  printed  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  published." 

36.  All  matter  wholly  in  writing,  except  as 
provided  for  manuscript  copy  accompanied  by 
proof-sheets  and  corrected  proof-sheets  in  sec- 
tion 215,  P.  L.  &  R.,  ed.  1879,  can  only  be 
transmitted  in  the  mails  as  first-class  matter  ; 
that  it  may  be  enclosed  in  unsealed  envelopes 
will  make  no  difference  in  the  rate  of  postage. 

37.  There  is  nothing  in  the  postal  law  to  pro- 
hibit manuscript  intended  to  be  printed  in  any 
form  from  being  carded  otherwise  than  in  the 
mails. 

40.  Although  the  Department  does  not  recog- 
nize *•  editions"  of  a  paper  as  constituting  dis» 
tinct  publications  of  the  paper,  yet  a  paper  may 
be  printed  in  editions,  and  the  later  editions 
may  contain  matter,  both  in  news  and  adver- 
tisements, in  addition  to,  or  in  substitution  of, 
other  matter  in  former  editions  ;  but  such  edi- 
tions are  only  entitled  to  second-class  rales 
when  the  matter  is  for  general  circulation  among 
subscribers,  and  is  not  specially  set  apart  in  the 
interest  of  an  advertiser.  The  words  "  printed 
name  and  address  of  the  publisher  or  sender  of 
the  same,"  as  used  in  section  231,  do  not  au- 
thorize the  printing  of  the  name  of  one  pub- 
lisher or  sender  on  a  portion  of  one  issue  of  a 
paper,  and  another  name  of  publisher  or  sender 
on  another  portion  of  tlie  same  issue.  If  this 
is  done  it  excludes  the  whole  issue  from  pound 
rates.     Pound  rates  S^^^^\^  \iSl/?S^t£"'- 
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pose  of  circulating  special  advertisements,  and 
indicating  the  advertiser  as  the  sender. 
,  .^.  Matter  coming  in  the  mails  from  Canada 
'should  be  delivered  free  of  any  additional 
charge,  on  the  ground  that  it  has  been  prepaid 
in  full  at  the  Canadian  domestic  rates,  as  re- 
.^uired  by  the  Postal  Convention. 

48.  Section  1132  has  been  modified  by  insert- 
ing at  the  close  of  its  fourth  paragraph  on  page 
.28^  the  following  :  '*  But  books  received  from 
countries  or  colonies  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Union,  which  are  found  to  be  dutiable,  shall, 
when  addressed  to  post-offices  other  than  the 
exchange  office  of  receipt,  be  promptly  trans- 
mitted by  mail  to  the  addressees  charged  with 
the  amounts  of  custom  duties  levied  thereon, 
respectively,  which  amounts  postmasters  at  the 
offices  of  destination  will  collect  of  the  address- 
ees on  their  delivery,  and  remit  by  first  mail 
thereafter,  under  registration,  to  the  collector  of 
"^the  customs  of  the  district  in  which  the  exchange 
post-office  of  receipt  is  situated  ;  and  in  case 
of  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  addressees  of 
jsuch  dutiable  books  to  apply  for  them  at  the 
post-office  of  destination  within  a  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  their  receipt  at  said 
office,  and  pav  the  customs  duties  and  any  pos- 
a  ge  charges  levied  thereon,  the  postmaster  of 
said  office  will  specially  return  the  same  to  the 
.collector  of  the  customs  of  the  aforementioned 
district.  Postmasters  are  instructed  to  collect 
the  customs  duties  on  such  books  forwarded  to 
their  offices  for  delivering  to  addressees,  and 
promptly  remit  the  sums  so  collected  by  them 
to  collectors  of  the  customs  in  registered  let- 
ters, using  penalty  envelopes  and  omitting  the 
registration  fee  as  for  all  other  official  matter, 
under  section  812  ;  but  the  postal  revenues  are 
not  in  any  manner  to  be  credited  or  charged 
with  such  duties."

mine that  the  added  sheet  is  not  simply  a  hand- 
bill or  poster,  as  referred  to  in  section  208, 
P.  L.  &  R.,  ed.  1879,  there  must  be  contained' 
therein  some  distinct  announcement  of  the 
paper  which  it  accompanies,  and  the  said  paper 
which  it  purports  to  supplement  mustalso  con- 
tain a  distinct  allusion  that  a  supplement  has 
been  added  to  this  issue  of  that  date  which  it 
miist  in  some  satisfactory  manner  identify. 


GLARING   WHITE   PAPER. 

The  following  should  be  interesting  to  our 
readers : 

To  the  Editor  0/  ike  Naiion  : 

'  Sir  :  The  discussions  held  on  education  dur- 
ing the  present  session  of  the  Congress  of  So- 
cial Science  move  me  to  offer,  through  the 
Nation,  a  contribution  to  the  general  thought  on 
one  branch  of  this  large  subject.  I  believe  that 
the  eyesight  of  children  and  youth  in  school  is 
injured  by  the  intense  whiteness  and  the  high 
finish  of  the  paper  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
many  of  our  school-books.  The  contrast  is  too 
great  between  the  clear  white  of  the  paper  and 
the  blackness  of  the  Utters.  The  impression 
on  the  eye  is  not  comforting,  but  harsh.  The 
eye  in  its  search  is  more  than  adequately  met : 
it  is  assailed.    And  this  suffering  is  aggravated 


often  by  a  band  of  reflected  light  striking  the 
eye  from  some  part  of  the  curved  page  held  in 
the  hand  or  lying  before  the  reader.  Oar  very 
virtues  are  working  us  mischief  here.  We  wish 
the  best  of  everything  for  our  schools;  and 
'*  what  is  better  in  a  school-book  than  its  beauty 
and  high  finish,  provided  the  contents  be  all 
right?*'  we  unthinkingly  ask.  Two  things,  we 
reply — a  natural  tone  to  the  paper,  and  a  free- 
dom from  all  gloss  in  the  finish.  A  school- 
book  in  a  pupil's  hand  isaresult  towardswhich 
many  have  made  their  contribution,  and  all  the 
partners  in  this  result  need  instruction.  Per- 
haps publishers  need  it  least  of  all,  for  in  many 
cases  they  would  make  the  book  right  were  it 
not  for  the  author's  prejudices  in  favor  of  what 
is  fine.  The  members  of  school -committees 
can  hardly  be  expected  to  study  more  than  the 
matter  of  a  school  book  and  its  most  obvious 
attractions ;  and  teachers  often  forget  that  a 
school-book  should  more  than  please^^ould 
act  kindly  on  the  pupil's  eyes  week  after  week 
and  month  after  month.  A.

[We  agree  entirely  with  our  correspondent  in 
respect  to  the  disagreeable  nature  of  the  im- 
pression produced  on  the  eye  by  the  highly- 
finished  (calendered)  paper  which  is  just  nowm 
fashion.  His  strictures  might  have  been  ex- 
tended to  the  gloss  upon  writing-paper.  For 
all  practical  purposes  what  is  called  a  '*  machine 
finish"  (it^hll  surface)  is  greatly  preferable.  In 
respect  to  Anting,  we  would  remark  that  a  very 
light  buff  has  been  found,  both  by  medical  and  by 
non-medical  observers,  to  be  the  most  grateful 
for  the  eye  to  rest  upon.  The  notion  of  white- 
ness is  one  which  requires  to  be  analyzed.  A 
natural  paper,  with  no  coloring-matter,  is  apt 
to  have  a  shade  of  buff,  and  frequently  satisfies 
the  most  sensitive  and  critical  eye.  Snellen's 
test-types  appear  to  be  printed  on  natural  paper 
(we  are  not  sure  of  the  fact) ;  and  the  sheet  ap- 
pears distinctly  buff  when  held  by  the  side  of  an 
ordinary  newspaper.  The  latter,  however,  and 
a  great  deal  of  book -paper  and  writing-paper, 
are  colored  with  indigo  for  the  purpose  ol 
3onveying  the  impression  of  perfect  whitenessL 
The  eye  may  feel  the  effect  as  "harsh,**  and 
the  taste  may  be  offended,  but  upon  theoreti- 
cal grounds  it  is  hardly  justifiable  to  condemn 
the  addition  of  a  bluish  tint. — Ed.  Nation.]

The  London  Society  for  Promoting  Christian 
Knowledge  will  shortly  publish  a  new  work  in 
prose,  by  Miss  Christina  Rossetti,  named  *'  Seek 
and  Find  :  a  Double  Series  of  Short  Studies  of 
the  Benedicite."  Under  the  successive  phases 
of  "  Creation"  and  *•  Redemption,"  Miss  Ros- 
setti goes  through  the  whole  array  of  the  psalm 
("O  all  ye  works  of  the  Lord,  bless  ye  the 
Lord,"  etc.),  with  parallel  texts,  expositions, 
analogies,  illustrative  comments,  and  the  like. 


De  La  Rue  &  Co.  have  in  the  press  a  neir 
book  by  **  Cavendish,"  consisting  of  general 
and  historical  essays  on  cards  and  card  games, 
decisions  of  the  late  Mr.  Clay  on  disputed 
points,  and  a  collection  of  card-room  anecdotes 
and  reminiscences.

gin  &  Co.,  under  the  joint  editorship  of  tbt 
fishops  of  Ely  and  Exeter. 
Messrs.  Macmillan  &  Co.  are  to  issue  anew 
edition  of  the  standard  authority  on  the  career 
of  William  Blake,  the  Life  of  the  poet-painter 
by  the  late  Alexander  Gilchrist,  originally  pub- 
lished in  1663.  A  considerable  amount  of  new 
information  has  accrued  since  that  date. 

There  is  to  be  a  **  Cambridge  Chaucer." 
Mr.  Henry  Bradshaw,  the  learned  librarian  of 
Cambridge  University,  and  Mr.  Furnivall,  the 
founder  and  director  of  the  Chaucer  Society, 
are  to  edit,  and  Messrs.  Macmillan  &  Ca  to 
publish,  the  book.  It  will  be  in  six  ocuvo 
volumes,  and  contain  the  spurious  pieces  in  an 
appendix. 

The  last  literary  work  upon  which  the  late 
Mr.  Keith  Johnson  was  engaged  was  a  **  Phys- 
ical, Historical,  Political,  and  Descriptive  Ge- 
ography."

''  Longmans  &  Co.,  London,  will  soon  publish 
revised  editions  of  Professor  Tyndall's  '*  Heal 
'as  a  Mode  of  Motion"  and  '*  Researches  oa 
Diamagnetism,"  and  a  new  series  of  Helm- 
holtz's  **  Popular  Lectures  on  Scientific  Sub- 
jects ;"  also  an  essay  on  *'  Foreign  Work  and 
£nglish  Wages,  considered  with  Reference  to 
the  Depression  of  Trade,"  by  Thomas  Brassey, 
M.P. 

The  Messrs.  Rivington  will  reissue  this  fall, 
with  a  preface  from  Cardinal  Newman,  the 
Lyra  Apostolica,  containing  poems  by  Cardinal 
^Iewman,  the  author  of  "  The  Christian  Year,** 
Robert  Wilberforce,  Isaac  Williams,  and  others. 
These  poems  first  appeared  in  the  British  Mag- 
azine, contemporaneously  with  "  The  Tracts  for 
theTimes,"  and  this  will  be  the  first  issue  of  the 
work  with  the  authors' names  recorded. 

Eliot  Stock's  facsimile  edition  of  the  De 
Imitatione  Christi  has  been  delayed  by  *•  a  chap- 
ter of  accidents."  First,  several  negatives 
taken  from  the  original  were  broken  in  trans- 
mission to  England  ;  then  the  animal  fat  em- 
ployed in  sizing  the  Dutch  paper  for  the  work 
putrefied  on  account  of  the  excessive  heat,  and 
the  paper  was  spoiled  ;  then  twenty-five  of  the 
plates  prepared  for  printing  were  destroyed  by 
fire  ;  then  another  lot  of  paper  was  spoiled  by 
being  wet  down  too  liberaUy. 

The  attention  of  the  authorities  at  the  British 
Inland  Revenue  Office  has  been  called  to  the 
wholesale  way  in  which  Tauchnitz  and  Amer- 
ican editions  of  English  copyright  works  are 
publicly  disposed  of  in  England.  The  author- 
ities disclaim  all  responsibility  for  this,  and 
throw  the  blame  on  the  Custom  House  officers, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  stop  the  importation  of  on- 
authorized  works.  This  duty,  says  the  Atkemm- 
um,  appears  to  be  discharged  with  unpardon- 
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able  laxity,  and  the  aggrieved  authors  and 
publishers  will  probably  have  to  make  further 
appeal  for  redress.  A  similar  complaint  might 
be  made  here. 

A  CORRESPONDENT  of  the  London  BookselUr, 
writing  of  underselling,  says :  **  It  is  of  course 
out  of  the  question  that  any  sudden  change  can 
be  made,  but  I  think  steps  might  gradually  be 
taken  in  this  way:  Let  two  or  three  of  the 
leading  publishers  select  some  books  from  their 
lists  (they  must  be  books  that  sell),  and  upon 
these  let  them  allow  only  a  small  trade  dis- 
count, say  ten  per  cent,  or  even  less.  Book- 
sellers would  be  obliged  to  sell  these  at  pub- 
li^ed  prices,  and  in  course  of  time  the  public 
would  understand  that  upon  some  books,  at 
least,  no  discount  was  obtainable.  The  fact 
once  recognized,  it  would  remain  with  the 
booksellers  to  take  advantage  of  it.  The 
known  fact  with  regard  to  some  books  might 
be  urged  as  a  valid  reason  for  refusing  discount 
on  others.  It  would  create  an  element  of  un- 
certainty about  the  price  of  books,  and  prepare 
the  way  in  many  instances  for  a  return  to  full 
prices. 


Some  interesting  historical  gossip  regarding 
the  Longman  firm  is  given  by  the  Athenaum  : 
"  The  earliest  title-page  that  bears  the  name 
of  Longman  (so  far  as  Mr.  C.  J.  Longman  is 
aware)  is  that  of  *  The  Countess  of  Moreton's 
Daily  Exercise  ;  or,  A  Book  of  Prayers  and 
Rules.'  The  date  is  1665.  The  copy  in  Mr. 
C.  T.  Longman's  possession  is  one  of  an 
edition  reprinted  in  1848  for  private  circulation 
at  the  desire  of  Anne  Isabella,  Viscountess 
Hawarden,  then  in  her  ninetieth  year.  Besides 
the  liame  of  T.  Longman,  there  is  on  the  title- 
page  the  name  of  T.  Osbom,  who  was  doubt- 
less one  of  the  family  with  whom  the  Lonpr.

Scholarly  criticism  will  not  be  long  in  deciding  that  Professor  Baird  has  written  the  classic  of 
his  subject — the  book  which  will  be  to  it,  in  authority  and  thoroughness,  what  Motley's  and  Prcs- 
cott^s  works  have  been  to  other  great  passages  of  European  history.  The  rise  of  the  Protestants 
of  France  was  one  of  the  most  important,  as  it  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  heroic,  of  those 
great  struggles  for  civil  and  religious  liberty  that  followed  the  Reformation. 

The  intense  action  and  the  striking  scenes  included  in  the  half-century  which  these  volumes 
cover  make  up  a  story  which  could  not  be  read  even  in  the  dullest  annals  without  excitement. 
Professor  Baird  has  told  it  with  a  vigor  and  force  which  make  it  stir  the  reader  with  the  uue 
spirit  and  feeling  of  the  time.  The  high  praise  may  be  given  to  his  history,  that,  accurate  and 
judicial  as  it  is,  it  cannot  be  read  coldly. 

There  is  no  need  to  speak  of  the  scholarship  of  the  work.  Its  narrative  is  based  upon  a  close 
study,  not  only  of  the  great  array  of  original  histories  and  memoirs  which  have  long  since  found 
their  way  into  print,  but  of  which  many  are  rare  or  little  known  ;  but  also  of  the  extremely  copious 
material,  in  the  form  of  diplomatic  and  private  correspondence,  journals,  etc.,  which  has  recently 
become  accessible  to  the  historical  student.  It  is  as  exhaustive  as  it  is  able,  and  critical  opinion 
will  welcome  it  as  an  addition  to  the  worthiest  rank  of  American  historical  writings.

PREPARING  FOR  HOLIDAY  TRADE. 

There  is  nothing  like  taking  time  by  the 
forelock,  and  nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in 
respect  to  the  holiday  book  trade,  and  never 
will  it  be  more  true  than  in  this  year  of  grace 
1879.  It  is  a  frequent  mistake  of  booksellers 
to  put  off  the  ordering  of  their  holiday  goods 
until  very  Ute,  or  to  order  in  such  small  quan- 
tities as  to  run  out  of  desirable  goods  at  the 
first  demand.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of 
excuse  for  this  of  late  years  in  the  dulness  of 
the  times  and  the  uncertainty  of  sales  ;  but  this 
year,  while  we  have  been  hesitant  to  endorse 
the  very  rose-colored  views  which  many  have 
held  as  to  the  immediate  effect  of  reviving  pros- 
perity on  the  book  trade,  we  think  it  strongly 
assured  that  by  holiday  time  this  prosperity  will 
be  markedly  felt  in  the  retail  bookstores.  And 
while  in  economical  holiday  times  people  can 
be  induced  to  fall  back  on  books  because  they 
are  the  cheapest  presents,  in  good  times  they 
are  ready  to  buy  other  things  and  more  books 
too.  There  is  every  evidence  that  general  trade 
is  vastly  better  throughout  this  country,  and 
especially  in  the  West,  and  by  December  the 
money  now  circulating  will  have  been  through 
the  several  series  of  pockets  which  must  first 
receive  and  distribute  it,  before  that  portion  of 
the  margin  for  comfort  and  luxury  which  falls 
to  the  book  trade  is  ready  for  their  pockets. 

The  publishers  have  been  so  vigorous  in  pre- 


paring  for  this  revived  trade  that  printers  and 
binders  are  crowded  with  work,  and  there  is 
great  danger  that  belated  orders  may  fare  ill. 
The  juveniles  have  been  manufactured  unusu- 
ally early,  but  the  revival  of  standards  still 
keeps  the  presses  busy,  and  the  holiday  books 
pri>per  will  be  ready  none  too  early.  We  can- 
not too  much  impress  upon  publishers  the 
importance  of  having  their  goods  ready  and 
bringing  them  to  the  attention  of  the  trade  in 
ample  time,  and  upon  jobbers  and  retailers  the 
necessity  of  ordering  early  and  in  sufficiently 
large  quantities  to  insure  a  large  first  supply. 
In  illustrated  works,  there  is  the  additional  me- 
chanical difficulty  in  printing  new  editions,  that 
the  making  ready  has  to  be  again  cared  for,  and 
that  good  cut  printing  must  wait  the  best  press- 
es and  cannot  then  be  hurried. 

The  supply  of  juveniles  this  year  is  immense, 
and  the  demand  seems  to  respond  to  it.  The 
reissuing  of  standard  sets  or  works  is,  however, 
the  notable  feature  of  the  season,  and  it  is  justi- 
fied practically  by  the  demand  and  theoretically 
by  the  consideration  that  many  people,  in  the 
straits  of  the  past  few  years,  have  been  unable 
to  buy  books  which  they  did  desire  and  will 
now  buy,  when  presented  to  them  in  the  form 
of  new  editions.  This  reasoning  is  probably 
sound,  and  retailers  are  likely  to  do  well  in 
rnaking  these  standards  a  leading  feature  of 
their  holiday  stock.  The  number  of  new  illus- 
trated books  will  perhaps  not  be  quite  so  large 
as  usual,  though  sufficient  are  under  way  to 
make  an  attractive  showing ;  more  and  more 
these  books  are  taking  the  character  of  art 
works,  etc.,  valuable  for  their  text  as  well  as 
attractive  by  their  illustrations. 

We  present  elsewhere  the  announcement  of 
our  Christmas  issue  for  1879,  to  which  we  beg 
leave  to  call  the  immediate  attention  of  pub- 
lishers and  retailers.  We  have  already  begun 
work  on  the  issue  at  this  early  date,  and  we 
ask  publishers  to  support  us  in  enabling  us  to 
present  it  promptly.  We  also  urge  retailers  to 
send  us  in  their  orders  at  once,  as  paper  is 
manu£icturing  both  for  the  fine  and  the  thin 
editions,  and  any  increase  of  orders  must  be 
made  at  once.  The  fine  paper  edition  is  priced 
at  last  year's  actual  cost  to  us,  but  we  are  glad 
to  have  booksellers  take  a  proportion  of  this, 
for  their  best  customers,  as  a  special  card  for 
us  and  for  them.  The  thin  paper  price  covers 
but  a  small  margin  above  manufacturing  cosu, 
and  presents  a  handsomer  circular  than  can  be 
independently  gotten  up  for  about  double  the 
money.  We  repeat  our  hope  that  publishers 
and  retailers  will  second  our  endeavors  to  be 
well  ahead  of  time  this  year,  which  they  can  do 
only  by  sending  in  their  copy  and  their  orders 
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We  call  attention  also  to  the  announcement 
elsewhere  of  the  Christmas  Literary  News,  which 
is  especially  suited  for  wide  circulation  where 
booksellers  feel  they  cannot  afford  to  place  the 
more  expensive  Christmas  Catalogue.  Many 
booksellers  are  accustomed  to  order  editions  of  j 
both,  for  use  among  different  classes  of  custom- 
ers, and  this  is  found  to  pay.  Orders  for  this 
should  be  addressed  to  Mr.  Leypoldt,  and  not 
to  The  Publishers*  Weekly. 


If  any  subscribers  have  not  received  their  in- 
dexes to  Vol.  XV.,  they  will  kindly  notify  us. 
The  index  was  delayed  by  the  great  pressure 
upon  Mr.  Leypoldt's  time  early  in  the  season, 
but  it  should  before  this  be  in  the  hands  ot 
every  subscriber. 

THE   POST-OFFICE   DIFFICULTY. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  during  the 
week  of  certain  recent  orders  of  the  P.  O.  De- 
partment ordering  letters  not  fully  directed  by 
official  post-office  name  and  county  address  to 
the  Dead  Letter  Office.  The  literal  interpreta- 
tion of  this  ruling  would  seriously  embarrass 
both  the  service  and  the  public,  and  we  are 
glad  that  the  impression  common  among  busi- 
ness men  is  to  some  extent  corrected  by  the 
facts. 

Department  Order  No.  56,  published  on 
page  26  of  the  U.  S.  Official  Postal  Guide  for 
September  is  as  follows : 

'*  56.  When  postmasters  and  employees  ol 
the  railway  mail  service  know  that  matter  de- 
posited in  their  offices  for  mailing,  addressed 
to  a  city  without  the  name  of  the  State  being 
given,  is  intended  for  the  principal  city  of  that 
name,  being,  for  instance,  addressed  to  a  well- 
known  citizen,  firm,  newspaper,  or  institution, 
of  such  principal  city,  or  to  a  street  and  num- 
ber which  could  only  be  found  therein,  it 
should  be  forwarded  as  directed  in  section  467. 
Otherwise  the  provision  of  sections  437;  438, 
and  740,  P.  L.  &  R.,  1879,  are  tp  be  observed." 

The  provisions  of  sections  437,  438,  and  740, 
referred  to,  relate  to  the  return  of  unmailable 
matter  to  the  senders  or  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Office. 

A  general  order,  supplementing  this,  has 
been  issued  under  date  of  Sept.  20th,  as  fol- 
lows: 

I. — The  attention  of  all  postmasters  is  espe- 
cially called  to  section  467,  Postal  Laws  and 
Regulations,  edition  of  1879,  which  mutt  in  all 
cases  be  strictly  complied  with.  After  a  letter 
is  mailed  it  is  the  property  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  addressed,  and  must  be  sent  to  the 
post-office  to  which  it  is  directed,  if  there  be 
such  an  office.  But  whether  there  be  such 
a  post-office  or  not,  the  postmaster  or  his 
subordinates  have  no  authority,  in  law  or  oth- 
erwise, to  change  the  direction  or  address  of 
the  letter  without  express  authority  of  the  par- 
ty or  parties  entitled  to  the  letter.  Should  the 
postmaster  or  his  employees  change  the  ad- 
dress or  direction  of  a  letter  or  package,  and 
should  such  letter  or  package  in  consequence 
/ail  to.  reach .  the  addressee,  the  postmaster 
would  in  law  be  liable  for  the  value  of  the 


package.  A  postmaster  may  complete  or  per- 
fect an  address  .already  made,  but  he  cannot 
change  its  direction  to  a  different  person,  or 
different  office,  or  difiierent  State,  without  au- 
thority. 

II. — The  following  additional  regulation  is 
announced  to  be  inserted  after  section  468  : 
Misdirected  matter  received  at  any  post-office 
for  delivery  should  not  be  held  for  advertising, 
but  should  be  immediately  returned  to  the 
sender  if  his  name  or  address  appears  thereon, 
marked  "  misdirected,"  and  stamped  with  the 
post-mark  of  the  office  of  receipt.  If  the  name 
of  the  sender  or  some  designated  place,  such 
as  box  number,  or  street  and  number,  does  not 
appear  upon  misdirected  matter,  it  should  be 
sent  immediately  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office. 
Misdirected  matter  offered  for  mailing  should 
be  returned  to  the  sender,  if  known,  imme- 
diately ;  or  if  the  sender's  name  does  not  ap- 
pear thereon,  should  be  sent  at  once  to  the 
Dead  Letter  Office,  as  directed  in  ruling  102, 
United  States  Official  Postal  Guide,' October, 
1879.  I'bc  provisions  of  section  435  must  in  all 
cases  be  strictly  complied  with. 

The  Department  has  offered  to  correct  the 
subscription  lists  of  all  publications,  and  to 
furnish  the  correct  post-office  address  of  all 
"locals."  We  do  not  doubt  that  the  intention 
of  the  Department,  to  promote  the  more  care- 
ful addressing  of  letters,  was  all  right,  but  the 
result  seems  to  have  a  serious  inconvenience. 
It  is  alike  to  the  interests  of  the  Departinent 
and  the  cenvenience  of  the  public  that  a  letter 
whose  address  is  practically  understood  shall 
be  forwarded  where  it  belongs.

It  is  understood  that  Prof.  Park,  of  Andover, 
has  been  engaged  a  long  while  on  a  very  care- 
ful life  of  President  Edwards. 

The -ffjcawiw^r  hears  from  an  American  source 
that  Denis  Kearney  intends  to  write  a  novel,  in 
which  he  and  certain  other  "  Knights  of  Labor" 
will  figure  largely. 

Mr.  William  T.  Rolfe  is  hereafter  to  have 
charge  of  the  "  Shakespeareana"  department  of 
the  Literary  World,  and  Mr.  F.  B.  Perkins  of 
"  Notes  and  Queries." 

Mr.  Eugene  H.  Munday,  of  Philadelphia,  is 
at  work  on  a  volume  on  "  Philadelphia  in 
1882,'*  for  publication  in  the  year  named — two 
hundred  years  after  William  Penn's  arrival. 

Edmondo  de  Amicis  is  reported  as  engaged 
upon  a  new  book.  Miss  W.  W.  Cady,  who 
translated  his  last  book,  is  stated  to  have  re- 
ceived from  him  pei-mission  to  translate  all 
subsequent  works  from  his  pen. 

Miss  Helen  Stanley  is  now  translating  in 
Paris,  from  the  author's  manuscript,  Henri 
Greville*s  forthcoming  book,  which  T.  B.  Peter- 
son &  Brothers  will  publish  under  the  name  of 
"  Lucie  Rodey"  simultaneously  with  its  issue 
In  Paris. 
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OBITUARY. 
HENRY  CHARLES  CAREY. 

The  death  of  Henry  C.  Carey,  at  his  resi- 
dence,  Walnut  Street.  Philadelphia,  on  Monday, 
the  13th,  takes  the  thought  of  the  veterans  of 
the  trade   back   through  almost  three  genera- 
tions.    Henry  Charles  Carey,  who  was  of  Irish 
blood,  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  his  life-long 
home,  15th  December,  1793.     His  father,  Mat- 
thew Carey,  a  name  still  remembered  in  the 
trade,  was  an    Irish  revolutionist  in  the  days 
when  revolution  was  European  in  scope,  and 
was  obliged  in  1783  to  quit  Ireland  for  Paris. 
He  returned  the  next  year  and  edited  in  Dublin 
T)u  Freeman's  Journal  and  other  papers,  and 
for  attacking  Parliament   in  these  sheets  was 
thrown  into  prison.     On  his  release  he  sailed 
at  once  for  America,  and  landed  at  Philadelphia 
15th   November.    17S4.      Here  he   built   up  a 
bookselling  and  publishing  business,  first   tn 
his  own  name,  which  has  lasted  in  one  shape 
or    another    longer    than    any  house    in   the 
American   trade  except   that   of   the    Sowers. 
Henry  went  into  his  father's  store  at  the  early 
age  of  eight,  and  combined  study  and  store 
work  till    1814,  when,  coming  of  age,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  firm,  which  bore  the  style  of 
Carey  &  Son.     About  the  year  1821  Mr.  Isaac 
Lea,   who   had   married  a  sister  of  Henry  C. 
Carey,  formed  a  copartnership  with  the  father 
and   son,    continuing  the   business   otherwise 
unchanged,  except  in  style,  which  became  M. 
Carey  &  Sons.     It  was  Henry  C.  Carey  who, 
in  1824,  introduced  into  this  country  the  system 
of  periodical  trade  sales.     In  1825  the  sons  suc- 
ceeded to  the  entire  business,  and  the  firm  was 
Carey  &  Lea.     Soon  afterward  a  younger  son 
was  admitted  to  the  partnership,  and  the  firm 
was  known  as  Carey,  Lea  &  Carey,  who  were 
in  their  day  the  largest  and  most   successful 
publishers  in  the  United  States.     In  1828  Mr. 
Edward   L.  Carey,   the  junior  partner,  retired 
from  the  house,  taking  with  him,  by  mutual  ar- 
rangement,   the   retail    part   of  the  trade.     He 
formed  a  pannership  with  Abraham   Hart,  and 
that  branch  of  the  house  was  known  as  Carey 
&  Hart.     This  firm  subsequently  became  well 
known  also  as  publishers.     Their  successor  in 
business  is   now  Mr.  Henry  C.   Baird,  nephew 
of  Henry  C.  Carey,  and  grandson  of  Matthew 
Carey,   publisher  of   industrial    books.     The 
original   house  thereafter  confined    its  efforts 
to  bookmaking,  and  selling  at  wholesale   its 
own   publications,   which  for  years  embraced 
the  widest     range,    including  especially    the 
works  of  Irving  and  Cooper,  as  well  as  reprints 
of  all  the  popular  English  writers.     In  1833  Mr. 
William  A.  Blanchard,  who  had  long  been  an 
employee  of  the  house,  was  taken  into  partner- 
ship and  the  firm  became  Carey,  Lea  &  Blan- 
chard.     In    1836  Mr.  Henry  C.  Carey  retired, 
and  the  firm  became  Lea&  Blanchard.     In  1851 
Mr.  Isaac  Lea  retired,  leaving  his  interests  to 
his  son,  Mr.  Henry  Charles  Lea,  and  the  firm 
name  was  chang^ed  to  Blanchard  &  Lea.    This 
continued  until  1865,  when  Mr.  Blanchard  re- 
tired, leaving  the  whole  business  to  Mr.  Lea, 
who  has  since  conducted  it  alone,  confining  it, 
however,  to  medical  and  scientific  works  ex- 
clusively. 

Mr.  Carey's  attention  was  early  drawn  to  the 
study  of  economics,  and  in  1835  he  withdrew 
from  the  trade   to  devote  himself  to  study  and 


writing.  In  1836  he  published  an  essay  on  the 
"  Rates  of  Wages,"  which  was  expanded  iqto  a 
large  volume,  entitled  "The  Principles  of  Po- 
litical Economy,"  published  in  1839  and  1840. 
This  was  the  foundation  of  the  "  Pennsylvania 
school"  of  political  economy.  In  1838  Mr. 
Carey  published  "  The  Credit  System  in  France, 
Great  Britain,  and  the  United  States,"  and  in 
1848,  "  The  Past,  the  Present,  and  the  Future." 
Succeeding  works  were  those  on  "The  Slave 
Trade,"  "Letters  on  International  Copyright" 
(1853  and  1868),  "  French  and  American  Tar- 
iffs," **The  Harmony  of  Interests,"  and  several 
others.  He  was  also  a  contributor  to  the 
Tribune  and  other  newspapers,  writing  almost 
exclusively  on  subjects  connected  with  polit- 
ical economy.  His  "  Miscellaneous  Works" 
were  published  in  one  volume  in  1869. 

He  enjoyed  excellent  health  until  very  re- 
cently,  his  latest  work,  "The  Unity  of  Law," 
having  been  written  in  1873,  when  he  was  in 
his  eightieth  year.  He  lived  to  see  his  princi- 
pal writings  translated  into  German,  Russian, 
French,  Italian,  and  Spanish.  His  eighty-third 
birthday  was  celebrated  in  Philadelphia  by  a 
fertal  gathering  of  friends,  and  almost  to  the 
last  he  was  a  conspicuous  and  venerated  figure 
in  Philadelphia  society. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Tribune^  Mr.  Eugene  L.  Did- 
ier,  who  has  recently  been  visiting  Philadel- 
phia publishers  with  a  view  to  his  proposed 
"History of  American  Publishers,"  gives  some 
interesting  reminiscences  of  Mr.  Carey  : 

"  It  is  just  two  weeks  since  the  present  wri- 
ter spent  an  hour  or  two  with  the  late  Henry  C. 
Carey,  of  Philadelphia.  The  venerable  man 
was  reclining  in  his  arm-chair,  in  his  library, 
surrounded  by  his  favorite  paintings,  repre- 
senting several  of  the  best  modern  masters. 

"  Mr.  Carey  was  full  of  anecdotes  of  the  past, 
his  memory  going  back  more  than  eighty  years. 
His  first  visit  to  New  York  was  in  1802,  when 
he  accompanied  his  father  to  the  first  literary 
fair  ever  held  in  this  country.  It  was  in  imi- 
tation of  the  celebrated  book  fairs  of  Leipsic, 
Frankfort  and  other  German  cities.  This  was 
anticipating  the  present  trade  sales  which  were 
inaugurated  in  New  York  in  1824. 

"  Although  he  was  only  eight  years  old  when 
he  made  this  visit,  he  was  prepared  for  busi- 
ness, having  brought  with  him  200  copies  of 
the  *  Universal  Merchant,'  which  were  given 
to  him  by  Francis  Bailey,  the  Republican 
printer,  during  the  Revolution.  These  books 
he  traded  off  for  more  current  literature,  and 
was  called  the  '  bookseller  in  miniature.' 
Matthew  Carey,  the  father  of  Henry,  had  a 
branch  store  in  Baltimore,  which  was  under 
the  management  of  Robert  Patton.  In  1804 
the  latter  determined  to  go  West,  and  Henry 
Carey,  although  not  twelve  years  old,  was 
sent  to  Baltimore  to  take  charge  of  the  store 
there,  which  he  did  for  six  weeks,  until  a  man 
was  sent  on  to  relieve  him.  The  boy  grew  up 
among  books— they  were  his  toys,  his  play- 
things, his  first  and  best  companions.  He 
could  not  remember  when  he  did  not  know 
books. 

*•  Mr.  Carey  was  a  publisher  from  1814  to  1838, 
His  house  acquired  a  national  distinction  from 
an  arrangement  made  in  1828  for  a  seven  years* 
lease  of  the  then  published  works  of  Washing- 
ton Irving,  embracing  '  Knickerbocker's  His- 
tory of  New  York,*  the  *  Sketch-Book,* 
•  Bracebridge  Hall,'  and  the  '  Tales  of  a  Trav-  , 
uigiiizea  oy  ^.^jv/v^p^iv. 
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eller.*  By  this  agreement  the  publishers  paid 
Irring  96oo  per  annum.  So  profitable  was  this 
arrangement  that,  in  1835,  when  the  first  term 
expired,  Mr.  Carey  was  glad  to  renew  it  at 
$1150  per  annum.  For  the  lease  of  the  copy- 
right of  the  'Conquest  of  Granada/  for  five 
years,  he  paid  the  author  $4750,  and  $3000  for 
the  privilege  of  publishing  5500  copies  of  the 
'Alhambra/  the  time  for  disposing  of  said 
copies  to  expire  in  twenty-two  months  from  the 
date  of  the  contract,  and  $4000  was  paid  for  the 
right  of  publishing  5000  copies  of  *  Astoria.' 
In  referring  to  the  first  contract,  Washington 
Irving  wrote  from  Spain  :  '  I  s^m  right  glad  to 
have  such  spirited,  off-hand  booksellers  to  deal 
with  in  America  as  the  Careys.' 

"The  house  of  Carey  published  the  first  col- 
lected edition  of  the  essays  of  Macaulay,  Syd- 
ney Smith,  Carlyle  and  others.  The  English 
authors  were  paid  for  the  privilege  of  issuing 
their  works  in  this  country.  Mr.  Carlyle  ac- 
knowledged the  courtesy  in  a  characteristic 
letter,  in  which  he  said  :  '  I  cannot  conclude 
without  expressing  my  sincere  acknowledg- 
ments, my  hearty  appreciation  of  your  honor- 
able  conduct.  I  accept  the  money  as  a  very 
gratifying  proof  that  there  are  men — not  very 
n-equently,  alas  I — who  do  not  need  the  admoni- 
tion of  the  constable  to  do  what  beseems  them 
in  matters  of  business.'  *' 


AMERICAN  CATALOGUING. 

(From  The  Nation,  Oct.  ad.) 

The  completion  of  "The  American  Cata* 
logue"  deserves  more  than  the  passing  notice 
which  we  gave  it  last  week.  Previous  attempts 
at  trade-lists  of  American  literature  have  not 
been  very  successful.  Roorbach's  unsatisfac- 
tory volumes  (1820-68)  no  doubt  cost  their 
compiler  a  certain  amount  of  labor,  and  were 
useful  to  the  booksellers,  but  for  literary  and 
library  purposes  were  provokingly,  exasper- 
atingfy  insufficient.  Their  omissions,  their 
mistakes,  their  at  best  meagre  information 
would  excite  the  contempt  of  a  German  book- 
seller. The  poverty  of  plan  was  matched  by 
slovenliness  of  execution.  Kelly's  two  vol* 
umes  (1861-71)  were  an  improvement,  yet  left 
much  to  be  desired.  In  this  branch  of  bibli- 
ography we  were  worse  off  than  the  Germans  of 
course,  than  the  French,  than  the  Dutch  ;  worse 
off  even  than  the  English,  which  is  saying 
much.  But  our  reputation  is  now  in  part  re- 
trieved. We  have  not  yet  a  bibliographical 
list  of  American  literature  that  will  compare 
with  Keyser  and  Heinsius.  And,  in  truth,  the 
impression  forced  upon  one  in  turning  over 
these  pages  is  that  the  greater  part  of  American 
books  do  not  deserve  bibliographical  descrip- 
tion. But  although  we  have  not  all  that  we 
could  desire,  we  have  a  list,  probably  nearly 
complete,  of  books  in  print  and  for  sale  July  i, 
1876,  prepared  with  great  trouble,  and  with  as 
much  fulness  and  exactitude  as  could  be  ex- 
pected. That  it  is  not  better  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  compilers  but  of  the  American  publish- 
ers, who  arc  notoriously  indifferent  to  the 
books  they  issue,  except  as  articles  of  mer- 
chandise. This  carelessness  of  publishers  and 
neglect  10  reply  to  the  circulars  sent  to  them 
by  the  compilers  has  led  to  one  of  the  serious 
defects  of  the  book — the  failure  in  many  in- 
stances to  give  the  date  of  publication.     For  all 


books  issued  too  late  to  be  found  in  Allibone, 
where  is  one  to  look  for  the  time  of  original  ap- 
pearance ? — often  a  question  of  considerable  in- 
terest in  literary,  scientifie  and  historical  inves- 
tigations. The  compilers  have  not  depended 
solely  on  the  publishers,  but  have  searched 
catalogues  of  libraries  and  other  sources  with  a 
result,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  both  as  to 
this  and  other  matters  of  detail,  and  so  far  as 
we  have  have  had  the  opportunity  of  testing 
the  work  by  use,  it  has  seemed  to  be  printed 
with  unusual  accuracy.  Yet,  with  commendable 
honesty,  in  each  part  a  list  of  errata  is  given 
and  a  request  to  readers  for  more. 


COPYRIGHT  IN  TITLES  OF  BOOKS. 

In  the  recent  (English)  case  of  Kelly  against 
Byles,  Vice-Chancel  lor  Bacon  had  to  consider 
whether  the  taking  of  a  part  of  the  title  of  a 
registered  copyright  without  fraud  and  without 
any  circumstance  from  which  zxi  animus  furandi 
could  be  inferred  was  an  infringement. 

There  is  a  distinction  between  the  case  of  a 
newspaper  and  that  of  a  book.  The  Court  of 
Appeal  decided  in  Kelly  against  Hutton  that 
there  is  nothing  analogous  to  copyright  in  the 
name  of  a  newspaper,  although  the  proprietor 
can  prevent  the  adoption  of  the  same  name  for  a 
similar  publication,  and  it  is  a  chattel  interest 
capable  of  assignment. 

In  Weldon  against  Dicks  the  plaintiff  was  the 
owner  of  a  copyright  in  a  tale  called  **  Triumphs 
and  Temper."  The  defendant  had  also  pub- 
lished a  tale  under  the  same  title.  The  court 
decided  that  the  plaintiff's  title  under  the  statute 
must  prevail,  although  there  was  no  similarity 
whatever  between  the  contents  of  the  two 
works. 

In  Metzler  against  Wood  the  plaintiffs  were 
the  proprietors  and  publishers  of  an  elementary 
musical  work  entitled  '*  Hemy's  Royal  Modern 
Tutor  for  the  Piano-forte."  The  defendant  em- 
ployed Hemy,  the  editor  of  the  plaintiff's  work, 
to  re-edit  an  old  piano-forte  tutor  by  Jousse,  of 
which  they  brought  out  a  new  edition  under  the 
title  of  "  Hemy's  New  and  Revised  edition  of 
Jousse's  Royal  Standard  Piano-forte  Tutor,"  the 
word  *'  Hemy"  being  in  much  larger  type  and 
more  conspicuous  on  the  title-page  than  that  of 
Jousse.  It  was  argued  that  there  was  nothing 
fraudulent  in  the  use  of  the  name,  and  that  it 
was  impossible  to  confound  the  two  works  to- 
gether. Vice-Chancellor  Malins,  however,  came 
to  a  different  conclusion,  and  this  judgment 
was  affirmed  on  appeal. 

The  plaintiff  in  Mack  against  Petter  was  the 
publisher  of  a  work  which  he  claimed  to  have 
originated.  It  was  called  "  The  Birthday  Scrip- 
ture Text-Book,"  and  consisted  of  a  printed 
diary,  interleaved  with  a  blank  space  opposite 
each  day,  with  a  text  of  Scripture  appended. 
This  was  designed  as  a  record  of  the  birthdays 
of  friends.  After  the  publication  of  this  book 
the  defendants  published  and  sold  a  work  under 
the  title  of  **  The  Children's  Birthday  Text- 
Book,"  which  was  arranged  upon  precisely  the 
same  plan  as  that  of  the  plaintiff's  publication, 
its  only  difference,  it  was  alleged,  being  in  the 
selection  of  texts  and  verses.  Lord  Romilly 
granted  an  injunction.  While  admitting  that 
the  defendants  would  be  at  liberty  to  publish  a 
daily  text-book,  and  so  far  to  adopt  the  scheme 
of  the  plaintifis,  he  pointed  out  that  it  was  the 
plaintiff's  own  idea  to  have  a  text-book  assoqi- 
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ated  with  a  birthday,  and  so  to  adapt  it  to  re- 
ligious sentiments.  The  plaintiff  was  accord- 
ingly held  to  be  entitled  to  a  copyright  in  the 
use  of  the  title  "Birthdav  Text-books,"  what- 
ever other  words  might  be  associated  with  it, 
and  the  defendants  were  restrained  from  the 
publication  of  their  work. 

Vice  -  Chancellor  Bacon  in  Kelly  against 
Brles  said  :  "No  case  has  been  referred  to  in 
which  it  has  been  suggested  that  tRe  taking  a 
part  of  the  title  of  a  registered  copjrright  work 
without  fraud  and  without  anything  from  which 
the  animus  furamdi  can  be  inferred  is  an  in- 
fringement of  the  present  or  of  the  preceding 
copyright  acts.** — London  Law  Tinus.

"  L'Assommoir,"  £mile  Zola,  "  The  Markets  of 
Paris  "  (La  Ventre  de  Paris). 

J.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.  are  rapidly  pushing

For  instance,  by  turning  to  the 
word  "  Birds"  the  searcher  will  be  guided  to 
the  term  "  Ornithology,"  under  which  heading 
he  will  find  grouped  all  the  leading  terms  that 
relate  to  the  structure,  functions,  classification, 
etc.,  of  the  feathered  kingdom.  This  will 
prove  a  valuable  hand-book. 


C.  Collins  &  Co.,  No.  13  Astor  Place,  New 
York  City,are  publishing  by  subscription,  under 
the  title  of  "The  American  Continent"  Bel- 
knap's" Biographies  of  the  Early  Discoverers, "^ 
Robertson's  "  History  of  South  America," 
Grahame's  "  History  of  North  America,"  and 
Ramsay's  "  History  of  the  United  Sutes,"  so 
arranged  that  they  form  a  complete  and  contin- 
uous narrative.  These  works  are  supplemented 
and  brought  down  to  the  present  time,  under 
the  editorship  of  Mr.  Frank  Huntington.  To 
them  is  added  a  chronology,  historical,  bio- 
graphical, and  general,  which  is  exceedingly 
full  and  in  itself  a  most  valuable  work  of  refer- 
erence.  The  especial  feature  of  the  book  is 
that  it  is  perhaps  the  only  work  generally  pro- 
curable that  covers  the  history  of  Spanish- 
American  countries,  which  are  of  growing  in- 
terest to  ourselves.

&Co. 

When  ex-Secretary  Borie  accompanied  Gen. 
Grant  during  part  of  his  travels  in  the  East,  Dr. 
John  M.  Keating,  Jr.,  M.D.,  was  also  a  member 
of  the  party,  being  engaged  professionally  in  at- 
tendance upon  Mr.  Borie.  Having  taken  notes 
of  what  he  saw  and  heard  while  on  the  journey, 
he  is  now  about  to  publish  them,  with  J.  B. 
Lippincott  &  Co.,  under  the  title  of  **  with 
General  Grant  in  the  East."  "Women's  Hus- 
bands"  will  be  ready  about  the  same  time.  The 
material  of  the  latter  appeared  in  Lippincotfs 
Magazine  under  difierent  titles,  such  as,  *'  The 
Barber  of  Midas,"  "The  False  Prince,"  and 
"  Narcissus,"  and  attracted  a  great  deal  of 
attention.

POSTAL   UPS   AND    DOWNS. 

We  think  it  can  fairly  be  said  that  there  has 
never  been  a  postal  administration  more  pro- 
gressive than  the  present  in  making  the  service 
of  use  to  the  pubJic,  or  more  desirous  to  consult 
the  public  as  to  how  that  should  be  done.  The 
amount  of  progress  actually  made  since  General 
Key  came  into  control  of  the  Department  has 
been,  in  fact,  extraordinary.  It  is  therefore 
very  unfortunate  that  any  impression  should 
gain  ground,  as  has  lately  been  the  case,  that 
the  Department  has  any  intention  of  doing 
otherwise  than  heretofore  in  this  respect. 

The  first  results  of  the  strict  construction  of 
sees.  432,  740  and  772  of  the  Regulations 
ordered  by  the  Department  were  certainly 
most  unfortunate.  The  Postmaster  at  Boston 
actually  refused  to  forward  to  their  address 
such  letters  as,  to  use  a  specific  case,  some  di- 
rected in  print,  **  American  Tract  Society,  150 
Nassau  Street,  New  York  City,"  because  the 
name  of  the  State  was  omitted.  This  was 
sheer  nonsense,  and  probably  an  over-zeal  in 
carrying  out  too  literally  the  Department  in- 
structions.  An  error  of  the  same  kind,  but 
arising  from  a  different  cause,  occurred  at  the 
New  York  Post-Office  some  months  previ- 
ously, when  Postmaster  James,  with  a  view 
to  the  correction  of  the  same  evil,  ordered 
that  letters  not  fully  addressed  should  be 
treated  as  misdirected  letters.  It  was  in- 
tended that  such  letters  should  go  to  the  divis- 
ion where  evident  mistakes  in  addresses  are 
corrected,  but  by  a  curious  misinterpretation 
of  the  instructions,  the  letters,  whose  number 
had  been  altogether  underestimated,  were 
handed  over  to  the  box  clerks.  The  next 
morning  a  number  of  New  York  business 
men  found  their  most  important  letters  of  the 


day  before  returned  to  them,  for  an  absurd  rea- 
son, and  their  indignation  was  entirely  justifi- 
able. The  instructions  were  at  once  revoked 
by  the  Postmaster,  but  it  is  proper  to  say  that 
the  statement  that  he  declined  to  carry  out  in- 
structions from  the  Department  has  no  founda- 
tion in  fact. 

The  evil  at  which  the  Department  is  aiming 
is  a  serious  one.  It  is  made  a  principle  of 
post-office  nomenclature  that  no  two  offices  in 
a  given  State  should  have  the  same  name.  But 
it  often  happens  that  a  township  which  has  but 
one  post-office  has  half  a  dozen  hamlets  in  it. 
some  of  which  will  have  the  same  name  as 
other  villages  or  post-offices  in  the  same  State, 
and  even  in  the  same  county.  These  unau- 
thorized names  are  known  in  postal  parlance  as 
'*  locals."  How  confusing  is  the  resulting 
difficulty,  the  following  extract  from  the  Post- 
master-General's letter  to  Congressman  Wait 
jshows : 

"A  partial  list  o(  locals  compiled  at  the  Bos- 
ton Post-Office  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
shows  the  following  facts,  the  mere  statement  of 
which  is  the  strongest  possible  justification  of 
the  position  taken  by  the  Department :   Letters 
addressed  to  Barrett's  Station,  Mass.,  may  be 
intended    for  the    post-office    at   Amherst   or 
Three  Rivers  ;  Beach  Point  means  either  Mar- 
blehead   or    Barnstable ;     Belleville   is  either 
Newburyport  or  Natick  ;   Bowler  Farm  maybe 
Lynn  or  Groveland  ;  and  Groveland  itself  may 
mean  either  the  post-office  of  that  name  in  Es- 
sex County,  or  the  post-office  at  Needham  or  at 
Lexington,  each  of  which  has  a  local  Grove- 
land ;    Bowkerville   may  mean  Templeton  or 
Saugus   Centre.     Letters   addressed    *  Brook- 
side,  Mass.,'  may  be  intended  for  either  Dover, 
Franklin,   West    Chelmsford  or   Farmingbam. 
Bryantville  means  South  Hanover,  Pembroke 
or   Fall    River.      Cedar   Hill   means    Jamaica 
Plains,    Milton   and   Waltham.      Cherry   Hill 
means  Canton,  Salem,  North  Beverly  or  Plyra 
outh.     Chestnut  Hill  means  Blackstone  P.  O., 
Warwick,     Millville     or     Brookline.       Eagle 
Mills  means  Northampton,  Leominster,  West 
Chelmsford  or  Taunton.     Egypt  is  either  Som 
erset  or  Scituate.     Elmwood  is  a  post-office  in 
Plymouth  County,  and  Elmwood  means  Pitts- 
field,  Swampscott,  Mount  Auburn,  Peppercll, 
Dorchester  or  Haverhill  ;    and   so  on  through 
the  alphabet,  nearly  every  local    name  repre- 
senting from  two  to  ten  different  post-offices, 
sometimes  adjacent,  but  more  frequently  wide- 
ly separated  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

**  There  are  747  post-offices  in  Massachusetts, 
and  the  partial  list  of  locals  from  which  the 
above  examples  have  been  taken  contains  1683 
names." 

It  was  in  reference  to  this  that  the  following 
order  was  issued  : 

'*  Matter  addressed  to  places  which  are  not 
post-offices,  or  to  a  State  in  which  there  is  no 
such  post-office  as  that  named  in  the  address,  is 
unmailable  (class  ^,  section  432),  and  should  be 
treated  as  prescribed  in  sections  437  and  44'- 
If  the  matter  is  returned  to  sender  under  the 
provisions  of  section  437,  he  should  be  informed 
uigiiizea  oy  "v^jv^v^p^iv^ 
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of  the  proper  post-office  address  to  be  given  to 
the  matter,  if  the  post-office  is  known  to  the 
postmaster  at  the  mailing  office.  If  not»  the 
sender  should  be  advised  to  write  to  the  near- 
est division  superintendent  of  railway  mail 
service  for  the  necessary  information.  If  a  let- 
ter is  returned  to  the  sender  for  better  direction 
after  the  stamps  thereon  have  been  cancelled,  it 
should  be  forwarded,  when  redirected,  without 
additional  charge  for  postage.'* 

It  should  be  recalled  that  the  Department  has, 
since  the  original  order,  specifically  stated  that 

'^When  postmasters  and  employees  of  the 
railway  mail  service  kno7v  that  matter  deposited 
in  their  offices  for  mailing,  addressed  to  a  city 
without  the  name  of  the  State  being  given,  is 
intended  forjhe  principal  city  of  that  name, 
being,  for  instance,  addressed  to  a  well-known 
citizen,  firm,  newspaper,  or  institution  of  such 
principal  city,  or  to  a  street  and  number  which 
could  only  be  found  therein,  it  should  be  for- 
warded as  directed  in  section  467." 

This  obviates  the  difficulty  which  resulted  so 
unfortunately  in  the  cases  cited  above.  It  may 
be  added  that  in  the  New  York  Post-Office  two 
of  the  most  expert  clerks,  with  a  complete  li- 
brary of  directories,  shipping  lists,  etc.,  etc., 
for  the  entire  country,  are  kept  constantly  busy 
filling  out  or  correcting  all  imperfect  addresses 
which  can  be  positively  verified.  The  careless- 
ness and  stupidity  thus  quietly  set  right  is 
extraordinary,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the 
most  careless  class  in  this  particular  are  the 
banks  !  If  a  letter  comes  directed  to  John  Smith, 
100  Jones  Street.  Springfield, and  the  Springfield, 
Illitwis,  directory  contains  such  a  man  at  such 
a  number,  he  gets  his  letter,  although  there  are 
a  dozen  Springfields  in  the  country  ;  and  no 
order  of  the  Department  interferes  with  this 
useful  practice. 

The  Department,  it  will  thus  be  seen,  is 
simply  trying  to  correct  an  evil  that  needs  to  be 
corrected.  We  think  it  has  bungled  in  its 
method,  and  is  even  now  attempting  too  much. 

It  is  not  possible  to  go  too  far  in  attempting 
to  teach  the  public.  A  certain  amount  of  igno- 
rance and  of  carelessness  must  be  admitted  and 
provided  for,  and  the  service  will  only  suffer, 
and  the  ]>ost-offices  be  blocked  if  this  fact  is  not 
taken  into  account.  The  postal  clerks  are  in- 
deed an  abused  race ;  the  public  presumes 
upon  their  good  nature  frightfully ;  and  the 
patience  and  ingenuity  with  which  they  have 
responded  have  made  them  worthy  of  a  niche 
in  fame  alongside  that  of  the  patient  Griselde. 
The  Department  is  right  in  endeavoring  to 
lighten  their  work,  and  so  both  economize  and 
increase  efficiency,  and  in  offering  to  publish- 
ers of  newspapers  to  furnish  correct  post-office 
addresses  of  all  subscribers  it  is  doing  an  ex- 
ceedingly good  thing. 

But  it  is  not  possible  to  reach  every  man  who 
writes  a  letter,  or  every  man  who  is  expecting 


to  be  written  to,  and  the  delay  of  Dead  Letter 
Office  red  tape  will  not  do.  Sometimes  the 
local,  the  railroad,  and  the  postal  names  of  a 
considerable  village  will  be  different,  or,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  town  of  Sprague,  Ct.,  with  its 
post-offices  Baltic  and  Hanover,  there  may  be 
no  post-office  of  the  town  name,  and  yet  half  of 
the  letters  will  be  so  directed.  It  is  absolutely 
impossible  to  get  ignorant  people  to  recognize 
these  distinctions.  When  this  destination  is 
evident,  the  letter  should  be  transmitted,  and 
the  local  postmasters,  under  proper  tally,  be 
authorized  to  forward,  if  necessary,  from  the 
one  office  to  the  other.  If  it  is  evident  within 
certain  limitations  (as  that  it  is  one  or  another 
place  in  the  State),  it  seems  to  us  the  Division 
authorities  should  decide — making  virtually 
the  desideratum  of  a  Division  dead  letter  office, 
such  as  the  New  York  Post- Office  runs  for  itself. 
Logically  the  Department  is  right,  but  shall  it 
insist  that  John  Smith  shall  not  have  his  letter 
because  there  are  so  many  John  Smiths,  and 
that  all  John  Smiths  but  one  in  a  place  shall 
change  their  names  ? 

Nevertheless,  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that 
the  intention  of  the  order  was  a  good  one,  and 
it  is  not  fair  because  of  incidental  mistakes  to 
forget  the  record  of  the  present  postal  admin-  - 
istration.  The  order  was  in  part  necessary, 
and  ultimately  only  the  necessary  part  is  likely 
to  remain  in  force.

POSTAL  MATTERS. 

The  following  reply  of  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to  Senator  Anthony  refers  to  the  much-dis- 
cussed order  as  to  '*  locals."    (See  editorial.)

Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  21,  1879. ) 
My  Dear  Sir  : 

Your  note  of  Oct.  17th  was  received  on  Sat- 
urday. I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  order 
is  now  better  understood,  and  is  working  well. 
No  complaints  have  been  received  outside  of 
New  England.  Your  suggestion  in  regard  to 
change  of  names  is  being  acted  upon  wherever 
it  appears  necessary,  and  greater  care  will  be 
exercised  hereafter  in  the  selection  of  names 
for  new  post-offices,  and  in  changing  the  names 
of  offices  already  established.

PROF.   MORLEY'S  ENGLISH  SERIES 

CasselL,  Petter,  Galpin  &  Co.  will  have 
ready  presently  the  fourth  volume,  on  "  Shorter 
Prose  Writings,*'  of  Prof.  Henry  Morley's 
**  Library  of  English  Literature."  Prof.  Moses 
Coit  Tyler's  abridgment  and  rearrangement  of 
Prof.  Morlev's  **  First  Sketch  of  English  Liter- 
ature,"  recently  published  here,  has  called  out, 
in  The  Times,  of  London,  a  letter  of  complaint 
from  the  London  publishers.  They  claim  that 
by  the  use  of  Prof.  Morley's  name  on  the  title- 
page,  "he  is  made  to  sanction  the  conversion 
of  his  book  into  a  shape  which,  in  his  prepara 
tion  of  it,  he  studiously  avoided  giving  it." 
Prof.  Morley,  in  a  letter  to  Messrs.  Cassell, 
says : 

'*  I  have  looked  carefully  through  Prof.  Ty- 
ler's abridgment  and  rearrangement  of  my 
'  First  Sketch  of  English  Literature,'  and  find 
that  he  has  done  most  courteously  and  skil- 
fully what  the  American  appropriators  of  our 
copyright  proposed  to  him  to  do,  but  as  the 
thing  proposed  was  to  deprive  my  book  of  its 
most  characteristic  features  and  reduce  it  to 
that  form  of  conventional  hand-book  from  which 
it  was  specially  designed  to  give  teachers  and 
students  a  way  of  escape,  I  need  not  say  that  I 
should  have  prevented  such  a  reconstruction  if 
copyright  laws  had  given  me  power  to  do  so." 

It  was  generally  understood  that  this  re- 
working had  Proi.  Morley's  sanction,  and  as 
Prof.  Tyler  is  one  of  the  most  straightforward 
of  men,  some  explanation  will  doubtless  be 
given. 


"REFORM    IN    BOOKMAKING.'* 

Under  the  above  head,  the  Evening  Pest  oi 
OcL  14th  discusses  the  points  of  manufacture 
treated  in  our  editorial  of  Oct.  nth,  and  comes 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  plan  **  is  to  print 
school-books  upon  paper  of  natural  color,  not 
artificially  whitened  and  especially  not  glazed. 
Such  paper  has  a  distinctly  yellowish  tint,  and 
the  absence  of  gla/Jng  from  its  surface  effectu- 
ally prevents  the  reflection  of  light  in  a  hurtful 
glare."  It  goes  on  to  say  :  **  But  the  glare  of 
white  paper  is  not  the  only  agency  of  injury  to 
children's  eyes  found  in  the  school-books  of 
our  time.  The  use  of  unduly  small  type  in- 
sufficiently leaded  is  also  common.  In  this 
matter  the  rule  of  the  publishers  has  too  often 
been  founded  upon  the  misconception  that 
hrpe  large  enough  to  be  read  easily  by  grown 
folk  is  large  enough  for  children's  use.  It  if 
forgotten  that  the  act  of  reading  as  performed 
by  a  grown  person  is  another  and  a  much  easier 
thing  than  the  act  of  reading  as  performed  by  t 
child.  Men  and  wgmen  permit  the  eye  to  run 
along  the  lines  of  a  book,  recognizing  the  words 
by  their  general  outline,  and  helping  even  this 
exercise  of  the  eyes  by  the  use  of  the  context 
as  a  guide ;  children  at  first  have  to  pick  oat 
each  letter,  and  when  they  have  got  beyond  the 
necessity  of  doing  that,  they  still  must  look 
much  more  closely  at  each  word  than  grown 
readers  do,  following  the  letters  more  fully  and 
straining  the  sight  greatly  more.  Doing  this 
where  fine  type  is  used  must  almost  certainly 
injure  the  sight,  and  it  would  not  be  going  too 
far  if  school  boards  would  resolutely  exclude 
from  their  lists  of  text-books  all  books  in  any 
part  of  which  smaller  type  than  ordinary  bre- 
vier is  used,  and  all  books  any  part  of  which  is 
printed  without  leads  between  the  lines.  Many 
of  the  arithmetics  in  use  are  gross  offenders  in 
this  way,  particularly  where  fractions  are  used. 

"  Thin  paper  is  less  commonlv  used  in  school- 
books  than  small  type,  but  there  are  school- 
books  in  use  in  which  the  paper  is  not  qnite 
opaque,  and  every  such  book  is  to  be  con- 
demned.  Another  point  of  greater  moment 
than  at  first  appears  is  a  fault  common  to  many 
books  of  all  classes,  namely,  the  narrowness  of 
inner  margins.  The  width  of  an  outer  margin 
is  a  matter  of  very  little  importance  indeed, 
while  it  is  highly  important  that  the  inner  mai- 
gins  shall  be  wide  enough  to  permit  every  part 
of  every  page  to  lie  at  a  right  angle  to  the 
reader's  eye.  Without  this  the  book  is  incon- 
venient, and  reading  is  positively  hurtful  to  the 
sight.  Yet  publishers  frequently  neglect  this 
important  matter.  They  lavish  paper  some- 
times upon  broad  margins,  but  it  is  with  outer 
margins  chiefly  that  they  concern  themselves. 
The  best  that  they  do  for  us,  commonly,  is  to 
print  the  text  in  the  middle  of  the  leaf,  making 
the  margins  equal  in  width  on  the  unbound 
sheet.  When  the  sheets  are  collected  and 
bound  the  margins  are  practically  no  longer 
equal,  and  the  inner  one  is  too  narrow.  As 
examples  of  what  we  mean,  let  the  reader  look 
at  Sharkey's  *  Mate  to  Mate,'  published  by  the 
Putnams,  or  at  the  new  edition  of  '  The  Life  of 
Franklin,'  published  by  Lippincott,  or  at  *  Sarab 
de  Berenger,'  from  Roberts  Brothers'  press. 
These  are  well-made  books,  from  houses  whose 
uniform  practice  it  is  to  make  their  books  well . 
yet  with  no  one  of  them  is  it  possible  so  to 
open  the  book  that  the  pa^es  shall  lie  flat  with 
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the  inner  ends  of  the  lines  at  a  right  angle  to 
the  line  of  vision,  without  injuring  the  books. 
All  of  these  books  would  be  better  if  the  printed 
matter  in  them  had  been  placed  a  quarter  or, 
even  a  half  inch  nearer  the  outer  edges  of  the 
pages.  We  mention  these  particular  books  not 
as  exceptional,  but  as  ordinary  examples  of  the 
books  of  our  time,  choosing  them  rather  than 
others  merely  because  they  happen  to  lie  at 
hand. 

•*  All  of  these  matters  are  more  important  in 
the  case  of  school-books  than  in  that  of  books 
for  grown  readers,  but  there  is  no  good  reason 
why  all  books  should  not  be  printed  upon 
opaque,  unglazed,  and  not  too  white  paper, 
with  clear,  open  type,  and  with  the  matter  so 
placed  that  the  pages  may  lie  flat  to  the  ends 
of  all  the  lines."

The  Stationers'  Board  of  Trade  announce 
a  manufacturers'  advance  of  five  per  cent  on 
blank-books,  on  the  first  of  November.  Amen  I 
This  is  the  first  sign  of  absolute  progress  that 
we  have  seen  for  many  a  day,  and  it  is  a  blessed 
thing  that  even  those  who  hold  an  indirect  con- 
nection with  the  book-trade  and  book-buyer 
believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  secure  a  liv- 
ing profit.  Would  that  the  spirit  might  reach 
the  book  publisher  and  the  book-dealer  !  Alas, 
the  small  sum  of  five  per  cent  is  a  matter  be- 
yond the  consideration  of  our  generous-hearted 
guild  !  We  always  stand  ready  to  give  away, 
without  beingj  asked,  not  only  five  per  cent, 
but  ten,  or  twenty  !  Is  it  because  we  are  so 
rich,  or  because  we  are  ignorant  of  the  first 
principles  of  political  economy?  Let  every 
one  of  us  figure  up  the  business  of  any  one  of 
the  last  five  years,  and  how  readily  it  will  be 
seen  that  five  per  cent  more  of  profit  would 
have  made  us  happy  and  sound.  O  for  the  day 
when  the  bookseller  shall  have  as  much  back- 
bone as  the  men  who  make  blank-books  ;  when 
we  shall  learn  to  be  just  as  well  as  generous, 
and  not  belittle  our  calling  by  an  unwise  cheap- 
ening of  our  wares.  Old  Fogy.

Dear  Sir  :  Doubtless  you  think  it  strange 
that  we  have  not  been  more  ready  to  invest  in 
your  Liierary  News  as  a  medium  of  adver- 
tising, and  a  prospective  means  of  increasing 
our  book  trade  ;  but  the  simple  truth  is  that 
we,  like  most  country  booksellers,  can  see 
little  or  no  encouragement  in  advertising  books 
almost  exclusively  for  the  berufit  of  the  pub- 
Ushers. 

We  carry  as  full  a  line  of  new  books  as 
our  place  of  about  5,000  inhabitants  will  war- 
rant, and  occcasionally  (or  "  semi-occasionally") 
sell  one  at  10  per  cent  oflffrom  published  price 
{never  full  price\  20  per  cent  to  the  clergy, 
and  10  to  20  per  cent  to  teachers  and  profes- 
sional book-buyers,  who  frequently  complain 
because  we ''cannot  give  them  from  25  to  33 
per  cent,  and  some  say  "40  off,"  as  they  say 


"the    publishers    do."       Some  time   ago  we 
were  told  by  a  responsible  man  that  he  got  40 

per  cent  on  all  of *s  books  ;  but  the  very  best 

we  can  get  on  $50  or  $100  worth   is  one   third 
cash^  ten  days.     But  then  he  "gets  it  through  a 

dry-goods  clerk,  and  he  of  one  of 's  clerks." 

I  know  that  is  not  regular ;  but  then  a  hous<^- 
that  can  hold   their  reins  over  the  entire  trade 

as    stiff  as    do   can    very   easily  control 

discounts  to  clerks,  if  they  desire  to. 

Country  booksellers  are  heartily  tired  of 
"shaking  the  bush."  by  buying  samples  of  new 
books  as  fast  as  published  for  those  who  ought 
to  be  their  customers  to  look  over  and  make 
out  their  memorandums  from,  and  thus  having 
the  publishers  and  their  allies  (the  99c. 
stores  and  butcher  shops  and  dry  goods  clerks) 
"  catch  the  birds"  by  getting  all  their  orders, 
most  of  which  would  be  given  at  home,  where 
they  belong,  but  for  the  reasons  given  above. 
For  years  we  have  given  10  per  cent  off  on  all 
miscellaneous  books^  and  where  anything  of  an 
order  was  made  15  to  20  per  cent,  and  yet 
the  constant  cry  is,  "  We  can  do  better ^  and 
this,  too,  from  parties  we  cannot  help  believ- 
ing. 

What  can  we  do  ?  is  the  question  we  would 
respectfully  ask  you  to  solve. 

Wishing  your  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trade  all  the  success  they  deserve,  and  that 
your  profits  may  always  be  reasonably  large,

The  third  volume  of  Bryant  and  Gay's"  Pop- 
ular History  of  the  United  States,"  which  covers 
the  Colonial  period,  is  very  nearly  ready  at 
Chas.  Scribner's  Sons. 

Henry  Holt  &  Co.  have  nearly  ready  the  first 
volume  of  their  larger  educational  series,  the 
American  Science  Series,  which  will  be  one  of 
the  most  important  lines  of  text-books  and  gen- 
eral manuals  yet  published  in  this  country. 
They  are  intended  both  for  the  student  and  for 
readers.  The  initial  volume  is  on  *'  Astron- 
omy," by  Prof.  Simon  Newcomb,  of  Washing- 
ton, who  is  most  capable  for  the  work.  Scriv- 
ener's Greek  Testament,  important  to  clergymen 
and  students,  is  also  nearly  ready. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Stedman  has  just  returned  from 
Europe  very  much  benefited  by  his  six  months' 
vacation.  He  had  a  delightful  time  in  England, 
where  he  visited  the  haunts  of  the  dead  poets 
and  the  homes  of  the  living.

Pains  have  been  taken  to  se- 
cure exceptional  excellence  in  the  fac-similes, 
and  every  impression  has  been  carefully  in- 
spected, that  no  imperfect  plate  be  issued.  This 
result  is  a  notable  triumph  for  the  Heliolype 
Company,  for  the  reproductions  are  indeed  re- 
markable. The  price  to  subscribers  is  $i5f 
and  there  should  be  some  sale  for  these  through 
the  trade. 

EsTEs  &  Lauriat  have  ready  their  "  Zigzag 
Journeys  in  Europe  :  Vacation  Rambles  in  His- 
toric Lands,"  by  Hezekiah  Butterworth,  a  book 
for  young  people  on  the  plan  of  Toepffer's  Voy- 
age  en  Zigzag,  being  the  experiences  of  an 
American  tutor  and  his  pupils  travelling  in 
England  and  France  in  search  of  historic  scenes 
and  picturesque  views.  The  work  is  all  that 
was  promised  ;  rich  in  illustrations,  excellent 
in  its  mechanical  parts,  and  full  of  interest  in 
the  text,  which  is  from  the  pen  of  a  frequent 


contributor  to  St,  Nicholas,  The  publishers 
claim  "  that  no  more  elegant  or  interesting  ju- 
venile book  has  ever  been  issued  from  the 
American  press."  It  certainly  will  take  its 
place  on  sight  among  the  most  desirable  holiday 
books  of  the  coming  season. 

We  have  made  some  experiments  with  **  The 
Marvel  Copyist,"  manufactured  by  I.  K.  Funk 
&  Co.,  31  and  33  Barclay  Street, and  find  that  at 
least  100  good  copies  can  be  made  from  one 
letter.  With  heavy  and  careful  writing,  we  arc 
inclined  to  think,  the  200  impressions  spoken 
of  can  in  fact  betaken.  The  only  difficulty  is 
that  of  removing  the  ink  from  the  gelatine  sur- 
face without  roughening,  but  this  at  the  worst 
is  obviated  by  heating  the  gelatine  and  allow- 
ing it  to  cool  as  an  even  surface,  which  it  does 
perfectly.  The  "Marvel"  is  of  one  size  only, 
which  takes  any  paper  up  to  foolscap.  These 
copyists  are  an  application  of  the  material  used 
in  the  heliotype  process,  and  are  said  to  have 
originated  in  Vienna.

THE   INCREASE  IN  PRICES. 

There  are  on  all  sides  decided  symptoms  of 
an  advance  in  the  prices  of  goods,  even  where 
such  advances  have  not  already  been  made.  The 
book  trade  has  not  been  without  indications  in 
the  same  direction,  though  as  yet  most  prices 
have  not  materially  changed.  Paper  is  stiffer  and 
slightly  higher,  and  the  increased  price  of  lead 
has  justified  a  present  rise  in  the  prices  of  ste- 
reotyping. The  price  of  labor  is  likely  to  come 
up  with  the  increased  demand. for  it,  and  with 
the  greater  cost  of  articles  of  food  and  dress. 
The  blank-book  manufacturers,  as  has  been 
noted,  have  already  made  a  five  per  cent  rise  on 
their  products.  In  view  of  the  low  wholesale 
price  of  certain  lines  of  books,  as  juveniles  and 
cheap  standards,  even  the  present  rise  in  cer- 
tain elements  of  manufacture  have  an  import- 
ant bearing. 

The  first  question  is,  whether  prices  and 
demand  are  above  or  "below  the  normal  aver- 
age, which  is  likely  to  be  the  standard  of  the 
near  future.  Paper  has  certainly  ruled  very 
low,  in  some  grades  one  third  below  the  pri^s 
at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  lower  probably 
,  thah  the  cost  of  production  requires.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  mills 
and  the  new  supplies  of  raw  material  resulting 
fro:m  the  introduction  of  new  fibres,  diverting 
the  demand  for  rags,  will  not  permit  a  perma- 
nent rise  of  price  on  paper  to  anything  like 
the  old  figures.    The  threatenefl  increase  in  the 


price  of  stereotyping,  because  of  the  higher  cost 
of  metal,  is  not  likely  to  be  held,  for  the  reset*, 
voir  of  old  plates  would  soon  be  tapped,  even 
if  the  supply  from  the  mine  refuse  did  not  re- 
spond, as  it  will,  but  the  necessary  increase  of 
wages  with  better  times  will  put  up  the  cost  of 
composition  and  press-work  and  stereotyping 
alike.  In  a  word,  books  will  cost  more  to 
manufacture  as  better  times  come,  and  prices 
that  do  no  more  than  cover  cost  of  manufac- 
ture must  be  raised.  Prices,  we  think,  are  not 
up  to  the  normal  standard. 

This  fact  is  the  key  to  the  hoped-for  im- 
provement of  the  trade,  and  we  wish  to  point 
out  that  the  way  to  assure  permanent  prosperity 
in  the  trade  is,  not  to  put  up  retail  prices  as 
wholesale  advance,  but  to  make  discounts 
stiffer  and  closer.  This  is,  at  first  sight,  opposed 
to  the  interests  of  the  retail  trade,  but^  as  we 
have  often  pointed  out,  it  is  really  the  b^st  pro- 
tection. We  have  always  looked  forward,  since 
the  failure  of  the  A.  B.  T.  A.  plan,  toi  better 
times  as  in  this  way  the  remedy  for  trade 
abuses,  and  we  trust  that,  as  the  oppdrtunity 
comes,  there  may  be  no  mistakes. 


We  urge  upon  dealers  the  importance  of 
sending  in  their  orders  for  the  Christmas  issues 
early.  They  are  to  be  filled,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, according  to  receipt.  The  orders  so  far 
received  show  an  increasing  demand,  which 
makes  us  the  more  anxious  to  file  sufficient 
orders  for  paper.  Several  were  disappointed 
last  year  because  of  too  late  orders. 


PHILADELPHIA   LETTER. 

PHILADBLPHtA,  Ojct    27,  JI879. 

The  weather  for  the  last  week  has  been  all 
that  could  be  desired,  and  is  in  striking  con- 
trast with  the  warm  and  sultry  weather  of  a 
few  weeks  previous.  Under  its  bene&cial  in- 
fluence trade  in  general!  has  takejn  a  fre4h  start, 
people  having  given  up  the  idea  of  going  out 
of  town  again.  The  book  and  stationery  trade 
of  this  city  has  been  moderately  activ^,  with 
bright  prospects  of  a  good  Christmas  trade. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Hepry  C.  Carey,  whose 
obituary  notice  appeared  in  the  Weekly  of 
October  i8th,  took  place  on  the  i6th  insL  from 
his  residence,  and  the  interment  at  St.  Mary's 
P.  E.  Church,  Buriington,  N.  J.  The  house  in 
which  he  lived  was  built  in  1835  by  Matthew 
Carey,  the  father  of  the  deceased,  and  for  fort)- 
five  years  has  been  the  home  of  th^  Carey 
family.  Everything  within  bears  the  evidence 
of  a  past  age.  Massive  old  cabinets  which  have 
stood  in  tbeir-places  for  nearly  half  a  century, 
ornaments  of  antique  design,  and  paintings  and 
statuary  of  other  years  are  there,  as  a  reminder 
of  the  tenacity  with  which  Henry  C.  Carey 
clung  to  the  past  and  his  books.  This  prop- 
erty is  now  in  the  possession ;  of  Mr<  H.  C. 
Baird,  it  having  been  left  to  him  by  the  will  of 
Mr.  Carey. 

Mr.  Carey  pogsey^^^d^  aj^b5^  of^sevonl 
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thousand  volnmiBs,  which  line  the  walls  of  his 
study,  and  which  he  cherished  above  everything 
else  of  his  worldly  goods.  It  is  comprised 
largely  of  works  on  political  economy,  statisti- 
cal and  otherwise,  including  a  set  of  his  own 
works  (in  about  twenty-five  volumes),  printed 
in  English,  German,  Italian,  Danish,  Swedish, 
Russian,  and  Magyar  (the  language  of  Hun- 
gary)- 

In  his  later  years  Mr.  Carey  was  a  great  reader 
of  novels.  It  was  a  recreation  to  him,  and, 
perhaps  having  previously  some  distrust  of 
his  own  inclination  in  this  respect,  he  once  re- 
marked to  a  distinguished  man^  who,  it  was 
stated,  was  a  great  reader  of  novels,  that  it  was 
a  source  of  much  consolation  to  him  to  know 
that  there  were  other  men  who  had  been  think- 
ers like  himself,  to  whom  he  was  similar  in  the 
fancy  of  his  old  age. 

He  bequeathed  a  large  collection  of  paintings 
and  statuary  to  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts. 
This  collection  has  been  slowly  formed,  and  in 
the  estimation  of  Mr.  Claghorn,  the  President 
of  the  Academy,  has  an  artistic  and  historical 
value  that  cannot  be  gauged  by  dollars  merely, 
as  it  embraces  paintings  of  such  artists  as 
Stanfield,  Eastlake,  Sully,  Maclise,  Leslie,  Sal- 
vator  Rosa,  Steinhauser,  Canova,  etc. 

Messrs  J.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.  announce  for 
next  week  a  work  that  will  be  of  great  interest 
to  a  large  ponion  of  the  public,  that  on 
"American  College  Fraternities,"  by  William 
Raimond  Baird.

ANOTHER  BOOK  THIEF  CAUGHT. 

Messrs.  D.  Appleton  &  Co.  have  for  some 
time  been  missing  volumes  of  their  Amer- 
ican Cyclopaedia  to  the  amount  of  nearly 
$1200  worth.  A  fortnight  ago  Mr.  Fisk 
Brain  ward,  who  has  been  one  of  their  agents 
for  fifteen  years,  met  E.  H.  Lane,  a  form- 
er agent,  at  Scribner's,  with  some  of  the  sub- 
scription-books strapped  together.  Know- 
ing  that  Lane  was  not  an  authorized  agent  for 
the  books,  he  mentioned  the  circumstance  to 
the  firm.  It  had  been  known  that  the  volumes 
had  been  disposed  of  by  some  outside  person, 
in  the  manner  that  Lane  seemed  to  be  selling 
them,  and  a  private  detective  was  employed  to 
watch  Lane.  He  discovered  that  Lane  and 
Herbert  Clark,  the  suspected  deliverer,  who 
had  been  six  years  in  the  employ  of  the  firm, 
were  very  intimate,  and  met  daily  at  a  Broad- 
way saloon.  Under  orders  from  the  firm,  Mr. 
Brainward  went  to  Lane's  house,  at  No.  294 
Yates  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  and  saying  that  he 
was  no  longer  in  the  firm's  employ,  ordered  a 
number  of  copies  of  a  certain  volume  of  the 


subscription  work.  Lane  promised  to  deliver 
them  to  him  on  Saturday  in  a  hotel  at  Broad- 
way and  Canal  Street.  A  number  of  copies  of 
the  volumes  that  Brainward  had  ordered  were 
then  marked  by  Mr.  A.  Sichel,  of  the  house,  in 
invisible  ink,  and  piled  on  a  table  in  the  store. 
Some  of  them  were  missing  next  day,  but  at 
that  time  Clark  failed  to  leave  a  clue  behind, 
excepting  that  the  detective  saw  him  in  con- 
versation with  Lane.  The  latter  kept  his  ap- 
pointment with  Brainward,  and  went  to  the 
hotel  with  the  books  the  latter  had  ordered. 
Brainward  obtained  them,  paid  for  them,  and 
surely  enough,  several  contained  the  private 
mark  that  Sichel  had  made  on  certain  pages  of 
the  books  that  had  been  missed. 

Further  proof  was,  however,  desired,  and  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  Clark  went  down  stairs 
for  a  few  minutes,  and  Sichel  met  him  coming 
back  and  engaged  him  in  conversation  for  a 
while,  while  another  clerk,  by  a  prearranged 
sign,  notified  Sichel,  without  exciting  Clark's 
suspicion,  that  another  of  the  marked  volumes 
was  missing.  Sichel  then  let  Clark  go,  but  at 
the  door  he  was  stopped  by  the  porter,  who 
found  the  missing  marked  volume  strapped  to 
his  back  beneath  his  coat  where  no  one  would 
have  suspected  it  was  concealed.  Finding 
himself  caught,  he  confessed  everything,  admit- 
ting that  all  the  stolen  books  had  been  disposed 
of  by  him,  through  Lane,  to  various  book- 
dealers,  and  several  private  purchasers.  He 
at  first  gave  a  number  of  reputable  names,  but 
on  inquiry  we  find  that  the  dealers  named  have 
not  purchased  such  books  in  this  way,  and  be 
has  since  corrected  his  first  statements,  and 
said  he  told  what  had  been  told  him  by  Lane. 
Clark  and  Lane  were  both  arrested  and  taken 
before  the  Tombs  Police  Court. 

ENGLISH  BOOK  THIEVES. 
A  London  dealer  in  old  books  gives  in  The 
Pall  Mall  Gazette  a  few  instances  of  the  various 
book  thieves  by  whom  men  of  his  trade  are 
annoyed.  An  inveterate  book-maniac,  who 
may  be  the  most  respectable  of  men  in  all  other 
respects,  is  sometimes,  this  writer  says,  un- 
scrupulous and  even  knavish  when  he  gets 
into  a  bookstore.  There  is  no  trick  to  whidi 
he  will  not  resort  in  order  to  possess  himself 
of  a  coveted  volume.  **  He  will  wheedle  yott 
out  of  the  treasure,  if  you  are  at  all  easy-going. 
He  will  beg  it,  or  borrow  it,  or  buy  it,  as  the 
last  resource."  This  sort  of  thief  belongs  to  a 
class  of  "half-demented  well-to-do  folk,  who 
seem  to  have  no  business  in  the  world  except 
to  accumulate  typographical  rarities."  Book 
pilferers  of  another  kind  are  the  men  who 
make  a  living  by  huntii^g  out  for  dealers  cer- 
tain volumes  wanted  to  complete  a  valuable 
but  imperfect  set.  They  always  enter  a  shop 
with  a  heap  of  books  under  one  arm  and  many 
others  in  a  bag,  all  of  which  they  say  have 
been  ordered  ;  but  some  of  which,  it  is  well 
known  to  the  trade,  are  intended  for  exchange 
in  a  way  peculiar  to  these  people.  One  of 
these  men  perhaps  has  an  order  for  an  odd 
volume,  and  wishes  to  acquire  it  by  a  method 
more  pleasnnt  than  purchase.  He  knows  it  is 
to  be  found  on  a  certain  shelf,  of  easy  access, 
and  also  knows  its  size  and  general  appear- 
ance. Already  provided  with  a  comparatively 
worthless  volume  of  similar  binding,  he  is 
i  pretty  sure,  before  he  takes  his  departure,  to 
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substitute  it  for  the  volume  he  is  in  search  of. 
^•We  may  surprise  him."  says  the  writer,  "in 
(the  act  or  detect  the  exchange  before  he  quits 
4he  shop,  and  so  we  obtain  our  own  again  ;  but 
that  is  all.  The  man  is  too  serviceable  to  be 
<]uarrelled  with,  and  the  act,  when  detected,  is 
commonly  passed  o£f  with  a  jest  and  a- laugh 
on  both  sides."         ^ 

.LITERARY  PRODUCTIVITY. 
The  proposal  is  announced  of  issuing  printed 
slips  of  the  titles  of  the  additions  to  the  British 
Museum  library.  It  is  stated  that  the  Museum 
aiithorities  propose  40  offer  sets  of  these  slips 
for  an  annual  subscription  of  five  guineas,  and 
that  the  slips  would  number  60,000  a  year. 
Nothing  like  big  figures  and  big  words  ;  there 
»  a  cabalistic  charm  about  *'  Mesopotamia"  that 
is  very  satisfying,  until  an  atom  of  intelligent 
<;uriositv  destroys  the  illusion.  Will  the  60,000 
titles  be  those  of  new  books  ?  The  entire  liter- 
ary production  of  Europe  and  America  probably 
does  not  exceed  20,000  books  a  year,  and  even 
•this  number  would  be  found  to  include  many 
duplicates  in  the  form  of  translations  and 
adaptations,  and  a  still  further  reduction  might 
be  made  if  we  except  new  editions  printed 
without  alteration  or  revision.  Children's  toy- 
books,  religious  tracts  and  leaflets,  commercial 
Catalogues  and  prospectuses,  the  heterogeneous 
mass  of  chap-book  literature,  with  periodicals 
and  pamphlets,  all  very  properly  forming  part 
of  the  additions  to  the  national  collection,  might 
riiore  than  swell  the  total  to  60,000.  The  relig- 
ious societies  could  alone  contribute  several 
thousand  titles,  without  estimating  the  issues 
of  the  Catnach  press,  or  the  farthing  books  from 
Otiey.  All  such  issues  are  registered  in  France 
and  Germany,  and  help  to  swell  the  lists  of 
those  countries,  but  for  police  rather  than  bib- 
liographical purposes.  A  polyglot  collector 
might  possibly  find  a  thousand  new  books  a 
Tear  worth  adding  to  his  library  ;  a  large  public 
library  might  add  double  that  number.  Means 
by  which  this  may  be  accomplished  already  ex- 
ist, without  costing  anything  to  taxpayers,  and 
but  a  fraction  of  five  guineas  to  subscribers. — 
Ij>ndon  Bookseller,

Among  the  few  American  poets  who  have  earned  that 
final  laurel-wreath  of  the  author,  a  popular  demand  for  a

"The  Mistress  of  the  Manse,"  a  third  narrative 
poem,  appeared  in  1876,  in  a  handsome  illustrated  edition,  and  was  made  very  welcome  as 
a  Christmas  book.  These  four  volumes,  with  "The  Puritan's  Guest,"  published  some  time 
since  in  Scribtur's  Monthly,  which  Dr.  Holland  has  so  successfully  edited,  and  other  shorter 
poems  first  published  here  or  there,  are  now  collected  in  this  attractive  volume  of  "The 
Complete  Poetical  Writings  of  J.  G.  Holland,"  which  Chas.  Scribner's  Sons  have  this  year 
made  one  of  their  notable  holiday  books.  The  cover  is  in  a  very  beautiful  and  appropriate 
design  of  the  "  Bitter-Sweet"  berry  and  leaf,  and  in  typography  the  work,  from  entirely  new 
plates,  is  noticeably  good.  New  illustrations,  of  which  one  is  given  on  the  opposite  page,  have 
been  made  for  "  Bitter-Sweet"  by  C.  S.  Reinhart.  There  is  a  new  portrait  of  the  Doctor  by  Wyatt 
Eaton,  finely  engraved  by  Cole,  as  frontispiece,  and  other  illustrations  and  designs  decorate  the 
volume.  In  the  three  main  poems  of  the  volume — the  story  ol  New  England  life,  and  the  pic- 
tures of  a  New  England  Thanksgiving  embodied  in  "  Bitter-Sweet,"  the  appreciation  of  home 
life  and  domestic  love  in  "  Kathrina"  and  the  spirit  of  loyalty  in  the  war  episodes  of  the  thirds 
all  of  them  having  an  undertone  of  religious  problems  worked  out  in  the  broadest  faith— Dr. 
Holland  has  touched  many  of  the  deepest  chords  of  our  national  life,  and  his  popularity  as  a 
poet  of  the  people  and  of  the  home  is  well  assured.

Sky  FARNf,  in  the  pleasant  Uurk shire  country,  is  the  home  of  two 
chiltlrcn  destined  in  ilieir  happier  way  lo  be  ority  less  famous  in  literature 
than  the  boy-poer  Chatterton.  Berkshire  13  a  region  of  roiling  hills,  lifting 
into  mount:iins, of  broad  imcrvales  shtntng  u*ith  lakes,  of  happy  brooks  that 
tumble  down  the  "opes"  and  course  the  valleys,  of  far  outreachings  and 
lovely  nooks — a  country  that  is  the  very  poetry  of  nature.  The  two  child-poets,  Elaine  and  Dora 
Goodale,  born  in  1863  and  1866,  and  now  but  sixteen  and  thirteen  years  of  age,  have  given  dis- 
tinctive expression  to  this  country,  fitted  to  be  the  birthplace  of  poets.  Living  their  lives  so  far 
in  the  quiet  of  their  own  hills,  they  retain  local  color,  while  we  miss,  of  course,  the  grand 
sweep,  like  the  broad  rivers,  that  makes  the  most  local  of  Bryant's  poems  universal.  They  are 
meadow  brooks,  and  yet  there  is  also  in  these  poems  an  unexpected  and  half-mysterious  under- 
tone— an  ethical  thoughtfulness,  a  moralization  instead  of  a  personification  of  nature,  a  senti- 
ment often  close  to  sadness — that  seems  more  kindred  to  the  sunset  slope  of  life. 

Each  of  the  children  wrote  verses  when  nine  years  old,  and  those  first  published  appeared  in 
Sf.  Nicholas.  Last  year,  their  poems  were  collected  in  a  sheaf  of  **  Apple-Blossoms" — ''the 
delicate  garlands  with  which  New  England  orchards  wake  in  loveliness."  They  were  instantly 
appreciated,  and  passed  through  several  editions,  until  this  year  Messrs.  Putnam  present  it  in 
red-line  as  a  holiday-book,  with  portraits  of  the  two  children.  And  this  is  now  followed  by  a 
new  book,  "  In  Berkshire  with  the  Wild  Flowers,"  on  which  the  resources  of  artist,  engraver, 
printer  and  binder  have  been  lavished.  The  variety  of  elevation  and  of  situation  in  Berkshire 
makes  \\s  flora  ver>'  varied  and  abundant — here  are  the  first  and  the  last  flowers,  almost.  In  this 
beautiful  book,  thirty  of  the  best-known  flowers  of  our  fields  and  woods  are  transmuted  into  the 
honey  of  verse,  each  in  a  poem  reflecting  its  beauty,  its  home,  and  its  sentiment,  and  of  the  most 
of  them  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  the  artist  of  **  Snugtown,"  said  to  be  the  most  beautiful  illustrated 
article  that  ever  appeared  in  an  American  magazine,  has  made  close  and  exquisitely  lovely  por- 
trait-designs. Here  are  the  trailing  arbutus,  the  first  flower  of  the  spring,  which  we  have 
presented  above;  the  blue  hepatica,  "silent  token  of  an  April  day;"  blue  violets,  "a  blos- 
som of  returning  light  ;"  the  "gypsy  beauty"  of  the  columbine  ;  daisies,  suggesting  the  lovely 
picture  opposite  ;  the  golden  rod  and  purple  asters  of  New  England  autumn — these  and  more 
are  here,  in  this  book  of  Berkshire  flowers,  that  to  lovers  of  nature  and  of  song  everywhere 
•comes  as  a  new  joy. 
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DAISIES. 
{ChrysanthentufH  ieucantAemuM.) 
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"THE    BREAKING   WAVES    DASHED    HIGH." 

Thk  inost  of  people  know  more  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims — have  it 
more  defined  in  picniTe-nipking  nuniory — from  the  world-famed  hymn  of 
Mrs,  Hem^ns  ihan  from  all  oilier  and  more  authentic  sources.  It  matters 
little  that  the  racderate-sized  boulder  upon  which  Marj  Chilton  is  supposed 
to  have  stepped  is  the  only  piece  of  rock  in  the  neighborhood  of  Plymouth ;  the  poet's  imagin- 
ings have  more  reality  than  fact,  and  "  the  stern  and  rock-bound  coast"  of  Mrs.  Hemans  (not 
even  a  fair  generalization  of  that  part  of  the  New  England  shore)  bids  fair  almost  to  outlive 
Plymouth  beaches  and  the  sandy  capes  of  the  Bay  State.  This  is  because  the  poem  is  full  of 
pictures,  and  in  selecting  it  as  the  fourth  of  their  illustrated  hymns  for  holiday  gift-books,  Lee 
&  Shepard  have  taken  a  hint  frcm  the  people.  The  hymn  is  loved,  not  only  by  all  New  Eng- 
landers,  but  by  the  countless  hosts  of  Americans  who  trace  their  descent  from  and  reverence 
New  England  ;  and  if  a  tenth  of  the  descendants  of  those  who  came  over  in  the  **  first  ship" 
should  purchase  the  book,  several  times  the  edition  would  instantly  be  called  for.  The  second 
line  of  Mrs.  Hemans'  poem  so  illustrates  the  New  England  character  that  no  wonder  it  is  taken 
as  a  true  picture  of  the  coast.  The  "  stern  and  rock-bound  "  Puritans  are  figures  that  can  never 
fade  from  history. 

In  this  book  Miss  L.  B.  Humphrey,  the  illustrator  of  this  as  of  the  other  volumes  of  the 
series,  has  caught  happily  Mrs.  Hemans'  pictures  of  the  coast,  the  waves  dashing  against  the 
stubborn  rocks,  the  tossing  of  the  pines  "  against  a  stormy  sky,"  the  wide  stretch  of  sea  over 
which  the  ocean- eagle  flies,  the  lonely  cliffs,  the  long-drawn  aisles  of  the  forests,  and  thence  she 
turns  to  the  Puritans  themselves,  their  circumstances  and  contrasts,  the  faith  that  moved  them, 
typified  in  the  noble  female  head  with  oak-leaf  and  acorn,  the  stern,  sweet  faces  of  the  men  and 
women,  and,  in  contrast,  the  stirring  scenes  of  easier  heroism  so  different  from  their  quiet  and 
lonely  bravery.  In  these  illustrations,  excellently  engraved  by  Andrews,  the  whole  spirit  of  the 
poem  is  capitally  set  forth,  and  every  home  that  is  built  upon  the  sure  foundation  of  Plymouth 
Rock  should  count  this  book  among  its  treasures.

'  ART    IN    AMERICA. 

For  some  years  Messrs.  Harper  &  Brothers  have  made  a  point  at  Christmas  time  of  pre- 
senting to  the  public  holiday  books  interesting  not  only  in  their  excellence  of  typography  ind 
illustration  and  their  beauty  of  appearance,  but  valuable  as  being  important  treatises  on  an— ^ 
department  which  has  absorbed  more  and  more  the  so-called  holiday  gift-book.  The  scrie* 
issued  by  them  two  years  ago,  Mrs.  Spofford's  "Art  Decoration,"  Col.  Nichols'  "Art  Education.* 
and  Mr.  Benjamin's  '* Contemporary  Art  in  Europe" — besides  the  several  books  on  ceramics. 
Prime's  **  Pottery  and  Porcelain,"  Miss  Young's  "Ceramic  Art,"  etc. — are  followed  this  year 
by  a  sumptuous  book,  a  critical  and  historical  sketch  of  *'Art  in  America,"  by  Mr.  S.  G.  W. 
Benjamin,  a  fitting  companion  to  the  book  previously  mentioned  from  his  pen.  Mu^  of  ibe 
text  and  many  of  the  pictures  have  already  appeared  in  Harper's  Magazine,  and  have  there  much 
delighted  the  lovers  of  art ;  but  the  book- in  its  entirety  is  new,  and  comprises  a  remarkably  com- 
prehensive and  interesting  survey  of  the  entire  field  of  purely  American  art.  An  mteiesting 
chapter  is  given  to  early  American  art,  including  such  names  as  Copley,  West,  TrumbttU,  Stuarr. 
AUston,  and  their  peers  ;  but  the  body  of  the  work  is  devoted  to  American  painters  in  ilie  bal: 
century  between  1828  and  1878 — ^a  half  century  found  in  this  retrospect  to  be  much  more  rich  than 
many  Americans  would  suppose.  For  practical  reasons,  the  American  painters  resident  abroad 
are  not  included,  but  the  chapter  on  sculpture  in  America  includes  also  many,  in  fact  ihc 
larger  proportion,  of  those  who  make  Europe  their  home.  Of  these  painters  and  sculptors  ibe 
illustrations,  which  are  exquisite  engravings  on  wood,  present  the  most  representative  example?. 
nearly  a  hundred  artists  being  represented  by  as  many  illustrations.  The  concluding  chapter  if 
an  interesting  essay  on  the  present  tendencies  of  American  art,  a  subject  upon  which  Mr.  Beoia- 
min's  wealth  of  information  has  qualified  him  to  speak  most  intelligently.  Those  who  desire  a 
holiday  gift  which  is  at  once  a  book  characteristically  American,  a  work  on  art  and  an^art-wcrk. 
should  not  fail  to  take  note  of  "  Art  in  America."

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MOROCCO. 


The  continent  of  Africa,  even  in  its  better  known  por- 
tions, has  exercised  always  a  strange  fascination  over  the 
readers  in  other  lands.  Egypt,  with  all  that  is  known  about 
it,  is  still  a  land  of  mysteries,  and  the  countries  west,  bor- 
dering the  Mediterranean  coast,  have  been  full  of  interest 
to  the  curious  of  other  countries  almost  since  the  beginning 
of  history.  Here  was  Dido's  and  Hannibal's  Carthage  ; 
hence  came  the  Moors  who  overran  Spain  and,  according 
to  the  most  advanced  students  of  the  history  of  society, 
gave  to  modern  civilization  its  greatest  impulse  since  the 
introduction  of  Christianity ;  and  hither,  in  this  nineteenth 
century,  goes  the  modern  tourist,  sated  with  America  and 
Europe  and  even  Asia,  for  the  novelty  of  antiquity.  It  is 
fitting  that  so  historic  and  picturesque  a  country  as  "  Mo- 
rocco" should  have  its  memorial,  and  this  it  has,  in  a  sump- 
tuous  work  published  in  English  by  Cassell,  Petter,  Galpin 
&  Co.,  this  holiday  season.  The  author  is  the  brilliant 
Edmondo  de  Amicis,  whose  remarkable  pen-pictures  of 
Constantinople  and  of  Paris  are  already  widely  and  favor- 
ably known  to  American  readers.  It  is  almost  unnecessary 
to  say  that  the  text  is  therefore  picturesque,  lively,  inform- 
ing, and  agreeable.  The  illustrations,  of  which  there  are 
hundreds  in  the  large  quarto  volume,  are  the  direct  work  ot 
an  Italian  artist,  Stefano  Ussi  e  C.  Bisco,  who  was  commis- 
sioned by  the  Italian  publishers — the  original  edition  of  the 
work  was  produced  at  Milan  this  year — to  illustrate  fully 
and  worthily  de  Amicis'  text.  He  spent  accordingly  two 
fruitful  years  in  Morocco,  and  the  illustrations,  in  that 
happy  French  sketchy  style,  are  altogether  admirable. 
They  represent  the  picturesque  life  and  scenes  of  this 
country  in  all  their  variety  —  the  Moors  themselves,  their 
mosques,  buildings  in  general,  street  scenes,  their  customs 
and  amusements.  How  strange  and  varied  these  are  can^be  belter  imagined  than  described, 
and  we  regret  that  the  illustrations  available  for  our  purpose  give  but  an  inadequate  idea  of  the 
book.  Without  the  illustrations,  de  Amicis'  book  would  be  brilliant  indeed  ;  with  them,  it  is 
more. 


THE  DAUGHTER  OF  THE 
GOVERNOR. 
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FAMOUS   PARKS   AND   GARDENS. 

HE  Famous  Parks  and  Gardens  of  the  World  "  is  the  attractive  title  of  a  large  quano 
volume,  newly  published  by  TJios.  Nelson  &  Sons,  in  which  the  pleasure-grounds 
of  modem  and  ancient  days  are  described  and  illustrated.  The  race  itself,  accord- 
ing to  the  authorized  version,  began  life  in  a  garden,  and  that  the  garden  is  still  an 
Eden  of  the  philosopher  that  quaint  philosopher,  Abraham  Cowley,  has  oddlj 
suggested,  in  the  verse  which  gives  motto  to  the  title-page  : 


**  When  Epicurus  to  the  world  had  taught 

That  pleasure  was  the  chiefest  good 
(And  was  perhaps  in  the  right,  if  rightly  understood). 

His  life  he  to  his  doctrines  brought. 
And  in  a  garden's  shade  that  sovereign  pleasure  sought ; 

Who  a  true  Epicure  would  be, 

May  there  find  cheape  and  virtuous  luxury." 

This  "  cheape  luxury  "  was  never  more  "  cheape  "  or  more  delightful  than  in  our  own  coun- 
try and  in  our  own  time,  with  our  great  public  parks,  for  which  we  should  be  daily  thankful, 
and,  although  the  English  compiler  has  not  crossed  the  sea  to  the  metropolis'  Central  Park  or 
Boston's  famous  Common,  his  book  helps  us  to  appreciate  our  privileges.  In  this  book,  based 
on  but  not  confined  to  the  elaborate  work,  "Les  Jardins,"  of  Arthur  Mangin,  "beginning  with 
the  gardens  of  antiquity,  those  of  Rome  and  Greece  and  the  Eastern  world,  we  pass  on  to  the 
mediaeval  gardens,  the  gardens  of  the  Renaissance,  the  modern  gardens  of  Europe  and  Great 
Britain,  and  those  which  are  now  most  celebrated  abroad  and  at  home.  We  mark  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  so-called  classical  style,  of  the  grotesque  and  architectural  styles,  and  finally  of  that 
school  of  landscape  gardening  which  is  generally  known  as  the  English.  The  most  famous 
public  parks  and  botanical  gardens  are  individually  described  ;  and  our  labors  conclude  with 
remarks  on  the  trees  and  plants  best  adapted  for  gardens  on  a  large  scale,  on  the  animals  most 
easily  trained  or  acclimatized,  and  on  conservatories  and  their  uses." 

The  numerous  and  beautiful  illustrations,  of  which  we  can  present  only  one  of  the  smaller 
ones,  cover  as  wide  ground,  beginning  with  a  frontispiece  representing  the  hanging  (or  elevated 
gardens  of  Babylon,  famed  as  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world.  The  mingled  gossip  about 
gardens  and  suggestions  as  to  landscape  gardening,  which  combine  to  make  the  book  pleasant 
and  profitable,  will  help  to  commend  it  to  many  classes  of  readers.

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THE  CHILDREN'S   BOOK   OF   POETRY. 

To  compile  a  good  book  of  poetry  is  not  so  easy  a  task  as  at 
first  sight  Lt  seems.  There  is  nothing  which  needs  more  of  the  edi- 
torial sense  of  whar  other  people  like,  as  well  as  what  one  likes  one's 
self.  Tried  by  the  one  practical  and  sufficient  test,  the  public  ap- 
preciation tnanifesied  in  sales,  which  is  worth  even  more  than  the 
inosi  pleasant  appreciation  of  critics,  Mr.  Henr>'  T.  Coates,  of  the 
house  of  Porter  &  Coates,  possesses  this  faculty  in  an  eminent 
degree.  His  "Fireside  Encyclopedia  of  Poetry"  is  already  in  its 
seventh  edition,  and  with  its  admirable  selections  and  its  many 
illustrations  on  steel,  has  won  the  highest  praise.  Porter  &  Coates  have  now  issued  a  novelty 
for  children,  •*The  Children's  Book  of  Poetry,"  also  edited  by  Mr.  Coates,  which  is  intended  to 
do  for  children  what  that  gentleman's  other  book  does  so  excellently  for  grown  people — namely, 
to  collect  into  one  large  volume  all  the  leading  poems  for  and  of  children.  In  doing  this,  Mr. 
Coates  has  been  able  to  utilize  the  experience  gained  in  his  own  previous  admirable  work,  and 
the  result  seems  to  justify  the  good'word  that  it  is  "  the  best  book  of  poetry  for  children  in  exist- 
ence," as  it  is  certainly  the  most  extensive.  Under  the  divisions  of  "  Baby-days,"  **  Play-days," 
"  Lessons  of  Life,"  "Animals  and  Birds/' "Trees  and  Flowers,""  Nature,"  *'  Religion,"  "Christ- 
mas and  New  Year,"  "Old  Tales  and;; Ballads,"  and  "Famous  Poems  for  Older  Children," 
everything  seems  to  be  included.  There  are  indexes  to  the  titles  of  poems,  to  first  lines,  and  to 
the  illustrations  ;  the  140  illustrations  are  many  of  them  after  famous  designers  ;  the  binding  is 
very  tasteful,  and  altogether  the  book  is^one  to  delight  children  from  seven  to  seventy. 
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ZIG-ZAG  JOURNEYS. 

GOOD  Swiss  school-teacher  of  the  olden  days  was  M.  Toepfer,  a  man  ol 
letters,  of  happy  mcmor}',  born  at  Geneva  at  the  very  end  of  the  last  cen- 
tury, and  though  he  lived  only  till  1846,  leaving  pleasant  and  fj^ood  work 
behind  him.  He  had  a  quaint  style,  uniting  humor  and  a  dreamy  fancy, 
**  a  fine  bonhommie  and  an  ingenuous  air,*'  and  always  found  good  to  talk 
about.  It  was  about  the  time  of  his  death  that  his  most  famous  books, 
the  **  Voyages  en  Zig-zag,"  appeared,  in  which  the  gentle  teacher  strolled 
with  his  pupils  about  the  Oberland,  through  Savoy,  Piedmont,  and  Dau- 
phiny,  telling  them  the  stories  of  history  and  poetry  about  what  they  saw, 
and  showing  the  sights  they  saw  to  readers  who  could  not  go,  by  the  help  of  his  co-laborer,  the 
engraver. 

In  naturalizing  these  books  in  this  country,  Messrs.  Estes  &  Lauriat  have  this  year  done  an 
excellent  thing.  It  is  not  the  books  that  are  adopted,  however,  but  the  idea,  for  Mr.  Hezekiah 
Butterworth,  who  edits  "  Zig-zag  Journeys,*'  takes  not  Switzerland,  but  England  and  France  for 
his  travellers,  doing  much  what  Mr.  Scudder  has  been  doing  in  the  Bodley  books  for  part  of  this 
country.  Within  the  handsome  covers,  the  traveller  by  book  finds  on  the  lining  papers  two  maps 
cleverly  designed  in  colors,  one  of  England  and  one  of  France,  framed  picturesquely  with  rep- 
resentative scenes  from  the  two  countries.  Turning  to  the  text,  the  reader  is  introduced  to  a 
parcel  of  American  schoolboys,  at  the  midwinter  vacation.  The  teacher  suggests  for  the  long 
vacation  a  summer  trip  to  Europe,  which  is  received  by  the  boys  with  delight  and  by  the  parents 
with  satisfaction.  The  boys  at  once  form  a  "Zig-zag  Club"  for  the  last  term,  ransacking  the 
public  library  for  books  of  travel  about  the  places  they  each  want  to  visit,  and  reading  their  his- 
tory at  the  meetings  of  the  club;  and  they  keep  as  hard  at  work  as  they  know  how  at  their 
French.  By  and  by  they  start,  amusing  themselves  while  crossing  the  Atlantic  with  telling  sto- 
ries of  history,  writing  letters  home  and  learning  about  ships  and  the  sea.  They  land  at  Glasgow, 
and  travel  zig-zag,  largely  on  foot,  as  T5pfer's  boys  did,  thence  to  London  ;  then  visit  Holland 
and  Belgium,  travel  through  Brittany  and  Normandy,  and,  after  seeing  Paris  and  its  glories, 
return  home,  in  the  hope  of  taking  Switzerland  and  Italy  another  year.  In  all  their  travelling, 
they  study  pleasantly  the  history  and  features  of  the  places  they  visit,  find  out  the  stories  associ- 
ated with  them,  and  so  get  as  much  knowledge  as  pleasure.  These  incidental  features,  with  the 
abundant  illustrations  of  places,  incidents,  and  people,  make  the  book  exceedingly  delightful  ; 
it  is  a  capital  thing  to  put  into  the  hands  of  children. 
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AROUND   THE   YULE   LOG. 


One  of  the   most   pleasant  aind   Christmasy 
books  that  will  delight  the  younger  people  this 
year  is  published  by  Dodd,  Mead  yt  Co.,  under 
the  timely  title  of  "Around  the  Y»W  Log" — a 
title  that  at  once  suggests  all  the  go^d  things  of 
Christmas.     "  Herein,"  says  Mr.  Rijbhard  Mark- 
ham,  the  author,  on  his  title-page,  *#are  recorded 
the  Doings  of  Five  Boys  and  Five  Glirls  on  a  Visit 
to  the  Sea  at  Christmastide  ;  togetl.ver  with  many 
Stories  and  Ballads  for  Young  Patriots."     The 
ten  children  are  no  sooner  together  vjf  their  hoIi> 
day  home  than  story-telling  begins,  arid  of  course 
Jack  chooses  first  a  story  **  about  Indibns/'  which 
l(ood-natured  Mr.  Longwood  at  once  aives.   Then 
comes  skating  for  the  out-of-doors  sport  in  the 
daytime,  and  the  next  evening  Willis  story,  not 
so  much  of  Indians,  but  of  the  Pilgfrim  Fathers, 
who,  just  about  Christmas  time   twro  centuries 
and  a  half  ago,  settled  down  amoogr  the  Indians 
"to  stay."    The  next  day  the  children  are  de- 
lighted with  an  old  skipper  they  I  meet   on   the 
beach,  who  tells  them  all  about  filshing ;  and  at 
night  they  get  at  their  story-telhng  and  history  again,  with  the  stirring  scenes  of  JRevolutionary 
days,  when  the  patriots  in  New  York  burned  the  Governor's  effigy,  and  in  Bosto  Ji  threw  the  tea 
into  the  harbor.     Of  course  the  next  day's  entertainment  is  a  snow-storm,  and  thjat  gives  text  for 
learning  about  lumbering  and  life  in  the  winter  wood-camps.     Captain  John  I  Smith  and  his 
adventures  furnish  the  entertainment  for  that  evening.     The  day  following  thdbrc  is  a  violent 
gale,  and  wrecks  and  the  fishes  of  the  deep  sea  furnish  a  topic.     And  thus  tVie  days  and  the 
evenings,  all  too  short,  go  on,  fun  and  history  pleasantly  sandwiched  together  ;l  the  early  history 
of  New  York  and  the  campaigns  in  Canada  furnishing  more  stories,  until  the  hfolidays  are  over. 
These  historical  topics  furnish  excellent  opportunities  for  illustration,  which  hawe  been  admirably 
•carried  out,  as  the  cuts  herewith  but  imperfectly  suggest.     The  historical  pictfures  and  those  of 
Indians  are  particularly  good.     Kappes  has  made  the  binding  design,  rich  ii)i  gold  brilliantly 
set  out  with  bright  colors,  and  altogether  the  book  is  a  happy  boon  to  the  chiliciren.

In  the  preceding  pages  several  of  the  most  notable  of  the  year's  holiday-books  are  fully  de- 
scribed and  illustrated  by  themselves.  The  following  is  a  more  complete  descriptive  summary, 
covering  the  general  field,  and  noting  the  new  books  and  some  of  the  old  standards  of  the 
several  publishers,  arranged  in  their  alphabetical  order.  To  them  we  are  indebted  for  the  many 
illustrations  which  adorn  these  pages  and  suggest  more  fully  the  books  of  the  year.  Santa 
Claus  and  the  publishers  are  evidently  as  good  friends  as  ever. 


D.  Appleton  &  Co.  present  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  books  of  the  year,  in  "  Landscape  in 
American  Poetry,"  an  exquisite  volume  in 
which  the  text  is  drawn  by  Lucy  Larcom,  her- 
self a  poetess,  from  the  works  of  American 
poets,  with  pleasant  interweavings  of  her  own 
comment  and  suggestion,  and  for  which  the 
illustrations  have  been  made  by  Mr.  J.  Appleton 
Brown,  of  Boston.  The  richness  and  variety  of 
these  last  are  such  as  to  make  it  seem  inlpos- 
sible  that  the  one  hand  has  drawn  them  all  ;  so 
far  as  it  has  been  possible,  the  artist  has  brought 
into  the  book  the  actual  scenes  associated  with 
poems  of  our  master  poets.  Another  new 
work  is  "  The  Homes  of  America,"  edited  by 
Mrs.  Martha  J.  Lamb,  whose  capabilit}'  as  a 
writer  is  demonstrated  in  her  '*  History  of  the 
City  of  New  York."  This  book  gives  no  less 
than  a  hundred  wood  engravings  of  notable 
and  representative  examples  of  our  domestic 
architecture,  from  the  colonial  period  down 
to  the  most  recent  country  residences  of  our 
millionaires  and  our  authors,  both  of  whom 
seem  to  be  represented  in  an  adequate  degree. 
Their  **  American  Painters"  of  last  year,  with 
its  biographies  of  fifty  artists,  and  eighty-three

"  L'Art,"  under  the  title  of  the  *'  Mus6e  Artis- 
tique  et  Litteraire,"  each  at  the  low  price  of 
$2.50,  on  somewhat  thinner  paper  than  that  of 
the  periodical,  and  containing  all  the  pictures 
appearing  therein,  except  the  larger  etchings. 
There  is  also  a  new  edition,  publishing  in 
parts,  of  Owen  Jones'  "Grammar  of  Orna- 
ment," the  standard  work  in  this  department. 
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"The  Etcher"  is  another  interesting  work  pub- 
lishing in  the  same  manner.  The  second  and 
concluding  volume  is  received  of  the  **  Ency- 
clopaedia of  Costume,"  by  J.  R.  Planch6,  which 
is  a  dictionary  of  dress  from  the  earliest  times 
In  England  to  the  present  day,  finely  illustrated 
with  plates  in  color  and  gold  and  many  hun- 
dred woodcuts.  In  such  books  as  these,  and 
in  others  commending  themselves- to  the  art- 
lover  and  the  book  collector,  his  list  is  rich. 

Robert  Carter  &  Bro.  import  this  year,  as 
their  chief  holiday  book,  the  illustrated  edition 
of  "  The  Book  of  Job,"  with  fifty  engravings 
from  the  drawings  of  Sir  John  Gilbert,  put  on 
wood  by  Dalziel,  Whymper,  and  other  leading 
English  engravers.  This  work  has  for  years 
been  out  of  print,  though  it  comprises  one  of 
the  most  admirable  series  of  Gilbert's  drawings. 
The  text  used  is  the  authorized  version,  thrown 
into  verse-lines  to  convey  a  more  adequate  idea 
of  the  poetic  nature  of  the  original ;  but  this  is 
accompanied  with  notes,  paraphrases  and  more 
accurate  renderings  of  tiie  original  of  the  old- 
est poem  in  the  world.  The  binding  is  very 
notable  in  its  design.  This  house  has  also 
prepared  a  new  edition,  at  the  remarkably  low 
price  cf  $5  for  the  huge  volume,  of  "  Family 
Devotion,"  by  Rev.  Dr.  Alex.  Fletcher,  which 
gives  in  large  type  a  portion  of  Scripture  with 
appropriate  reflections  and  prayers  for  each 
morning  and  evening  through  the  year,  a  work 
that  may  fittingly  be  placed  alongside  the  Bible 
in  many  homes  as  a  gift  to  the  elders  of  the 
household.  New  editions  of  D'Aubign6's  His- 
tories, in  very  neat  shape,  at  a  low  price  ;  of 
that  world-wide  standard,  **  Henry's  Commen- 
taries,"  and  of  Dr.  McCosh's  works,  and  still 
other  volumes,  are  also  to  be  noted. 

Cassell.  Petter,  Galpin  &  Co.  have  their 
piece  de  resistance  in  a  brilliant  volume  on 
*•  Morocco,"  written  by  Edmundo  de  Amicis, 
and  full  of  hundreds  of  illustrations  by  an 
Italian  artist  who  has  made  that  his  special 
work  for  two  years — a  book  which  is  more  fully 
described  and  illustrated  on  another  page.  An- 
other sumptuous  and  interesting  book  on  their 
list  is  the  "  Magazine  of  Art  Gift-Book,"  made 
up  from  their  admirable  art  periodical  and  pre- 
sented in  attractive  binding.  The  series  of  six 
character  sketches  from  Charles  Dickens,  lith- 
ographed from  drawings  by  the  English  artist, 
Barnard,  who  had  already  made  his  mark  as  an 
illustrator  of  Dickens,  will  take  rank  as  offer- 
ing new  and  remarkably  striking  and  effective 
realizations  of  some  of  the  most  notable  of 
Dickens'  characters,  which  it  might  have  been 
thought  could  not  be  drawn  with  any  novelty 
at  all.  These  large  drawings  in  a  portfolio 
form  one  of  the  most  interesting  publications  of 
the  year.  The  Leopold  Shakspere,  presented  in 
elegant  styles  and  in  a  variety  of  bindings,  re- 
mains, with  Mr.  Furnivale's  excellent  introduc- 
tions, with  the  new  version  of  the  text  in  view  of 
the  latest  criticism,  and  with  its  many  illustra- 
tions, large  and  small,  one  of  the  best  one-vol- 
ume editions  of  the  great  dramatist  that  can  be 
had.  This  is  specially  noteworthy  in  the  nov- 
elty of  tree  calf  dyed  in  rich  colors,  crimson, 
blue  and  others.  The  volume,  **  Native  Wild 
Flowers,"  so  popular  last  year,  is  another  work 
presented  in  this  new  style  of  binding.  To  the 
previous  volumes  of  Cassell's  Library  of 
English  Literature^  edited  by  Prof.  Henry  Mor- 
ley,  is  now  added  a  fourth,  comprising  the 
"Shorter  Prose  Works"  of  the  language,  rich. 


as  are  those  preceding  it,  in  its  reproduction  of 
early  book  decorations,  etc.  The  new  cheap 
editions  of  **  Adams'  Dictionary  of  English 
Literature,"  and  of  Prof.  Morley's  **  First 
Sketch  of  English  Literature,"  may  here  be 
mentioned  as  excellent  books  to  give  to  the 
student  or  school-boy.  "  Living  Pages  From 
Many  Ages "  is  a  finely  and  fully  illustrated 
book,  graphically  describing,  both  with  pen  and 
pencil,  the  great  events  of  history.  "Animal 
Life  Described  and  Illustrated,"  by  Perceval 
Wright,  is  of  interest  to  those  delighting  in 
natural  history.  Among  works  of  which  they

may  note  **  Our  Own  Country,"  a  beautiful 
work  on  English  places  of  note;  "The  Sea: 
its  Stirring  Story,"  by  Frederick  Whymper  ; 
"The  Heroes  of  Britain  in  Peace  and  War,"  by 
Edwin  Hodder,  and  (the  last  volume)  Edmund 
Ollier's  •' History  of  the  Russo-Turkish  War." 
For  religious  books,  the  several  volumes  of  the 
"Handy  Commentary"  so  far  published  are 
especially  notable.  New  editions  of  the  finely 
illustrated  "  Arabian  Nights"  and  Dore  "Don 
Quixote "  are  among  the  many  other  books 
numerous  beyond  our  space,  but  too  captivat- 
ing to  holiday  buyers  to  be  overlooked. 

S.  E.  Cassino,  Boston,  calls  attention  to  his 
interesting  publications  as  to  ferns  and  flowers, 
which  combine  scientific  value  with  artistic  and 
popular  interest.  The  superb  series  of  chromo- 
plates  picturing  "The  Wild  Flowers  of  Amer- 
ica," originally  an  enterprise  of  Hurd  & 
Houghton ;  the  sumptuous  similar  work  on 
"The  Ferns  of  North  America,"  and  the  more 
modest  little  volume  on  "  Ferns  in  Their  Homes 
and  Ours,"  are  all  worthy  of  a  note.  Few 
more  beautiful  books  than  those  first  named 
have  ever  been  produced. 

Robert  Clarke  &  Co.  have  just  issued  a 
work  on  "The  Mound  Builders,"  fully  illus- 
trated, which  will  commend  itself  to  those  in- 
terested in  archasology,  while  two  or  three  of 
their  previous  publications.  Miss  McLaughlin's 
well-known  "Manual  of  China  Painting,"  the 
interesting  volume  for  housekeepers  giving 
the  recipes  of  "  Housekeeping  in  the  Blue 
Grass."  and  Mansfield's  "  Personal  Memories" 
of  American  political  life,  will  attract  their 
several  classes  of  readers.      ><^  j 
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Claxton,  Remsen  &  Haffelfinger  have  a 
book  for  all  times,  including  Christmas  time, 
in  their  **  Avon  Shakespeare/'  of  which  an  im- 
mense edition  has  been  sold  daring  the  past

*•  Life  of  Charles  XII.,*'  long  out  of  print. 

Thomas  Y.  Crowell  has  on  his  list  an 
excellent  line  of  popular  standard  historical 
works,  Macaulay,  Knight,  Rollin,  Plutarch, 
Taine  and  others,  all  at  low  prices,  and  in  good 
editions  for  the  money.  His  well-known  series 
of  British  poets  in  the  one  dollar  edition,  and 
also  in  a  red-line  edition,  and  his  complete  and 
cheap  Shakespeare  should  be  remembered. 
An  excellent  line  of  commentaries  and  Bible 
literature  for  the  people,  includes  the  **  Port- 
able Commentary,"  a  cheap  edition  of  Smith's 
Bible  Dictionary,  Conybeare  and  Howson's 
•'  Life  and  Epistles  of  St.  Paul"  and  Foster's 
**  Encyclopaedia  of  Illustrations."  This  list 
affords  abundant  opportunity  to  those  who 
want  a  present  either  for  the  home  library  or 
for  their  pastor. 

DoDD,  Mead  &  Co.  have  been  disappointed 
this  year  in  obtaining  in  time  for  the  holiday 
trade  the  promised  **  History  of  Painting  in  all 
Ages/' ofWoltmann  and  Wurman,  but  this  gives 
opportunity  for  many  who  have  hitherto  been 
restricted  by  the  hard  times  to  now  make  the 
desired  purchase  of  Lubke's  great  *'  History  of 
Art,"  a  work  which'  is  already  in  its  fourth  edi- 
tion and  stands  most  excellently  the  test  of  time. 
This  has  been  received  as  by  far  the  most  sat- 
isfactory work  of  its  comprehensiveness,  afford- 
ing a  complete  sketch  of  art  history  from  the 
earliest  days.  Its  two  volumes  are  presented  in 
various  attractive  bindings.  Their  new  art  book 
of  the  year  will  be  **  The  Print  Collector,"  a 
large  volume  edited  by  Robert  Hoe,  Jr.,  an 
excellent  authority,  being  a  complete  treatise 
on  ancient  and  modern  prints,  including  etch- 
ings, and  on  print  collecting.  This  is  illus- 
trated with  many  exquisite  etchings  and  other 
plates,  and  is  likely  to  take  the  position  in 
present  art  literature,  which  the  books  on  ceram- 
ics have  been  holding  for  two  or  three  years 
past.  The  interest  in  print  collecting  is  rap- 
idly growing  and  is  likely  to  be  one  of  the 
notable  manias  of  the  day.  Mr.  Arthur  Gil- 
man's  book,  '*  Shakespeare's  Morals,"  giving 
parallel  passages  from  the  plays  and  from  the 
Scriptures  and  other  books,  will  interest  schol- 
ars. Although  Mr.  Roe  will  not  make  his 
usual  contribution  to  fiction  this  fall,  his 
previous  books  are  still  rapid  of  sale;  and  the 
many  who  have  not  read  his  several  religious 
novels  will  do  well  to  devote  a  corner  of  their 
purses  to  the  purchase  for  themselves  or  for  a 
friend  of  one  of  these  books.  For  cheap  books 
their  Hearthstone  Series  contains  some  of  the 
most  desirable  things  in  the  market. 

E.  P.  DuTTON  &  Co.  have  a  notable  religious 
work  which  should  find  thousands  of  buyers  at 
Christmas,  in  Canon  Farrar's  *'  Life  and  Work 
of  St.  Paul,"  a  continuation,  as  it  were,  of  the 
great  "  Life  of  Christ,"  by  the  same  author,  of 
which  so  many  editions  have  already  been  sold 
by  this  house.  The  new  book  by  the  Rev, 
Phillips  Brooks,  "The  Influence  of  Jesus,"  and 
the  sermons  of  himself.  Dr.  Morgan  Dix,  Bish- 
op .Stevens  and  others,  published  within  4he 
year  or  just  previously,  will  commend  them- 
selves to  the  several  classes  of  Episcopalians. 
The  **New  Testament  Commentary  for  Eng- 
lish Readers,"  edited  by  Bishop  Ellicott,  is  now 
complete  with  the  third  volume,  as  is  also  that

This  house  has  about  ready  for  publication  also 
a  volume  for  **  Family  Prayers"  prepared  under 
the  authority  of  the  English  House  of  Convoca- 
tion, and  corresponding  for  private  worship  to 
the  **  Book  of  Common  Prayer,"  for  public 
worship.  It  will  be  found  of  value  to  numer- 
ous American  Episcopal  families,  as  well  as 
to  those  for  whom  it  was  specially  prepared. 

EsTES  &  Lauriat  have  for  their  leading  holi- 
day-book a  large  quarto  volume,  *'  The  World's 
Worship  in  Stone:  Temple,  Cathedral,  and 
Mosque,"  in  which  150  illnftrations  of  the  finest 
religious  architecture  of  the  world  are  accom- 
panied by  descriptive  text  from  M.  M.  Ripley. 
To  those^  interested  in  art,  we  may  heartily  com- 
mend the  translation  just  ready  of  the  work, 
**Lallanne  on  Etching,"  of  **  the  greatest 
of  living  etchers,"  made  by  Mr.  S.  R.  Kochler, 
editor  of  the  new  American  Art  Review,  with  a 
prefatory  chapter  on  the  first  principles  of  the 
art  by  the  translatpr.  This  valuable  work  will 
have  ten  fine  etchings,  illustrative  of  methods 
and  styles,  by  Lallanne,  printed  in  Paris,  and 
two  additional  plates.  The  finest  engravings 
from  the  London  Art  youma/hsive  been  grouped 
in  portfolios,  each  of  the  three  containing  fifty 
fine  plates  after  the  first  English  and  earlier 
masters,  at  $7.50  for  each  portfolio.  There  is, 
also,  a  new  edition,  at  a  reduced  price,  of  **  The 
Home  Book  of  Poetry,"  a  well  known  compi- 
lation from  the  best  English  and  American 
poets,  printed  in  red  line  and  with  many  illus- 
trations on  steel. 

FiRMiN  DiDOT  &  CiE.,  the  well-known  Paris 
publishers  of  sumptuous  illustrated  books, 
issue  this  year  several  notable  volumes  which 
may,  perhaps,  be  ordered,  if  not  already  on  the 
shelves,*  in  time  for  Christmas  gift-giving. 
Foremost  among  these  is  the  fifth  volume, 
although  each  is  an  independent  work,  of 
Paul  Lacroix's  superb  work  on  the  manners, 
customs  and  dress  of  what  may  be  called  mod- 
ern antiquity,  from  the'middle  ages  down.  The 
new  work  is  on  '*The  Seventeenth  Century,  its 
Institutions,  Manners  and  Dress,"  and  one  more 
on  the  literature,  science  and  art  of  the  same 
century  will  complete  the  series,  and  give  us  a 
remarkable  picture  of  the  details  of  life 
from  the  middle  ages  down  to  our  own 
time.  Each  of  these  books,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, is  illustrated  with  sixteen  chromo-litho- 
graphs,  admirable  examples  of  the  art,  and 
several  hundred  engravings  on  wood — they  are, 
in  fact,  the  perfection  of  book-making.  An- 
other beautiful  volume  is  Eber's  great  work  on 
Egypt,  originally  published  in  German.  This 
production  of  the  leading  Egyptian  scholar  of 
the  time,  is  richly  illustrated  with  300  wood 
engravings  of  Egyptian  scenes  and  objects. 
*'  An  Illustrated  Album  of  the  Chase,"  compris- 
ing forty  plates  representing  various  phases  of 
the  sports  of  hunting  and  fishing,  will  also  be 
found  of  interest  to  sporting  men,  for  whom  it 
is  oftentimes  difficult  to  suggest  satisfactory 
gifts  among  books. 

The  Fine  Art  Publishing  Company,  a  new 
candidate  for  public  favor,  issue  a  number  of 
richly  illustrated  gift-books,  reproducing  by 
means  of  the  photo-engraving  process  ihc 
finest  works  of  foreign  art.  Their  specialty  is 
"The  Dor^  Bible  Gallery,"  one  of  the  most  ele- 
gant holidav  books  ever  published  at  so  low  a 
price,  which  includes  a  hundred  full-pa^  il- 
lustrations,  each  faced  by  appropriate  text  from 
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the  Scripture  and  descriptive  notes.  The  Scrip- 
ture selections  have  been  carefully  made,  so  that 
the  book  will  be  acceptable  alike  to  Catholic  and 
Protestant.  Their  list  includes  also  the  Dor6 
edition  of  the  "  Wandering  Jew,"  and  of  Cha- 
teaubriand's American  story  of  **AtfiIa,"each  of 
these  having  the  illustrations  of  Dor^,  and  the 
latter  including  his  interpretations  of  American 
scenery. 

Fords,  Howard  &  Hulbert  call  attention 
to  the  new  books  just  published  by  them,  of 
which  *•  A  Fool's  Errand,  by  one  of  the  Fools," 
is  the  most  notable,  as  containing  actual  expe- 
riences in  the  South  by  a  distinguished  North- 
ern settler.  There  is  a  vigorous  discussion 
going  on  as  to  who  the  fool  may  be.  The  two 
novels  by  Judge  Tourgee,  '*  Toinette"  and 
"Figs  and  Thistles,"  may  also  be  especially 
noted.  A  new  book  by  Prof.  Rossiter  W.  Ray- 
mond, in  Little  Classic  style,  gives,  under  the 
title  of  "  Camp  and  Cabin,"  interesting  sketches 
ofhis  experiences  as  U.S.  Mining  Commissioner 
in  the  far  West.  Mrs.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's 
*•  Footsteps  of  the  Master,"  a  book  following 
the  seasons  through  the  year  with  appropriate 
religious  reflections,  and  her  "  Bible  Heroines," 
are  two  books  that  may  well  be  remembered  at 
this  time. 

Harper  &  Brothers  have  one  of  the  notable 
books  of  the  year  in  *'  Art  in  America,"  by  S. 
G.  W.  Benjamin,  in  which  he  gives  a  compre- 
hensive critical  and  historical  survey  of  Ameri- 
can painting  and  sculpture  from  the  earliest 
period  to  our  own  time,  with  a  sketch  of  the 
present  tendencies  of  American  art.  The  book 
is  illustrated  with  nearly  a  hundred  wood  en- 
gravings of  representative  works,  and  is  more 
fully  described  elsewhere.  They  are  the 
American  publishers  of  the  new  book  of  the 
**  Songs  from  the  Published  Writings  of  Alfred 
Tennyson,"  the  music  by  Arthur  Sullivan, 
Gounod,  Liszt,  and  other  masters.  In  issuing 
an  American  edition,  the  English  original 
being  without  illustrations,  they  have  added 
original  designs  by  Winslow  Homer,  Reinhart, 
Fredericks,  and  Miss  Curtis,  and  have  made 
of  it  a  book  altogether  worthy  of  the  poet.  But 
one  of  the  best  possible  gifts  at  holiday  time 
this  year  is  one  or  the  other  of  the  superb 
series  of  historical  works,  the  Macaulay,  Hume 
and  Motley,  which  they  have  been  issuing  in 
splendid  style,  though  at  a  wonderfully  low 
price.  These  elegant  library  editions  will  take 
rank  as  the  American  standards,  and  there  is 
no  scholar  who  would  not  be  the  happier  for 
the  gift  of  one  of  these.  In  addition  to  their 
well-known  Household  Edition  of  Dickens  they 
put  now  on  their  list  several  illustrated  edi- 
tions of  the  **Waverley  Novels"  at  various 
reasonable  prices,  the  entire  series  comprising 
more  than  two  thousand  illustrations.  Their 
lists,  as  will  be  found  elsewhere,  are  full  of 
many  other  books  acceptable  at  any  time  to  all, 
and  we  can  only  refer  readers  to  these. 

Houghton,  Osgood  &  Co.  present  this  year 
no  successor  in  the  popular  series  of  which 
"  The  School-Boy"  of  Dr.  Holmes  was  the  last 
— books  that  should  be  still  of  interest  to  hosts 
of  bookbuyers — and  their  chief  holiday-book 
is  a  series  of  larger  **  Outlines  from  Hawthorne's 
'  Scarlet  Letter' "  (a  $10  book),  by  F.  O.  C.  Dar- 
ley,  similar  to  those  for  Irving's  **  Rip  Van  Win- 
kle" and  Judd's  **  Margaret,"  which  made  him 
famous  a  generation  ago.

"dealer,  scholar  and  bookbuyer,  and  the  reduction  in  price  is  made  in  the  hope  of  accomplishing 
this  generally.  Copies  should  also  be  kept  before  the  public  at  the  delivery  desk  of  libraries,  in 
reading-rooms,  and  on  the  front  counter  of  bookstores,  and  may  be  used  to  show  new  books 
received,  by  checking  off  with  blue  pencil. 

The  titles  are  printed  on  one  side  only  of  thin  paper,  so  that  they  may  be  cut  out  and  pasted 
for  card  or  book  catalogues  (by  title,  author  and  subject).  A  set  of  five  copies  ($1.25)  supplies 
all  the  requirements  of  a  library.

OUR  CHRISTMAS  NUMBER. 

By  the  time  this  number  reaches  our  sub* 
scribers,  we  trust  that  not  only  their  own  copies 
of  the  'Christmas  number,  mailed  early  in  the 
week,  but  the  imprint  editions  of  those  who 
ordered  such,  will  be  in  their  hands.  The  trade 
edition  comprises  156  pages,  the  imprint  edi- 
tions, 148  ;  and  they  include  above  no  of  the 
leading  illustrations  from  the  holiday  and  juve- 
nile books  of  the  year.  Several  of  the  forms  were 
put  to  press  some  days  before  publication  day, 
and  on  Monday  night  every  form  was  either  in 
the  press-room  or  on  the  imposing  stone.  An 
electro  to  complete  Messrs.  Firmin-Didot  et 
Cie.'s  announcement  reached  here,  however, 
only  by  the  steamer  Gellert,  which  did  not  de- 
liver goods  until  Monday  of  this  week.  It  was 
hurried  through  theCustom-House  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  but  did  not  reach  our  printing-office 
until  after  4.30  Tuesday  afternoon.  At  10.15 
Wednesday  morning,  the  work  of  overlaying, 
making  ready,  printing,  hot-rolling  and  binding 
having  been  accomplished  inside  of  18  hours,  a 
bound  perfect  copy  was  in  our  hands,  and  our 
entire  domestic  mail  (regular  edition)  was  in  the 
Post-Office  before  night.  We  think  this  de- 
serves to  be  put  on  record  as  almost  an  unexam- 
pled feat  of  fast  fine  printing.  It  is  (o  be  re- 
membered that  most  of  the  forms,  of  which  sev- 
eral were  printing  simultaneously  and  at  the 
highest  practicable  speed,  were  full  of  illustra- 


tions, to  be  printed  on  both  sides  of  the^  sheet, 
and  varying  very  much  In  character  and  color. 

We  have  good  reason  to  promise  that  every 
imprint  order  out  of  our  first  edition  (of  17,000) 
will  be  dispatched  by  the  close  of  this  day,  No- 
vember 29th.  We  beg  leave  to  present  this  as 
the  best  practical  apology  for  the  delay  of  the 
number  of  last  year,  and  we  think  that,  if  the 
publishers  favor  us  with  as  much  promptitude 
next  year,  the  Christmas  number  of  1880  can  be 
sent  out  on  the  very  day  set.  We  mean  next 
year  that  our  other  imprint  editions,  the  Educa- 
tional and  the  Summer  Catalogues,  shall  be  out 
with  equal  promptitude. 

The  results  on  which  we  congratulate  our 
patrons  and  ourselves  are  due  to  the  admira- 
ble organization  of  the  printing-office  under  the 
administration  of  that  veteran  master  of  "  the 
art  preservative,"  Mr.  John  A.  Gray,  who  is 
now  returned  to  the  post  in  which  he  was  so  long 
and  so  well  known  to  most  New  York  publish- 
ers. This  difficult  work  could  not  have  been 
accomplished  without  the  most  efficient  and 
hearty  co-operation  in  every  department,  and  for 
that,  through  the  entire  establishment  and  to  all 
from  the  foremen  of  departments  down,  we  de- 
sire to  express  cordial  thanks.  It  is  nowhere, 
throughout  our  social  machinery,  more  true  than 
in  a  great  printing-office  that  success  depends 
finally  on  the  excellence  of  each  man's  individ- 
ual work,  and  it  is  the  chief  virtue  of  a  success- 
ful organizer  to  have  everywhere  the  right  man 
in  the  right  place. 

The  printing  of  the  number,  notwithstanding 
the  size  of  the  edition  and  the  rapidity  with 
which  it  has  had  to  be  hurried  through,  is,  we 
take  it,  by  all  means  the  best  we  have  been  able 
to  send  out  of  this  office.  We  fear  we  cannot 
say  so  much  for  the  material,  since  we  were  there 
limited  to  the  books  of  the  year,  which  are 
scarcely  so  varied  and  rich  in  illustrations  as 
usual.  The  charming  design  on  the  title-page 
was  drawn  specially  for  the  number  by  Mrs. 
Addie  Ledyard  Ferris,  and  engraved  on  wood  by 
W.  G.  Wilson. 

A  second  limited  edition  for  imprint  orders, 
the  first  supply  of  paper  having  beeh  exhausted, 
will  be  ready  on  Monday  on  paper  a  little  heav- 
ier than  the  thin  paper  edition.  This  is  mostly 
taken  up,  but  about  five  hundred  can  be  supplied 
to  those  ordering  at  once,  at  $8  per  100.  About 
two  hundred  of  the  thick  edition  can  also  yet  be 
had  with  imprints.  No  further  orders  can  be 
supplied. 


The  movement  started  in  Missouri,  with  the 
general  assent,  it  would  seem,  of  dealers 
throughout  the  State,  may  do  good  if  no  mis- 
takes of  attempting  too  much  are  made.     We 

shall  look  to  its  progress  with  interest. 
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THE  POSTMASTER-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Report  of 
the  Postmaster-General  will  be  of  interest  to 
the  trade : 

COLLECTION  OF  CUSTOMS   DUTIES  UPON   FOREIGN 
BOOKS  RECEIVED  BY  MAIL. 

The  annoying  inconveniences  and  delays  to 
which  American  students  and  scholars  have 
been  subjected  .in  obtaining  single  volumes  of 
books  mailed  to  them  /rom  abroad,  in  conse- 
quence  of  the  regulation  requiring  all  dutiable 
articles  to  be  delivered  to  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms for  the  collection  of  duties,  have  been 
remedied  by  a  new  regulation  adopted  in  pur- 
suance of  the  authority  given  in  section  17  of 
the  act  of  March  3, 1879,  which  provides  that 
books  received  from  countries  or  colonies  of 
the  Universal  Postal  Union,  which  are  found 
to  be  dutiable,  shall,  when  addressed  to  post- 
offices  other  than  the  exchange  office  of  receipt, 
be  promptly  transmitted  by  mail  to  the  address- 
ees, charged  with  the  amount  of  customs  du- 
ties levied  thereon  ;  which  amounts  postmasters 
at  the  offices  of  destination  are  required  to  col- 
lect on  delivery  and  remit  by  first  mail  there- 
after, under  registration,  to  the  collector  of  the 
customs  of  the  district  in  which  the  exchange 
post-office  of  receipt  is  situated. 

Under  the  General  Postal  Union  Treaty  con- 
cluded at  Berne,  books  received  from  postal 
union  countries  which  were  chargeable  with 
customs  duties,  were  held  to  be  unmailable 
matter,  and  were  immediately  returned  to  the 
country  of  origin,  thus  imposing  a  complete 
embargo  on  the  receipt  of  books  by  mail  from 
abroad,  and  cutting  off  the  facilities  previously 
afforded  by  the  mails  for  obtaining  early  copies 
of  foreign  literary  and  scientific  works.  The 
convention  of  Paris  readopted  the  provision  of 
the  Berne  treaty  forbidding  the  transmission  by 
mail  of  any  packet  whatever  containing  articles 
liable  to  customs  duty,  but  added  a  stipulation 
that  in  case  a  packet  falling  under  this  prohibi- 
tion should  be  delivered  by  one  administration 
to  another  administration  of  the  union,  the  lat- 
ter was  to  proceed  to  dispose  of  it  according 
to  its  interior  laws  and  regulations.  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  provision  the  regulation  of  this  de- 
partment  was  modified  by  directing  the  delivery 
of  dutiable  articles  by  postmasters  at  exchange 
offices  of  receipt  to  collectors  of  the  customs, 
with  notice  of  such  delivery  to  the  addressees. 
Although  this  modified  regulation  effected  an 
improvement  in  the  treatment  of  dutiable  books, 
it  was  not  satisfactory  either  to  the  Treasury 
oifficials  or  the  public,  as  it  failed  in  many  cases 
to  secure  the  collection  of  the  customs  duties, 
and  subjected  addressees  residing  at  places  dis- 
tant from  ports  of  entry  to  vexatious  delays 
and  expenses  incident  to  the  employment  of 
agents  to  pass  their  books  through  the  custom- 
house. The  new  regulation  obviates  these  de- 
lays and  expenses,  by  insuring  a  prompt  deliv- 
ery of  books  at  the  office  of  destination  in  any 
part  of  the  United  States  on  payment  of  the 
customs  duties,  and  cannot  fail  to  satisfy  those 
of  our  citizens  who  are  accustomed  to  the  use 
of  the  mails  as  the  only  practicable  means  of 
obtaining  early  access  to  foreign  publications 
of  scientific  or  literary  interesL 

TREATMENT  OF  OTHER    DUTIABLE    ARTICLES    IN 
THE  MAILS. 

A  similar  regulation  is  needed  for  the  treatment 


of  other  articles  of  mail  matter  received  from 
foreign  countries,  which  are  subject  by  eur  laws 
to  customs  duty,  and  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  provision  of  section  17  of  the  act  of 
March  3,  1879,  siuthorizing  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  the  Postmaster-General  to  adopt 
regulations  for  the  delivery  to  addressees  in  the 
United  Statesof  dutiable  books,  with  collection 
of  customs  duties  thereon,  be  extended  to  em- 
brace all  articles  of  dutiable  matter  received  in 
the  mails  from  foreign  countries. 

As  soon  as  provision  is  made  for  the  trans- 
mission by  mail  and  delivery  to  addressees  of 
any  article  of  dutiable  mail  matter  received 
from  abroad,  it  will  be  possible  for  this  depart- 
ment to  conclude  arrangements  with  other  pos- 
tal administrations  for  the  reciprocal  exchange 
of  small  objects  of  merchandise,  for  which  no 
provision  is  made  in  existing  postal  treaties  or 
arrangements  with  foreign  countries.  Special 
arrangements  of  this  character,  commonly 
known  as  "  parcel  posts,"  are  in  operation  be- 
tween most  European  countries  with  satisfactory 
results,  serving  as  important  auxiliaLiies  to 
commerce,  and  affording  convenient  and  rapid 
facilities  for  the  interchange  of  small  articles  of 
scientific,  literary,  and  social  interest  and  im- 
portance. 

THE  NEW  CLASSIFICATION  OF  MAIL  MATTER. 

The  law  providing  for  a  new  classification  of 
mail  matter,  and  readjusting  the  rates  of  postage 
thereon,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Forty- 
fifth  Congress,  which  went  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  May  last,  has  given  universal  satis- 
faction. 

In  framing  regulations  to  carry  it  into  success- 
ful operation,  the  department  has  endeavored  to 
display  the  same  liberal  spirit  which  actuated 
Congress  in  its  passage.  Such  reports  as  have 
been  received  from  various  officers  of  the  ser- 
vice show  that  it  is  better  understood  by  the 
public  than  the  former  law,  has  served  very 
much  to  diminish  complaint  against  the  admin- 
istration of  the  different  post-offices  tfarongbout 
the  country,  and  has  removed  very  much  of  the 
friction  that  existed  in  the  service  under  the  old 
law.  Especially  is  this  true  in  respect  to  sec- 
ond class  matter. 

The  difficulties  which  presented  themselves 
under  the  old  law  in  determining  the  boundary 
line  between  periodical  publications  of  agene^ 
ral  character  and  those  which  are  designed  pri- 
marily for  advertising  purposes,  have  been  very 
materially  reduced  by  a  simple  regulation  pro- 
viding for  the  entry  at  the  post-office  where 
mailed  of  any  publication  which  had  been  de- 
termined to  be  of  the  second  class,  and  the 
printing  of  a  certificate  of  entry  on  each  copy  of 
the  publication  issued.  This  is  practically  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  made  by 
me  in  my  report  for  1877,  with  this  exception, 
that  the  entry  is  only  made  upon  the  voluntary 
request  of  the  publisher  or  publishers. 

As  an  indication  of  the  popularity  of  this 
regulation,  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  up  10 
the  first  day  of  November,  about  twenty-five 
hundred  publications  have  been  entered  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations,  which  is  nearly, 
it  not  quite,  one  third  of  all  those  mailed  as 
second-class  matter,  including  among  the  nam* 
ber  nearly  all  the  leading  publications  ctf  the 
country.  I  am  confident  that  the  remaining 
ones  will  all,  or  nearly  all  of  them,  enter,  and 
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that  when  they  shall  have  so  entered,  the  solu- 
tion of  this  vexed  question  will  be  reached. 

OTHER   POINTS. 

The  Postmaster-General  also  refers  with  satis- 
faction to  the  new  edition  of  the  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations,  and  recommends  that  the  pub- 
lic printer  be  authorized  to  print  a  supply  to  be 
sold  to  the  public  at  cost.  He  mentions  the 
change  of  form  of  the  Postal  Guide  to  a  monthly, 
and  announces  a  continuation  of  the  contract 
with  Houghton,  Osgood  &  Co.,  over  the  fiscal 
year.  He  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$30,000  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  asks  authority 
to  make  a  new  contract  for  its  publication  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  He  adds  :  *'  It  is  doubtful  if 
so  favorable  a  contract  as  the  present  could  be 
made  in  the  existing  state  of  the  market  for  la- 
bor and  material." 


THE  MISSOURI  MOVEMENT. 

In  response  to  his  letter  already  printed  by 
us,  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Patton,  of  Fulton,  Missouri, 
has  received  from  dealers  in  that  State  very  gen- 
eral response  favoring  his  proposal  for  a  con- 
vention to  take  action  as  to  booksellers'  griev- 
ances.  He  has  accordingly  issued  a  second 
circular  as  fellows,  and  dealers  in  the  East 
will  await  with  interest  further  developments 
of  his  plan  : 

Fulton,  Mo.,  Nov.  15,  1879. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  latter  part  of  October  I  ad- 
dressed a  circular  letter  to  the  booksellers  of 
Missouri,  setting  forth  the  necessity  of  reform 
in  certain  branches  of  our  business,  and  sug- 
gesting the  propriety  of  calling  a  convention  at 
an  early  day,  for  the  purpose  of  devising  a 
means  of  remedying  the  evil.  I  mailed  a  copy 
to  every  dealer  whose  address  I  could  obtain 
at  the  time,  requesting  a  reply,  etc.,  and  to  my 
great  surprise,  about  ninety  per  cent  of  those 
addressed  wrote  immediately,  and  in  a  manner 
so  hearty,  so  full  of  an  earnest  desire  to  co- 
operate in  any  movement  likely  to  afford  relief, 
that  I  have  concluded  to  take  extracts  from  as 
many  as  I  can  conveniently  embody  in  another 
circular  letter,  and  address  one  to  every  dealer 
in  the  State  (I  believe  I  have  the  correct  ad- 
dress of  all),  thus  showing  to  those  brothers 
who  msiy  be  at  all  lukewarm  in  the  cause — 
though  I  doubt  if  there  be  twenty  in  the  State 
who  are  so  inclined — the  imperative  necessitv 
of  a  speedy  action  and  the  importance  of  each 
and  every  dealer  in  the  State  taking  part  in  all 
our  proceedings,  tending  to  crush  out  the  evils 
besetting  us.  All  of  us  are  so  well  acquainted 
with  these  evils  that  I  need  not  here  point  them 
out,  but  simply  ask,  are  you  willing  to  devote 
your  time  and  energies  to  the  end  in  view  ?  Aside 
from  the  object  proposed,  to  have  a  convention 
of  the  trade  well  represented  from  all  parts  of 
the  State  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to 
all  of  us.  As  several  of  the  brethren  suggest : 
"We  need  a  Booksellers'  Association  in 
Missouri,  and  nrasthave  one." 

KIND   WORDS  FROM  THE  BRETHREN  OF  MISSOURI.

It  is  needless  to  say  I  am  with  you,  heart  and 
hand,  in  the  proposed  movement.

The 
volume  possesses  a  unique  interest  to  connois- 
seurs both  in  art  and  printing,  because  it  repre- 
sents the  high-water  mark  of  wood-engraving 
in  America — the  one  branch  of  art  in  which  she 
possesses  an  acknowledged  superiority — and 
the  very  perfection  of  printing.  The  printers, 
Messrs.  Francis  Hart  &  Co.,  have  been  at  work 
since  the  first  of  last  June  on  the  thousand  im- 
pressions  to  which  the  edition  was  limited, 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  De 
Vinne,  and  the  presses  have  been  stopped 
every  few  impressions,  when  necessary,  to  keep 
the  plate  in  the  most  perfect  condition  as 
regarded  inking.  There  are  few  American 
artists  or  engrravers  who  are  not  adequately 
represented  in  this  volume,  which,  therefore, 
includes  every  variety  of  subject  and  treat- 
ment. There  are  specimens  of  pure  line  en- 
graving, stipple  and  cross-line  engraving,  and 
examples  of  simple  fac-simile  work  occur 
alongside  of  pictures  finished  in  the  latest 
styles  of  "wash."  The  demands  made  upon 
the  printer  were  thus  exceptional,  and  the 
book  is  a  remarkable  typographicaUachievement. 

It  may  interest  connoisseurs  to  compare 
one  plate,  difficult  to  print,  which  happens  to 
appear  at  once  in  four  very  different  relations — 
in  this  set  of"  Proofs,"  in  this  year's  volume  of 
St.  Nicholas,  in  Roberts  Bros.'  issue  of  "  Eye- 
bright,"  and  in  the  Christmas  number  of  the 
Publishers'  Weekly.

that,  considering  the  difference  of  circumstance, 
the  comparison  is  also  most  creditable  to  them. 
The  edition  on  the  thick  paper  should  be  used 
for  comparison.  The  print  referred  to  is  that 
of  '*  Eyebright  and  Bessie  in  the  Studio." 

It  is  unnecessary  to  dilate  upon  the  interest 
of  the  cuts  themselves,  since  everything  is  said 
when  it  is  stated  that  they  are,  in  fact,  the  best 
that  have  appeared  in  these  magazines.  The 
plates  are  13^  by  ii^  inches,  printed  on  paper 
made  expressly  for  the  purpose,  with  a  tinted 
margin  around  each  picture  to  take  the  place 
of  a  mat  when  framed.  The  binding  has  upon 
the  cover  a  design  by  Francis  Lathrop,  con- 
sisting of  antique  bass-reliefs  of  the  heads  of 
Gutenberg,'Bewick,  and  Holbein.

THE     REFORM     MOVEMENT    IN    THE 
WEST. 

The  Missouri  booksellers  haying  come  to  a 
realizing  sense  of  the  difficulties  under  which 
booksellers,  beyond  any  other  class  of  retail 
dealers,  labor,  have  come  to  the  point  of 
active  .measures  of  'relief  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Patton,  of  Fulton,  in  that 
State,  whose  circular  letters  we  have  alread3r 
printed.  The  immediate  plan  is  the  holding 
of  a  State  convention,  with  a  view  to  a  State 
organization  of  the  selling  trade.  Mr.  Patton's 
first  letter  is  somewhat  belligerent,  but  that  may 
fairly  be  pardoned :  the  retail  trade  are  not 
well  treated.  We  hope  the  proposed  confer- 
ence may  be  held,  and,  if  the  movement  initi- 
ated is  well  considered,  it  ought  to  do  some 
good.  We  do  not  gather  that  those  interested 
have  given  much  attention  to  the  history  of  the 
A.  B.  T.  A.  movement  reform,  a  careful  study 
of  which  is  very  necessary  preliminary  to  any 
further  movement. 

T  There  are  two  points  named  in  Mr.  Patton's 
first  circular,  as  to  which  reform  ought  to  be 
practicable  :  (i)  discounts  on  books,  especially 
educational ;  (2)  trade  rates  for  periodicals. 

The  discounts  on  educational  books  are 
mostly  too  small  for  the  bookseller  to  make 
anything  at  handling  them.  If  this  discount  is 
still  further  interfered  with,  the  thing  becomes 
worse  than  a  farce.  If  a  publisher  does  not  de- 
sire the  assistance  of  the  retail  trade  in  handling 


them,  that  is  for  the  publisher  to  say.  Some 
do  say  it.  We  think  that  this  is  a  mistake* 
especially  for  those  publishers  who  also  tssoe 
miscellaneous  books,  which  must  have  a  trade- 
distributing  system.  To  publishers  .who  take 
this  ground  there  is,  however,  nothing  to  say 
except  this.  But  publishers  who  do  recognize 
the  important  function  of  the  retail  trade  ought 
to  be  amenable  to  argument.  A  chief  thing^  to 
be  asked  is  that  they  shall  not  sell  individual 
copies  of  books  at  less  than  their  advertise 
price.  We  may  cite  a  recent  case  to  show  how 
the  contrary  works.  An  important  and  cosUy 
book  was  recently  issued  on  the  educational 
list  of  a  leading  house,  the  trade  discount  on 
which  was  but  ten  per  cent.  A  local  bookseller 
offered  it  at  the  so-called  "trade  list "  price, 
and  was  told  by  several  teachers  it  could  be 
had  for  ten  per  cent  less  at  the  publishers.  He 
gave  his  word  that  this  must  be  a  mistake,  as 
this  was  all  he  himself  got,  handling  a  number 
of  copies.  The  teachers  did  buy  the  book  at 
the  publishing  house  for  10  off*,  and  broke  off 
with  the  bookseller  as  untrustworthy.  A  cour- 
teous letter  of  inquiry  called  out  a  courteous 
reply,  that  the  house  always  desired  to  protect 
the  trade,  but  followed  the  custom  of  giving  a 
discount  in  the  case  of  teachers  and  clergy- 
men— about  the  only  people,  it  should  be  add- 
ed, who  were  at  all  likely  to  buy  the  book  in 
question.  That  bookseller  will  necessarily 
hereafter  carry  only  one  copy  of  that  book,  and 
cannot  waste  very  much  time  trying  to  sell  that. 
The  result  is  obvious  :  not  so  many  copies  will 
be  sold.  We  had  believed  that  when  the  '*  net** 
S3rstem  came  into  vogue,  the  price  would  be 
net.  Certainly  it  should  be,  and  on  this  point 
the  booksellers  should  be  heeded.  In  like 
manner,  there  should  be  a  fair  commission  1^ 
for  them  on  introductions  which  they  handle. 

In  miscellaneous  books,  the  discounts  are 
not  too  small,  but  (nominally)  too  large,  and 
we  trust  the  retailers  in  council  will  recognise 
the  fact.  They  ought  to  petition  for  cUser  dis- 
counts, but,  as  above,  with  fixed  prices.  This  is 
a  measure  of  reform  to  which  no  publisher 
ought  to  object. 

The  periodical  business  is  a  great  abuse,  as 
far  as  the  interests  of  retailers  are  concerned. 
It  is  simply  necessary  to  mention  that  the  re- 
tailers who  deal  with  publishers  at  all  are 
now,  if  they  are  shrewd,  no  longer  dealers  bat 
"  clubs."  As  private  buyers,  they  can  do  better 
than  as  dealers!  To  this  phase,  we  shall  re- 
turn in  another  article. 

If  the  Missouri  booksellers  will  recognize 
what  cannot  be  done,  what  it  is  not  worth  while 
to  attempt,  they  ought,  at  this  lavorable  mo- 
ment of  bettering  limes,  to  accomplish  some* 

thing  practical.

The  letter  of  Messrs.  Putnam  elsewhere 
leads  us  to  point  out  one  important  principle, 
that  whatever  may  or  may  not  be  trade  comity 
as  to  matter  on  which  copyright  has  expired, 
booksellers  certainly  ought  to  protect  their 
customers  against  buying  ignorantly  goods 
which  are  not  what  the  customer  supposes. 
The  *•  Works"  of  an  author  may  be  an  elastic 
term,  but  a  bookbuyer  should  be  informed  as 
to  what  he  is  buying  under  that  title.  This 
ought  to  be  one  advantage  of  trading  with  a 
"  legitimate"  dealer. 


We  print  in  this  issue  the  first  of  some  inter- 
esting and  informing  articles  on  the  Canadian 
staitis  by  a  Canadian  authority  on  the  subject, 
Mr.  Samuel  E.  Dawson,  of  Dawson  Bros., 
Montreal.  The  Canadian  Government  seems 
to  have  copied  most  of  our  mistakes,  without 
profiting  by  any  of  our  repentances. 

THE  CANADIAN  TARIFF. 

BY  A  CANADIAN  BOOKSELLER. 

Most  of  the  readers  of  the  Publishers' 
Weekly  are  aware  that  in  March  last  great 
changes  were  made  in  the  tariff  of  Canada, 
and,  as  many  questions  have  been  asked  con- 
cerning it  as  affecting  the  book-trade,  we  have 
thought  that  a  precise  statement  of  these 
changes  would  be  interesting. 

When  the  present  government  of  Canada 
took  office,  about  twelve  months  ago,  the  duty 
on  printed  books  was  five  per  cent  ad  valorem, 
and  the  duty  on  plain  printing-paper  was  sev- 
enteen  and  one  half  per  cent  o^  valorem.  This, 
naturally,  was  a  grievance  to  paper-makers  and 
printers,  because  they  felt  that  it  was  a  direct 
discrimination  against  them,  and  tended  to 
discourage  the  manufacture  of  books  in  Canada. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  many  school-books  used  in 
public  schools  and  bearing  colonial  imprints 
were  imported  from  England  or  the  United 
States ;  for,  when  to  the  direct  premium  of 
twelve  and  one  half  per  cent  on  the  paper 
were  superadded  the  greater  facilities  of  older 
countries  in  the  proauction  of  books,  it   re- 


sulted that  (in  cases  uncomplicated  by  copy- 
right) it  was  far  better  for  a  publisher  to  keep 
his  plates  in  England  or  in  the  United  States, 
and  to  import,  in  sheets  or  bound,  as  occasion 
required,  and  at  the  low  duty  of  five  per  cent, 
than  to  make  and  keep  his  plates  in  Canada. 

The  present  government  came  in  on  the 
••  national  "  cry.  It  was  elected  as  a  protection 
Government,  and  the  will  of  the  people  of 
Canada  was  most  unmistakably  expressed. 
Whether  they  were  a  wise  people  or  not  time 
will  tell,  but  they,  in  fact,  deliberately  adopted 
a  protective  policy,  and  the  different  classes  of 
manufacturers  at  once  commenced,  in  true 
Washington  style,  to  agitate  their  needs  and 
grievances.  Among  these  the  paper-maker» 
and  printers  had  a  better  case  than  most. 
Their  concern  was  with  the  outward  and  tan- 
gible materials  of  books  alone.  The  govern- 
ment met  them  by  imposing  a  specific  instead 
of  an  <m/  valorem  duty,  and  placed  it  at  the  rate 
of  six  cents  per  pound.  This  satisfied  them, 
for,  taking  the  liberal  price  of  twelve  cents  per 
pound  for  superfine  printing-papers,  it  was 
equivalent  to  an  eul  valorem  duty  of  fifty  per 
cent  upon  the  materials  chiefly  used.  The 
duty  on  plain  piintings  was  fixed  at  twenty  per 
cent  ad  valorem,  and  there  was  then  an  addi- 
tional thirty  per  cent  on  printed  paper,  which 
printers  and  binders  might  divide  among  them- 
selves. By  this  it  was  hoped  that  plates  would 
be  imported  into  or  made  in  the  country  and 
worked  off  there,  affording  emplo3rment  to 
Canadian  presses  and  use  for  Canadian  paper. 

We  propose  to  consider,  in  a  separate  article, 
the  general  question  of  specific  vs,  ad  valorem 
duties  on  books  in  the  light  of  the  Canadian 
discussions.  A  great  outcry  was  raised  in 
Canada  about  this  change  before  its  practical 
working  was  understood.  It  turned  out,  in 
collecting,  that  upon  the  class  of  books  which 
go  to  form  public  and  private  libraries — upon 
the  better  productions  of  such  houses  as  Apple- 
tons,  Harpers,  Roberts,  Lea,  and  Little,  Brown 
&  Co. — the  specific 'duty  reduced  to  ad  valorem 
expression  was  very  slightly  raised.  Books 
for  the  student  and  scholar  were  hardly  touched 
at  all,  but  books  such  as  **  Chatterbox"  and 
Good  Words  volumes,  and  cheap  books, 
where  remuneration  to  authors  formed  a  slight 
portion  of  the  cost,  were  thus  uxed  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  per  cent  ad  valorem.  The  Seaside  and 
Franklin  Square  libraries  even  reached  twenty- 
four  per  cent,  which,  indeed,  was  only  fair,  as 
such  books  ought  to  be  considered  merely  as 
so  much  material  of  paper  and  print.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  customs 
entries  of  one  firm  dealing  in  all  classes  of 
books  averaged  9*7  per  cent  upon  the  value 
during  the  first  five  months  of  the  new  tariff. 

Some  difficulty  was  at  first  experienced  in 
getting  the  invoices  of  importing  booksellers 
properly  made  out.  This  was  soon  overcome. 
Publishers  had  only  to  state,  on  the  margin  of 
their  invoices,  the  net  weight  of  the  books 
packed,  and  these  were  taken  to  be  correct, 
subject,  of  course,  to  the  usual  verification 
at  tne  examining  branch  of  the,  customs.  The 
change  was  not,  however,  popular  with  the  im- 
porting booksellers.  They  complained  of  ad- 
ditional trouble  as  well  as  of  increased  duty. 
They  did  not  consider  sufficit  nily  that  a  gov- 
ernment elected  on  a  *'  protection"  cry  would 
have  been  compelled  to  impose  Sin  ad  valorem 
duty  of  twenty.five  pcrLcpyf  ^^riJef^tp^Wp^- 
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sistent  and  satisfy  the  printers  who  paid  twenty 
per  cent  upon  plain  printings. 

Stereotype  and  electrotype  plates  had  hitherto 
been  free,  and  the  original  intention  of  the  gov- 
ernment seems  to  have  been  to  continue  the 
exemption.  The  market  for  English  books  in 
Canada  consists  of  a  population  of  less  than 
three  millions  of  English-speaking  people. 
Every  one  who  knows  the  book-trade  knows 
that,  as  a  general  rule,  it  will  not  pay  to  "  set 
up"  for  the  small  number  required  in  such  a 
market.  But  it  will  often  pay  to  import  du- 
plicate plates  and  work  off  small  editions. 
Under  the  former  duty  of  five  per  cent  it  was 
cheaper  to  import  in  printed  sheets  ;  the  object 
of  continuing  plates  upon  the  free  list  was  to 
foster  the  production  of  Canadian  editions  and 
thus  employ  presses  and  bookbinders  in  the 
country  and  use  Canadian  paper.  If  a  pro- 
tective duty  were  placed  on  the  plates,  they 
would  be  excluded  and  the  work  could 
not  be  done  at  all,  and,  unless  the  cost  of 
setting  up  is  included  in  the  value  for  entry, 
scarcely  any  duty  has  a  protective  value  to  a 
compositor.  The  printers  generally  saw  this, 
and  wished  to  retain  plates  on  the  free  list,  but 
some  one  managed  to  get  a  duty  of  twenty  per 
cent  placed  on  plates,  and  being,  probably, 
waggishly  inclined,  he  induced  the  government 
to  enact  that  plates  of  standard  books  shall 
pay  only  ten  per  cent.  If  any  of  our  readers 
know  how  to  draw  the  line  between  standard 
books  and  books  which  are  not  standard,  let 
him  rise  and  explain,  so  that  the  Canadian 
officials  may  answer  the  conundrum  of  the 
aforesaid  wag  and  know  when  to  levy  ten  and 
when  twenty  per  cent. 

Books,  as  we  have  stated,  pay  six  cents  per 
pound  duty  ;  but  there  is  an  exception  in  the 
case  of  Bibles,  prayer-books  and  hymn-books. 
These  remain  as  before,  subject  to  an  advahrem 
duty  of  five  per  cent,  the  government  being  ap- 
parently afraid  to  touch  them  at  all ;  for  large 
Quantities  of  cheap  Bibles  are  imported  by  the 
tible  Society  upon  which  the  specific  duty 
would  (as  they  are  published  at  a  loss)  fall  at 
the  rate  of  thirty  per  cent,  and  large  quantities 
of  Roman  prayer-books  are  imported  by  the 
Roman  clergy  and  religious  houses  from  France. 
If  the  government  had  attempted  to  increase 
the  duty  on  these  a  very  formidable  combined 
outcry  would  immediately  have  arisen  from 
Protestant  and  Catholic  clergy.  Young  Men's 
Christian  Associations  and  Friars'  schools — an 
ourcry  which,  when  taken  up  by  the  opposition 
and  stigmatized  as  "  taxation  of  religion,"  would 
have  been  difficult  to  meet  in  a  country  like 
Canada.  This  is  an  anomalous  principle  in  the 
tariff,  but  a  necessary  concession  to  an  existing 
state  of  things,  about  which  argument  is  useless. 
Our  readers  will  therefore  see  that  in  invoicing 
a  miscellaneous  lot  of  books  to  Canada  the 
weight  of  Bibles,  prayer-books  and  hymn-books 
should  be  marked  separately  on  the  invoice,  so 
that  it  may  be  deducted  from  the  total  weight. 
In  the  case  of  a  whole  package  or  box  consist- 
ing of  such  books  the  matter  is  simple  enough 
— no  weight  is  required. 

And  now  comes  a  subject  which  is  a  bitter 
grievance,  an  intolerable  injustice  to  the  book- 
sellers of  Canada,  viz.:  the  duty  on  books  and 
periodicals  by  mail.  The  former  government 
had  propounded  the  absurd  theory  that  book- 
sellers alone  should  pay  duty.  The  books  and 
periodicals  of  any  other  person  than  a  book- 


seller were  delivered  free  by  post.  After  sharp 
remonstrances  from  the  book-trade,  the  author- 
ities in  some  of  the  chief  cities  began  to  send 
the  larger  parcels  of  books  for  private  persons 
to  the  Custom-house,  but  all  the  magazines  still 
remained  free,  except  to  booksellers.  This  was 
tolerable  enough  so  long  as  the  duty  remained 
at  five  per  cent,  but  under  the  new  specific  duty 
it  meant  destruction  to  the  trade  in  periodicals. 
The  government  had  foreseen  this  and  provided 
in  the  new  tariff  that  a  duty  of  one  cent  for 
every  two  ounces  should  be  levied  on  all 
printed  matter  through  the  mails.  Every  post- 
office  possessed  scales  and  weights,  and  it  was 
supposed  that  the  duty  could  be  collected  with 
great  certainty  and  without  putting  the  public 
to  the  inconvenience  of  going  to  the  Custom- 
house for  their  parcels.  So  the  law  was  passed, 
and  so  it  now  stands  on  the  statute-book.  In 
this  manner  everybody  would  contribute  equally 
to  the  revenue,  and  booksellers  were  treated  as 
other  human  beings. 

Scarcely,  however,  had  the  new  law  com- 
menced to  work  when  the  post-office  authori- 
ties revolted  against  it  and  refused  to  carry  it 
out.  They  insisted  that  under  the  International 
Postal  Treaty  no  duty  could  be  levied  on 
printed  matter,  and  they  absolutely  refused  to 
collect  it.  The  Customs  carried  the  matter  to 
the  Council,  and  the  Governor  in  council  was 
made  to  issue  an  order  that  all  magazines  ad- 
dressed to  other  persons  than  booksellers 
should  be  free  of  duty.  The  state  of  matters 
in  Canada  now  is  that  the  mails  are  searched 
and  every  single  copy  of  a  book  or  magazine 
addressed  to  any  bookseller  is  taken  out  and 
duty  is  collected  upon  it.  The  booksellers  are 
now  commencing  to  evade  this  by  appointing 
agents  in  the  United  States  who  mail  the  mag- 
azines direct  to  their  subscribers,  and  those  of 
them  who  read  magazines  themselves  have  them 
addressed  to  their  wives  at  their  residences. 
Our  object  at  present  being  simply  to  state 
facts ;  we  defer  making  any  coihments  to  another 
issue. 

To  recapitulate,  then  ;  the  Canadian  tariff  as 
affecting  the  book-trade  is  as  follows : 

Books,  periodicals  and  pamphlets,  bound  or 
in  sheets,  not  being  Bibles,  etc.,  or  advertising 
pamphlets,  6  cents  per  lb. 

Bibles,  prayer-books  and  hymn-books,  5  per 
cent  ad  val. 

Advertising  pamphlets  and  catalogues,  $1 
per  hundred. 

Printing  paper,  20  per  cent  ad  val. 

Binding  cloth,  15  per  cent  ad  vat. 

Bookbinders'  machinery,  15  per  cent  ad  val. 

Printers'  machiner}',  15  per  cent  o^  t^a/. 

Mill-board,  10  per  cent  ad  val. 

Straw-board,  20  per  cent  ad  val. 

By  Mail. 

Books,  I  cent  for  every  2  ounces. 

Periodicals  and  pamphlets,  to  booksellers, 
I  cent  for  every  two  ounces. 

Periodicals  and  pamphlets,  to  persons  not 
booksellers,  free. 

Newspapers,  free. 

Stereotypes  and  electrotypes  of  standard 
books,  10' per  cent. 

Stereotypes  and  electrotypes  of  other  books, 
20  per  cent.

Bicknell  &  Comstock,  unaware  of  the  regula- 
tions as  to  these  envelopes,  applied  for  some  of 
them  for  the  above  use,  and  have  been  informed 
by  the  Department  that  **  the  free  (penally) 
envelopes  issued  by  this  Department  are  in- 
tended for  and  can  be  used  by  its  own  officers 
only."  They  kindly  enable  us  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  other  publishers  to  this  statement. 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  thus  raised,  the  Li- 
brarian of  Congress  has,  however,  successfully 
negotiated  with  the  Department  a  solution  of 
the  question  which  will  be  very  satisfactory  to 
publishers.    Mr.  Spofford's  circular  letter  says  : 

**  By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Post-Office  De- 
partment publications  mailed  to  the  Librarian 
of  Congress  under  the  requirements  of  the  copy- 
right law  are  entitled  to  free  transmission 
through  the  mails  if  covered  by  *  penalty  *  en- 
velopes, under  the  provisions  of  sec.  29  of  the 
Post-Office  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1879, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  act  of  March  3, 
1877,  and  sec.  4961  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 
As  former  rulings  had  decided  this  matter  ad- 
versely, and  as  the  penalty  envelopes  are  un- 
suited  to  the  protection  of  books,  the  under- 
signed has  procured  from  the  Department  a 
decision  that  publications  wrapped  in  the  ordi- 
nary manner,  and  covered  by  penalty  labels, 
are  equally  entitled  to  free  transmission  to  the 
Copyright  Office  at  Washington.  To  save  pub- 
lishers and  others  sending  copyright  publica- 
tions the  cost  of  printing  special  labels,  they 
will  be  furnished  from  this  office  to  those  desir- 
ing them  for  copyright  purposes.  No  letters 
or  writing  other  than  the  regular  receipts  for 
copyright  publications  can  be  placed  in  any 
package  covered  by  the  labels,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  $300,  imposed  by  the  law." 

Publishers  who  have  not  obtained  a  supply 
of  these  labels  should  apply  by  letter  to  the  Li- 
brarian of  Congress.  They  can  be  had  also,  in 
individual  cases,  by  proper  parties,  on  applica- 
tion at  the  editorial  offices  of  The  Publishers* 
Weekly,  where  we  are  always  glad  to  afford 
any  facilities  in  our  power,  regarding  copyright, 
postal,  and  other  information  of  importance  to 
the  trade.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Publishers'  Weekly. 

Dear  Sir:  Our  attention  has  been  called  to 
a  volume  now  being  offered  for  sale  by  a  firm 
not  heretofore  known  among  publishers,  under 
the  misleading  title  of  "  Irving's  Works.  "  and 
inquiries  have  naturally  come  to  us  as  to 
whether  this  publication  is  in  any  way  author- 
ized and  what  it  can  contain. 

We  desire  10  say  for  our  ourselves  and  on 
behalf  of  the  nieces  of  Washington  Irving  (the 
owners  of  the  copyrights  of  Irving*s  works) — 

1st.  That  this  volume  is  entirely  unauthor- 
ized,  and  if  the  very  thorough  investigation 


that  is  now  being  made  shows  that  it  contains 
any  copyright  material  whatever,  the  usual 
penalties  will  of  course  be  enforced  against 
the  makers  and  sellers  of  it. 

2d.  That  the  book  is  in  any  case  an  imposi- 
tion, as  well  upon  the  reputation  of  the  author 
whose  literary  rights  are  infringed  as  upon  the 
owners  of  the  copyright  whose  property  it  is 
attempted  to  appropriate,  and  upon  the  public 
who  are  to  be  deluded  into  buying  as  "com- 
plete works  "  what  is  merely  a  collection  of 
unrevised  fragments. 

3d.  That  the  volume,  notwithstanding  its 
title  of  "Irving's  Works,"  pretends  to  give 
material  from  but. a  portion  of  the  books  writ- 
ten by  Irving,  and  that  this  material  is  of  neces- 
sity taken  from  the  early,  unrevised  and  incom- 
plete issues.  In  one  case  the  files  of  the  old 
Knicketbocker  Magazine  have  been  utilized, 
and  Mr.  Irving*s  contributions  are  reprinted, 
misprints  and  all.  Of  another  work  but  the 
last  (and  least  important)  portion  is  given, 
doubtless  because  it  proved  impossible  to  find 
an  unrevised  copy  of  the  first  part. 

All  of  Irving's  works  were  carefully  revised 
and  in  many  cases  materially  added  to  by  the 
fastidious  author  before  he  was  ready  to  give 
his  sanction  to  their  being  offered  to  the  public 
in  permanent  book-form.  It  is  certain  that  no 
publishing  house  having  any  name  of  business 
prestige  to  lose,  and  no  editor  having  any  re- 
gard for  his  literary  reputation,  can  afford  to 
lend  their  names  to  an  enterprise  like  this, 
which  transgresses  at  once  business  equity  and 
literary  comity.  We  would  call  the  attention 
of  your  readers  to  our  announcement  on  an- 
other page  of  various  new  issues  of  Irving's 
works  in  the  complete  authorized  and  revised 
editions. 

We  propose  to  keep  the  market  fully  sup- 
plied with  this  material,  and  to  render  unprofit- 
able any  attempts  to  interfere  with  the  author- 
ized editions.

PERIODICALS  IN    THE   TRADE. 

We  pointed  out  in  our  last  issue,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Missouri  movement,  what  the  re- 
tailers may  fairly  and  with  some  prospects  of 
success  ask  of  publishers  in  the  matter  of 
books.  In  the  case  of  periodicals  the  retailers 
are,  if  possible,  a  little  worse  off,  between  the 
Scylla  and  Charybdis  of  the  publishers  and  the 
news  companies,  against  whom  their  protests 
are  alternately  directed.  Meanwhile  the  news 
companies  have  the  same  grievance  against  the 
publishers,  and  the  publishers  object  in  their 
turn  to  the  power  and  methods  of  the  associ- 
ated news  companies.  It  is  a  triangular 
quarrel,  in  which  each  party  is  defended 
against  the  two  others  by  their  division  be- 
tween themselves. 

The  evil  against  which  the  retailers  and  news 
companies  alike  complain  is  the  growth  of  the 
club  system  and  the  subscription  agencies 
built  upon  it.  It  is  very  questionable  whether 
the  club  system — a  clever  device  for  the  first 
publishers  who  hit  upon  it — ^has  any  longer  the 
effect  of  adding  to  the  subscription-list  of 
periodicals.  Like  its  successor,  the"  premium" 
system,  it  has  been  very  much  abused,  and  it 
has  probably  worked  harm  to  the  normal 
method  of  making  sales  for  periodicals.  That 
it  does  not  work  fairly  toward  the  regular 
distributors — the  news  companies  and  retail 
dealers — is    sufficiently    evident.      The    news 


companies  suffer  little  if  any  direct  loss,  for, 
with  abundant  capital  obtained  from  the  de- 
posits of  newsdealers  and  with  no  need  of 
taking  risk  on  unsold  copies,  they  are  well  pro- 
tected on  both  sides,  and  one  reason  why  pub- 
lishers hold  to  the  direct  sales,  especially  the 
club  system,  Is  in  fact  the  fear  of  increasing  the 
power  already  centralized  in  this  direction. 
But  the  retailer  has  no  such  resources  of 
power.  If  it  were  not  for  the  direct  conflict  of 
the  club  and  regular  sales  system,  the  business 
of  the  news  companies  would  doubtless  be  still 
larger  and  more  profitable,  but  the  loss  here  is 
negative.  The  retailer's  loss  is  too  often 
positive.  He  has  no  margin  from  which  to 
make  up  his  losses  on  unsold  goods.  The 
club  price,  postage  paid,  10  any  person,  is  put 
so  low  that  the  news  company  price  is  neces- 
sarily, with  postage  or  freight  additional, 
higher,  so  that  the  man  who  has  to  sell  again, 
taking  both  the  risk  and  the  considerable 
labor,  actually  must  pay  more  per  copy  than 
his  own  customer.  He  is  driven  into  giving  up 
keeping  stock,  except  such  as  he  can  actually 
return,  «and  becoming  a  "club"  or  a  "sub- 
scription agency."  The  growth  of  these  latter 
is  a  very  serious  matter,  for  most  of  them  per- 
form no  real  service,  simply  transmitting  to  the 
publisher  a  subscription  that  would  otherwise 
come  to  him  direct  or  through  the  regular 
trade,  letting  the  publisher  do  all  the  work  of 
delivery,  and  deducting  a  round  commission 
for  which  nothing  has  been  done.  If  there 
were  free  and  full  competition  in  the  wholesale 
news  business,  so  that  the  publishers  would 
not  feel  that  they  were  putting  themselves 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  a  centralized  and  un- 
checked power,  many  of  them  to-day  would  be 
glad  to  take  steps  to  correct,  in  their  own  in- 
terest, the  evils  they  recognize,  and  the  retailer 
also  would  be  more  a  free  agent ;  but  the  great 
organizing  and  executive  ability  which  have 
joined  to  make  the  associated  news  companies 
what  they  are,  have  so  far  easily  driven  all  new- 
comers out  of  the  field. 

There  is  no  problem  in  the  trade  more  beset 
with  difficulties  than  this  of  the  price  of  period- 
icals, and  in  making  any  recommendations  to 
publishers,  retailers  need  to  recognize  the  diffi- 
culties on  both  sides.  But  there  can  be  no 
question  that  the  man  who  does  the  work  and 
takes  the  risk  of  selling  should  have  fair  com- 
pensation therefor  ;  and  one  point  ought  easily 
to  be  gained,  that  the  publishers  should  not, 
under  any  guise,  give  an  advantage  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  a  single  copy,  whether  for  one  issue  or 
fifty-two.  without  giving  a  corresponding  in- 
crease of  advantage  to  the  dealer  who  saves 
him  the  work  of  handling  ten  or  fifty  or  a 
hundred  copies  ever)'  publication  day. 
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There  is  pretty  sure  to  be  a  considerable  re- 
vival of  interest  in  copyright  questions  before 
long.  The  ^coming  suit  of  Chas.  Scribner's 
Sons  against  J.  M.  Stoddart  &  Co.,  for  in- 
fringement of  their  copyrights  in  certain  Amer- 
ican articles  in  the  tenth  volume  of  the  "En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica,"  which  they  have  care- 
fully protected,  is  likely  to  be  of  interest  in 
its  bearings  both  on  domestic  and  on  interna- 
tional copyright.  It  is  understood  that  G. 
P.  Putnam's  Sons  will  also  bring  suit  against 
thp  publishers  of  the  so-called  volume  of  "  Irv- 
ine's Works,"  on  a  common  law  basis,  which 
will  throw  some  interesting  light  on  certain  re- 
lations of  copyright. 


Those  booksellers  who  have  to  meet  the  fre- 
quent difficulty  of  school-board  statements  in 
opposition  to  the  trade — usually  made  in  igno- 
rance alike  of  prices,  costs  and  methods — will 
do  well  to  obtain  from  Mr.  M.V.  B.  Kennedy,  of 
Zanesville,  O.,  his  broadside  reprint  of  an  ar- 
ticle originally  published  in  the  Zanesville 
Courier  of  Nov.  8th.  It  is  too  long  to  be  given 
in  our  columns,  and  we  can  only  say  that  it 
summarizes  excellently  the  facts  and  arguments 
going  to  show  that  school  boards  would  make 
a  poorer  fist  at  the  book  business  than  legiti- 
mate dealers. 


RECENT  POST-OFFICE  DECISIONS 
AFFECTING  PUBLISHERS. 

From  U.  S.  OjffScia/  Postal  Guide^  December,  1879. 

165.  A  DRAFT,  accepted  or  unaccepted,  is  first- 
class  matter.  In  either  case  it  is  held  as  being 
the  *'  expression  of  a  monetary  value."  (Sec- 
tion 232.) 

169.  No  printed  paper  filled  out  in  writing 
which  has  the  "  expression  of  a  monetary  value" 
can  pass  in  the  mails  at  less  than  letter  rates  of 
postage  ;  that  such  matter  may  be  left  unsealed 
will  make  no  difference  in  the  rate  of  postage 
as  above  stated.     (Section  232.) 

170.  The  Post-office  Department  or  its  reve- 
nues are  not  liable  for  the  loss  or  damage  of 
any  mail  matter  ;  but  when  any  valuable  matter 
is  missing  the  Department  will  use  its  best 
efforts  to  assist  the  owner  to  recover  the  same. 
(Section  497.) 

172.  The  Post-office  Department  has  not  is- 
sued any  order  declaring  matter  unmailable 
because  of  the  omission  of  the  county  in  the 
address  ;  but  it  is  desired  that  the  county 
should  be  included,  except  in  the  case  of  well- 
known  cities.     (Section  432  ^.) 

181.  The  use  of  a  printed  signature  to  partly 
written  and  partly  printed  papers  having  **  the 
expression  of  a  monetary  value"  does  not  alter 
their  character  as  first-class  matter.  (Section 
232.) 

185.  Publishers  who  desire  to  send  "  orders 
for  subscription"  inclosed  in  their  publications 
should  examine  sections  233  and  234,  P.  L.  & 
R.,  and  be  careful  in  printing  on  such  orders 
only  what  is  therein  permitted. 


THE    HOLIDAY    TRADE    IN    PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

Philadelphia,  Dec  8,  1879, 
The  "  harvest  season  " — ^which  is  looked  for- 
ward to  with  longing  expectation  by  the  mer- 
cantile community  throughout  Christendom, 
when  the  hearts  of  the  public  are  softened,  and 
their  purses  loosened,  by  tender  reminiscences 
and  expectant  pleasures — is  almost  here.  It 
has  been  customary  to  make  a  special  display 
for  the  temptation  of  the  public  while  in  this 
condition— all  the  good  things,  costly  and 
cheap,  which  the  merchant  has  with  foresight 
or  otherwise  accumulated.  This  is  especially 
so  of  our  own  trade,  which  has  a  certain  class  of 
stock  only  in  demand  at  that  period,  and  which 
at  other  seasons  of  the  year  is  carefully  laid 
away  and  labelled,  to  do  service  again  when  the 
time  comes.  The  comparatively  small  list  of 
new  holiday  books  this  year  will  enable  the  re- 
tailers to  bring  the^e  forward  with  full  force  ; 
for  when  the  public  see  that  their  insatiable  de- 
sire for  "  new  works  "  cannot  be  gratified  to  the 
same  extent  as  heretofore,  they  must,  of  neces- 
sity, fall  back  on  many  a  good  work  that  has 
been  slighted  on  account  of  previous  over-pro- 
duction. This  is  every  way  desirable ;  and 
those  who  have  thus  far  lamented  the  scarcity 
will,  we  think,  in  the  end  rejoice,  and  perhaps 
change  an  impression  that  was  gradually  fasten- 
ing upon  them,  that  the  "Trade  Sale  "  was  a 
most  excellent  medium  for  making  them  the 
receiving  vault,  as  it  were,  for  remainders  and 
"plugs." 

The  task  of  displaying  the  stock  has  been 
performed  during  the  last  few  weeks,  and  all 
are  now  anxiously  awaiting  the  rush.  The  skir- 
mishers are  out  in  full  force,  and  judging  from 
the  amount  of  pricing  done,  especially  in  the 
large  sets  and  more  expensive  works,  the  pros- 
pects are  of  the  brightest. 

Messrs.  J.  B.  Lippincott  &  Co.  have  two 
handsome  works  suitable  for  the  holidays — 
Keane's  "Early  Masters"  and  "Thackeray's 
Ballads"  —  both  of  which  have  been  previ- 
ously noticed.  These  are  the  only  novelties, 
with  the  exception  of  the  juveniles,  presented 
by  this  house  this  year ;  but  last  year's  publica- 
tions, together  with  their  long  list  of  standard 
works,  such  as  *'  Allibone,"  "  Lippincott's 
Biographical  Dictionary,"  "Chambers*  Ency- 
clopaedia," Prescott,  Irving,  Bulwer,  Thack- 
eray, Dickens,  etc.,  make  up  a  list  from 
which  a  selection  can  be  made  that  will  be 
both  useful  and  valuable.  Their  general  as- 
sortment of  stock  for  this  season  surpasses 
that  of  any  previous  year,  much  care  and  atten- 
tion having  been  devoted  to  their  selection.  In 
addition  to  American  publications,  they  have  a 
large  stock  of  English  standards  and  rare  and 
curious  books — many  of  which  are  in  sumptu- 
ous bindings — as  well  as  all  the  late  and  im- 
portant new  works  published  in  England. 

Messrs.  Porter  &  Coates  are  making  a  fine 
showing  in  their  new  store,  and  have  taken 
ever)'  advantage  their  show-windows  afford 
them  for  making  a  fine  display.  In  this  respect 
there  are  but  few  windows  on  Chestnut  Street 
that  will  equal  them.  Their  arrangement  is  ar- 
tistic, and  shows  skill  of  the  highest  order  in 
the  art  of  window-dressing.  Mr.  Edward  Cam- 
pion, who  has  charge  of  their  windows,  deserves 
great  credit ;  for,  without  exception,  they  are 
the  finest  we  have  ever  seen  in  any  book-store.  3 
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"  The  Fireside  Encyclopaedia  of  Poetry  "  and 
**  Children's  Book  of  Poetry"  are  the  leading 
attractions  of  their  own  publication,  and  the 
former  promises  to  be  in  as  great  a  demand  as 
ever.  Their  fine  stock  of  rare  editions  of  works 
are  displayed  to  cherr  best  advantage.  Their 
juveniles  are  very  popular,  and  the  demand  for 
them  is  all  that  the  publishers  desire. 

The  religious  book-stores,  which  mostly  cen- 
tre on  Chestnut  Street,  have  not  been  behind 
their  more  worldly  companions,  but  have  put 
on  their  holiday  attire,  yet  with  becoming  mod- 
esty, and  with  regard  to  that  which  is  truly  or- 
thodox. Mr.  W.  J.  Kelly,  who  has  charge  of 
the  retail  department  of  the  Presbyterian  Board, 
has  managed  to  collect  an  excellent  assortment 
of  good  solid  reading,  such  as  is  supposed  to  be 
eminently  suitable  for  those  whose  trade  is  ca- 
tered for.  The  handsome  windows  have  been 
tastefully  dressed  by  Mr.  Kelly,  and  the  inte- 
rior  arrangements  are  superior  to  those  of  any 
other  season.  The  Bapfist  Board  and  the 
American  Sunday- School  Union  are  not  be- 
hindhand, and  their  windows  are  tastefully 
filled  with  their  specialties. 

Marcus  Ward  &  Co.  are  usually  overwhelmed 
by  the  rush  for  Christmas  and  New  Year's 
cards,  of  which  they  have  a  magnificent  assort- 
ment this  year.  These,  in  addition  to  their  pa- 
peteries,  pocket-books,  and  other  specialties, 
are  in  great  demand,  and  will  keep  them  busy 
till  the  end  of  the  year. 

Claxton,  Remsen  &  Hafielfinger  have  no  new 
works  for  this  season  ;  but  their  new  editions 
of  their  well-known  standards,  in  attractive 
bindings,  will  be  in  demand  for  holiday  pres- 
ents. They  make  quite  a  handsome  display  of 
standard  miscellaneous  works  in  fine  bindings. 

One  of  the  most  disastrous  fires  that  has  taken 
place  of  late  yeafs  in  this  city  happened  on  De- 
cember ist.  By  it  Messrs.  A.  M.  Collins'  Son 
&  Co.,  card  manufacturers,  were  burned  out, 
with  a  loss  of  nearly  $80,000  ;  Megargee  Bros., 
paper  manufacturers,  loss  $50,000 ;  John  A. 
Haddock,  job  printing,  loss  $13,000 ;  William 
Hart,  lithographer  ,loss  $20,000;  C.  J.  Gilbee, 
card  gilder,  loss  $6000,  and  F.  &  J.  W.  John- 
son, law  publishers,  who  had  a  quantity  of 
stock  stored  in  the  building,  loss  $60,000. 
About  two  thirds  of  the  loss  is  covered  by  in- 
surance. The  fire  is  supposed  to  have  origi- 
nated among  a  lot  of  waste  paper  in  the  cellar 
belonging  to  A.  M.  Collins*  Son  &  Co.

A    PHILADELPHIA    PUBLISHER. 

A  CORRESPONDENT  of  the  Herald  reports  a 
pleasant  interview  with  Mr.  J.  B.  Lippincott, 
whom  he  describes  as  '*  a  man  of  medium  height, 
well  built,  with  a  bright,  animated  expression, 
wearing  a  white  moustache  and  chin  whiskers  ; 
frank  in  his  manners,  simple  in  his  dress,  en- 
tirely devoid  of  the  ostentation  usual  in  men 
who  have  risen  from  small  beginnings  to  com- 
manding positions."  After  interesting  reminis- 
cences of  his  relations  with  authors,  the  reporter 
obtained  the  following  interesting  bit  of  auto- 
biography :  **  I  was  born  in  Burlington  County, 
N.  J.  My  ancestors  were  Quakers.  I  never 
tell  my  age,  but  I  came  to  Philadelphia  more 
than  fifty  years  ago  to  seek  my  fortune.  I  was 
a  very  little  fellow  then,  and  obtained  a  situation 
in  a  small  book-store.     By  the  time  1  was  eigh- 


teen I  was  in  entire  charge  of  the  establishment. 
Before  I  was  of  age  I  was  in  business  for  my- 
self on  the  southwest  corner  of  Fourth  and  Race 
Streets,  which  was  my  first  purchase  of  property 
in  Philadelphia.  In  1850  the  business  had 
proved  so  profitable  that  I  had  made  what  thirty 
years  ago  was  considered  quite  a  fortune.  But 
instead  of  retiring  I  purchased  the  stock  and 
good-will  ofGrigg,  Elliott  &  Co.,  at  that  time 
the  largest  book  jobbing  house  in  the  United 
States.  I  introduced  important  changes  into 
the  business  management,  greatly  increased  the 
list  of  publications  and  improved  their  character. 
Mr.  Grigg  was  considered  a  giant  of  a  booksell- 
er, yet  his  whole  stock  could  be  packed  in  one 
of  the  smallest  of  our  rooms.  We  made  more 
books  in  one  month  than  he  made  in  a  year. 
Our  daily  outlay  is  more  than  his  yearly  ex- 
penses, and  the  entire  income  derived  from  his 
business  would  scarcely  pay  the  rent  and  insur- 
ance of  this  establishment.  Twenty-nine  print- 
ing-presses are  kept  constantly  running  to  meet 
the  demands  of  our  business.  The  average 
number  of  books  printed  by  them  is  2,000.  Our 
business  extends  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pa^ 
cific,  from  Newfoundland  to  Texas.  From 
25,000  to  30,000  boxes  of  books  are  annually 
shipped  to  our  various  customers,  and  about 
100,000  express  packages.  The  cost  for  boxes 
and  packages  amounts  some  years  to  $25,000. 
It  was  humorously  said  of  a  complete  packing- 
house in  Cincinnati  that  a  hog  was  driven  in  at 
one  door  and  came  out  of  the  other  a  ham.  So 
a  manuscript  is  brought  into  this  establishment 
and  comes  out  a  bound  volume.  The  entire 
book  is  manufactured  under  this  roof.  Here  it 
is  printed,  bound,  published,  sold,  and  distrib- 
uted."

The  Book  Trade  Directory  which  has  been 
publishing,  for  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the 
Weekly  this  fall,  in  such  instalments  as  we 
could  a£ford  space  for,  was  undertaken  in  view 
of  the  frequently  expressed  desire  of  many 
in  the  trade  for  such  a  reference-book,  which 
should  include  a  means  of  classifying  the  trade 
according  to  relative  importance  as  well  as  by 
specialties.  It  was  supposed  that  its  publica- 
tion in  the  Weekly  would  enable  us  to  make 
It  much  more  complete  and  correct  on  its  final 
issue  in  book  form,  but  the  few  emendations 
received  seem  to  show  that  the  plan  adopted 
for  the  Directory,  of  getting  or  verifying  the 
information  from  the  parties  themselves,  obvi- 
ates the  necessity  of  such  tentative  issue.  It 
has  been  amusingly  suggested,  also,  from  sev- 
eral quarters,  that  the  publication  of  the  mate- 
rial for  the  country  at  large  in  this  fashion 
would  be  available  a  hundred  years,  more  or 
less,  from  now ;  in  fact,  we  had  hoped  to  give 
it  in  larger  instalments  than  we  have  been  able 
to  do,  though  the  copy  was  long  since  com- 
pleted for  this  State.

It  is  possible  to  pick  out  from  the  regular 
commercial  registers  lists  of  booksellers  and 
stationers  amounting  to  many  thousands  of 
names, but  such  lists  are  of  little  practical  avail. 
The  commercial  registers  of  the  book  trade  are 
now  out  of  date,  and  the  previous  failure  of 
these  enterprises  financially  gives  little  pros- 
pect of  their  repetition.  The  Directory  now 
announced  has  been  compiled  by  direct  appli- 
cation, and  at  considerable  cost.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  practical  response  of  the  trade 
will  justify  its  completion.

LITERARY  AND  TRADE  NOTES. 

"An  Earnest  Trifler"  is  already  reported  in 
the  thirteenth  edition,  which  indicates  either  a 
remarkable  story  or  prosperous  times,  probably 
both. 

It  is  stated  that  during  the  past  year  the 
American  Bible  Society  has  distributed  one 
thousand  copies  daily  of  its  ten  cent  New  Tes- 
tament, and  been  utterly  unable  to  meet  the 
demand. 

"The  Light  of  Asia  "  is  almost  as  popular 
as  a  fresh  novel,  passing  through  successive 
editions  as  easily  as  it  has  won  the  praise  and 
admiration  of  critics  for  its  marked  excellence 
and  beauty  as  a  poem  and  for  its  deep  interest 
as  a  representation  of  the  character  and  teach- 
ings of  Buddha. 

The  "  Holy  Songs.  Carols,  and  Sacred  Bal- 
lads" published  by  Roberts  Brothers  is  wel- 
comed by  thoughtful  critics  as  one  of  the  best 
and  most  helpful  of  recent  volumes  of  religious 
poetry — as  having  much  of  the  ardent  senti- 
ment and  positive  aspiration  which  character- 
ized saints  of  an  earlier  day,  when  people  were 
not  afraid  or  ashamed  to  be  religious.

The  King  of  Northum- 
berland in  600  gave  for  a  history  of  the  world 
800  acres  of  land,  and  a  Countess  of  Anjou, 
date  not  stated,  once  gave  200  sheep  and  a 
large  parcel  of  furs  for  a  void  me  of  homilies, 
and  120  crowns  for  a  single  book  of  Livy  !  In 
1720  a  Latin  Bible  was  valued  at  $150,  and 
this  was  a  time  when  two  arches  of  London 
Bridge  were  built  for  less  than  f  150.    A  laborer 


in  those  days  had  wages  so  small  that  the 
earnings  of  fifteen  years  had  been  necessary  to 
buy  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  being  in  Latin  he 
could  not  have  read  it  after  all. 


A  "Dictionary  of  Hymnology"  is  an- 
nouuced  in  England. 

A  recent  English  book  indulges  in  the  out- 
rageous title,  "Squatterroania." 

A  low-priced  English-French-German-Rus- 
sian  dictionary  for  students  and  teachers,  com- 
piled by  Prof.  Fuchs,  is  announced  in  Germany, 
to  cost  under  two  dollars  of  our  money. 

It  is  stated  that  Zola's  new  novel,  *'  Nana," 
has  caused  the  circulation  of  the  Voltaire  sud- 
denly to  increase  from  10,000  to  50,000,  over 
$20,000  having  been  expended  in  advertising 
the  story. 

Prof.  Max  Mijller's  great  undertaking  is 
progressing  apace.  Five  more  volumes  of  The 
Sacred  Books  of  the  East,  including  Prof.  Pal- 
mer's revised  translation  of  the  Kor4n,  are  al- 
ready in  the  press. 

A  NEW  Handy-  Volume  edition  of  the  complete 
works  of  Charles  Dickens,  printed  from  a  new 
font  of  type,  by  Messrs.  Clay,  Son  &  Taylor. 
London,  is  to  be  immediately  published,  and 
will  be  found  here  at  the  Scribner  house. 

The  Hibbert  Lectures  of  1879,  being  Prof. 
Le  Page  Renoufs  lectures  on  "  Ancient  Egypt 
and  its  Religion,"  are  in  the  press,  and  will  be 
published  shortly  uniform  with  Prof.  Max  MUl- 
ler's  lectures  in.  the  Chapter  House  at  West- 
minster. 

Mr.  H.  O.  M ANTON,  a  London  publisher,  is 
issuing  to  subscribers,  in  monthly  parts,  "  Slang- 
iana,"  a  cyclopaedia  of  all  the  flash,  cant,  va- 
grant, vulgar,  and  fugitive  words  which  have 
been  or  are  in  common  use  among  English- 
speaking  people. 

**  Life  and  Society  in  America,"  by  Mr.  S. 
Phillips  Day,  is  announced  for  publication  in 
London  early  in  December.  The  work  will  be 
dedicated  to  Prince  Camille  de  Polignac,  aide- 
de-camp  to  General  Beauregard  during  the 
American  civil  war. 

The  Athenaum  says  cordially  that  "  the  edi- 
tor of  the  tenth  volume  of  St,  Nicholas  seems 
bent  upon  showing  that  the  New  World  can 
rival  the  Old  in  the  production  of  children's 
books  as  well  as  in  that  of  corn  and  cheese," 
and  it  seems  to  think  that  she  has  fully  suc- 
ceeded.

Books  issued  during  or  since  July,  1879, 
are  designated  by  a  single  asterisk  before  title  ;  the  date  given  in  parentheses  refers  to  the  ftumber  of 
t/ie  Publishers'  Weekly  or  *^  Title- Slip  Registry*'  in  which  the  book  is  entered  under  full  title  with  de- 
scriptive notice.  Other  entries  are  of  omissions  or  corrections,  mostly  in  prices.  In  two  or  three  cases^ 
minor  changes  throughout  entire  lists,  as  the  addition  of  mailing  to  wholesale  price  by  Brown  <5t*  Gross, 
and  a  slight  alteration  of  mailing  percentage  by  Coivperthwait  or'  Co.,  have  not  been  included. 

In  this  List  only  prices  made  by  publishers  themselves  are  given — retail,  if  retail  (in  first  column)  ; 
*^netP  if  ^^  net  *  (»»  second  column)  ;  where  a  "  mailing"  percentage  is  specified  by  the  publisher ^  the 
**  mailing  price*'  is  given  in  the  retail  column,  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*),  in  addition  to  the  wholesale 
price,     A  double  asterisk  (**)  in  price-columns  designates  books  forthcoming. 

In  comparing  prices  or  ordering  at  retail,  private  buyers  should  bear  in  mind  that  a  percentage 
must  be  added  to  prices  quoted  at  7vholesale,  to  cover  freight,  handling,  delivering,  etc.  Discounts  on 
quantities  to  schools  vary  on  different  lines,  according  to  the  kind  of  prices  adopted  by  the  respective 
publishers. 

33^  The  editor  desires  to  point  out  that  many  corrections  and  criticisms  forwarded  in  connection 
with  the  July  catalogue,  arise  from  varying  interpretations  of  the  mailing  percentages  added  by  pub- 
lishers. The  latest  catalogue  issued  by  the  publisher  was  in  each  case  used,  and  his  own  interpretation 
of  prices  followed.  In  fractional  prices,  the  uniform  practice  was  to  name  the  cent  above  ;  otherwise 
the  exact  price  was  given,  without  raising  odd  to  round  prices  {as  $1.23  to  $1.25)  as  has  been  done  in 
some  trade  catalogues.

OUR   SUPPLEMENTARY    EDUCA- 
TIONAL LIST. 

We  present  this  season  the  additions  and 
corrections  to  the  American  Educational  Cata- 
logue, issued  annually  in  July,  at  this  close  of 
the  year  instead  of  in  February  as  heretofore, 
in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  more  acceptable 
and  serviceable  at  this  advanced  date.  Having 
found,  however,  that  most  publishers  object  to 
considering  the  work  of  the  new  year  before 
the  close  of  the  old,  we  shall  probably  return 
another  season  to  the  old  fashion. 

The  number  of  new  educational  books  pub- 
lished during  the  past  six  months  has  not  been 
large,  but  some  of  them  have  been  important. 
All  educational  books  received  for  record  have 
been  duly  entered  and  noticed  in  the  weekly 
lists  of  the  Publishers'  Weekly  and  in  the 
monthly  Registry,  and  the  date  given  after  titles 
in  the  supplementary  list  guides  to  the  week 
and  the  month  in  which  the  notices  appeared 
in  the  respective  periodicals.  It  should  be  un- 
derstood that  the  editor  of  the  catalogue  and 
of  this  supplementary  list  has  intentionally 
not  included  books  practically  out  of  use  and 
out  of  the  market,  though  still  retained  in  pub- 
lishers' lists ;  nor  books  so  professional  in 
their  character  as  to  be  essentially  technical 
rather  than  educational  books,  as  works  on 
medicine,  law,  mining,  etc.  The  list  is  never- 
theless believed  to  be  by  far  the  most  complete 


and  satisfactory  offered,  as  a  key  to  the  increas- 
ing variety  of  educational  books. 

The  changes  of  price,  except  in  a  few  indi- 
vidual books,  where  corrections  are  noted, 
have  been  so  minor  since  the  issue  of  the  main 
list  as  not  to  be  worthy  of  note.  Special  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  explanations  on  this  point 
at  the  head  of  the  catalogue.  With  the  intro- 
duction of  the  so-called  net  system,  school- 
book  prices  have  certainly  touched  bottom,  and 
with  the  considerable  rise  in  material  threat- 
ened by  the  present  "boom,"  a  reaction  seems 
likely  to  be  forced  upon  publishers.  The  in- 
crease in  the  price  of  paper,  already  above  10 
per  cent,  makes  a  serious  difference  to  them, 
and  in  educational  books,  unlike  miscellane- 
ous, the  original  outlay  for  plates,  great  as  it 
is,  is  counted  for  almost  nothing,  and  prices 
are  already  close  to  the  mere  cost  of  duplica- 
tion. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  rise  in  material 
may  be  met  by  a  decreased  expenditure  for 
agency  work,  rather  than  by  an  increase  in 
prices — a  step  which  would  require  some  means 
of  co-operation,  like  the  revival  of  the  old 
Board  of  Trade.  The  practical  workings  of 
this  Board,  which  did  a  great  deal  to  check 
abuses,  were  much  misunderstood  by  the  school 
public  ;  we  venture  to  say  that  the  modification 
in  prices  would  have  taken  place  whether  or 
not  the  Board  had  been  dissolved. 

It  is  difficult  to  write  of  American  school- 
books  without  some  expression  of  pride  in 
their  character  and  quality.  If  consumers  of 
books  will  make  a  comparison  of  them  with 
the  books  used  in  other  countries,  they  will 
find  cause  for  abundant  self-congratulation.  It 
is  the  method  of  school-book  dealing,  and  the 
abuse  of  the  agency  system — rather  than  the 
prices  actually  paid  by  consumers — which  has 
subjected  educational  publishers  to  much  un- 
deserved abuse. 


We  call  especial  attention  to  the  announce- 
ment of  The  Book  Registry  for  1880,  which  will 
give  monthly  the  full  titles  of  all  books  pub- 
lished during  the  year,  so  far  as  record  can  be 
obtained,  with  descriptive  notices.  This  is  a 
monthly  reissue  of  our  weekly  lists,  with  the 
addition  of  the  monthly  class-summary,  and  the 
lists  are  given  in  this  shape  and  offered  at  the 
low  price  of  twenty-five  cents  per  year  to  meet 
the  needs  of  bookstores  which  desire  dupli- 
cate copies  of  our  lists  for  their  clerks  and 
for  the  use  of  the  public,  of  libraries  whidi 
desire  them  for  cataloguing,  and  of  individ- 
uals who  desire  to  keep  fully  posted  as  to 
new  books,  but  can  spare  neither  the  mooej 
for  more  costly  periodicals  nor  the  time 
for  long  reviews.  The  Registry,  in  half  an 
hour  a  month,  gives  a  satisfactory  saramarj  of 
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the  whole  range  of  current  books,  much  more 
complete  than  is  given  in  any  literary  periodi- 
cal. The  usefulness  of  this  publication  to 
teachers  and  individual  students  goes  without 
saying,  and  we  hope  that  the  *'  new  departure ' 
of  putting  the  periodical  at  twenty-five  cents 
will  be  practically  appreciated  by  them.  The 
amount  can  be  remitted  in  postage  stamps. 


We  print  in  this  issue  more  answers  to  our 
copyright  queries,  which  have  been  suspended 
during  our  busy  season.  Mr.  Poole  raises  a 
voice  from  the  West  in  his  usual  vigorous  way 
in  favor  of  "free  trade  in  books," — not,  if  we 
read  aright,  the  abolition  of  payments  to  au- 
thors, but  the  removal  of  the  tariff  on  books. 
We  have  before  pointed  out  that  this,  as  a  first 
would  result  in  actual  injustice  unless  the 
duties  on  the  raw  material  of  books  were  pre- 
viously or  simultaneously  freed  from  duty. 
These  are  questions  which  will  be  discussed 
with  increase  of  interest  (^uring  the  coming 
year,  when,  let  us  hope,  some  effective  steps 
toward  international  copyright  will  be  taken. 


We  send  out  with  this  issue  the  Index  for 
the  volume  which  it  closes,  and  include  in  the 
number  also  the  monthly  list  for  December, 
thus  completing  our  full  records  for  1879  in  the 
volumes  of  that  year.  We  trust  this  prompt- 
ness will  add  to  the  value  of  the  Weekly  for 
permanent  reference. 


THE    COPYRIGHT    QUESTION— OPIN- 
IONS  OF   AUTHORS  AND 
OTHERS. 

In  order  to  give  further  data  of  the  present 
sentiment  in  regard  to  copyright  reform,  we 
resume  printing  the  replies  to  our  circular- 
letter,  with  the  interrogatories  below,  to  lead- 
ing authors  and  others : 

1.  Do  you  favor  international  copyright  ? 

2.  What  plan  seems  to  you  most  practicable 
in  view  of  all  interests  concerned  ? 

3.  What  method  of  accomplishing  the  plan 
seems  most  feasible  ?

PARIS   LETTER. 

Paris,  November  30,  1879. 

During  the  past  month  there  has  been  a 
considerable  amount  of  activity  in  the  book 
trade,  particularly  in  light  literature,  for  which 
.there  is  always  a^  brisk  demand  at  this  season 
of  the  year. 

Charpentier  has  published  a  curious  psycho- 
logical romance  called  "  La  Chim^re,"  a  mix- 
ture of  spiritualism  and  reality,  philosophical 
disquisition  and  dramatic  sensation.  Also  "  A 
History  of  Theatrical  Costume  from  the  Origin 
of  the  Drama  in  France  until  the  Present  Day," 
by  Adolphe  Tuhen.  This  publication  is  illus- 
trated with  fac-similes  of  original  designs  in 
the  archives  of  the  Grand  Opera. 

Dentu  has  published  a  romance  of  Yveling 
Rambaud  called  **  Toutes  Deux,"  a  love  story, 
in  which  two  young  -girls  are  depicted  as  con- 
fiding, generous  and  devoted,  and  the  hero 
capricious  and  egotistical.  It  is  particularly 
shocking  in  the  French  sense  of  the  word, 
which  may  be  an  attraction  for  some  readers. 
A  romance  by  Ars^ne  Houssaye,  *'  L'Eventail 
Bris6,"  of  which  the  first  edition  was  bought  up 
immediately,  a  second  being  now  in  course  of 
publication.  **  Monsieur  de  la  Nouveautfe," 
by  Mademoiselle  Rachilde,  with  a  preface  by 
Ars6ne  Houssaye.  **  Les  Soupers  de  la  Prin- 
cesse  Louba  d'Askoff,"  by  Madame   Olympe 

Audouard,  the  authoress  of  "  Les  Nuits  Russes." 
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be  no  customs  duty  on  printed  matter,  and  the 
American  governments  became  parties  to  it  at 
the  same  time  that  they  were  collecting  a  very 
heav}"^  duty  on  printed  matter.  If  it  be  considered 
proper  to  put  a  heavy  duty  on  books,  booksellers 
do  not  complain,  it  is  the  public  who  eventually 
pay  it.  If  highly  paid  officials  go  over  to  Eu- 
rope at  great  expense  and  concoct  a  document 
which  is  contradictor)'  on  its  very  face,  that  is 
the  business  of  the  governments  who  employ 
them.  But  if  these  brilliant  diplomats,  unable 
to  interpret  their  own  agreements,  turn  round 
and  convert  a  tax  on  books  into  a  tax  on  book- 
sellers, they  do  that  which  is  not  only  unjust, 
but  illegal.  The  convention,  whatever  it  may 
say,  does  not  say  that  the  printed  matter  which 
is  its  subject  shall  be  printed  matter  addressed 
to  %ther  than  booksellers.  There  is  no  limitation 
in  the  treaty — it  states  clearly  that  its  stipula- 
tions extend  to  letters^  post  cards,  and  printed 
matter.  If  letters  go  free  to  one,  they  go  to  all, 
and  if  books  and  periodicals  are  free  to  one, 
they  ought  to  be  free  to  all ;  or  if  they  are  duti- 
able to  one,  they  should  be  dutiable  to  all.  The 
booksellers  do  not  care  which  way  the  matter  is 
decided  ;  but  the  Solons  of  Canada  decide  it 
both  ways  at  once  by  drawing  their  line  at 
booksellers.  Now  the  beauty  of  the  Canadian 
decision  is  this,  that  on  either  interpretation  of 
the  treaty  they  are  wrong ;  for  if  the  custom- 
house theory  is  right,  they  have  broken  their 
own  laws,  and  if  the  post-office  theory  is  right, 
they  have  broken  the  postal  treaty. 

In  framing  their  recent  tariff,  the  Canadian 
government  had  a  view  to  a  national  policy  of 
protection  to  printers,  as  well  as  to  increasing 
the  revenue.  In  regard  to  the  postal  treaty  it 
adopted  the  theory  advocated  by  Mr.  Lea  in 
his  letter  published  in  the  Publishers*  Week- 
ly of  August  3d,  1878,  and  it  deliberately  passed 
a  tariff,  which  imposed  a  customs  duty  of  one 
cent  for  every  two  ounces  of  printed  matter  pass- 
ing through  the  mails.  The  bill  received  the  roy- 
al assent  in  due  form  and  became  law,  but  scarce- 
ly had  it  commenced  to  operate  when  the  Gov- 
ernor-General was  made  to  issue  an  "  order  in 
council "  to  the  effect  that  "  periodicals  and 
pamphlets  received  from  without  the  limits  of 
Canada,  addressed  to  private  parties,  and  not 
for  purposes  of  sale  or  commerce,  shall  be 
delivered  to  their  addresses  by  the  respective 
postmasters  without  reference  to  the  customs 
officers." 

It  must  be  evident  that  the  Governor  in  coun- 
cil has  no  legal  power  to  alter  an  act  of  Parlia- 
ment. The  Customs  Act,  of  which  the  tariff 
forms  a  part,  gives  him  authority  to  make  certain 
specified  regulations  for  carrying  it  out,  and,  in 
the  case  of  sugar,  to  remit  duties  under  certain 
circumstances.  It  is  also  enacted  that,  if  the 
act  provides  that  any  article  may  be  admitted  free 
for  special  purposes  or  particular  objects,  the 
Governor  in  council  may  interpret  or  define 
what  cases  come  under  such  provision  ;  but  he 
is  not  to  do  anything  inconsistent  with  the  act. 
Now,  as  regards  books  and  pamphlets,  the 
act  made  no  sjuch  provisions  or  exceptions.  Its 
object  in  putting  the  duty  at  a  two-ounce  rate 
of  one  cent  was  evidently  to  make  everybody 
contribute  to  the  revenue.  The  order  in  coun- 
cil exempts  every  man  who  deals  with  a  for- 
eign bookseller  from  the  operation  of  the  act, 
and,  with  a  grim  contempt  for  the  national 
policy,  weights  the  Canadian  bookseller  with 
the  full  burden  of  the  duty.     The  Governor  in 


council  affects  a  power  which  he  does  not 
possess,  and  becomes  a  part}^  to  smuggling, 
through  the  mails. 

Doubtless  the  postal  convention  was  pleaded 
to  induce  the  issue  of  such  an  order,  and  in  is- 
suing it  the  Governor  in  council  concedes  that 
the  treaty  is  paramount  to  the  Customs  Act. 
Perhaps  it  is — probably  it  is — and  probably  the 
post-office  view  is  correct ;  but  then  why  is  the 
treaty  still  broken  by  imposing  a  duty  on  mag- 
azines for  booksellers  ?  If  the  Parliament  had  no 
power,  in  contravention  of  the  postal  treaty,  to 
impose  duties  on  the  periodicals  of  private  per- 
sons, it  had  no  power  over  the  magazines  of  book- 
sellers; and  all  the  duty  collected  from  book- 
sellers is  simply  robbery  under  a  form  of  law. 
The  object  of  the  treaty  was  to  encourage  the 
ready  circulation  of  literature,  and  the  order 
in  council  seeks  to  obstruct  one  of  its  main 
channels.  In  entering  the  Postal  Union,  and 
consenting  to  include  "printed  matter"  among 
the  objects  of  its  regulations,  Canada,  as  an  im- 
porting country,  had  much  to  lose.  She  had  to 
lose  by  carrying  heavy  mails,  the  postage  for 
which  was  retained  by  the  exporting  countries. 
Her  delegates  must  have  known  this,  and  if  the 
Canadian  government  did  not  wish  to  give  up 
the  revenue,  they  need  not  have  acceded  to  the 
convention  ;  but  in  any  case  the  attempt  to  fleece 
the  booksellers  is  a  pitiable  subterfuge.  We  say 
^he  attempt,  because  the  booksellers  are  now 
sending  their  subscription-lists  out  of  the  coun- 
try, and  the  government  are  losing  the  revenue 
any  way,  besides  having  to  deliver  the  booksell- 
ers'magazines  from  door  to  door  by  their  letter- 
carriers  in  the  larger  cities. 

In  the  United  States  the  practice  was  at  one 
time  similar  to  that  now  adopted  in  Canada, 
although  there  never  was  absolutely  contradict- 
ory legislation ;  but  the  act  of  Congress  of 
March  3d,  1879,  has  disposed  of  much  of  the 
difficulty  by  allowing  all  printed  matter,  other 
than  books,  to  come  in  through  the  mails  free  of 
customs  duty.  Booksellers  in  the  United 
States  can  now  get  magazines  for  their  custom- 
ers free  by  mail  subject  to'the  same  regulations 
as  private  persons.  The  same  act  provides  that 
books  admitted  to  the  mails  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Postal  Union  may,  when  subject  to 
customs  duty,  be  delivered  to  addressees  in  the 
United  States  under  such  regulations  for  the 
collection  of  duties  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Post- 
master-General. So  far  says  the  law,  and,  under 
it,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  by  which 
the  duties  on  books  can  be  collected  at  the 
post-office  addressed.  This  is  what  Congress 
evidently  intended,  but  the  Postmaster-General 
then  assumes  legislative  powers,  and  enacts  as 
follows :  "  From  information  received  by  the 
Postmaster-General  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  it  appears  that  no  books  are  abso- 
lutely exempt  from  customs  duties  except  those 
printed  and  manufactured  more  than  twenty 
years ;  but  collectors  of  customs  may,  in  their 
discretion,  remit  duties  on  importations  of 
single  copies  of  books  of  less  dutiable  value 
than  one  dollar,  when  such  books  are  in- 
tended for  the  personal  use  of  the  addressees." 
Postal  Regulations,  sec.  1135.  Here  is  still 
the  same  unjust  discrimination  made  by  officials 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  legislature.  There 
is  no  reason  why  a  bookseller  who  orders  a 
book  in  haste  for  a  customer  through  the  mail 
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which  his  fellow-citizen  is  exempt.  In  any 
other  trade  the  government  is  ready  to  protect 
the  resident  trader  who  contributes  to  the  rev- 
enue, but  in  the  case  of  the  bookselling  trade, 
every  possible  facility  is  given  to  smuggling,  if 
only  the  smuggler  is  a  bookseller  resident  in 
another  country.  Government  would  not  carry 
gloves  or  shoes,  free  of  duty  and  express 
charges,  to  private  persons ;  why  should  it  carry 
books.  But  all  books  are  eventually  for  pri- 
vate persons,  and,  if  government  wishes  to 
encourage  the  import  of  foreign  books,  how 
can  the  intervention  of  a  resident  bookseller  so 
vitiate  a  transaction  that  a  twenty-five  per  cent 
tax  is  required  ?  Distinctions  of  this  sort  are 
unjust  in  themselves,  and  it  is  no  extenuation 
to  say  that  the  limit  of  one  dollar  is  a  very  low 
one — least  of  all  should  they  be  made  by  offi- 
cials in  clear  contradiction  (as  the  Postmaster- 
General  admits)  to  the  law  of  the  land. 

The  Government  of  Canada  cannot  avoid 
an  explanation  of  its  action  at  the  next  meeting 
of  Parliament,  and  Parliament  will  no  doubt  do 
one  of  two  things — either  it  will  insist  on  its 
own  law  being  carried  out,  or  it  will  follow  the 
course  of  the  United  States  Congress,  and  ad- 
mit, to  all  alike,  magazines  and  periodicals  free 
of  customs  duty.  It  would  be  absurd  to  sup- 
pose that  a  Parliament  elected  to  carry  out  a 
national  policy  should  seek  to  stamp  out  so  use- 
ful a  class  of  traders  as  b9oksellers  are,  by  tak- 
ing them  twenty  or  twenty-five  per  cent  on  al> 
their  importations.  All  that  the  book  trade  of 
Canada  desires  is  to  be  treated  at  least  as  justly 
as  the  shoe  trade  or  dry  goods  trade.  The  fair- 
est way  to  tax  any  special  business  is  to  do  it 
by  licenses,  as  is  done  now  with  the  liquor  trade, 
and  used  to  be  done  in  the  Middle  Ages  to  the 
book  trade  also.  .

THE  TRADE  DIRECTORY. 

The  Boole  Trade  Directory  which  has  been

It  was  supposed  that  its  publica- 
tion  in  the  Weekly  would  enable  us  to  make 
it  much  more  complete  and  correct  on  its  final 
issue  in  book  form,  but  the  few  emendations 
received  seem  to  show  that  the  plan  adopted 
for  the  Directory,  of  getting  or  verifying  the 
information  from  the  parties  themselves,  obvi. 
ates  the  necessity  of  such  tentative  issue.  It 
has  been  amusingly  suggested,  also,  from  sev- 
eral  quarters,  that  the  publication  of  the  mate- 
rial for  the  country  at  large  in  this  fashion 
would  be  available  a  hundred  years,  more  or 
less,  from  now ;  in  fact,  we  had  hoped  to  give 
it  in  larger  instalments  than  we  have  been  able 
to  do,  though  the  copy  was  long  since  com- 
pleted for  this  State. 

We  beg  leave  to  announce,  therefore,  for  the 
early  spring  the  publication  of  the  Directory 
for  New  York  State,  provided  the  subscriptions 
of  the  trade  justify  the  enterprise.  If  the  re- 
sults are  satisfactory,  we  shall  at  once  go  for- 
ward and  complete  the  Directory  for  the  other 
States.    The  price  of  the  New  York  State,  inter- 


leaved, will  be  $2  per  copy  net,  and  we  invite 
the  orders  of  the  trade  accordingly. 

It  is  possible  to  pick  out  from  the  regular 
commercial  registers  lists  of  booksellers  and 
stationers  amounting  to  many  thousands  of 
names,  but  such  lists  are  of  little  practical  avail. 
The  commercial  registers  of  the  book  trade  are 
now  out  of  date,  and  the  previous  failure  of 
these  enterprises  financially  gives  little  pros> 
pect  of  their  repetition.  The  Directory  now 
announced  has  been  compiled  by  direct  appli- 
cation, and  at  considerable  cost.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  practical  response  of  the  trade 
will  justify  its  completion.

not  afraid  or  ashamed  to  be  religious. 

Col.  Laidlaw,  author  of  the  government 
manual  of  rifle  practice,  desires  us  to  state,  in 
view  of  our  reference  to  Col.  Wingate*s  com- 
plaint against  his  book,  that  he  feels  sure  read- 
ers *'  would  modify  the  opinion  formed  in  refer- 
ence thereto  if  they  should  examine  into  the 
question  further  ;  and  that  those  who  are  inter- 
ested to  see  my  *  Reply  to  the  Charge  of  In- 
fringement of  Col.  Wingate*s  Copyright'  can 
obtain  a  copy  of  it  by  sending  their  address

An  exchange  gives  some  curious  facts  about 
the  cost  of  books  in  early  times :  and  in  the 
light  of  them  who  shall  say  that  books  nowa- 
days are  not  cheap  ?  The  King  of  Northum- 
berland in  600  gave  for  a  history  of  the  world 
800  acres  of  land,  and  a  Countess  of  Anjou, 
date  not  stated,  once  gave  200  sheep  and  a 
large  parcel  of  furs  for  a  vol  lime  of  homilies, 
and  120  crowns  for  a  single  book  of  Livy  !  In 
1720  a  Latin  Bible  was  valued  at  $150,  and 
this  was  a  time  when  two  arches  of  London 
Bridge  were  built  for  less  than  $150.    A  laborer 


in  those  days  had  wages  so  small  that  the 
earnings  of  fifteen  years  had  been  necessary  to 
buy  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  being  in  Latin  he 
could  not  have  read  it  after  all.

A  recent  English  book  indulges  in  the  out- 
rageous title,  **  Squattermania." 

A  LOW-PRICED  English-French-German-Rus- 
sian dictionary  for  students  and  teachers,  com- 
piled by  Prof.  Fuchs,  isa&nounced  in  Germaoy, 
to  cost  under  two  dollars  of  our  money. 

It  is  stated  that  Zola's  new  novel.  **  Nana," 
has  caused  the  circulation  of  the  Voltaire  sud- 
denly to  increase  from  10,000  to  50.000,  over 
$20,000  having  been  expended  in  advertising 
the  story. 

Prof.  Max  Mijller's  great  undertaking  is 
progressing  apace.  Five  more  volumes  of  The 
Sacred  Books  of  the  East,  Including  Prof.  Pal- 
mer's revised  translation  of  the  Korin.  are  al- 
ready in  the  press. 

A  new  Handy-  Volume  edition  of  the  complete 
works  of  Charles  Dickens,  printed  from  a  new 
font  of  type,  by  Messrs.  Clay,  Son  &  Taylor. 
London,  is  to  be  immediately  published,  and 
will  be  found  here  at  the  Scribner  house. 

The  Hibbert  Lectures  of  1879,  being  Prof. 
Le  Page  Renoufs  lectures  on  "  Ancient  Egypt 
and  its  Religion."  are  in  the  press,  and  will  be 
published  shortly  uniform  with  Prof.  Max  Mai- 
ler's lectures  in .  the  Chapter  House  at  West- 
minster. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Manton,  a  London  publisher,  is 
issuing  to  subscribers,  in  monthly  parts,  '*  Slang* 
iana,"  a  cyclopaedia  of  all  the  flash,  cant,  va- 
grant, vulgar,  and  fugitive  words  which  hare 
been  or  are  in  common  use  among  EDglish- 
speaking  people. 

"Life  and  Society  in  America,"  by  Mr.  S. 
Phillips  Day,  is  announced  for  publication  in 
London  early  in  December.  The  work  will  be 
dedicated  to  Prince  Camille  de  Polignac,  aide* 
de-camp  to  General  Beauregard  during  the 
American  civil  war.

Books  issued  during  or  since  July,  1879, 
are  designated  by  a  single  asterisk  before  title  ;  the  date  given  in  parentheses  refers  to  the  number  of 
the  Publishers'  Weekly  or  "  Title- Slip  Registry"  in  which  the  book  is  ehtered  under  full  title  with  de- 
scriptive notice.  Other  entries  are  of  omissions  or  corrections,  mostly  in  prices.  In  two  or  three  cases ^ 
minor  changes  throughout  entire  lists,  as  the  addition  of  mailing  to  wholesale  price  by  Brown  <5r*  Gross ^ 
and  a  slight  alteration  of  mailing  percentage  by  Cowperthwait  «Sr»  Co.^  have  not  been  included. 

In  this  List  only  prices  made  by  publishers  themselves  are  given — retail,  if  retail  {in  first  column) ; 
**net*^  if  **  net  '  {in  second  column) ;  where  a  ''  mailing''  percentage  is  specified  by  the  publisher^  the

OUR   SUPPLEMENTARY    EDUCA- 
TIONAL LIST. 

We  present  this  season  the  additions  and 
corrections  lo  the  American  Educational  Cata- 
logue, issued  annually  in  July,  at  this  close  of 
the  year  instead  of  in  February  as  heretofore, 
in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  more  acceptable 
and  serviceable  at  this  advanced  date.  Having 
found,  however,  that  most  publishers  object  to 
considering  the  work  of  the  new  year  before 
the  close  of  the  old,  we  shall  probably  return 
another  season  to  the  old  fashion. 

The  number  of  new  educational  books  pub- 
lished during  the  past  six  months  has  not  been 
large,  but  some  of  them  have  been  important. 
All  educational  books  received  for  record  have 
been  duly  entered  and  noticed  in  the  weekly 
lists  of  the  Publishers'  Weekly  and  in  the 
monthly  Registry,  and  the  date  given  after  titles 
in  the  supplementary  list  guides  to  the  week 
and  the  month  in  which  the  notices  appeared 
in  the  respective  periodicals.  It  should  be  un- 
derstood that  the  editor  of  the  catalogue  and 
of  this  supplementary  list  has  intentionally 
not  included  books  practically  out  of  use  and 
out  of  the  market,  though  still  retained  in  pub- 
lishers' lists  ;  nor  books  so  professional  in 
their  character  as  to  be  essentially  technical 
rather  than  educational  books,  as  works  on 
medicine,  law,  mining,  etc.  The  list  is  never- 
theless believed  to  be  by  far  the  most  complete 


and  satisfactory  offered,  as  a  key  to  the  increas- 
ing variety  of  educational  books. 

The  changes  of  price,  except  in  a  few  indi- 
vidual books,  where  corrections  are  noted, 
have  been  so  minor  since  the  issue  of  the  main 
list  as  not  to  be  worthy  of  note.  Special  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  explanations  on  this  point 
at  the  head  of  the  catalogue.  With  the  intro- 
duction of  the  so-called  net  system,  school- 
book  prices  have  certainly  touched  bottom,  and 
with  the  considerable  rise  in  material  threat- 
ened by  the  present  "  boom,"  a  reaction  seems 
likely  to  be  forced  upon  publishers.  The  in- 
crease in  the  price  of  paper,  already  above  10 
per  cent,  makes  a  serious  difference  to  them, 
and  in  educational  books,  unlike  miscellane- 
ous,  the  original  outlay  for  plates,  great  as  it 
is,  is  counted  for  almost  nothing,  and  prices 
are  already  close  to  the  mere  cost  of  duplica- 
tion. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  rise  in  material 
may  be  met  by  a  decreased  expenditure  for 
agency  work,  rather  than  by  an  increase  in 
prices — a  step  which  would  require  some  means 
of  co-operation,  like  the  revival  of  the  old 
Board  of  Trade.  The  practical  workings  of 
this  Board,  which  did  a  great  deal  to  check 
abuses,  were  much  misunderstood  by  the  school 
public  ;  we  venture  to  say  that  the  modification 
in  prices  would  have  taken  place  whether  or 
not  the  Board  had  been  dissolved. 

It  is  difficult  to  write  of  American  school- 
books  without  some  expression  of  pride  in 
their  character  and  quality.  If  consumers  of 
books  will  make  a  comparison  of  them  with 
the  books  used  in  other  countries,  they  will 
find  cause  for  abundant  self-congratulation.  It 
is  the  method  of  school-book  dealing,  and  the 
abuse  of  the  agency  system — rather  than  the 
prices  actually  paid  by  consumers — which  has 
subjected  educational  publishers  to  much  un- 
deserved abuse. 


We  call  especial  attention  to  the  announce- 
ment of  The  Boyk  Registry  for  1880,  which  will 
give  monthly  the  full  titles  of  all  books  pub- 
lished during  the  year,  so  far  as  record  can  be 
obtained,  with  descriptive  notices.  This  is  a 
monthly  reissue  of  our  weekly  lists,  with  the 
addition  of  the  monthly  class-summary,  and  the 
lists  are  given  in  this  shape  and  offered  at  the 
low  price  of  twenty-five  cents  per  year  to  meet 
the  needs  of  bookstores  which  desire  dupli- 
cate copies  of  our  lists  for  their  clerks  and 
for  the  use  of  the  public,  of  libraries  which 
desire  them  for  cataloguing,  and  of  individ- 
uals who  desire  to  keep  fully  posted  as  to 
new  books,  but  can  spare  neither  the  money 
for  more  costly  periodicals  nor  the  time 
for  long  reviews.  The  Registry^  in  half  an 
hour  a  month,  gives  a  satisfactory  summary  of 
uigiiizea  oy  vjv/\^p^iv^ 
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the  whole  range  of  current  books,  much  more 
complete  than  is  given  in  any  literary  periodi- 
cal. The  usefulness  of  this  publication  to 
teachers  and  individual  students  goes  without 
saying,  and  we  hope  that  the  **  new  departure ' 
of  putting  the  periodical  at  twenty-five  cents 
will  be  practically  appreciated  by  them.  The 
amount  can  be  remitted  in  postage  stamps. 


We  print  in  this  issue  more  answers  to  our 
copyright  queries,  which  have  been  suspended 
during  our  busy  season.  Mr.  Poole  raises  a 
voice  from  the  West  in  his  usual  vigorous  way 
in  favor  of  ''free  trade  in  books." — not,  if  we 
read  aright,  the  abolition  of  payments  to  au- 
thors, but  the  removal  of  the  tariff  on  books. 
We  have  before  pointed  out  that  this,  as  a  first 
would  result  in  actual  injustice  unless  the 
duties  on  the  raw  material  of  books  were  pre- 
viously or  simultaneously  freed  from  duty. 
These  are  questions  which  will  be  discussed 
with  increase  of  interest  (^uring  the  coming 
year,  when,  let  us  hope,  some  effective  steps 
toward  international  copyright  will  be  taken. 

We  send  out  with  this  issue  the  Index  for 
the  volume  which  it  closes,  and  include  in  the 
number  also  the  monthly  list  for  December, 
thus  completing  our  full  records  for  1879  in  the 
volumes  of  that  year.  We  trust  this  prompt- 
ness will  add  to  the  value  of  the  Weekly  for 
permanent  reference.

PARIS  LETTER. 

Paris,  November  30,  1879. 

During  the  past  month  there  has  been  a 
considerable  amount  of  activity  in  the  book 
trade,  particularly  in  light  literature,  for  which 
there  is  always  a^  brisk  demand  at  this  season 
of  the  year. 

Charpentier  has  published  a  curious  psycho- 
logical romance  called  "  La  Chim^re,"  a  mix- 
ture of  spiritualism  and  reality,  philosophical 
disquisition  and  dramatic  sensation.  Also  "  A 
History  of  Theatrical  Costume  from  the  Origin 
of  the  Drama  in  France  until  the  Present  Day," 
by  Adolphe  Tuhen.  This  publication  is  illus- 
trated with  fac-similes  of  original  designs  in 
the  archives  of  the  Grand  Opera. 

Dentu  has  published  a  romance  of  Yveling 
Rambaud  called  **  Toutes  Deux,"  a  love  story, 
in  which  two  young  -girls  are  depicted  as  con- 
fiding, generous  and  devoted,  and  the  hero 
capricious  and  egotistical.  It  is  particularly 
shocking  in  the  French  sense  of  the  word, 
which  may  be  an  attraction  for  some  readers.

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Among  the  most  successful  of  the  recent 
publications  isstied  by  Dentu  must  be  men- 
tioned the  romance  of  **Two  Bourgeois/'  by  I 
Alberic  Second.  This  book  is  exceedingly 
comic  and  turns  upon  tne  adventures  of  two 
young  men  whose  apartments  are  separated  by 
a  partition.  One  always  rises  when  the  other  . 
goes  to  bed,  systematically  disturbing  each 
other's  repose,  and  they  consequently  bear 
mutually  an  intense  hatred.  At  the  close  of 
the  storj'  the  two  enemies  become  friends.  It 
is  a  sort  of  French  "  Box  and  Cox,"  from  which, 
no  doubt,  Alberic  Second  borrowed  the  idea. 

Didier  has  published  a  novel  called  '*  His-  1 
toire  d'Otter-Yarl,"  a   Norwegian   pirate,  by  ' 
the  Count  de  Gobineau.     The  author  gives  a 
very  clever  description  of  the  social  condition 
of  Bordeaux  during  the  middle  ages.     "  Pius 
the  Ninth  and  Victor  Emmanuel,"  by  Jules  Zel-  ' 
ler,  a  member  of  the  Institute,  is  a  histor}^  of 
Italy  during  the  period  between  1846  and  1878, 
and  contains  a  good  deal  of  original  matter. 

Hachette  has  published  the  fourth  edition 
of  **  Les  Races  Humaines,"  by  Louis  Figuier. 
This  work  is  illustrated  by  two  hundred  and 
seventy  engravings  and   eight   chromo-liiho- 
graphs.     '*  Les  R6cits  de  Voyage,"  by  Xavier  ' 
Marmier,  is  a  collection  of  stories  and  legends. 
In  one  of  these  legends  we  are  told  how  Sigurd, 
King   of  Norway,  having  been  converted   to 
Christianity,    left   his   country   with   a   sturdy, 
band  of  Norsemen,  promoting  the  true  religion 
with  his  sabre.

cently published  by  Plon,  **  Church  and  State 
under  the  July  Monarchy,"  by  Paul  Tliurcau 
Dangen,  is  attracting  a  good  deal  of  attentioa. 
This  work  is  replete  with  anecdotes  concerning 
Louis  Philippe,  whom  the  author  makes  a  firm 
opponent  of  ecclesiastical  domination.  On  one 
occasion  Louis  Philippe  is  stated  to  have  said 
to  Monseigneur  Affre  de  Gu6Ian,  **  I  do  not  like 
your  Catholic  schools.  They  teach  children  too 
assiduously  the  verse  of  the  Ma^ificat^  *DepoS' 
nit  potentes  de  sede*  "  The  Messieurs  Plon  will 
shortly  publish  the  **  Memoirs  of  Prince  Metter- 
nich."  A  few  chapters  of  the  forthcoming  work 
have  just  made  their  appearance  in  the  Rrvue 
de  Deux  Afondes,  embracing  the  period  1814- 
1815,  when  Napoleon  the  First,  after  the  battle 
at  Bautzen,  seemed  for  a  moment  to  have  re- 
gained his  military  ascendancy  over  combined 
Europe. 

Messieurs  Quantin  have  published  a  book 
of  travels  in  Flanders  called  **  La  Terre  des 
Gueux,"  by  Henrj'  Havard.  The  author  says: 
**  During  five  months  I  have  inhabited  those  old 
Flemish  cities,  still  decked  in  their  mediaeval 
garments  ;  I  have  dived  deep  into  their  past  his- 
tor}' ;  I  have  ransacked  their  archives,  and  dur- 
ing five  months  I  have  wandered  about  those 
smiling  plains  of  Flanders,  delighted  if  per- 
chance I  could  alight  in  some  humble  cottage 
on  an  old  song  associated  with  the  legends  of 
Scandinavia." 

Among  old  books  revived  we  are  indebted  to 
the  well-known  publishers,  Edouard  Rouvere  & 
Co.,  for  a  new  edition  of  the  **  Duke  de  Lau- 
zun's  Memoirs,"  with  a  preface  by  Georges  de 
Heylli.  It -will  be  recollected  that  a  portion  of 
these  memoirs  refers  to  the  war  of  Indepen- 
dence, and  gives  an  account  of  the  French  expe- 
ditionary force  to  America  and  th^  Duke  de 
Lauzun's  interviews  with  Washington.

THE   CANADIAN   BOOK   TRADE  AND 
THE   POST-OFFICE. 

BY    A   CANADIAN    BOOKSELl.ER. 

In  a  previous  issue  we  alluded  to  the  great 
injustice  inflicted  upon  the  Canadian  book 
trade  through  the  squabbling  of  the  customs  and 
post-office  officials  as  to  the  meaning  of  certain 
clauses  in  the  Paris  convention  concerning  the 
Universal  Postal  Union.  Ever  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Berne  treaty  of  1874,  difficulties  in 
adjusting  it  to  the  customs  tariffs  of  America 
have  continually  arisen,  and  it  says  very  little 
for  the  United  States  and  Canada  delegates 
that  in  a  document  of  such  importance,  and 
which,  moreover,  has  been  revised  more  than 
once,  differences  of  opinion  should  still  be  pos- 
sible between  two  departments  of  the  same  gov- 
ernment. In  the  United  States  a  tolerable  solu- 
tion has  been  arrived  at  by  a  sort  of  sub-conven- 
tion between  the  two  departments, but  in  Canada 
the  war  still  continues.  The  Canadian  govern- 
ment, which  usually,  in  fiscal  matters,  treads 
closely  on  the  heels  of  the  Washington  govern- 
ment, was  ready  enough  to  follow  it  into  the 
muddle,  but  is  unwilling  to  follow  it  out. 

By  Article  XI.  of  the  treaty  it  is  forbidden 
•'  to  the  public  to  send  by  mail  any  packets 
whatever  containing  articles  liable  to  customs 
duty,"  and  Article  IV.  states  that  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  convention  extend  '*  to  letters,  post 
cards,  and  printed  matter  ^^  Sl^yi^C^?''  ^* 
dently  the  treaty  contemplates^ that  incre  shall 
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be  no  customs  duty  on  printed  matter,  and  the 
American  governments  became  parties  to  it  at 
the  same  time  that  they  were  collecting  a  very 
heav}'  duty  on  printed  matter.  If  it  be  considered 
proper  to  put  a  heav}*^  duty  on  books,  booksellers 
do  not  complain,  it  is  the  public  who  eventually 
pay  it.  If  highly  paid  officials  go  over  to  Eu- 
rope at  great  expense  and  concoct  a  document 
which  is  contradictory  on  its  very  face,  that  is 
the  business  of  the  governments  who  employ 
them.  But  if  these  brilliant  diplomats,  unable 
to  interpret  their  own  agreements,  turn  round 
and  convert  a  tax  on  books  into  a  tax  on  book- 
sellers, they  do  that  which  is  not  only  unjust, 
but  illegal.  The  convention,  whatever  it  may 
say,  does  not  say  that  the  printed  matter  which 
is  its  subject  shall  be  printed  matter  addressed 
to%tker  than  booksellers.  There  is  no  limitation 
in  the  treaty — it  states  clearly  that  its  stipula- 
tions extend  to  letters^  post  cards,  and  printed 
matter.  If  letters  go  free  to  one,  they  go  to  all, 
and  if  books  and  periodicals  are  free  to  one, 
they  ought  to  be  free  to  all ;  or  if  they  are  duti- 
able to  one,  they  should  be  dutiable  to  all.  The 
booksellers  do  not  care  which  way  the  matter  is 
decided  ;  but  the  Solons  of  Canada  decide  it 
both  ways  at  once  by  drawing  their  line  at 
booksellers.  Now  the  beauty  of  the  Canadian 
decision  is  this,  that  on  either  interpretation  of 
the  treaty  they  are  wrong;  for  if  the  custom- 
house theory  is  right,  they  have  broken  their 
own  laws,  and  if  the  post-office  theory  is  right, 
they  have  broken  the  postal  treaty. 

In  framing  their  recent  tariff,  the  Canadian 
government  had  a  view  to  a  national  policy  of 
protection  to  printers,  as  well  as  to  increasing 
the  revenue.  In  regard  to  the  postal  treaty  it 
adopted  the  theory  advocated  by  Mr.  Lea  in 
his  letter  published  in  the  Publishers'  Week- 
ly of  August  3d,  1878,  and  it  deliberately  passed 
a  tariff,  which  imposed  a  customs  duty  of  one 
cent  for  every  two  ounces  of  printed"  matter  pass- 
ing through  the  mails.  The  bill  received  the  roy- 
al assent  in  due  form  and  became  law,  but  scarce- 
ly had  it  commenced  to  operate  when  the  Gov- 
ernor-General was  made  to  issue  an  "order  in 
council "  to  the  effect  that  "  periodicals  and 
pamphlets  received  from  without  the  limits  of 
Canada,  addressed  to  private  parties,  and  not 
for  purposes  of  sale  or  commerce,  shall  be 
delivered  to  their  addresses  by  the  respective 
postmasters  without  reference  to  the  customs 
officers." 

It  must  be  evident  that  the  Governor  in  coun- 
cil has  no  legal  power  to  alter  an  act  of  Parlia- 
ment. The  Customs  Act,  of  which  the  tariff 
forms  a  part,  gives  him  authority  to  make  certain 
specified  regulations  for  carrying  it  out,  and,  in 
the  case  of  sugar,  to  remit  duties  under  certain 
circumstances.  It  is  also  enacted  that,  if  the 
act  provides  that  any  article  may  be  admitted  free 
for  special  purposes  or  particular  objects,  the 
Governor  in  council  may  interpret  or  define 
what  cases  come  under  such  provision  ;  but  he 
is  not  to  do  anything  inconsistent  with  the  act. 
Now,  as  regards  books  and  pamphlets,  the 
act  made  no  Sjuch  provisions  or  exceptions.  Its 
object  in  putting  the  duty  at  a  two-ounce  rate 
of  one  cent  was  evidently  to  make  everybody 
contribute  to  the  revenue.  The  order  in  coun- 
cil exempts  every  man  who  deals  with  a  for- 
eign bookseller  from  the  operation  of  the  act, 
and,  with  a  grim  contempt  for  the  national 
policy,  weights  the  Canadian  bookseller  with 
the  full  burden  of  the  duty.    The  Governor  in 


council  affects  a  power  which  he  does  not 
possess,  and  becomes  a  part)j  to  smuggling, 
through  the  mails. 

Doubtless  the  postal  convention  was  pleaded 
to  induce  the  issue  of  such  an  order,  and  in  is- 
suing it  the  Governor  in  council  concedes  that 
the  treaty  is  paramount  to  the  Customs  Act. 
Perhaps  it  is — probably  it  is — and  probably  the 
post-office  view  is  correct ;  but  then  why  is  the 
treaty  still  broken  by  imposing  a  duty  on  mag- 
azines for  booksellers  ?  If  the  Parliament  had  no 
power,  in  contravention  of  the  postal  treaty,  to 
impose  duties  on  the  periodicals  of  private  per- 
sons, it  had  no  power  over  the  magazines  of  book- 
sellers; and  all  the  duty  collected  from  book- 
sellers is  simply  robbery  under  a  form  of  law. 
The  object  of  the  treaty  was  to  encourage  the 
ready  circulation  of  literature,  and  the  order 
in  council  seeks  to  obstruct  one  of  its  main 
channels.  In  entering  the  Postal  Union,  and 
consenting  to  include  "printed  matter"  among 
the  objects  of  its  regulations,  Canada,  as  an  im- 
porting country,  had  much  to  lose.  She  had  to 
lose  by  carrying  heavy  mails,  the  postage  for 
which  was  retained  by  the  exporting  countries. 
Her  delegates  must  have  known  this,  and  if  the 
Canadian  government  did  not  wish  to  give  up 
the  revenue,  they  need  not  have  acceded  to  the 
convention  ;  but  in  any  case  the  attempt  to  fleece 
the  booksellers  is  a  pitiable  subterfuge.  We  say 
^e  attempt,  because  the  booksellers  are  now 
sending  their  subscription-lists  out  of  the  coun- 
try, and  the  government  are  losing  the  revenue 
any  way, besides  having  to  deliver  the  booksell- 
ers' magazines  from  door  to  door  by  their  letter- 
carriers  in  the  larger  cities. 

In  the  United  States  the  practice  was  at  one 
tinie  similar  to  that  now  adopted  in  Canada, 
although  there  never  was  absolutely  contradict- 
ory legislation ;  but  the  act  of  Congress  of 
March  3d,  1879,  ^^^  disposed  of  much  of  the 
difficulty  by  allowing  all  printed  matter,  other 
than  books,  to  come  in  through  the  mails  free  of 
customs  duty.  Booksellers  in  the  United 
States  can  now  get  magazines  for  their  custom- 
ers free  by  mail  subject  to'the  same  regulations 
as  private  persons.  The  same  act  provides  that 
books  admitted  to  the  mails  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Postal  Union  may,  when  subject  to 
customs  duty,  be  delivered  to  addressees  in  the 
United  States  under  such  regulations  for  the 
collection  of  duties  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Post- 
master-General. So  far  says  the  law,  and,  under 
it,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  by  which 
the  duties  on  books  can  be  collected  at  the 
post-office  addressed.  This  is  what  Congress 
evidently  intended,  but  the  Postmaster-General 
then  assumes  legislative  powers,  and  enacts  as 
follows :  **  From  information  received  by  the 
Postmaster-General  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  it  appears  that  no  books  are  abso^ 
lutely  exempt  from  customs  duties  except  those 
printed  and  manufactured  more  than  twenty 
years ;  but  collectors  of  customs  may,  in  their 
discretion,  remit  duties  on  importations  of 
single  copies  of  books  of  less  dutiable  value 
than  one  dollar,  when  such  books  are  in- 
tended for  the  personal  use  of  the  addressees." 
Postal  Regulation;,  sec.  1135.  Here  is  still 
the  same  unjust  discrimination  made  by  officials 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  legislature.  There 
is  no  reason  why  a  bookseller  who  orders  a 
book  in  haste  for  a  customer  through  the  mail 
should  pay  a  twenty-five  per  cent  duty  from 
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which  his  fellow-citizen  is  exempt.  In  any 
other  trade  the  government  is  ready  to  protect 
the  resident  trader  who  contributes  to  the  rev- 
enue, but  in  the  case  of  the  bookselling  trade, 
every  possible  facility  is  given  to  smuggling,  if 
only  the  smuggler  is  a  bookseller  resident  in 
another  country.  Government  would  not  carry 
gloves  or  shoes,  free  of  duty  and  express 
charges,  to  private  persons ;  why  should  it  carry 
books.  But  all  books  are  eventually  for  pri- 
vate persons,  and,  if  government  wishes  to 
encourage  the  import  of  foreign  books,  how 
can  the  intervention  of  a  resident  bookseller  so 
vitiate  a  transaction  that  a  twenty-five  per  cent 
tax  is  required  ?  Distinctions  of  this  sort  are 
unjust  in  themselves,  and  it  is  no  extenuation 
to  say  that  the  limit  of  one  dollar  is  a  very  low 
one — least  of  all  should  they  be  made  by  offi- 
cials in  clear  contradiction  (as  the  Postmaster- 
General  admits)  to  the  law  of  the  land. 

The  Government  of  Canada  cannot  avoid 
an  explanation  of  its  action  at  the  next  meeting 
of  Parliament,  and  Parliament  will  no  doubt  do 
one  of  two  things — either  it  will  insist  on  its 
own  law  being  carried  out,  or  it  will  follow  the 
course  of  the  United  States  Congress,  and  ad- 
mit, to  all  alike,  magazines  and  periodicals  free 
of  customs  duty.  It  would  be  absurd  to  sup- 
pose that  a  Parliament  elected  to  carry  out  a 
national  policy  should  seek  to  stamp  out  so  use- 
ful a  class  of  traders  as  bpoksellers  are,  by  tak- 
ing them  twenty  or  twenty-five  per  cent  on  a\^ 
their  importations.  All  that  the  book  trade  of 
Canada  desires  is  to  be  treated  at  least  as  justly 
as  the  shoe  trade  or  dry  goods  trade.  The  fair- 
est  way  to  tax  any  special  business  is  to  do  it 
by  licenses,  as  is  done  now  with  the  liquor  trade, 
and  used  to  be  done  in  the  Middle  Ages  to  the 
book  trade  also.  ,
